One 
F (’t of dis|)Titauts maintain that the year One is completed before it begins, the other would more reasonably 
.sus^gr.st that it must begin before it is completed. But then, retorts th(?^ogical dealer in subtleties, there is 
ii zeio year before the absolute year can count, which explains the apparent discrepancy; just as there is a 
zero jiound Avhilc the shillings that compose it are being counted, and not till the twentieth shilhng is flung 
ilown does the pound absolute make its appearance. Whereto the practical man replies, that whether the year 
Uue IS to be counted at the end or beginning of its months, is all tho same to liiin ; but that he clearly declines 
to count number 1\vo till he has h^id tlie full value of it, and that no conceivable number of unsubstantial 
sliilliiigs could over pi'oduco to his satisfaction any one substantial pound. Supposing a baby born on tho 
lirrt T' fir of a century, ho may nave been clearly a nothing baby for nine months i^rcccding; but would 
.mylK)dy therefore call him nine months old at lii^ birth 'J"ho logician again responding not less learnedly, 
ihi (luestion is loft^a profound pu:'./.lc, ami as such must probably remain ; but we are decidedly of opinion 
Ibat for common-life purposes the practi<’al view ia tho more coiivciiieiit one, and that if wo bArgaiuod to 
siibscvibc lor fifty copies of Jlousckuld TEa/’di wc would by no means bo content wntli lorty-uino plus 
nothing. 

'JTiough the mcmoi’y of tho century is tlius decrepit, however, let it not be supposed that it has not vigour 
of lhi‘ iiotAvitliMtaiiding. I’hcro is nothing so common now-a-days as all kinds of professed ailments in midst 
of Li e slurdic.st cvidcm-c.s of health and strength. Nothing can equal the onergyaud vitality, for example, 
w'iih winch the protectionists have boon proeliiiming all over Jhigland tho entire collapse and absolute decease 
o^ a' Yicultui'al prosperity. In Worcester, Nottinghamshire, Eclenbridge, Ross, Devonshire, York, Kent, 
W’altiiimi, and Northaiiqtton ; in Bucks, Leicester, Horsham, Ely, and Stafford ; tlioy have daily, within the past 
ino] Ji, exhibited the activity and energy of amoro than morUl despair. But it is plainly a case of Killing 
• iHiirdcr, and the public look on enjoying the joke, as much as ever they enjoyed tho venerable farce of that 
iiau'c. No year lias oiicned during the prcMcnt century with inoi’c unequivoenl indications on every side of 
('xtr.iorduMiy commercial prosjienty. In spite of such adverse events as tlic war in India, the Danish 
I)l()< icad(‘, and tho cholera, trade has made unequalled progi’oss during the year past, and the condition of tho 
on I'. oi‘ the iieoplc has been i»roportiouately imi)ro\cd. yiiipping, too, has increased, as a matter of course, 
w'dii tlie increase of imports ami exports ; the building yards uic at present os full as the mills aud factories; 
.eel tli(‘ lirsi year of the rejical of the navigation laws sees apparently flrmcr than ever the wooden walls af 
()M Engl md. Let the Avooden heads take comfort, therefore; aud listen, with what patience they may, to 
the admissions Avhieh Mr, Disraeli has again during the past month more than once emphatically roiioatcd, as 
bo the utter nii]»osbib]lity of a jircsont or speedy restoration of protection. Is it not strange, by the way, that 
:;o clever a person as the protectionist orator cannot perceive, that in proportion as his own hopes of seeing 
protection restored have been declining (and less and less hopeful, from year to year, has his language gradually 
licconieh theie must bo a reason iii the growing satisfaction of the people with the system that displaced it’ 
Would it be possible to main Lain free trade fora day beyond tbe time that the really preponderating interests 
of the country demanded a re-imposition of protection ’ The real truth is, that the instinct of the difficulty of 
rctiiriimg to the old system possessed by all men out of top-boots and leathers, or in the least degree above the 
loAveat riuigc of the bucolic intellect, is substantially a confession of the abuse which free trade had thrawn down. 
If tho now arrangement Avero not just, or if the old one had not inA^olved what was tho reverse of just, change 
would not now bo so difficult or distant as it is confessed by Mr. Disraeli and the most ardent protectionists to 
be. In a few more years, it is to bo hoped, this instinct aviU ripcil into the sensible resolve of not desh'ing 
to ro^.umo swaddling-clothes at all ; in Avbich case Ave shall have a manly cflbrt to dispense altogether with 
petting and coddling, and, after tho fashion of Mr. Cobdcii at his farm in Sussex, shall see reuts reduced, 
game surrendered, land drained, trees cleared, fences tnoved, and, amidst all this, not only both fannei'S and 
labourers employed oiid contented, but landlords cheerful and hopeful. Mr. Cobden went the other day to 
Ayleshury, to give the farmers the benefit of tliat quite unprecedented strange agricultural experience ; 
Aviiercat tlio honest farmers at first began to liiss, then to laugh, and then to cheer, ^ It is clear that even 
their s is not a case for despair. Even by them the signs of the times do not pass utterly disregarded ; and 
such signs, advei’se to their wishes, have lately been more than usually abundant. Protection has been 
Avithin these few days defeated in what was supposed to bo its metropolitan stronghold, among tho weavers 
of Stepney; at a meeting invoked against ^‘tho present unfair and laiinoua system of competition," backed 
by all tho pretences most likely to gull the well-meaning but half-informed artisan, and presided over by the 
great guns of the great central protection society itself." Against all these influences the working men 
stood firm ; supported their own vioAvs ; flung plentiful cold water over a notorious oratorical firebrand, 
Mr. Oostler ; carried a scries of sensible resolutions, to the effect that the best protection they desired to 
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have was the non-interference of Government with trade, and the rembAnl of all remaining impedinionts to 
the free exorcise of industry ; and politely deposed the protectionist chairman. 

It is to be regretted that this example of politeness, however, has not as yet told generally on the great 
body of the farmers. At Stafford, for instance, they enforced their differences of opinion with the loaded 
ends of heavy riding-whips on the bkulla of a piu'ty of I’adical shoemakers, who had mustered Bomewhat 
strongly in the Town Hull. Indeed that sort of argument would apjietir, upon tho wliole, to have been the 
most powerful reasoning employed by the farmers as a bod3^ during the late meetings. The consequence of 
its partial success at Stafford was its subsequent adoption, with various fortune, at Hinckley m Lciccstor.shiro, 
and at Reading, Croydon, and 'Worcester; for though both at Hinckley and in the latter city the toji-boots and 
Icathei'^s underwent dccihive rout, and at Croydon it was a drawn battle, at Reading they as clearly got uj^pev- 
mop.j and indeed came off* with quite a triumplnuit victory. 'J^hcir newspajjors complacently record it. Tu 

le spectators not engaged nothing whatever was audible, and nothing visible but a sea of bats bobbing up 
and dowm like chof>ping waves in a tide-way, fists whirling in the air, and incidental glimpses of hand to hand 
isncountei’s in which bulky gentlemen in white top-coats appeared to great advantage.” Tomucli more 
advantage, bo it at least admitted, than the Lord Stanhopes, Mr. Mewdegates, Lord Homy Bentiiicks, and 
others, supposed to be their betters, who, instead of gallantly whirling tist.s in the air, have been basely 
levelling vulgar imputations against Sir Robert Peel ; accusing him of having taken up free tiiide for no 
higher motive than liis own benefit, and reminding him that bars bliould have good menioi ics. For the 
latter saying Lord Stanhope more paitioularly is responsible. 

The apophthegm, vulgar, false, and misplaced in that (‘.ase, is not without point and application to another 
inoident of tlie month. Restless in his exile, the cx-milwaj' monarch has made an attempt to emerge into 
ihe world once again ; but a too idanifcstly indiscreet one. His memory seems painfully short. He should 
have wmted quictlj’’, used advantageously what he has not been obliged to icgorgc (tuid wliat could a bun 
dred thousand pounds matter out of such ill-gotten heaps as his), kept his kitchen warm, and siuik all further 
allusions to reputation or diameter. With such prop^i and supports he may still recommend liimsclf ns by 
far too useful an msfcnimcnt to a large class of •* society” to be left to rust quitcout of f.islnon. Rutfooji&bly 
rejecting thorn, ho now, forsooth, petitions the jiuhlic for all sorts of cons'lderation, on the ground ot the 
excited period in which the equivocal transactions occurred, the multiplicity of concmis lu' had to suj^criii- 
tend and direct, the brief opporturnti(‘s he had for reflcc-tion, and the imjtossibility of giMiig suCficien I attention 
to public duties and private matters— as if the public incinorj" were as convenient as hr. or tlio world 
oould have forgotten that the attention he had given out of his public duties to his pro ate midtors liad boea- 
only too sufficient ! Such pleas acl mmrkordi<m> miglit have been somewhat less ridiculous, if rlie result had 
been less exclusively in Mr. Hudson’b own favour: but when a man, in tlu' extreme oi excitement, with 
horribly brief opportunities for relloction, and with eoncoins to supci intend ami direct uliuh occupy all 
his energies, is nevertheless proved to have been continually filling Ins m\ui p(w.*k(‘t> vhile be was enqitying 
those of others, ‘'the impossibility of his giving sufficient attention to public dulios’’ can liardly be udmitted 
to excuse his having somewhat over-attended to private ones. Mr. trudson twike« nothing by bis motion. It 
was a blunder. 

So proved, most unexpectedly (to retmn to the tlicmo of tho month wliich lias been oflencpt renewed 
and harped upon), the appeal of the protectionists to Irolaud. One winild lia\c expected t]u‘ Insli to cleave 
to the fortunes of protection, as in former days the country stood b}' tJmnes tho Second, ami otlier cx}>lod('d 
things ; but tho genius of blundering itself could not discover any ])Os,siblc supply of its w^uits m thi^ certain 
creation of a scarcity, and the attempted reaction has been generally a failure. Truly, tlic vu•tue^ of jiro- 
tection are so written on the face of Ireland that he who runs mny read; and if Bu(‘(‘csf5 might have Ih'cu 
counted upon anyw’hcrc for unreasonable opinions, certainly that was the ])jaco for it — that generous but uniiappy 
laaid of d^usions, that second enchanted islfuid, bo long under the spell of selfisli ciicliantci s. Vet, btraiigo to say, 
wo have to repeat that even here, where the cap and bell.s belong to reason, and \sisdoM is the natioiul Tom 
o' Bedlam, our protectionist friends make little or no advance. They succeeded in lulniaiiiham and Dublin 
only by cai efully bimtt’ing out the public. At Dimmaiiway, and in Cork, (Uvan, and Donegal, fieo-trade 
resolutions wore carried at the protectionist meetings ; mthe veiy ])attcj ii county of Down tlie protectionists 
were beaten on their own gi’Ound, at the meeting they liad tbomselveB .■.iiinmoried , and one of tlic bjieakerb, 
an ardent repealer, sensibly explained in what wa}' free-trade bad benohted Ireland, by ytimulating English 
inauufacturcB and bo giving English employment to iminbers of staiwing Irish, without the least apparent 
notion that the argument told quite as forcibly iigaiust repeal as against i>rotootioii. Thus, even wldlc in a 
rational and sensible courcie, the country still keeps up its character; and when things go right, they go, as 
O(majlo says, by contraries. At Wexford and Longford, as in.Dowm, there were meetings to winch pro- 
tcotionists were summoned, and free-tradore came; and at Galway there suddenly rose such a storm of 
contending motions and resolutions, that the leader of the jirotectionists Ibrgot to make any motion at all ! 

However, if common bciibo is arrived at thus nonsensically in Ireland, it is surprising, on tho other hand, 
with what Sensible and passionate camestnoss nonsense is at the Biuue time pursued. movement 

against rent, for example, becomes dajJy more and more formirijiblc, and threatens to assume the worst 
character of socialism. Being impracticable in its objects, its organisatjon is proportionately powerful. If it 
h^ been limited to the better guardianship and fiecunfcy of the tenant, in all to winch Ins labour and Racrifices 
might justly entitle him, it would have been a practicable, obtainable, common-placo thing, and nobody would 
have lifted up his finger for it. As it is, it will doubtless attract and occupy all the diseugaged onthusiasni of 
the oountry, turn it into every kind of dangerous channel, and obstruct Btatesman-bko exertion in every other 
sound or beneficial direction. ■ ^ 

But«s littl-o in England as in Ireland is there lack of matter for cither censure or scorn. We have heard 
too much lately of those disastrous cases wliich are so bitter a reproach to our civilization, whore neglect and 
actual ^torvaloon are left to murder the wretched, while officers, appointed by law to arrest Huch instrumonts 
of itore indifferently on. A miserable single woman, with her unborn child, dies of hunger ai\d cold 

ftt Seutham|)iii^ ; a married woman, poor and industrious but most unhappy, dies of absolute want and 
in Maitchestor; while the parish authorities, in both populous civilized cities, ore no less than actual 
it may be said, to these horrible cakunitics. More horrible still is the certainty, however, that such 
itMeo, .tiAseetij joabaard of, silently suffered and undergone, ore, in London, of even common occurrence. It 
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\YOuid noverthclcss appear to be a doubtful luorey to clear our streets aud garrets of distressed women by 
means of partial emigration subscriptions, with no attendant precaution against on immediate supply of 
still larger numbers to run the same coiirso of wrclchodness. The enoi-mous preponderance of the 
female over the male population in London is attributable to those tempting opportunities of employ- 
ment existing 111 a great city, which lure so many girls to Loudon with utter inability to resist its 
Ruarea, witli the laxity of morals that is more or loss tlio rcf^ult ef country breeding, and with no pleasing 
memory connected with the squalid homes they have left to aid in keeping them within the ways of virtue. 
iSuch remedies do but him the ulcerous place, leaving the more grievous malady to fester unseen. "What 
Ini'i been the growth of the neglect of centurjes cannot hi' removed hy the activity of a f{3W earnest months 
or ycare. I^lie poojile must be educated, and their homes improved. More uppalliug even than the oiises 
which reveal depths of bodily destitution, ai’c those which now and then disclose the more stai'tlmg deptUsi 
of mental ignorance and neglect concealed beneath our hollow shows of civilisation. 

On the proposed swearing at Guildhall of a crossing-sweeper lad of fourteen, to witness an assault, 
Avo had not many davK ago one of these appallmg re\elatious. The boy looked hO anniiied on taking “the 
Look.” that the worthy Alderman avu,s moved to question him on his moral condition ; whereupon it appeared 
tliai he did not know what an oath was, that he did not know what a New Testaineut wms, that he could 
not read, that he liad never said his prayers, that he did not kiiOAV what prayers were, that lie did not know 
Avhat Clod was, tliat though ho had heard of tJic DcA'il he dnl not knoAV him, and that in fact all he know was 
how to sweep the crossing; Avliilo manifestly prominent among the things lie did not know, was how to 
speak other tlian the truth. The lati(*r wits not the mfereiiec, lioAvever, of the worthy magistrate; he did 
iiol- rcc(*giiiHe the cxeolloiit sod, only baricn because no seed h.ad been sown tlii'i’c ; but straightway, after 
lamenLiiig over the dcplorabh; ignorance of the unfortunate child, he rejected his evidence peremptorily as that 
of a creature wJjo knew nothing AvhaUwcr of the obligation to toll the trutli. Now, fulinitting to its fullest 
e.vt('nt the brutal and lamentahlo ignorance wliicli know nothing out of the Avorld or in the world 
('xcopt to swecfi the crossing, it is also clear tliat the ignoianeo extended e([iially to the arts of suhtcr- 
tnge, dissimulation, and false pi'ctences : and that this boy’s evideneo A\'fis refnserl hy the magistrate simply 
'peCviusc ho did not know hoAv to feign that he did know, Agannt Iniiisolf, or rather against society to which 
the* : haiiic belongs, lie had borne line tostinionj"; and thcrefoie his testimony in legard to others Avas to be 
exciuded. TiiC magistrate is not i^o he blamed, tli‘' magisterial decision aaxis strictly in aecordiuice with the 
pi’cK lice of English junsjn udcnce but it is surelyGiigli time to fling down such iidieulous bariiers of custom 
ami inejmhcc, .stumbling-blocks to truth a.s tlioy must alA\ay,s bo, and, taking whatever cvidonco is iwofifcrcd, 
quuiitf/,ni 'icdcuf, leaA’e the judge and jury' to discover the ]>reeise amount of Aalue.

dutv of seamen (proverbially negligent in such matters) to keep them always in a state for launching and 
for instant use. ' 


NARRATIVE OF POLITICS. 

The Irish rosulent-* in Manchester and Salford held a 
public meeting on the 3id, in tho Com Exchange, to 
nresent an address to Mr, John Bright, M.P , thanking 
him for the manner in which he had Advocated the 
Claims of Ireland. Mr. Bright spoke at much length, 
describing the manner in which the land of Ireland is 
closed against tlic industry of its people through its legal 
possession by an alien or insolvent proprietary ; and 
indicating the measures which he would advise for the 
redomjition of Ireland, The measures* which he enume- 
rated included abolition of primogeniture for undovised 


property, and restrictions on its devise to lives not in 
being ; registry of property ; reduction of the enormous 
charges for stamps for the sale and purchase of luucU 
security of tenure for the practical cultivators of the soil; 
abolition of the Established Cluirch in Ireland ; extension 
of tho suffrage ; and reinforcement of the representation 
in the Imperial Parliament. He exhorted the intelli ’’ 
gent and upright men of Ireland to come forth from 
their isolation, and claim the aid of the English people 
in forcing upon tho government proper measures for 
tlieir country. “ 1 look,'* he said, “ to the opeiiiug of 
parliament with intense interest. We are tguoraui^ 
of what the government is about to do— -of what Lord 
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John RTMsell will undertake, Lord John Russell h&s Lord St. Vincent moTed that Lord Talbot take the 


been praised for his courage and his sagacity. I will not 
dispute his possession of these virtues ; but the question 
is — Has he cojarage and sagacity for the time in which he 
lives ? I hope that Lord J ohn Ilusccll may rise to the 
great work that is before him. He has an opportunity 
of doing more for this country than almost any other 
minister in our time. He might, I believe, add the 
industiy and the affections of millions to the wealth aud 
strength of this great empire. But if he should fail — 
if he should prove himself to be the agent of a timid and a 
selfish oligarchy, ratlier than the prime minister of the 
crown and of the people — he should not dare to do 
these things, which in my conscience I believe he knows 
to be necessary, even then we will not despair ; for there 
is growing up in England, and I hope in Ireland, a party 
so strong and so numerous, that by and by it will leave 
out only the pauperism at one end of the scale, and it 
may be the titled and the privileged at the other — it will 
include almost the whole people.’* 

A number of Protectionist Mf'ciwgs have been held 
this month ; and at many of them, the object for which 
they were called, has been entirely defeated. The 
following have been most remarkable: — 

The iSalisbury meeting, on the 4th, was interrupted 
by the endeavours of a strong Free-trade party to pre- 
vent the passing of the resolutions. Lord Nelson, the 
chairman, being much interrupted by exclamations of 
Lower your rents ’ ” threatened to have the inter- 
rupters ejected. Much fighting and rioting ensuodf in 
the midst of which, Lord Nelson ventured to assume that 
the resolutions were carried. 

The Protectionists met an unexpected defeat at a public 
meeting of the working classes, convened at Sfepnri/, on 
the 7th, in favour of Protection, and ‘ ‘ aga inst the pi eseiit 
unfair and ruinous system of competition ” The meet- 
ing was got up by the National Association for the 
Organisation of Trades. Mr. George Frederick Young 
presided ; and was supported by Mr. Oastlcr, Mr. Paul 
Foskett, and other members of the great Central Pro- 
tection Society. Mr. Samuel Kydd and Mr, Alexander 
Campbell represented tlie Protectionist Chartists ; and 
Mr. Clarke, a working man, represented the Chartists 
who approve the political economy of tlic Free Traders. 
Mr. Campbell, after stating that the meeting originated 
entirely with the delegates of the London trades, n body 
which had for its object the social and political improve- 
ment of the working classes, moved a rc.solutiou 
importing that it was the first duty of the government 
and legislature to adopt measures for enijiloying and 
protecting the industrious popubition ; aud supported it 
by a Protectionist speech. Mr. Clarke moved a direct 
amendment to the resolution, which, he said, with all 
its talk about protection said nothing about the greatest 
of all protection — the protection of the vote ; his aincnd- 
jaent embraced greater freedom of trade, reduction of 
taxation, and parliamentary reform. A stormy debate 
ensued, the violence of which was heightened by the 
appearance pf Mr. Richard Oastler, who tried in vain to 
obtain a hearing. Mr. Clarke moved that the chaiivnan 
do leave the rnair, as having lost the confidence of the 
meeting ; and the motion was cairied. A Mr. Hackman 
was voted into the chair ; hut Mr. Young refused to quit 
his place. A taproom chair was supplied, and was 
“ taken ” by the new functionary ; Mr. Clarke’s resolution 
was triumphantly carried ; the meeting was dissolved, 
and the mass of it departed. When they were gone, 
Mr. Young and some few faithful adherents attempted to 
carrv on the proccedftigs in the Protectionist sense. 
Notning more, however, was done than the passing of 
votes of thanks to Mr. Oastlcr and Mr. Young j who, 
with their few supporters, finully dispersed, amidst the 
hootings of the workmen that remained. 

The Buckinghamshire Protectionists had a meeting 
at Great Mariow on the 8th. The main resolution 
denounced the local taxation of real property as a serious 
hardship. One of the speakers suggested, in preference, 
the repeal of the malt-tax ; hut he was nut listened to, 
and the resolution was carried. The lead in the proceed- 
ings was taken by Mr. Disraeli. < 

A Protectionist Meeting at Stafford on the 10th, 
became the scene of a Violent Disturbance. The farmers 
mustered 400 strong, the townspeople more numerous. 


chair; and in the course of a speech said something 
which raised shouts of disapprobation from the townsmen ; 
the farmers ftheered; and a contest of shouts led to a 
contest of blows and missiles. Before long, weapons 
were in use on both sides, blood was shed, and the 
townsmen were ejected from the hall. Exasperated by 
this defeat, they attacked the windows, and scoured the 
streets for increased numbers to burst open the hall-doors. 
While Lord Talbot was speaking, a whole window-frame 
was cb*iven in by an immense stone cast against it. 
Large stones flew about the room ; and one which passed 
close to Lord Talbot’s head wounded a reporter on the 
forehead, so seriously that ho was removed to the Judges’ 
room for surgical aid. The crowd outside seemed about 
to succeed in forcing open the hall-doors, and as it w^as 
evident that the County Constabulary would he too weak 
to resist them, a message was convej^c'd to the Mfiyor for 
the aid of the town force. The Mayor is said to have 
sent a refusal of the aid. As his mcs‘<agp was delivered 
the door was finally burst open and fighting was renewed 
on the hall-floor. Mr. Adderlev, the meniix'r, addressed 
the disturbers on their dastardly conduct, telling thorn 
with indignation that it convinced him of their unfitness 
to be trusted with the suttVago they claimed. He hastily 
mov'ed ail address to the Queen, praying for the dissolu- 
tion of parliament, and the motion was seconded, hut 
the tumult heooming more and more dangeious, Lord 
Talbot dissolved tin* meeting, and h(‘adod a body of 
gentlemen and farmers in iTt^eat to a neighbouring inn. 
On the way, Lord Talbot received a heavy blow on fhe 
chest from a brick ; he coolly told the mob they Were 
acting very unlike Englishmen. Fighting was kOfit up 
for an hour or more all over the town-square ; numtiers 
were severely hurt, and the farmers were ultimately 
fain to .seek refuge in the hotels and r<iilway station. 

A Protection Meeting at Reading, on the 19th, was 
attended with Another Scene of’ Biot. The busi- 
ness, from its coinmen cement, was int^Ti'uplod by 
hostile cries, which soon led to a general battle betv^een 
the contending parties. Jn a short interval of compara- 
tive quiet, the proceedings nere resinned, hut the riot 
immediately reeommeiiced. ^''he Marquis of Downshire, 
who appeared among the Proteetiom.sts, tried pei suasion, 
but in a rather questionable way. “ 1 am an Irishman,” 
said the Marquis, “ and ask only fail; play for all particsr 
1 attended a meeting the other dey in the eounty of 
Down, where arguments and eominon mmiso were jnit 
down by a mob, and where, 1 am sorry to say, v.e — the 
respectaliihty — could not got a hearing J <nn sorry to 
say we were entirely beaten ; but don’t let yourselves 
be beaten now 1 am the last man in the room to 
apjieal to yihysical force; hull dediire to you, if there 
IS any more row' 1 ’ll head some eight or ten fanners and 
turn them out,” The cheering that followed baifled 
de.scription. IVlr.'VVeedon (a Free-trader) rose to order, 
expostulated with the Sheritf lor allowing such language, | 
unbecoming a magistrate, to i.ssne from the platform ; 
and, as the farmers took the hypothetical ease of the 
Marquis positively, and proceeded to undoubted plijsical 
force, his Lordship again rose, and said — ” Don’t* mis- 
take me' I am no advocate for violence. I W'ould only 
expel those who disturb the meeting, and will not allow 
fair play.” The fight then raged more furiously than 
ever. Several were hurled off tho scats at the end with 
violence, and kicked en passant to the door, while their 
hats formed temporary footballs ; and, as the Protec- 
tionists w ore stout boots generally, the (^ect must have 
been most unpleasant. Some Free-traders showed fight ; 
but were no match for the burly farmers, who knocked 
them down right and left. A large gentleman in top- 
boots and a white coat having danced up and down tho 
benches at the end of the hull, and pushed off some half- ! 
dozen men, who were immediately forced to run the i 
gauntlet till they escaped at the door, shouted out, ! 
“ We ’ve beat them all ! ” whereupon there was a great I 
stamping of feet and hurraing. liord Radnor attempted 
to recal the meeting to its business, but he was not 
allowed to utter half-a-dozen connected sentences. He 
cpolly said that “ if they liked to decide without hoa,ring, 
they might ; ” and proceeded to read his free- trade 
amendment. Mr. Philip Puscy, member for the county, 
found audience only to state that the repeal of the corn- | 
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had brought prices much lower than statesmen 
had expected ; and that he was prepared to advocate in 
parliament a return to a moderate duty. Greater 
quietness at length prevailed, and the Protectionists 
were allowed to go through the form of passing their 
resolutions. 

Another Violent Meeting was tliat of the West Kent 
rrotectionists at Ponenden Heath, on tlie 24th. A Pro- 
tectionist re.soJution Was moved by Lord Stiiiihoj)C, and 
a free-trade one by Mr. Beacon. After much noise the 
resojlutions were put to the meeting. The show of hands 
appeared equal, but was declared favourable to the Pro- 
tectionists ; and great uproar then arising, the Sheriff 
soon after dissolved the'nieeting, almost before a resolu- 
tion in compliment to hnnsorf bad been moved. The 
crowd pelted the mounted tarmors with mud, and dk- 
pcised witli cheers for free trade. 

Other large meetings, however, have been unanimous 
in their Support o f Protection. Tliis was the ease with 
the meeting of the Leicestershire and Itutlaiidsliire 
farmers at Waltham, and the meeting of Protectionists 
at Northampton. At the first the Marquis of Granby 
and Lord John Manners were speakers ; and the Earl of 
Wilton, Viscount New])ort, M.P., Loid C. Manners, 
M.P. ; Mr. Prewen, M.P,, were present at the second, 
the Earl of Southampton, the Duke of Grafton, Sir 
Henry Dryden, Sir Clnirlcs Kniglitley, ]\LP , Earl Poni- 
fret, Mr. Maimscl, M P., Mr. Stafford, M.P., and Cap- 
tain V yse, M T‘.

Loid 
Dow'iishire and the Proteetioiiists letned from the meet- 
ing, but the High Sheriff w'ould iiotdishohe it; and at 
tlie i’lid of the iiroeeednigs Mr. Sliarman CrawTord was 
voted into the chair, in order to thank the High SlienH’ 
for hi.s iinpaitial and iiianly eonduet — In Jiiineiick, 
C^irk, Cavan, IVleatli, and We>.foul, aniendment*^ on j 
Jhoteetionist resolutions have been carried by large' 
majorities. 

Lord "W'liarncllffc lias declined to join the Protcc- 
twnist Moii‘in('nt. The requisition for a meeting at 
York to consider the best means of obtaining the ciiact- 
nieiit of a fixed duty on grain, having been .submitted 
for his signature, lie sent an answ er, wdiieh lyas been 
published, stating that he can in no degree concur in 
that proposal. lie gives it as his firm opinion that there 
is nothing in the present prospects of agriculture to jus- 
tify such an application to p.irliarnent ; and he secs 
circumstances in the commercial history of the j>ast fexv 
years which. With the present ill-dcfiiied and exaggerated 
alarm, accoum for the temporary extreme depression of 
agricultural _pric‘e.s. He treats, moreover, the iUcsi of 
the restoration of the corn-laxvs as a mc'rc delusion, 
the prijingation tif xvhieh i,s periiieious to tlie true in- 
terests of indu.stry. — Lord Yarborough, xvho was a zealou.s 
Protectionist before the repeal of the corn-law, has 
also declined to join in carrying on the contest. He 
has refused to sign_ a requisition for a Protectionist 
county meeting, aclvisiiig. that the experiment of free- 
trade should have a further trial under ordinary seasons 
and circumstances, and thinking that the attempt to 
re-impose protective duties xvould end in failure, after 
convulsing the countiy and sowing the seeds of mutual 
animosity aniorng the industrious classes. 

A Groat Meeting, in connexion with TJie Financial 


' and Parliamentary Reform Movement was held in the 
County Hall, at Aylesbury, on the Dth, to receive Mr. 
Cobden, who, iu his late speech at Leeds, had challenged 
the Protectionists to meet him in the Buckinghamshire 
stronghold, to discuss the question of Protection and 
Free Trade. Mr. Cobden, having been introduced to 
the meeting, by xvhom be was received with loud cheers, 
addressed them in a powerful and comprehensive speech. 
He began by maintaining tliat, by every test that can 
proclaim the prosperity or adversity of a nation, wo stand 
better now witliout tlie corn-laws than we did w hen xvc 
bad tlioiri. AVhat w'ere the tests of a nation’s prosperity ? 
A declining or improving revenue was one teat. Our 
revenue was better now than it was under the corn-laws. 
Our exports and imports were better than they xvcrc 
under the corn-laws. Then on the question of pauper- 
ism, and lie xvould not slirink from that test even in an 
agricultural dLstnet, he liad the statistics of many unions 
III Buckinghamshire and Bedfordhhire ; and he warned 
the Protcctioiu.‘,ts that in the case of pauperism, even 
the Aylesbury districts stood more favourably now with 
bread at a moderate prict-, than they did in 1817, when 
pricc.s x\ere high, and the loaf A\as nearly double its 
present rate. 'J'licn'^ake the condition of wages, xsliich 
is a test ol tlio stiite of the mass of the people. What 
w^erc the people earning now, comp.ai*od witli what tliey 
carried in lSt7, xvhen the Protectionists ucre so well 
satistied with the high jnioes } As a rule, throughout 
the countiy more money was being earned novv in every 
branch of business than xvas earned in 1847, and the 
working-peojde xvere getting the comforts and neces- 
saries ot lib', in many ca'-es, at two-thirds (and in .sinne 
cases at less) of the ])rices of 18 17 . it had been said that 
if uc liad tree trade in eoiii, the gold would all be 
drained out of thi' r ountry, heeanse we could not bring 
in five million quarters of grain xvithout draining away 
our gold, as the foreigner would not take anything but 
our gold in exchange for bis coni Now, between thirty 
and forty millions of toreigu coni had been brought into 
this country within four years, and the Hank ol England 
xvas nexer so encumbered witli gold as it is noxv. He 
ropt'aled, that in evi'ry lirancli of business the rate of 
XX ages xvas imjirovod lie made no exception of any of 
the trades in that district, not even tradc.s employing 
xvoiiieu, and instanced Uk; condition of the sLiaw-phiitcrs 
and the pilloxv-laet' makers, xvho were both of them 
getting more employment. Mr. Cobden proceeded to 
illusliat(' liis xiew.s as to the relation bi twcen landlord 
and tenant, by reference to his management of his oxvn 
.small estate in Sussex. He xvas inU rrupted by cries of 
‘‘ How did you get it^ I am indebted for it,” he 
answered, “ I am iiroml to say, to the bounty of my 
countrymen. It xvas the scene of my birth and my 
infancy ; it xvas the pro])crty of my anec.stors ; and it la 
by the munificence of my countrymen that this small 
estate, xvliicli had heori alu'iiated by my father from 
necessity, has again come into my hands, and enabled 
mo to light up afjv sh the liearth of my father, xvhere I 
spent 1113 ' childhood. And T .'^ay' there is no wan ior duke, 
who oxvns a vast domam h}'^ tlii* vote of the Imperial 
Parliament, xxEo holds liis jiroiiert}'^ by a moio lumour- 
ahle title than I posses.s mine.” When tire vi'heinent 
ehoers produced by these words had subsided, Mr. 
Cobden de.scribed the course he adopted xvlien ho visited 
the pivqiertx" after It came into lii.s j^osses.sioii. This xvas 
111 IS 18, xxdieii prices ranged high in this Country; hut 
he, never expecting that those prices would continue, 
thought It the proper time for every man having an 
interest in the land to prepare for the coming comiu'ti- 
tioii by the foreigner, lie gave orders that every hedge- 
roxv tree on that o-'tnte should be rut down anti re- 
inox'ed, and authorised them to remove cvi ry fence on 
the estate. That portion xvhich required draimng, he 
had immediately drained at liis ovxm cost. His land, 
lydng in the very midst of that of the largest Protec- 
tionist landholders, and xvho as a matter of course xverc 
great gamc-prcseTvrr.s, had been infested particularly 
xx'ith hares and rabbits ; and lie authorised the tenants 
on the land to kill all the hares and rabbits, and em- 
poxx^cr any one else to kill them also. At that time, 
continued Mr. Cobden, prices ranged high, and they 
had ranged high during the greater part of the year, 
and notlung was settled about rent. But in the course 
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of tlie last year (he contiuucd) I received a letter from 
ono of my tenants, in which ho said, “ TThon I took my 
fbxm ftom your predecessor, it was upon tht' calculation 
of wheat being 6e«. a (quarter, but it is now little moxc 
than^Oj , and I should like to have a new arrangemeut 
with regard to the terms,” I wrote to him in reply — 
** The proposition you make is reasonable, and we will 
have a new bargain. 1 am willing to enter upon it on 
the principle of estimating the future price of wheat at 
40s. ; but whilst I am willing to take all the advantage 
of low prices, 1 must ha\c the benefit of goodculti\a- 
tion ; therefore we must estimate the produce of the 
land to be such as can be grouu by a good farmer upon 
that quality of laud.” Now, I say, from that itry 
moment — from tJic instant I had made that pro- 
position to this farmer — I was not undtr the slightest 
anxiety; for T knew there would not be tl^e least 
, difficulty in liis carrying on the farm just the same 
under free trade as under protection, rrom that 
moment the fanners upon my small estate no longer 
felt themselves interested in the question of fiee tiado 
' or protection ; the labourers felt they had ju^t a** 
good a prosxjcct of emidoyment as they had bolore, 
and they likewise felt no longer iuteecsted in the ques- 
tion of protection. 

After disposing of the doctrines and projects put forth 
by Mr. Di'-raeli and other Protoi tionists, Mi . Cobdi ii 
gave it os his advice to the tcnant-faiiurrs, that, on the 
subject of the corn-laws, they (.ught to mtet together, 
exclusively as one communit 5 . “Doiiot,” he said, *‘letme 
be misunderstood. I am not going to be misreiiresented 
in this matter. I do not say that upon otlior questions 
the small s(^uire and the tcnant-faniUT ought to be sejia- 
ratod, or that landowners and larnuis should not go to 
the same church together, tied that they should not nu*ct 
as friends upon all other questions; but ^\heno'\(‘r they 
meet to talk upon the subjt<t of protection and frci- 
trade, tenant-farmers, and touant-larniei s only, ought to 
meet together. They ought to oveludo eviij landlord 
irom their counsels. Mind, I repeat it, it is only uheii 
they have to tails, about the •'ulycet of protection, or 
when they have an interr.^t totally distinct and oxipositc 
from that of the person sriio kts the land. 'J'hcy ought 
to exclude not only the great landed proprietor \\ho lets 
the land to .tenants, l)ut thoy ouglit to oxelnde men 
whose predominant interest is (hat of the It^ndlord, 
though they may be tenant-farmers to au inferior c vtentj 
The occupying tcnant-larmcr is the man who employs 
his capital in buying the raw mateiiai. The land is the 
raw' material, lo.iiied to him for tliat imrpoNC bj the 
owner of the soil ; and the tcuaiit-lainici, in tiiid mattd* 
of protection, landlord and the small squire or tin land- 
agent. And until they meet togetlur m a body in 
their several localities, totally distinct and apait from all 
other classes, they nc\cr will have a chance of aiiiving 
at a just appreciation of their own iiosition and (htir 
difficulties, and they never will be able to combine toge- 
ther to obtain such terras and ismditious as are iiocc-sary 
to enable them to carry on tlieir bubiness under the 
system of free trade.” 

The first Metropolitan Meeting of the Xatiojwl 
Charter Association w'as licdd on the 1 4 th at the London 
Tavem. The principal speaker was Feargus OT’emnur, 
w’ho said, among many other things, that he was against 
all descriptions of poor law's — he w'asibr labour, and for 
labquir’s rights. They were all inaac by God; they 
were all a dc \iiish deal better-looking fellows than these 
dukes. If the land w’cro not tilled aeeoidiiig to political 
expediency instead of stale necessity, the peorple would 
bo able to export com. He proposed to alter that, and 
to enact that every man W'ho oGtiipied laud bhould ha\e 
a lease for ever, at u corn rent, and that the bmcllord 
should not bo able to ou&t him. Whenever machinery 
'with a hop, step, and jump, came amongst th(*ni, and 
made paupers, he wmuld provide that all such paupers 
should bo enabled to Ine out of the workhouse by their 
own labour. He eourludcd by reciting some verses of his 
own composition, and his poetry as well as his jirose was 
received with loud cheers. After the meeting had been 
addre-^sed in advocacy of the Charter by Mr. Reyuold-q 
Mr. M'GrMjjL Mr. yernon, Mr. Harney, and Mr. Kydd, 
a man wntim red beard rushed to the platform shout- 
ing, i ’in Ifflid to hold my tongue ! Chartists, will you 


.allow it ? I’m insulted. Here is the flag of the Charter, 
Liberty or death 1 ” Some confusion took jilace, and 
Mr. O’Connor, after addressing a few words to the 
angry gentleman beside him, and having appealed to 
his good sense not to make a disturbance, quickly an- 
nounced that he must vacate the chair, as he hud eight 
miles to go. He then left tlic room, and his ciamplo 
was followed by a majority of those present. 

Ou the 18th a meeting, called by Mr. Cobden, was 
held in the London Tavern, in consequence of Messis, 

H. rring’s advi'i-tisenicnt for a Loan of 5,500,000/. to 
llussiaf to oomph te the railway betw ( on St. Petersburg' 
and Moscow. Mr. Charles Gilpin presided ; and Mr. J.

Mr. Cobden moved a 
resolution, declaring that the re.il object of the loan was 
to rejilcnisli the Russian treasury, exhausted by the 
Hungarian war ; and that to lead the money for such a 
puiposc would 1)0 virtually to suiietionthe deeds of blood 
in lluimnry, and tempt to future tiggiessioii and eon 
quest, lie supported this ri 'solution at gi(at length, 
lieproLialing the siturity of the loan, attacking the 
morality of the Umh cs of it, and deft nding tlu*- economi- 
cal principles of his own eourso of action. The meeting 
was addrc'ss,t>d by Mi. Stuicc* and others, and filio 
roolution wms carried with acclamations.

Sir P. Laurie s.ud 15ut y'ou arc not the authoress oT 
“'Jhe Scottish Chiefs,” lor that is the xxmrk of Anfta 
Marla Porter - The ap])lieant replied, that one ^IVork 
xvgs called “ 'I’he Scotlisli Chiefs,” aipl th#(Otlief^^ The 
Scottish Chieftains.” Shexxas not ansxverablc for this 
seeming jiir.iey ; for it xxas the book Bellcr’ 5 , dev ice, to 
XX hieh, perhaps, .she weakly yiddecl. THh ^iwte of the 
public had completdx altered since she began iiovil- 
xvriting, at 19 years of age, that she could get nothing 
by such labour noxv.~ Sir P. Laurie said she was lU't the? 
only literary character w ho was complaining of thi' enliro 
change in tlie public taste, and hud been thereby reduced 
to straitened ciiTumatances. — She said that was unhappily 
her case. She could no longd^^ support herself in comfort 
by her pen ; and, to incrwlc her distress, her husband, 
to whom she had lookedHPor support, had become of im- 
paired intellect. — Sir Pt^nurie asked w’hat her husband’s 
name w'as ? — She replied it was Lowndes, and that he 
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had been in business for a long time as a dramatic book- 
seller, bnt had failed, and that misfortune preyed upon 
his mind. Although she was in straitened circumstances, 
she was not reduced to beg charity at a police-office. — 
Sir P. Laurie said he had no doubt the newspapers would 
set her right with the public. 

Two smart young women, swters, named Bridget and 
Julia Counolly, were charged at Croydon Sessions with 
slaughtering a Fat Wether on the lauds of Mr, Puller, 
farmer, Addiscomb, on Sunday morning, the 6th, and 
carrying awav the carcass. As two police constables 
were going tneir rounds that morning, they met the 
girls, and, observing something bulky on their persons, 
they questioned them as to what they had about them. 
They said, nothing but their bed-things ; but the officers, 
not satisfied with this, overhauled them, and found on 
each a half-carcass of mutton. They in consequence 
conveyed them to the station-house, and some time after 
they found the hide, head, and entrails of a sheep m a 
field belonging to Mr. P uller. On comparing the mutton 
with the shin no doubt could remain th(‘y both belonged 
to one and the same animid ; and as little doubt remained 
that the prisoners were ius butchers, a.s a sharp clasp- 
knite was found on eac h, with a part of the fresh suet 
and fat attached to them. 

At tjk' High Court of Justiciary in Edinburgh, on 
Saturday the olh, Andrew I'orrest, a youth oi eigliteen, 
was tried for the Shirdcr of a Gamekeeper, named Kirby, 
at Cam bushing. There vs as no chiubl, from the youth's 
coufesRion as well as other evidence, that he killed the 
man; the tiial turned upon the question ■Mhc'ther he 
did it wilfully. Forrest was out with a gun, intending 
to poach ; on the road lie eiierninterc'd Kirby, who lu*tl 
two dogs in a leash, one a very fierc(‘ creature, a cross 
between a New foundhind and a bull-dog Some alter- 
cation ensued, and piobubly tlie savage dog seized 
Forrest’s leg, for it was wounded by a dog; then the 
youtb fired - as he said, at the dog ; but the man w'as 
kilbd The dog might have torn the prisoner after he 
had fired ; or, on the contrary, the lad’s stpry might he 
true. 'Fho Lord Justice ( hn-k summed up very favour- 
ahiV tor the accused; .severely ‘ensuring the gamekeeper’s 
practice of leading about th(‘ savage d(»g. The Jury 
returned a verdict of “ Not proven." 

lu Mio Buuknnitoy (h)urt, tw'o Swindling Bill Tran'i- 
,actieas were eNjiosed on Moud.iv. the 7th, wdieii 
William Thomas Penis, piofesscdly a builder and 
carpenter, apjdied foi his certilieale. 1 le w'us opj/osed 
by Mr. W.dter Lockhart Seott, the giand.son of Sir 
Walter Scott, as creditor for more than 600/. of costs 
inclined in defending an iieLioii brought by Perris on a 
})ill of exchanee fraudulently obtained. The bankrupt’s 
naiiie will he recollected as that of the plaintiff m actions 
against Mr. Scott and the llevereiul Mr, Cur/on, tiicd 
.some eighteen months ago. Bills had been fraudulently 
obtained witliout the payment of consideration, and then 
Ferns had been used as the “ respectable tradesman into 
whose hands the bills had corno honestly for full con- 
sideration,’' to sue for the amount. Mr. Seott success- 
fully defended the action against liimself, and exposed 
the transactions of the gang of swindlers who obtained 
the bill from him. Comniissiouei* (joiillnirn was coii- 
vincod that P’erris had been art and part in the conspi- 
racy from commencement to close ; the certificate was I 
therefore refused. 

An appalling case of Sudden Death occurred at the 
Central Criminal Court on Monday, the 7th, during the 
trial of Samuel Grieves Harvey, a tall, powerful man, 
for an assault 5n Janui.s Dodsley Tawney. IMr. Tawney 
was a slender, diminutive attorney ; Haryey was a stout 
horse-dealer: the tw'o froquentiy met eaeli other at 
Messrs. OsboiTi and Co. 'a .stable s in Gray’s Inn L.'ine. 
Mr. Tawney had, on behalf oi» clients, taken legal 
measures against Harvey — sued him for debts, and 
opposed his discharge in the Insolvent Court; and 
liarvey had been much exasperated. The two meeting 
at Osborn's, Harvey charged Mr. Tawney writh getting 
up the opposition, and w^anted to know who wi've the 
opposing creditors. The solu itor declined to tell him. 
The defendant went out, and returned in a short time 
with two hunting-whips, one of them loaded at the end 
with iron, and tbc other a piano cane one. 'J’he defen- 
dant offered Mr. Tawney the latter ; saying, “ Take 


that.” This wos declined, and the defendant went out. 
Mr Tawney waited a short time, thinking he -vronld go 
away ■. ho then went towards his gig, which had been 
waiting for )iim ; and lie observed the defendant stand- 
ing with the heavy hunting-whip in his hand. As he 
w'as about to get into his gig, Harvey attacked him 
behind, beat him on the hack and shoulders, and tried 
to beat him on the head, but thg prosecutor held up his 
hands and warded off the blows. Mr. Banks, one of 
the partners, came up and laid bold of the defendant, and 
said to him, “ Good God ! Harvey, aiT you mad ? " but 
the defendant throw him away from him, and continued 
his violonce. Mr. Tawney had just succeeded, in getting 
into the gig, when the defendant struck him on the 
back of the head ; the blow stunned him for a moment, 
and his horse ran off, but was soon stopped by some 
cabmen in the King’s Hoad. When lliis assault took 
place, Harvey well knew that his victim was suffering 
from a disease of ilic heart. As thf‘ pro.sccutor was 
al>out to leave the witness-box, he fell senseless. Two 
surgeon.*; immediately attended him. ;Mr. Balhintine, 
who apxicareil for the prisoner, was unable to offer any 
defence. The Recorder briefly addressed the Jury, and 
they immediately ^ave a verdict of “Guilty” I'he 
Recorder said he would not pass sentence at jirt'sent on 
Harvey for his aggravated assault* if Mr. Tawney 
should die, he would have to meet a more serious charge. 
This had hardly been .said when the surgeons announced 
that Mr 'rawiiey had died, 05 lie lay on the Hooi of the 
w'itn'*ss-hox. 'I'lic Recorder ordered Harvey to be 
detained. An inquest wa»s held on the horly of Mr. 
Taw'iiey, on 'J'hursday. The evidence showed the ill 
lieallh that he had sufiered for years; his medical 
attendant stated that he had wernod the deceased’s 
rel.ilives that he would die suddenly. Death had been 
caused by eongc'^tion of the bruin, resulting fiom a 
disease oi tlic heart. Several witnesses described the 
altercation betwu'en Mr. 'I'awney and Harvey. The 
Jury returned a verdict, that James Dod.slcy Tawney 
j died fiom eonge.'-tion of blood on the brain, jirodueed by 
' disease of the heart ; and that he Inill been crudly and 
brutally assaulted by Ha^U' 3 ^ Si utenec of impnson- 
nu'iit for tw'clve mouths W'as passed on lltirvej , by the 
Recorder, on the 11th. He regretttsi that the result of 
the medical imjuiry respecting the immediate cause o*f 
Mr. I’awney ’s death would prevent Harvey’s trial for a 
more scrion.-^ offence. 

A hoy natued George Rnhy, who appeared about 
1 1 years of ag€*, was put m the witne^s-box at Guildhall, 
on the 8th, to Gn e Dndenee in a Vase of Assault on a 
jioliee-officer, when the following dialogue look jilace . — 
Alderraau llumphery Well, do jmu know what you 
arc about ? Do you know what an oath is ? liny No. 
Alderman: Can you read Boy No. Alderman: 
iXo you ever sny your prayers ? Boy No; never. Alder- 
man: Do you know what prayers are? Boy. Nq, 
Alderman: Do you know what God is? Boy No. 
Alderman • Do you know wdiat the devil is ? Boj'' ; 
I 've hoard of the devil, hut I don’t know him. Altli*r- 
maii : Wliat do you know ? Boy . 1 kuow's how to 
sw(‘ej) the crossings. Alderman : And that 's all ^ Boy : 

all. 1 sweeps a crossing The Aldi-rnian said 
th.it in all his experience he had never met with any- 
thing lik(‘ the deplorable ignorance of the poor unfortu- 
nate child in the wkness-hox. 

At the Hcieford City Sessions on the 8th, the Re- 
corder, in Uis Change to the Grand Jurgy said, it apjieared 
to him a very serious circumstance that there should be 
at the present sessions a greater niimbcT of prisoners by 
one-half than at any previous sessions since he had had 
the honour of silling a.s recorder. He wa.s further sorry 
to sny that some of the offences charged were of a very 
serious deseiijition. Ho had compared the present 
calendar with the calendars at other sessions for boroughs. 
At the last Maidstone Sessions, a few days ago, w lierO 
the iiopulation amounted to at least 20,000, the nuiul>er 
of ])risouers was five only. At Dover, where the juris- 
diction comprehended, not only the large town of Dover 
but much of the adjacent district, and iiho Margate, 
there were only eight prisoners for trial. At Canter- 
bury, situated on the great highway to the Continent, 
and fi large thoroughfare for people of all descriptions, 
with a population of 20,000, the uuniber of piisoners for 
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trial on the 3rd of Jann^iry last was only nine. At 
Rochester there were only four prisoners for trial. The 
contrast of these four boroughs with the city of Hereford 
presented a result of an alarming character. He re- 
peated, therefore, it became all persons anxious for the 
welfare of society to consider whether some measures 
could not be taken to check that vice and immorality to 
which, iu his opinion, wtis principally to be attributed 
the increase of crime in this district. 

At the Middlesex Sessions on the 8th, A. Weston, a 
coach-painter, w'lis indicted ior Assaulting Mary Weston, 
his wife, since deceased, and Mary Ann C'onoy. The 
prisoner and his wife lived in an upper room ol a house 
in the Colonnade, liusseU Square ; but from his being 
out of cmplo;^ment and his intemperate habits they 
exporieuced severe privations. They frequently quar- 
relled. and on December C, they and Mary Ann Coney, 
the wife’s sister, sat dow'n to a breakfast j>rocurcd with 
a borrowed sixpence, when the prisoner applied a foul 
epithet to his wrife. She replied, that if slic deserved 
the name, he was then eating the produce of the con- 
duct that entitled her to it, 'ivlioreupo)! li(‘ thn'w u 
spoonful of hot tea into her fac(', and she In return 
threw a mug full of tea over him.^'He had their child, 
about 16 months old, in his arms, and, rising from his 
seat, he dealt her, with the hand he had at liberty, some 
blows on the side of the head, and \vould have done 
more had not Coney taken up a knife, and threatcued 
to use it if he did not desist. Tlic same afternoon he 
told Coney that he should turn her out of his place, 
seized her by the wrist, and threw' her with great vio- 
lence into the passage. On the follow'ing day he beat 
his wife, who was in such a weak condition that she 
could not stand, and she fell, striking her head against 
the fireplace. She died on the following Wc^duesdnj. 
A surgeon stated she had died from congestion on the 
brain, ■^'hich from hf*r condition ol body <i slight cause, 
such as a fall, might have produced. The defence was 
that the prisoner had received groat provocation, his 
wife being a w^oman of lazy and dirty habits. Tlu ]n i- 
soncr was found “Guilty,” and sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment in the House of Correction. 

At the Wandsworth Police Ofiiee on tJie Dth, Mr. John 
McDonough, a surgeon practising at Claphain, was 
Charged with As^nnUmg .Sarah lUldwin, one of his 
servants. On thq morning of the 7th, alter some alter- 
cation in the surgery, he followed her into the kilchen, 
and taking hold of her by the shoukUis gave h(‘r a 
tremendous blow on the bead. Then wtc sting a hot 
pokf r out of her hniid he raised it to strike her on tin 
head. The blow was warded oil by her iqdifted arm, 
which was bcvcrcly hurt. AVhen about to strike hi r a 
second time, the poker was forcibly taken from him b> 
her fellov’'-s<’rvant. Ho was fined the lull ponaltv of ol. 

At the (^entral (h'imiivil Court on tlie 10th mstaut, 
§ai’ah Drake was indicted for the Wilful Mnnhr of her 
male ba.stard child by strangling it wdili a liandkercliu f. 
The prisoner, of wliosi' previous liistoi-y little was knowm, 
had been recently engaged in the s('rvice of Mr ITuth, 
of Harley Street, as co(jk and liousckecixT. Vroni the 
evidence it appeared that in 1848, when three luonths 
old, the child was placed with Mrs. Johnson of Sliorley 
Common, to nurse. l*aymrnt was regularly made for its 
maintenance for some time, but gradually fell off. On 
the 27th of November 1849, the nurse received a leltei 
from the prisoner, stating that she was going with a 
family to Madrid, and regretting her inability to pay her 
the arrear.s owmg at present. In consequence of tlii'» the 
nurse took the child the same day to the piisoner in 
Harley Street, and b'ft it with her, refusing her intre.ity 
to take him buck for a week. ‘T’he child was cariicd up 
to the housekeeper’s room^ and nothing further was 
seen of it. At the usual d inner hour the prisoner 
absented herself under tlie pretext of writing a letter, 
and having a box of clothes to pack for her sister. She 
did not appear again until three o’clock, when one of the 
servants entering her bedroom saw tlie box packed in a 
wrapper and corded. It was carried down stairs next 
morning and sent to the station, addressed to lier 
brother-in-law, Mr. Thcophilus Burton, North f^cverton, 
near Retford. A letter, which had since been burnt, 
was sent advising the forwarding of the box. Mr. 
Burton went the day following with her brother to East 


Retford and received it. On forcing the lock, the dead 
body of a child was discovered. On the box being 
searched by the police an apron was found slightly 
stained with blood, and marked S. Drake. Various 
articles of clothing were identified by the nurse. At the 
Marylcbono station, in answer to the inquiries of the 
female searcher, she stated that, afraid of losing her 
place, she had hung it and sent it to her sister to be 
buried. The counsel for the prisoner made an eloquent 
and feeling defence, endeavouring to prove that th(‘ 
crime had been committed in a temporary frenzy of 
insanity. He urged the jury to look at the situation of 
the prisoner. After her seduction— after receiving the 
greatest injury that could be inflicted upon her by one 
of the other sex — she had been abandoned and left ■with 
limited resources, and suffering from bad liealth, to pro- 
vide for thi'< null uppy child. She had done so. Slie had 
struggled to preserve her reputation, w iiich was all she 
had to depend upon, to protect hei from utter destnu lion, 
and there was no doubt that the manner in which Uio 
child was suddenly thrown iqion her hands, and the 
dreadful eonsetiuences which she foresaw must result 
from it, had for the moment unsettled her reason, and 
drove her to the eominission of the dreadful act. A 
verdict of “ Notguilt 5 % on the ground of insanity ” was 
returned by the jury, and the prisoner ordered to be 
detained in sole custody during Her Majest} ’.s pleasure. 

At the New (Viitral Criminal Court on the 11th, Dauicl 
Blaekmore, a shoemaker, aged .57, w'as indicted for 
Stabbing Henry Akxaiider Maltlu'wr, n pohceinan, with 
intent to mujder him. On Sunday niaht, Die 23r(l, 
whilst the oftiecr was on duty in the Old B.iiley, the 
prisoner’s w lie eniie up to him and said, “You arc the 
thief that locked un ux) the othii nicht.” Becoming 
still more abusive and a mob assembling, he was oblmiil 
to eonvev her to the slation-lioiee, wlure the prisoner 
I w’ent and heeged lor her libeiatioii After being di tamed 
I a short time, >>he was let ott*. About a quarter to eleven, 
having ,pist hien warm'd thnl her husband wu-^ in search 
of him and thieateni d to do for hiin, while stuucling at 
the foriier ol Mviiiner htiid, the jiiisoner came u]) to 
! him and said. “Arc vou tin man tliat took my wile to 
•the stnthm ? ” On iipljim^ that he was, he instantly 

said, “Take that, you inHietiug a wound just 

about the navtl. it cling that he was sfahbcd, the 
' ofiiccr called out for h(l]>, and another ludKfin.ni com 
iiig to his assistance, Ike pnsonti Wiis am sled. ’J he 
dtiince ol Biai kmort was, that being inloviuited lie 
knew nothing about the Iransactio.i. 'J’he jury having 
found liim guilty of the whole fliargo, liie flitorder 
ordered sentence of death to he reemchd, intimating 
that in coTisequouec (,t‘ his age, and luiving hteii w'ounded 
a® a soldier, he should recomim ml the sentence of trans- 
portation for life to be commutid to fifteen years. 

In thf Court of Quren’s Bcmh on the IJth, Sir 
Frederick The ugi r apphoeLnn belialf of the (\miit ik 
Thoimiv, Pnmo Minister of Portugal, lor a nile I^isi 
calling on tlie proprktOTs of the Morning T’ost to show 
causes aqaiust the isun' of a enminal information for the 
piihlitalion of .a Libel , aivusing the C’omit ot obtaining 
158,000/. by eorru])t and unwarrantable political piac- 
tieca, and imputing “light lomliicL” to the Queen of 
Portugal in connexion with the Count. The rule was 
granted. 

A notable instance of Gullibility w'as exhibited a few 
days ago. A maiden lady in Harley Street was waited 
upon byuik'eently dressed, serious-looking person named 
Brown, who presented to lii*r the following letter : — 

Alilcrm.'n rare'hrothfr p’’csents Ids compliments to Miss , 

niid beys to iccoinniend to Jicr notice tho case of Mr. Kduard 
Caik'is Ihown, oi* Kiehmoiid (sou of the late Mr. Geoivp krown) 
who has .su'^tained a sevcic loss of projicrty in cndyratlng to 
Australia, v Inch the enflnsed ciutificate specHics, signed by the 

eavic authorities ; and if stiongor claiuiH on Mias 's purse 

do not prevent her siihsrrihing to this case, 1 can assure that 
l.idy it IS one mciitiiig her sympathy, inatfniuch aa Mr. Brown 
and family aio uou ciiliiely ruined, theii object being to realise 
a ‘^uni butlicicnt to defray their expenses to I'ort Aeklaides. 
Afr. rorebrnthcr takes more than usual iutere^ in tiiis caso 
from the ciicumstaurc of the henror making his rttatcment at the 
Guildhull. lie then*fore trusts that tho medivc which actuate* 

him in addrcs-siiig Miss on his behalf will be elcemed ai 

apology.

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It never occurred to the lady to question the authen- 
ticity of this epistle, though sue might have observed 
that people of education do not generally mix up the 
third and first person in the same sentence. Mr. 
Farel)V()thcr’s interference, too, for the reason assigned 
— “the circumstance of the bearer malting his statement 
at the Guildhall '"^mighthave struck a sensible person 
as somewhat odd ; but the lady was perfectly sutihfied, 
and handed over her subscription. Two days afterwards 
Alderman ^Farebrother received, to liis great astonish- 
ment, the subjoined note : —

Miss presents her compliments to Mr. Alderman 

Farelirother, and in case Kdward Carlcss ISrown should not 
liave ruacle up the outlit necessary for Inniself and family, she 
hvjps he will t'u so good us to send iiini to lier again on Monday

.nrticles of clotliing which she could give him, in uddilion to 
hn subscription. 

Of course Mr. Farebrother knew nothing of Mr. Erown, 
and so he informed the lady — one of tliose beiicvolont 
persons, evidently, whose easy ereilulity gives so mueb 
encouragement to imposture. 

Ill the Central Criminal Court on the 12tli, Leivis 
Joel, a jeweller and bill-discounter, was sonteneed to 
ten years transportation for Fortftmj a Bill of Exchanfie 
for 1000/, in the mime of Lieut Cknimts. Mr. Cie- 
ments had previously lieen the victim of Joel and other 
nioney-leiulers, and the case altogethei diseloscd a lery 
painful, hut only too eommoii' picture of extravagance 
on one side and extortion on tlio otlior. Two allidavits 
made by tlic pnsom r were put in at evidence. In these 
Joel slated that the prosecutor hud guen him a hlaiik 
ueciptancc ivliile he was under age, with the under- 
stuudlng that Joel should fill it up for 1000/, when 
Mr. Clements had attained his majority in August, 
1847 This was the hill now' said to he forged. Mr Cle- 
ments w’us examined. lie said he knew' Joel in Lublin, 
while hirnsoU w'as in the 13lll Liglit Dragoons, ll.id 
many transue lions with him, obtaining money and 
jewellery for lulls of exchange, lie no /cr signed a hill 
foi 1000? , never accepted a lull in blank, never author- 
ised anyone to aeeei)t a hill. In cross-examination he 
admitted ho hud acted in a most reckless w'ay in raising 
mom y on hills, and getting into debt with tradesmen 
(luring his miuoiit;;^. T\v o other hilL tor smaller amounts 
HOW’ in existence, he declared to he forgeiies. Many of 
his aiisw'cra began, “ My impression is,” and his recol- 
lection of iiionry ti’.ansaetions was very imperfect. He 
had taken stones out of the jewellery that he had 
hoimht, and sold tlu'in. 1 c.iniiot say whether I so dis- 
posal of them on the day after 1 received them fiom 
tile prisoner, hut I should think it was not so soon. I 
took the diamonds out of the settings partly to amuse 
myself by w'eighmg them and partly to see how' they 
looked out of tlie settings, I don’t know what became 
of the settings.” lie gave “ jewellery and money to a 
woman in Diihhn.” Mr. I’ullman, a hurrister, employed 
in 1847 to settle the jirosecutor’s affairs, deposed that 
Joel did not state to liim that he had the 1000/. hill; 
he only heard of it last summer. Evidence w as adduced 
sliow'ing how the present holders of the hill,* who had 
instituted legal proceedings against Mr. Clements upon 
ft, had recened it from Joel in Dublin, in iSeptcmber 
hist. .Several witnesses expressed a belief that the sig- 
nature to the bill was not Mr. Clements’ writing. The 
jury, after considering for an hour and a lialf, gave a 
verdict of “ Guilty” uttering the hill, knowdiig it to 
he foiged. 

An extraordinary case of obtaining goods, or “ Living 
on Ihti Public,*" W'as dL-^closcd in the Insolvent Debtors’ 
Court, on the 19th, when Joseph William AViUiains, 
late ef Fenehurch Street, ironmonger, was opposed hj 
l arions creditois. The insolvent made on the present 
occasion his, “fourth appearance’* before the court, 
besides having figured as a bankrupt. In 1831, he was 
a bankrupt, owing 1100/.: in 1834 he petitioned this 
court and was relieved from debts to 760/.; in 1840 he 
.again petitioned, and was. remanded for'thi*ee months 
for a vexatious defence; he then owed 1027/. Again, in 
1847, he made his third appearonce, owing 2300/., and 
having in his Bchcdidc no fewer than lOG creditors. He 
now' again made his appearance with numerous creditors 


and debts to 1300/., including hills accepted by a per- 
son named Thomas Thomas, for his accommodation. 
The complaint on the part of tho creditors was that 
their debts had been contracted by means of fraud. 
Evidence was given to the effect that the insolvent had 
offered iron at 61. a ton, when he was charged 81. 15s. 
for similar iron ; and it was alleged that tho exposure 
w'ould be advantageous to tho jiublic, in order to xmt the 
trading community on their guard against a person of 
his plausible manners. For the last eighteen years he 
had gone on getting into debt 6400/., or living on the 
public at the rate of 350/. a year. Mr. Oomniibsioner 
Phillips, in giving judgment, held that the debts had 
been fraudulently contracted. This was the ease of a 
man now coming for the “ fifth time ” with occumulatet 
debts of more than 6000/. F(>r the protection of the 
public, he was bound. to mark such a case by a judg- 
ment of imprisonment for tweh e mi.)nths. ^ 

On the 21st, Mr. Alexander Novell!, a merchant of 
Maneliester, and Mrs. Novelli, his broth cr’s widow, 
were found dead under circumstances that iuimediately 
l(‘d to a suspicion of Murder and Suicide. Mr. Louis 
Novelli died about sixteen months ago, leaving his 
w’idow and two chilAeii handsomely jiruvidi'd for. Mr. 
Alexander Novelli was one of the executors, and took 
up his r*\sidenee w ith the widow'. Tliey ajijicared on 
good terms. On Sunday, the 20th, they seemed in 
ordinary Jicalth ; at night the servants left them in the 
sitting-room. Next morning a servant found Mrs. 
Nov ell! dead, lying on the floor of the sitting-room, and 
partly undressed ; the body quite cold. On searching 
foi Mr. Novelli, his body w^as found suspended to a rail 
in his bedroom; the body was still warm, as also was 
Ills, h(‘d. An imiuesl was begun the same day. Evi- 
dences were show'll of a struggle in the sitting-room; 
there were marks of jiressure and scratches on Mrs. 
Noyelh’s throat and head. The state of the heart, blood 
v'Cbsei-,, and blood, showed she‘had died from strangula- 
tion. The inquest was adjourned to tho 23i’d, for evi- 
dence of Mr. Novclli's mental state, when his solicitor 
dcscrihi d his strange conduct on several occasions. He 
complained that iusjiccting the accounts affected his 
head. 'J’he witness said, that the deceased W'us a weak, 
soil-headed boy, passionate and impulsive. Another 
vvitnesb .stated, that Mr. Novelli’s mother had been 
insane ; two of liis brothers died by their own hands ; a, 
sister now living, is insane. Tho Jury consulted for a j 
quarter of nii hour, and then returned this verdict — I 
” That Mr. Novelli had destroyed the lives first of Mrs. ' 
Novelli, and afterwards of himself, being at the time of | 
insane mind.” 

Judgment was given on the 22iul, in the Exchequer 
Chamhei, on the Brainticc Vhurch-tale Case, which 
has been several years before the ecclesiastical and 
common law courts, and has excited much public interest, 
mv'olviiig the important question, W'hethcr the cimreh- 
vvardens and a minority of the parislii oners can make "a 
valid church-rate. In the mouth of July, 1841, at a | 
vestry mectiiig, called for voting a rate for tho rejiairs of 
tho parish church of Braintree ; a motion was made for 
a rate of two shillings in the pound, and duly seconded ; 

.an amendment was then moved, and carried by an 
immense majority, denouncing all connexion bctw’een 
church and state in general, and church-rates in par- 
fieulur. After this the great maj ori ty of llic parishioners 
left, and then the churchwardens and others of the 
rate-pavers carried tlic original resolution without 
opposition. When the inhabitunts heard of this result 
they resolved to oppose the rate, and the churchwardens 
having commenced proceedings in the ecclesiastical 
conits against tho plaintift’ in error, the latter moved 
tlic Court ol Quccn’.s Bench for tf writ of prohibition. 
The writ w'as granted, and on the return to it being 
argued the court gave judgment, approving of the 
proceedings of the churchwardens, thereby afiirming' the 
validity of the rate declared by tho minority. Irom 
that decision the case was brought into the Exchequer 
Chamber, on a writ }fi error. ’ The court which nowr 
gave juilgmcnt was divided in opinion. Baron Platt, 
Justice Cress well, Justice Maule, and Baron Alderson, 
affirmed the doctrine that the repair of the church fabric 
is a duty which the parishioners are compellable to 
perform, and that the minority can make a rate if the 
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majority refuses to make one; Baron Rolfe, Baron Parke* 
and Chief Justice Wilde, dissented from the doctrine 
that the minority can bind the majority. The judg- 
ment of the majority of the bench was, that the 
judgment of the court below (the Queen’s Bench) 
must be affirmed. So the monition of the Ecclesiastical 
Court to make a rate is now' of operative force. 

At the Middlesex Sessions, held at Clcrkenwell, on 
the 22jid, William Anderson, a sharp-looking boy, aged 
fourteen, w'aa indicted for Bobbery. At about mid-day, 
on the 10th, lie enterc*d the sliop of Mr. Cooper, baker, 
at Stepney, and asked Mrs. Cooper, who W'us serving 
behind thV eoiinter, for n halfpenny- worth of bread, at 
tlie same time laying doivn a penny. As she w'as about 
|o give him the differeneo, he threw a handful of pepper 
in nor i*yes ; and, jumping upon the counter, proceeded 
to help hini^-elf to the contents of the till, but bccomiug 
alarmed, he retreated, having got hut threepeime into his 
osscssion. Mr. Cooper pursued, and having jivertaken 
im in Suffolk Street, he very coolly turned round, and 
pro.srnting Mr. Cooper with the threepence, SLiid, '* It’s 
only threepence, so it ’s not wrorth running Ibr, and 1 
gives in ; out you wouldn’t have nabbed me if it had 
been more ! " lie was then handedtover to a policLmaii, 
But tw’o days before this trau.saetion, the prisoner had 
been liberated from Ilford gaol ; whore h(‘ had been 
imprisoned for highway robbery. He, and three others, 
having stopped a chaise on a tuniijiko-road ; and one of 
them, not the prisoner, firt‘(l a pistol at the drh-er. They 
robbed the chaise and made on. The ] udge said this case 
presented a most cxtraordiiinry instance of juvenile 
depravity ; and sentenced the culjirit to iinpri&oniuent 
W'ith hard labour for six months. 

At the Mansion House, on the 28Ui, Alderman 
Humphcry expounded a point in (hiuiibus Lan\ 
when a conductor of a Camberwell omnibus w'as sum- 
moned for having refused to admit a gentleman as a 
passenger into liis omnibus. A few days before, at a 
quarter before five, the complainant went to the door of 
the omnibus, being d(‘sirous to be driven as fur ns Wal- 
W'orth, and requested tlio conductor to allow him to 
enter. The evening was extremely w'ct, but the con- 
ductor refused to admit the appiiciint, and excused 
himself upon the ground that all the scats were engaged, 
af the same time that tbero was abundance of room in 
the vehicle. The complainant repres(*uted the unfair- 
ness of the refusal, and determined to have the decision 
of a magistrate upon the sulycot. A gentleman who 
regularly takes a scat in the dt'fcndant’s omnibus slated 
that the defendant was ixpccted by his regular “whole 
of the w’ay ” customers to keep seats for thorn, especially 
in wet weather, during which .done the passengers to 
Walworth or the liK'phantand Castle wore disposed to 
ride. The conductor stated he considered himseir 
bound to reserve scats foi his regular “ whole of tin* 
W'ay” customers, and had acted accordingly. The 
Ad derman admitted the rcasonablenes^of the defence, 
but the law W'as positive on the subject. No scat toiild 
be reserved so u-s to jircvcnt any applicant being Tt>fused 
admission into tlic omnil)u.s. No iicnalty w'as inflictid. 

An inquest was held on the ‘J9th, on Marthu Josichim, 
a Wealthy and Kcrcntrie Lady, late of 27, York-build- 
ings, Marylebone, aged C2. Tiicjury proceeded to vivw 
the l)ody, but had to beat a sudden retreat, until a bull- 
dog, belonging to deceased, and which savagely attacked 
them, was secured. It was shown in evidence that on 
the Ist of June, 1808, her father, an officer in the Life 
Guards, w'us murdered and robbed in tlic Kegent’s Park. 
A reward of 300^. was offered for the murderer, who 
was apprehended with the property upon him, and 
cacpeutcd. In 1825, a suitor ofHhc deceased, whom her 
mother rejected, shot himsedf while sitting on the sofa 
with Jier, and she was covered with his brains. From 
that instant she lost her rctcson. Since her inotlier’s 
death, eighteen yeHr.s ago, she had led the life of a 
recluse, dressed in white, and never going out. A char- 
woman occasionally brought lier what supplied lier 
Wyants. *1 Her only comy)anions wjire the bull-dog, which 
she nursed like a child, and two cats. Her house was 
filled with images of soldiers in load, which slio called 
her “ body-guards ’’ When the collectors called for 
tluiir taxes, they had to cross the garden-wall to gain 
admission. One morning she was found dead in her 


bed; and a surgeon who was called in, said she liad died 
of bronchitis, and might have recovered w'itli proper 
medical aid. The jury returned a verdict to that effect. 

In the Insolvent Debtors’ Court on the 29th, t'lijjt. 
Robert Talbot, of the Royal Artillery, having apidied 
for his Discharge, the appheatioii was oppost'd by coun- 
sel on behalf of* J ohn Jeflreys. Jeffreys was the racket- 
keeper of the regiment, and Captain Talbot its treasurer ; 
Jeffreys sued his Cai)t:ain in the County Court for 61 
arrears of salary, and obtained judgment; thereupon 
he was dismissed from his appointment, oiffi “ forcibly 
ejected therefrom ” by Captain Talbot and some otlu'r 
members of the regiment. He brought an action for 
the assault ; and it came on for trial at the Maidstone 
Assizes, but was compromised on the advice of the 
Judge^ by an admitted verdict for nominal damages 
only enough to carry costs ; six counsel liad been en- 
gaged. It ajipeared that Capt. Talbot’s debts amounted 
to 7007. ; GOO/ in respect of lii*-- own costs and those of 
Jeffreys. Not being in po.ssession of fund.s to pay this 
amount, he sought the benefit of this Court, almost 
e\<lnsivCiy, if not solely, for the purpose of relieving 
himself from the costs attendant on keeping uj) the legal 
ball with Jcffievs ; and ho admitted the arrest on vvlneli 
he was in custodv was n friendly one, made with th * 
above object. The ComniissioncT felt doubts as to 
leeeivdng sneh a pi'tition, and dismissed it after consult- 
ing with the Chief Comini'*siorier. 

At the Marylebone T’olice Office on the COth, J. 
Gammage, master of a Nation d Sehool at Paddington, 
was charged with having ('rindli/ Jl/-nscd a William 
Taylor, one of Ins pupils, a dtlieato little bov, 10 veers 
of age. 'J’he wiinessiN ( saniim'd pnivi'd the hoy had 
been so severely' canid for a broach of school discipline, 
that large wheals, from one of wliii h blood flovv( d, were 
produced on his .should n, and sule.s. In reply it was 
alleged that the boy h.ul behaved with great impropriety 
while in attendance on a lecture ir the sehool, and re 
quired eorri'otioii, and also that he was gcnei ally unruly , 
and a number of testimonials fro.u ilergymen, vvhieh 
set forth that the defLiidant was a man nuieb re.sj>ceii d, 
firm of purpose, and knid towaids Ins inqnK, were 
diief d. 111 V. Mr. Boone sjioke in the liit»h( st term , 

of the delendant, whose .‘alary hud leecntly, in conse- 
quentc of his valuable service's, been vai'sed. The mai»is- 
trate considered lh.it the ehastistmi nt was of much too 
sev'eri a iiatuie, and intlieted a penally ot lO.v' I’he 
iiiuount v\as paid by the Rev, W. Boone, who considered 
it a very hard ease. 


NARRATIVE OF ACCIDENT AND 
DISASTER. 

iVccm'NTs have bein reeoivi d of the Lo\s o f the Tra?^- 
port, liichnrd Dart, with a J.imentable loss of hie. She 
left Grav esend on the otli of April last y ear, for Auckland ; 
be.sides the er< vv, there was a detaclmient of tvveiity-eiglit 
suppers and miners, under the command of Lieutenant 
Liddtll, Dr. Fitton withlii.s wife and child, Dr. Gale, 
Mr.. Kelly, foui soldiers’ wives, and nine ihildrcn. 
South oil the Cape of Good H(;pe bad weather w'as 
experienced, and on the 19th of June the .shij) struck on 
the north side of Prince Edwai'd’s Islmuls. The wave* 
rail terntieally high ; the boats w erf* filled and lorn from 
the quarter, and the sea swept uw.iy forty -seven of the 
X)as.sengers and crew. Of these, the ehic'f mate alone 
conlnvcd to ri'aeh the roek^. The coininander, foiu 
.seamen, an apprentice, and feut ol the .soldiers, took 
lefuge in the luiiinniast rigging; and the wreck having 
been driven broadside to the .shore, the mainmast went 
l)y the board, falling fortunately upon llie rock, and the 
survdv'or.s crawled along the ^par to the shore. The 
night was intensely cold, and there W'cre frequent falls 
of snow ; the suflerings of the unfortunate men were 
eonscqncnlly most severe. They found on the shore a 
few hluuketb which had been vv'ashcd from the wr<‘ck; 
but they were unable to obtain any provisions beyond a 
piece of beef, and they subsisted upon the raw flesh of 
birds. In the course of siv or seven days they determined 
on cxjdoring the island. One of the soldiers perished 
from the intensity of the cohl and the vvant of proper 
nourishment, and after rambling about the island for no 
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less than forty-two days, they fell in with a party of mea> 
explorers, in the service of a>Mr* Geary, of Cape Town ; 
and for the following thirty-two days, no vessel touching 
at the Island, these people generously shared with the 
sufferers their stock of food. Thty were at last con- 
veyed to the Cape, by a vessel that had brought a supply 
of provisions to the island. 

A merchant schooner, the ‘‘ Maiy,’* of Dartmouth, 
bringing palm-oil from the coast of Africa, was Wrecked 
on the morning of the 28th of December, on the coast of 
Cornwall, between Manage itock and Peiidennis Castle. 
Her crew wore seven in number, of whom two were 
blacks They had In^en frmrleen days without any pro- 
visions, excei)t an ailo’XN anee of two table-spoonfuls of 
flour daily, and it had been agreed to kill the dog on 
board for Bustenance, unless relieved. She was driven 
into the boy by a violent gale, and the exhausted crew 
were unable to keep her off the shore, upon which she 
w'as stramled, the w aves dashing over her at each return, 
and the crew clinging to the lee side, making earnest 
gestures for assistance. At length the expedient was 
adojited of tiirowing the log-line from the ship, as a 
primary means of establishing eommunjention The 
vessel lay under the rlilf, above which is th<‘ house of 
the Reverend Mr. Coope, tbi' rector of Falmouth. The 
reef or, liuvnig a great knowledge of the fooling on the 
eJiff, uttemi»ted to catcli the line, lor which purjiose Jic 
wadeil into llu' Mater some feet, and was nearly earned 
oil’ by a sea To the log line a large rope was attached, 
and to it a hemii cable ; tin* end of the cable was fixed 
round a binJite in Mr. Cooiie’s walk, near the bathing- 
plaei*. The lir.it m lio ventured and succeeded in reach- 
ing Iho sliove by the cable was i'.ie mate. It was a 
pie,>fig»' of niiicb lui/afd, be being some M'eonds siis- 
P' lull'd mulway, owing to the r<']>e not trav<n-sing the 
cable, and bv cvit} luiob of the vessel dashc'd inb) the 
Rurl on tlu' rocks 'I'hc remainder of the crew got on 
shore oiii' by one in a barrel, liung by a hank to the 
cable. An tlu V Inuded they were most kindly received 
by llu reetoi a<ul Ins family. Soap, brand}' and water, 
codfe, and a joint of meat, wen placed bi'fore them; 
tlu en'.itt'si caie being taken to guard against the 
claneci to le' aptirdn'iided from the incautious feeding 
(d long fainiNln'd men To those v^ho weie inclined to 
take r''d, b 'ds w'lie offered, ol which three of the men 
to()', adi.iidage, including an Afiiean, who appeared 
qu’te cvliuiisO'd., Mr C’oope, tlirougboiit the entiie 
da,, rein.iinecl in tin.' vicinity of the wreck, off'ering 
eiery n-si^Tancc m lus power, 'flu' vessel did not go to 
jneees for several days, diininr winch tunc a eonsidertible 
port, on ot till' (•arg(» was saved. 

M'uknuc Sontag, tlie celebrated singer, has been 
n eily in t/ir Snoir in the Higlilaiuls of Scotland, 
wlieie she lias been giving loneorts. On Fiul.iy morn- 
ing the 2Stii of Deeeinlier, she lelt Glasgow with her 
I>Mrtv' foi Aberdeen, to attend the inomiug concert on j 
the lbJ]r)wing day. At Middleton Bridge, near Laiirence- 
kiik, the (oigine ran info a cutting filled with miow to 
the di'pth of SIX feet and then became completely im- 
movabh'. At this lime, five in the afternoon, tJic blast 
was most fierce and cutting, carrynig the drift from the 
fields into tlu* hollow oflhe raihvay, and raiiidiy burying 
the cariiages, A consultation having been • hold wntli 
the guard and driver, a gi’iitleraan of the party deter- 
mined to le^ve the tiaiii, and endeavour to reach 
Laim ueelviik on foot. 'Jdiis, will) the as.sistam’C of two 
guides, ho Inqipily 'leeomjilisliod, although the strength 
of the vyind and the depth of tho srioiv brouglit them 
several times to a stand-still. Aid having been procured, 
and a biiski't of prov^ions got ready, the p.arty again 
.started lor tlie embeadod train. The wind being now 
in their faces, the task became more diflicult as vvell as 
dangerous ; Init, by avoiding the road and taking through 
the fields, from wliich^the snow had been partially dis- 
lodged, the train was once moi-o reached, at half-past, 
seven. The question was now, vvludher it was possible 
to removu* tho huliCK from tho carria,ges, and gain the 
Bumniit of the cutting. Madame Sontag, with un- 
daunted energy, at once determinod to attimipt it, ami 
descended from the carriuge. The men wore sent on 
before to make a track ; and Madame Sontag, after great 
eyertiou and several falls, reached tl'C level ground. 
There the blast become quite blinding; but Madame 


Sontag, iMtving covered her head with a cloak, was soon 
supported through the flbelds and over tho fences to the 
house of Mr. Wuson, a most hospitable farmer; where, 
with Count Rossi, Mr. F. Lablache, Signor Calsiolari, 
and Signor Piatti, she remained all night. Mr. Wood, 
with some others of the party, again faced tho blast, 
and reached Laurencekirk in safety, although mucli 
worn out. Next morning, the snow had so completely 
filled the cutting us to bury the carriages. 

On Now Year’s Kve Mai'y Ann Wood, the wife of a 
lighterman at Banksidc, Drowned Herself zn the 
Thames. She was confined with a daughter, and 
! progressed very well until the night of tho 5th, when 
symptoms of delirium** came on. She was frequently 
seen by Mr. Caudle, surgeon, of Groat Guildford-street, 
w'ho gave the nurse pariicular orders not to leave her for 
a moment, nor to let her go from her sight. She became 
bo much worse that a relation went for Mr. Caudle, who 
atteiidoi||i and found her so alarmingly altered that he 
questioneil the nurse as to what she had been giving her, 
wTieii she admitted that she had allowtal the deceased tO 
drink a glass of beer. Having remonstrated with the' 
nurse ho left the room, and shortly after his departure 
slie got out of bed and asked the nurse to l<‘t her go 
below to see her hu^and, who was asleep in the]>arlour, 
which Was acceded to. She had not been gone more than 
two minutes vvlien the nurse went in search of her, and, 
to her astonishment, found the street door open, and her 
charge missing with only her niglil-drcss on. An alarm 
was iMisi'd, and every search made for her, and although 
every jiossible effort was made, tho di'ccasetl was not 
diseoveied till Wednesday tin 24th, wdien she was found 
ill the riviT, off the centre areh of London-bridge, by a 
wat<*rman. At the inquest, the lury in scrong terms 
condemned the conduct ol tlu' nurse, and ultimately a 
verdict of “ Temporary Insanity ” wa.: voourded. 

Three lives were lost at tlie Maghull station on Uic 
Eji‘»t Lancashire Railway, on the 1st of January. A 
train left Preston for Liverpool with only one carriage 
attached ; at the Orinskirk station llicre was an accession 
of jiassougers, for wliom there wa.s no adequate room. 
When the tiaiii arrived at the Mcghull station there was 
:i .‘‘])sne carriage on the siding, and to get hold of this 
tb(' tiain waf moved to tin; other line of rails. Mean- 
wJiile another tniin was heard njipvoaeliiiig ; knowing 
they were on the wrong rails the pas.sengers grSw 
alai'mod, and several lumped out; three of thorn got on 
to the otiier rails, were caught by the engine, and 
killed on the spot At the inquest it was shown that 
tlie train, a luggage one, was following the iiassenger 
train at a speed of more than forty miles an hour, con- 
trary to the rcgulalions of the comiiany. The iliiver 
was given into euNtody. 

A melancholy cabe of Death from Slarvntinn ^ has 
occurred at Southaniptoii. Elizabctli Biggs, a dilicate 
young woman, whose poverty had made her a constant 
recipient of parish rclu'f for some inonihs past, app^ed 
one day, towards the end of last month, to tho parish 
doctor lor medical relief. He saw that she was more in 
need of nourishment and shelter than of medicines, and 
he gave her an order for immediate iidiui.ssion to the 
ivoikliou.se. Her brother uceoiupanied her thither, and 
she obtained admission ; but it would seem thot she 
remained only a short time. Too delicate to endure the 
jseverc cold of the lodging in the “ Iramp-liousc,” where 
ra.sual jiaupers are given shi'lter for the night on a bed of 
stiaw, with the oovciiug of one quill, she complained of 
illneSN, and, on her own request, was lot out of the 
workhouse. She was found h v her sister in th e afternoon, 
sitting on the ground in the street, with her child of tw’^o 
ji ars old at her side ; she seemed too weak to go on to 
tho lodging-housu on ivhich she had a poor-law order 
fin a night’s sleep. Her sister took her to this lodging- 
house tor the night. Next day her sister found her very 
ill indeed, from sheer starvation ; and asked why she 
had not applied to the workhouse people for a loaf. 

“ A tall man, a doctor,” she said, ” told the relioving- 
orficor not to do so ; and bade her go to Iicr ow»i parish, 
for her parish ivonld not do so for them ” Her sister 
persuaded her to go once more to the workhouse ; but 
the porter refused admittance, on the gi’ouiul that ahe 
had no order for that day. The sister took her to 
lodgings, and paid for a bed for one more night. Next 
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morning, the poor woman was so ill that Mr. Cooper, 
the Union surgeon, was sent for. He sent her medicine 
immediately, and attended in the course of the day, hut 
too- late to save her life ; for^ on his arrival, she was 
already dying. At the inquest the people of the 
lodging-house stated that she had been oifered food, but 
was unable to take it. The surgeon and the relieving- 
ofbeer were fully examined. After much deliberation, 
the jury gave the following verdict ■ — “ Wo find that the 
deceas^ died from starvation and exposure to the cold, 
and the want of the common necessaries of life ; and 
that there has been groat and culpable neglect on 
the part of t some of the officers connected with the 
administration of the poor-laws at Southampton, in 
not receiving the deceased into the workliouse, and 
providing proper loilging and nourishment on the nights 
of Friday and Saturday, of last week ; hut no sufficient 
evidence doth appear to the said jury, as to who are the 
parties actually blamcable,” The board -of g|j|irdians, 
with the mayor in the chair, have held an investigation 
into the conduct of Siinmoiids, the offieerwho rejected 
the woman from the W’orkhouse door. Witnesses deposed 
to hearing him refuse her the relief ordc'red by the 
surgeon, and tell her that ** there was nothing for her 
that night but the tramp-liouse.^ ^ The guardians 
resolved to indict him, and hud liim arrested and 
brought before the bench of magistrates. Evidence of 
his drunkenness was then adduced, and lu' W'as remanded. 
In the meantime, Simmon ds, and some other of the poor- 
house officials, have been dismissed by the guardians. 

'Another case of IJcath from Destitution^ attended 
with circumstances of alleged official neglect, has occurred 
at Manchester. Mary Hunter, aw’omanwho gained a 
scanty livelihood by selling apples, &c., was taken ill 
with, pain in her side on Saturday week. She lodged 
in the kitchen of Mrs. MTlonough, a Avoman nearly as 
poor as herself, and slept on the flagged floor, with but 
a few flocks between her and the slonc.s, and a juece of 
carpet for her sole covering ; she w'us corpulent, how- 
ever, and did not while 'well suffer acutely from cold. 
Mrs. M'Donough went for a medical man several times 
that day, but could not get one. On Sunday, the JiOth 
ult., she got directions to put on a poultice; which was i 
put on, without relief to the patient. On Monday the ' 
pqor w'oman was dangerously ill, and consented that an 
order for the workhouse should be apjilied for ; but Mr. 
Pierce, \;he relieving-officer, had moved his residence 
and could not be found for. some time ; he gave a 
note to Mr. Noble, the parish doctor ; and the note was 
delivered, but “ no one came that day.'’ On Tuesday, 
Mr. Noble’s assistant, Mr. Brown, came, and ordered a 
poultice ; but said nothing about removal of the patient 
from the stone floor. Ho directed Mrs. M‘I)onough to 
come for medicine ; she went, and was told she must 
fetch a bottle — no bottle would be given with the medi- 
cine ; after further loss of time a bottle was got, and 
th# medicine procured and administered — without relief 
During Tuesday more poultices — without effect ; more 
messages backwards and forward.s to the relic ving-oHicer 
and surgeon, with warnings that the w'oman would be 
dead by morning. Visits were made by the officer and 
surgeon lute in the evening. On Wednesday the poor 
woman grew worse, and on Thursday morning she died. 
On a post-mortem examination, it appeared that she 
died of acute internal inflammation; and Mr. George 
Morley Harrison, surgeon, deposed that such a condi- 
tion would, in the first instance, be produced by exposure 
to cold, and would subsequently be aggravated by the 
want of proper nounsbiuent and other comforts. The 
Coroner's J ury returned a verdict of “ Died from inflam- 
mation of the lungs, aggravated,^by exposure and lying 
in the place deserted ; ” and they expressed their unani- 
mous opinion that there had been neglect on the part of 
the overseer and the medical man who visited the 
deceased ; Recommending that a copy of the depositions 
be forwarded to the Poor-law Board. 

A thir4 case of a similar kind has beipn discovered in 
the Me||bpolis. On the 1st inst., an inquest was held 
respecting the death of a middle-aged man w^ho had 
Died from Want and Expnsmc to the Cpld. It appeared 
that on the previous Friday morning, Mrs. Gibbs, re- 
siding in Tyndall Buildings, Gray’s-inn Lane, was 
alarmed by hearing some person moaning in the cellar 


I of the house, and found the deceased lying in a corner 
of the cellar, huddled up in a quantity of filth and dirt. 

I He was. insensible, and Mrs. Gibbs immediately obtained 
the assistance of several police-constables, vs ho had him 
removed to Holborn workhouse. He was strijiped and 
placed in hot blankets, and the usual remedies of 
ammonia and brandy wore applied ; but he never rallied, 
and died shortly afterwards. 'J’wo penny-pieces were 
found placed upon two ulcers on his legs, and a few 
pieces of stale bread were also discovered in his pockets. 
He had obtained admission to the cellar by the window 
which looked into the street. The coroner remarked 
tliat the cellar ajijieared to be in the same liad condition 
as before the cholera broke out ; and tliat the piirorliial 
authoiities ought to have the place thor<mghly cleansed 
every week. The Jury returned a verdict of — “ Death 
from exhaustion, caused by exposure to the cold, and 
the want of the common necessaries of life.” 

On the 2iid, Alexander M'Doiiald, a police constable, 
was Arcuienially Drowned^ whilst endeavouring, aJoug 
with a brother constnblc, to cro.ss the w ater of Leith, by 
a darn-dyke, in pursuit of a person accused of as.sault; 
hi.s foot slipping on the ice wdtli which the dyke had 
become iuciustcd, he fell into a deep pool below. His 
body was not recovered till several hours afterwards. 

On Sunday, the dtli, the brig, Catherine Charlotte, 
sailed from South Shields for Barcelona, with a cargo of 
coals and iron, the crew consisting of the captain, mate, 
and nine other hands. At 10 o’clock on the morning of 
the Tith, when about SG lc‘agues np the Mediterranean, 
the brig sjirung a leak ; their course w as then changed, 
and the pumps incessantly worki tl till Wednesday night, 
w'licn they found thiinselvefi nearing St. Financ's Buy, 
ill sight of the Skellig Lights, but the \essclso water- 
logged as to be ttlm«)st unmanageable. On Thursday 
morning, after 2 f>’clocli, live men launched a boat, 
leaving on board the cuptain, mate, and four other sea- 
men (w'ho they expected would soon follow them in the 
jolly-boat), and after 14 hours* rowing reached the 
w'e.stern coast of Keel, near Cork, in so exhausted a state 
that one ol them was nut I'xpectod to survive the fatigue. 
He was, however, bi ought round after some care. 
When about four houis to sea, soon after day-light 
they perceived the veshcl going down in tlie distance. 
The SIX who unw’isely remained on board went down 
with the unfortunate brig. 

Frost having sot in during the early jiart of the month, 
the ice on the waters in the Parks was sufficiently 
strengthened to tempi thousands of sliders and skaters. 
The iee broke rt peutedly, and many persons were im- 
mersed. On Sunday, the Gth, a young man wms .skating 
on the Serpentine, when the if'e broke, and he w'as 
Ih'oimied.^ He had been w'arncd by an ii innan not to 
venture on the part of the icc where he perished — the 
rash young man instantly glided into the very centre of 
the dangerous spot. — On Sunday the 1 3th, a large portion 
of the ice broke in the Victoria Park, BcLlinal-grei'ii, and 
nearly a huiidrefl people w ere ])lunged into the water 
The scene w^a.s frightful ; and wdicii all bad been pulled 
out tliat could be seen, it w'as feared Unit some persons 
bad been lost under the ice. 

A lievolt in the Workhouse of Barham Union, near 
Ipsw'ich, broke out on the Gth and 7th. A great numbci* 
of young men had recently entered, the farmers having 
discharged them at Christmas. They were riotously 
disposed ; and though the dietary w^as not bad or de- 
ficient, they burst into the master’s office and demanded 
more food. On his refusal they broke into the day- 
room, tore up the scats and the floor, and threw burn- 
ing coals into the room bciiGath, wdiich fortunately had 
a brick floor. After much more disturbance the master 
got a policeman ; they seized the ringleader, but he 
rescued, 'riie rioters broki' into the hall, and ate ; both 
their own breakfasts and those intended for the,.Wd men. 
They then entered the married W'omen’s ward. A posse 
of constables was now obtained, and some prisoners 
made. The women grew violent and smashed the win- 
dows. The military liad been sent for, and a detach- 
ment of Lancers arrived from Ipswich. Their services, 
however, were not required, the police having tmccceded 
in quelling the riot. 

An accident, fortunately not serious in its results, 
occurred on the evening of the 7th at the residence oi 
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■\V. O. Esq., of Abbot’s Leigh. There was a 

large party at the house, and during the night a “ Ger- 
man Ttcc,*' about five feet high, with its branches 
covered with bon-bons and other Christmas presents, 
and lit with a number of small wax tapers, was intro- 
duced into the drawing-room for the younger members 
of the party. While leaning forward to take some toy 
from the tree, the light ^auzo overdress of one young 
hidy, Miss Gordon, took hre, and blazed up in a most 
alanning manner. One of the lads present, whose quick- 
ness and presence of mind were far superior to his years, 
with much thought and decision threw down thn young 
lady, and folding her in a rug that was luckily close by, 
put out the flame before it hud done any serious damage 
beyond scorching her arms sc\er«'ly. 

An Inquest was held on Tue.sday tlic 8th, at Kempsey, 
on the body of a newly born male child, whose death 
was caused the previous day Exposure to the Cold. 
The mother, Mary Ann Thompson, had been wandering 
in company with another mendicant a])Out the country 
begging. On reaching Kempsey, the pains of labour sud- 
denly came on, and she was delivered of an infant while 
lying on the snoAv in the turnpike road. Her eompanioii 
immediately sought assistance at the Crown, and was 
told by Mrs. Webb to go to the relieving officer. The 
woman remained in the road full twenty minutes before 
she was removed, and from the evidence taken at the 
inquest, it appeared the poor creature did not receive 
that timely aid which her perils under tlie most ordinary 
circiimstanee.s would liave met with The jury returned 
the following verdict — “ That the cdiild died from t‘x- 
posnre to cold and want of proper attention at its birth ; 
and the jury blame Mrs. Webb, the laudlad)'- of the 
Croun, for not giving prompt attention to the axiplica- 
tion made for a&sistancie on behalf of the mother. 

On the lUh, at tdiatham, Kllcii Bright, a girl of 
seventeen, known as the “ Taon (iueeii,” attached to the 
meragerie of her unelo Mr. George Womb well, was 
/Uj|W by a Ttyer. Aw impu'st was held on her body 
(She had been in the habit of cntt'ring the dens several 
times daily for the last twelve months. On that evening 
she entered a den in which were a lion and a tiger ; she 
had only bc'en in two or thn’j minutes when, the tiger 
being in her way, she struck it slightly with a small 
whip she carried in her hand. The lieast growled as if 
ill an^er, and, crouching close to the bottom of the den, 
stroll lied out its paw as if at her leg or diess, causing 
the dee eased to tifll sideways against the cage; the 
animal at the same moment sprang ul lier, and, seizing 
her ferociously by the neck, inserted the teeth of the 
upper jaw in her chin, and in closing his mouth inflicted 
inghlful injury in the throat with his fangs. He tlicii 
app'‘arcd to change his position, making a second gripe 
across the throat of his victim. A keeper w'ho w^as 
standing on the step of the den, aimed with a w'hip, 
immediately rushed to her assistance; but the animal 
did not loose its hold until struck over the nose violently 
wdth an iron bar ; and whilst the keeper held the animal, 
the unfortunate girl was removed from the cage, bleed- 
ing profusely, and life all but extinct. She was taken 
into one of the caravans, where she was immediately 
attended by two medical gcntlemefi who happened to be 
present at the time of the oceurreiicc. She died in a 
few minuti's after she was taken from the den, from tho 
Vrounds and from the shock to the system. The Jury 
returned a verdict to tho effect that deceased was killed 
by a tiger whilst exhibiting in its den ; and expressed a 
strong opinion against the practice of aUowiiig persons 
to perform in a den w-ith such animals. 

On h’riday the 11th, as Mr. Charles Godwin, m caiman, 
of Somcrton-mill, Oxou, was returning from Bicester 
market, he met with his Death by walking or slipping 
into one of the locks on the Oxford canal, a very short 
distance from his house. It seems the deceased borrowed 
a horse of his brother-in-law to go to Bicester, and called 
and left it on his return;, and the nearest road to Mr. 
Godwin’s mill being along the towing-path, and the 
night c.xtrcmcly dark, it is supposed he walked into the 
lock. AVheii found, the next morning, his hat was on 
his head and his walking-stick in his hand. 

A gentleman passing through New Nortl^Street, City 
Road, on the morning of the 13th, was observed to 
iStagyer and Fall to me Ground, and being raised up 


by some bystanders, was conveyed into 0e house of a 
rcspcctablo tradesman ; but appeared then to be dead, 
having been heard merely to groan two or three times 
after ho fell. Mr. Coulton, a surgeon, resident in 
Clifton street, presently attended, but foimd life quite 
extinct. On his person were found cards bearing his 
nimic and address, “ Rev. Spencer Thornton, Wendover 
Vicarage,” and various documents from which it was 
ascertained that he was son-in-law of a gentleman of the 
name of Dupree, whoso town residence is in Portland 
Place. His coacliman identified tlie body as that of tho 
Rev. gentleman. It appeared that he had just come to 
London from his father’s at Wood-hill, in Hertfordshire, 
and he was supposed to have been proceeding from the 
railway to Portland Place when ho died in such an 
awfully sudden manner, tho cause of death being con- 
jectured by the medical gentleman to have been ^sease 
of the heart, although his trieiuls in London did net. 
appear t^Jiave been aware of his previously sufiering 
from suen a disease. 

A w’oman named Rachel Riach, who lived in Glen 
Congla.ss, had gone to Tornaiitoul on the afternoon of 
Saturday the Pith, for meal and other household nc ees- 
sarics. She left Tomantoul in the twilight on her w ay 
home, which she iievJ!* reached. The night was stormy , 
and the falling snoW, and frequent gusts of wind diift- 
ing the snow, added to the darkness. The hapless 
woman soon lost her way, and wandered for hours 
among tlie moors and mosses that intervene between 
Tomantoul and Glen Congla.ss. About 10 o’clock p. m. 
her cries for help were heard by two lads, who followed 
the calls, but could not discover the perishing worn an. 
They gave no alarm, and the poor woman was not missed 
till Sabbath afternoon, as her family thought, from tho 
badne.ss of the night, she might have remained in 
Tomantoul. Not returning with those who had gone 
to attend the places of worsliip m Tomantoul, alarm for 
her safety was instantly raised among the neighbours. 
Search w'as made in the village, and the body w’as found 
frozen and lifeless, only a few liundred yards from a 
house. The hag with the meal, and a pail containing 
groeeiies, were lying near her. 

On the night of Monday, the 14tli, A Fire, attended 
with Dreadful Loss of Life, look place in Killarney. It 
broke out in a portion of the building formerly kiiowTi 
as tho College, but for months past used by the guardians 
of the i)oor as a workhouse hospital. The inmates w ere, 
with much ditticulty, saved from the fire ; and the 
building w'as reduced to a ruin in two hours. Scarcely 
liad the fire in this portion of the building been sup- 
pressed before it broke out in another portion called the 
Brewery, and used as the dormitory of a multitude of 
children. The doors and windows wxtc fastened ; and 
the only ready access w as by a loft through which tho 
flaiiie.s weie alieady pouring. The police and multitudes 
of assistants made extraordinary offorts to drag foith 
every one of tlic children, and their nurses ; hut whqg 
they had nejjily performed their perilous task, the rafters' 
of the loft gave W'.ay ; and twenty-eight persons were 
instantly lulled, and as many more frightfully muti- 
lated. 

A distressing accident, resulting from the hicautious 
Use of Fire-arms, occurred at Walsall on the lltli. A 
youth about fifteen or sixteen years of age, sou of Mr. 
Swan wick, relieving officer, was on a visit Avith a 
relation, of that place, and in the morning went out 
w'itli tw "0 or three young companions to shoot birds. On 
their return homo, two of them put their unloaded guns 
in the corner of a room, und shortly afterwards tlie third 
put his gun w itli tho others ; but unhaiipily this ore 
was loaded. The young men were soon after iilaying 
with the servant-maid ; and SAvanwick, laying Iiold of 
one of the guns, and under the impression that they 
were all unloaded, presented it at her, and said he aaouM 
shoot her. Thinking to frighten her, he pulled the 
trigger and fired ; v^cii, in an instant, the poor girl 
dropped dead at his feet. 

On the night of Tuesday, the 15th, Edw^ard Hgjlcy, of 
Ballinahinch, near Knocklong, in the county of Limerick, 
was Murdered in his own house ; in the presouce of his 
wife and five children. Hurley and his family, after 
rising from prayers, directed his soiT to look alter the 
cattle before they retired to rest. Tho boy proceeded to 
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door ; and upon fining it, observed an armed man 
oiit«de. The fellow told Hurley's son to go back, and 
iwith the muzzle of the gun, ibroed him to the centre of 
dwelling ; when liis father, mother, brothers, and 
skiers, promptly assailed the intruder, who was repul^ ; 
but, as Hurley was locking the door, the ruffian fired 
from without; the ball entering bis left eye, cairod 
away the upper part of his skull ; and the victim fell 
dead on the spot. 

A Dreadful Explosion of Napkiha took place about 
six o’clock, on the oveniag of the 17th, on the premises 
of Mx* Moffett, 61, John i'treet, Tottenham Court Hoad, 
which resulted in the death of a youth named Moore ; 
and the serious injury of a younger brother. They were 
alone in the shop at the time. It was very dark ; and 
the deceased was going to fill the lamp, which usually 
burnt naphtha. The deceased held the can which con- 
tained the naphtha, and the lamp in the other hand. His 
brother stood at his side, with a lighted match in liis 
hand, u hile the deceased was pouring the spirit into the 
lamp; ho drew the lamp close to the light, and the 
spirit immediutely exploded. 

Mr. Robert Rouse, of Walham Green, surgeon, who 
had been in practice nearly thirty years, destroyed him- 
self by SttalluwiHff Pnissic Acut^ on Friday the 25th. 
Not making his appearance as usual in tlic morning ; he 
was found dead in his bed, with the empty phial on a 
table near him. Of late ho had suffered severely from 
illness; and was constantly saying ho must come to the 
workhouse. During tlic prevalence of the cholera, he* 
had exerted him«Jolt‘ very much ; and on its subsidence 
wrote a verj' intelligent report on the sanitary stale of 
Fulham parish. 

Mr. Joseph Ivon Winstanly, aged fifty-eight, an out- 
fitter of No. 54, King William Street, London Bridge, 
committed Suietde on the 20th. The day previous he 
called at the shop of Mr. Buckle, chemist, in Lcadenhall 
Street and jiurchased faixi>enny>vorth of the essential oil 
of almonds, w'hich ho said he wanted to scent pomatum 
with. It was of the greatest strength, and oousi'sted of 
thirty drops, lie was found dead, wdth the empty 
bottle in his pocket. Depression of mind, arising from 
hk business not in-ospering, is supposed to have occasioned 
the act. A verdict of “ temiJorary insanity ” was 
returned at the inquest. 

Buchanan house*, the scat of the Duke of Montrose on 
the shores of Loch Lomond, was Tot<iU\/ Destroyed hy 
Fire on the night of the 26th. Much valuable prfipcrty 
was lost, but the pictures and the principal family records 
were preserved 

7'he Tide Hose to a great Height in the Thames on 
Tuesday tlie 2yth. On Monday the water had been 
unusually low’, so that at some parts it would have been 
possible to w'alk across. About three o’clock, p.m., on 
Tuesday, the stream bi'gan to flow higher than ordinary, 
and eventually it stood tw'o feet one inch higher than in 
the dvstruetive flood of Oct 1644. Some damage w as done 
kt Woolwich Dockyard, the water getting into the build- 
ing docks and saw-pits. At Charlton the houses w’ere 
flooded. MTiarfs and streets on the low'-lying p:irt'< of 
London w'cre inundated. In Lamhith, Vauxhall, 
Battersea, Fulhani, Bermondsey, and other places, tlie 
streets became rivers, cellars and Idtchens w'cre filled 
with water, and the destruction or damage of property 
was very serious. The Temple gardens were covered 
writb water for a time. It does not appear that any one 
v^as drowmd, though some children narrowly escaped. 

An inquest was held on the 31st at the Middlesex 
Hospital, on the body of Mrs. Elizabeth Mitchell, aged 
36 years, the wife of Mr. Mitchell, the proprietor of the 
Crown public-house, at the corner of Broad-stroet, 
Golden-square. The deceased^ while labouring under 
Defirmm Tremens, leaped from a second-floor window 
into the yard, a distance of 30 feet, and sustained some 
dreadful injuries in the full. She died on the 29th at 
the above-mentioned hospital. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of Death from deliriuin tremens ; but whether the 
deceased jumped from the window with a suicidal intent, 
or not, there was not sufficient evidence to prove.” 

A Fv'e of agricultural buildings and produce took 
place at the hofnestgad of Mr. Smith of Girton, near 
Cambridge, apparently the work of an incendiary, tlmugli 
Mr. Sini& has the character of being a kind ana spirited 


employer of the poor. The labourers, accordingly, 
exerted- themselves to subdue the flames, but without 
success. The fire arose in the eye of a high wind, and 
had risen uncontrollably high even bofoi'c discovered. 
Eight fine horses, three bullocks, two calves, tweivo 
COW'S and heifers, twenty-seven pigs, and a large quantity 
of poultry, w'cre consumed. The wies and moane of tin* 
poor animals, which were beyond the reach of hunlan 
aid, were frightful. The yard-dog succeeded in saving 
himself by an almost supernatural eftbrt; for he made 
ofl’with his kennel (a very heavy one) at his heels, and 
■was aftcrw'ards found at some distance. The diimage 
done to Mr. Smith’s property 'f>'as about 2000/., but he 
was fully insured. Mrs. Carter, an aged person whose 
cottage w'as burnt, has lost the whole of her furniture 
and elothes.

SOCIAL, SANITARY, AND MUNICIPAL 
PROGRESS. 

In pursuance of directions from the Commissioners of 
Baths and Wash-houses for the parishes of St. Margaret 
and St. John, 'Westminster, several houses in Ann Street 
and Peter Street were sold by auction, for the purpose 
of being removed to form the site on Avhich it is intended 
to erect bath.s and wash-houses for that district. There 
are to be 00 baths, and as mnny washing and ironing 
departments. There -wnll also be two plunging-bath.^-, 
each above 40 feet in length . and from about 4 feet to 
5 feet 8 inches in depth. The Commissioners have pur- 
chased the area for the building, and will be cmi>oivered 
by the Select Vestry to borrow' 9500/. to carry the object 
into eflect. 

The Gazette of the 4th contains the namcR of the 
Royal “ Commission for the promotion of the Exhibition 
of the Woi'ks of all Nations, to he holden in the year 
1851.” They are — Prince Albert, the Duke ot Buc-

Tlu' ('ommissicni order.s 
an inquiry as to the best mode for introducing tlio pro- 
ductions of Colonics and toreign countries, the best site, 
the general conduct of the exlobition, and the distribu- 
tion of the prizes. The b>l]owiug gentUmiii arc ap- 
pointed an “Exeeutne t’omniitUe .’'—Ileiiry Cole, 
Charles Wentworth Dilke, jun., Georgi* Drew , Francis 
Fuller, and Robert Stoidieii&on. Secretary, Matthew^ 
Digby Wyatt. 

The College of Preceptors hold its half-yearly meet- 
ing on the 5th, at the Institution in Bloomhbury Square; 
Dr. Hoclg.son ot Manchchter in the chair. The fiuaiicia] 
report stioivcd that the receipts and debts for the year 
make a total of 1565/. ; the payments and debts "due 
from the College, 922/. Dr, Wilson, the Dean, read the 
report of the results of the ex animations, and certificates 
were presented to the tw'cnty candidates who had passed. 
Amongst these were two ladies, who obtained great . 
credit for the manner in w'hich they had gone through * 
an examination in history and the classics. The Corpo- 
ration then revised some* by-lawLS. 

The cxiiediencv of the adoption, in hanking, of the 
f^eotch t>ystem. of Cash Credits, was discussed at the 
half- yi. ally meeting of the jiropriotors of the liondon ' 
and Westminster Bank, on the IGUi. The practice in 
quc.stioii is this . — A bank agrees to advance to a par- 
ticular person, a .sum within specified limits, to be drawn 
for as needed ; security for repayment being provided 
hy a bond beanng the names of the person for whoso 
use the money is to be advanced, and of tw o and some- 
times three»other persons, who join as sureties, Two 
objections to the affii^ition of this plan were stated . first, 
&at the bank-note system does not hold in London ; and 
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socond, that the people of London do not ktipw each 
other sufficiently well to induce them to join in bonds 
involving: liabilities which might extend over many 
years. The chairman remarked, that tlie experiment 
was now under trial by the Royal British Bank ; and 
that, if it proved successful, there was nothing to prevent 
the London and Westminster from following the example. 
A dividend of 6 per cent, was declared ; and, as showing 
the greater certainty which prevails in bill transactions, 
It was mentioned that the 70,0001. of loss incurred m the 
disastrous year of 1847 had now been entirely wiped 
oft. 

A further important step has just been taken at the ; 
Post Ofiit e, towards f/te deduction of f^vnday Dvti<eBy ■ 
and this time in the London district. ITitlierto, in the 
suburbs of London, there has always been a delivery 
on the Sunday morning of letters and newspapers dc- 
Rpatched from St. Martin 's-le-Grand on the Saturday 
night; but under the new arrangement those will be 
delivered at a late hour on Saturday night at all places 
within six miles of St. Martin ’s-le- Grand, and the 
Sunday morning’s delivery at sucli places will be abo- 
lished. This plan, winch came into operation on the 
29th ult., eombiiiod with another for abolishing certain 
cross-posts, has released from Sunday duties 191 men in 
the London district. 

A public meeting of persons connect ed with the Tailor- 
ing Trade in the mctro])o]is, was held on the 17th, in the 
large room at Exeter Hall. 1'he object of the nu'cting, 
wlncli cvuisistcd of upw ards of 2,0(K)fK*rsonR, was to con- 
sider the piopriety of petitioning Parliament in reference 
to the pi('«c'nt slop and “ middle ” sy^-tem, winch, it was 
.slated, iniured the fair trader as well as the \v orking 
p'joiib'. Several working tailors addressed the meeting, 
one ofwlvuni stated that he had been employed by Moses 
and Son for several years past as a ( oiifulentialniaiiat the 
rate of \d. per hour, and expressed his regia t that with 
400,000/. per annum, the Marquis of Westminster dealt 
witli that establishment, Another sjK'aker observed, 
that it was very w’cll knowm that the working men 
engaged in making clothing for the Governinenl esta- 
hlislimcnts, Itie Post-offiem the Custom-house, and for 
the soldiers and police, duT not get more than Is,, or at 
most l.s' Of/ a day, and a tliiid speaker declai’cil, that 
for m.' king a coat* for a first-rate master tailor, patronised 
,by the Hiike of Wellington and other aristocratic eu^- 
tomeis, he had (ally received os., out of wdneh sum he 
had to pay f(*r candlelight and trimmings. Resolutions 
and a ju tition to Parlianicnt were agreed to, denoum mg 
the slop and middle-men systems, and praying for the 
enactment of a law compulsory on employers to have 
then' work done on their own jiremiRCs. 

A meeting was held at the Mansion House on the 
2ot4i, to laiso funds for the next year’s r^xhihitio^i of 
1851. I'he Lord Mayor presided, and it was attended 
hy a numlxT <d‘ leading men in the City ; also by Lord 
John Russell, Mr. Lahourhere, and liiail Granville. 
Mr. W. Cotton exinesscd a liojie that not the ojmlent 
only, but the whole pwijde, would come forw ard aecoid- 
itig to their means, and make the Exposition what 
Mr. Jones Loyd designatcfl the great Olympian festival 
of modern times. Lord John Russell advocjitod the 
Tnoveiinmt. Jt W'as resolved to make arrangements for 
raising the funds on a scale commensurate with the 
importance of the occasion. 1'hc subscriptions announced 
amounted to upwaixls of 10,000/. ; and include fOOO/. 
from the Queen, 500/. from Prince Albert, 100/. each 
from the Premier arid six colleagues, and several sums 
of r500/. from leading members of the great banking and 
commercial firms 

I'rom the Itetvrns of the Specie and Bullion imported 
dvrinn the luat ypiir from the gold countries of South 
and Korth America, and the Atlantic and Mi*diton*anean 
])orts of Soutbeni Europe and Northern Africa, it appears 
that the West Indian packi'ts have brought 4,648,270/., 
the produce of the mines of California, Mexifco, Central 
America, and the Pacific States of South America. Of 
this amount, it is estimated that about 400,000/. in gold 
has come from California, direct or vii Lima and A'alpa- 
ralso, where much California dust is melted into ingots 
for England, The Peninsular and Oriental steanV 
packets have brought — from Alexandria, 728,857/. *‘gold 
and silver coin;’* from Constantinople, 933,510/. *‘gold 
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and silver;** from jSpain and Portugal, 310,000/. Totsi/ 
of the year, 6,788,655/. 

The Hefurna of the Board of Trade far th€~mont> 
ending the 5th December, show an increase in the ex- 
ports of 374,993/. over the corresponding mouth of 1848; 
a result the more satisfactory, since the Sports of 
December 1S48 were not less than 132,346/. more valu- 
able tlian those of December 1847. The chief itemg of 
increase have becui manufactures of cotton, flax, wool, 
and silk, hardware goods, metals, and leather. The 
instances of marked decrease are cotton-yarn, machinery, 
and soap. I’he entire increase in exjxu’ts during the 
first eleven months of the year 1849, as compared with 
the corresponding months of 1848, is now 9,681 ,397/. ; 
the totals resiiectivclj being 44,407,912/. and 54,089,809/. 
The import returns show a large increase under the 
head of grain, provision-ineuts, cocoa, eggs, (from 
4,471,7187. to 5,475,673/.,) and tea; also an increasing 
consumption of sugar, though the imports somewhat 
declined. Both the import and the coiiHiimption of 
flour and of cofti c had declined. Tobacco imports had 
laj-gely increased. 

The plan of a Submarine Blecfric Tclrg^'aph between 
England and Eraiici'is about to be proceeded with. 
The concession signed by Louis Napoleon and the 
Minister of the Interior, M. Dufaure, granting to Messrs. 
J . Brett, Toclie, and Co., the rigntto establisli gn electric 
telegrajih line betw^een France and England by a sub- 
maiiiie eommunication across the channel, arrived in 
(own on the 31st ult. The company propose to establish, 
bj' means of the electric telegraph, an instant communi- 
cation between the two countries. The patentee guaran- 
tees that this telegrajib shall, by the aid of a single 
wire, and of tw'o jursons only (the one stationed in 
j France, and the other in England), be capable of print- 
ing, in clear Roman type (on paper) 100 messages, of 
fitteen words eneb, including addressw and signatures, 
all ready for deliverv in 100 eonseciitivc minutes. 

The Summarie." of yVtr State of Trade and Industry 
in the United Iviiigcloni during the p.ast year, given in 
the leading provincial journals, exhibit sati'sfiietory and 
inomisiiig results. The Ma}u'hvf>ter I'.xammer states, 
that “the activity of the manufactures in tho W’est 
Riding of Yorkshire, is jicrhaps without paivillcl in the 
history of that thriving dmlricj,” The Manchester 
Guardian nflinns that, in Lancashire, the transactions 
have been of great nirignitude, and that “ the average 
rise of pnees by the end of the year was not less than 
10 per cent, on goods, or than 8 per «.*nt, on yams.” 
1'he large* profit& on coarse yarns and goods in 1844, 
1845, and 1S4G, induced an excessive pjodurtion, vxliich 
has made that braiitli the single e.xception to the pros- 
jierity of the jiast y ear. The evil is correcting itself ; 
coarse stocks are exhausted, and many makers have 
turned theii spindles and looms to tin. making of finer 
VMrns and fuhries, A drawback from the pro.spority of 
1850 was anticipalod from the scarcity of raw cotfoll ; 
hut the discovery of an error of nearly 100,000 bales in 
the estimated stock, onc-sixth of the whole, has cou- 
sidi'rahly lightened the weight of this auticijiation. In 
Scotland, saj's tho Dundee MeiTanide Gazette, "the 
linen trade has been as satisfactory, in almost all its 
brimehes, as could be desired.” — “every hrmd-loom 
w e.aver w illing to w^ork has been busily employed;** — 
“ our linens can be laid down in Germany as cheap at; 
in Livcr])Ool; ” — “ foreign merchants in Hamburgh find 
it lor their .idv antagc to buy Dundee linens from the 
llamlnirgh dcalcis, instead of those of German manu- 
facturersV’ In the North of Ireland, the Horthem 
Whiy of Belfast says — “ All the manufacturing classes 
are bettor off tluni for many a year; ” — “there is full 
employiiieut to hand-loom weavers ” at “ wages increased 
fiom 10 to 15 per cent.,” and to “ an immense number 
of women and girls ” in tho sevvetl-muslin business, at 
“ wages advanced 40 or 50 per cent.” In the iron trade, 
upon view of the whole operations both in the raw and 
manufactured material, there has hoeii a great husinesK 
at improved jirices. lii tlie ship-building inido, a de- 
pression visible at the beginning of the vc.ir i.s passing 
away . Messrs. Tongo, Curry, and Co., of Liverpool, say, 
in their trade circular — “ During tho last two months, 
more contracts have been made, and more koele laid 
down, than wc were prepared to expect ; ’* tlie number 
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of Te$S0ls— eight vcstels, of 2800 tons aggregate burden 
-—now building at liYcrpool, “ is not under the average 
number.’* The moderate prices held for some time past 
by all the- articles^of food-consumption, have induced an 
increased consumption throughout tlic country ; and tho 
increase of consumption has in its tuin raised to their 
natural position in the wholesale niaiket some articles 
which special influences had dei)rcciscd to panic prices. 

The Hospital attached to tlic medical school of Ki7i^*s 
College has been placed in permanent connexion with 
the College itself. At a special meeting of the Governors 
of the Hospital, on the 29th ult., it was resolved to abro- 
gate the thirty-fifth rule, vesting the funds of the insti- 
tution in trustees, and further, that the site of the 
Hospital, together with all the property belonging to it, 
ahall vest in tlie corporation of King’s College, London, 
lor the purposes of the Hospital.” This amalgamation 
lias been effected with a view' to facilitate the measures 
now in active progress for carrying out the project i)f a 
new and regularly endowed hospital. The subscription 
towards the fund of 60,000Z. for the new building and 
endow'ments, in the short time since tlie Council of 
the College took the matter in hand, has risen fo nearly 
21 , 000 /. - » 

The Finaficial Jieturns of the country, to the 5th 
instant, present very satisfactory results. Kotivith- 
standing the replacement on the 1st of k’ebmary, 1848, 
of the last sliding-scalc of duties on corn bj a nominal 
duty, and the reduction of the sugar duties on the 5th 
of July, the decrease on tlie Customs, as compared with 
the Customs of the quarter ending January 5, 1819, is 
little more than 40,000/. On the ICxciso there is an in- 
crease of about 8(5,000/., and on the Stamps of about 
40,000/. ; both show'ing resuscitated enterprise, full em- 
ployment, and wages more than sufficient for the neces- 
sarica of life. On the assessed taxes there will be a 
decrease of about 20,000/, ; and in the I’ost-office a 
trifling increase. In the Excise there i.s a decrease of 
about 89,000/,, arising wholly from the postponement of 
the hop duty. The Stamps show an increase of about 
257,000/. ; tbe assessed .taxes, a dccreiise of 9,000/., and 
the property tax, an increase of about 65,000/. — a sum 
w'hich represents additional income to the amount of 
2,2()0,000/. per annum, and, at 5 per cent., aif additional 
(^pital of 4'i,000,000A From the beginning of the 
financial year to the end of December, including a period 
of nearly nine months, the expendituro of the TTnited 
Kingdom fell short of that in the corresponding period 
of the previous year by no less a sum than 8,340,000/. 
This is made up out of the following items . — To the 
reduction on the interc.st of Exchequer Bills we oive a 
difference of nearly 150,000/. ; to the reduced expendi- 
ture in the army we owre nearly 540,000/. ; to the same 
process in the navy nearly 1,300,000/. ; in the ordnance 
about 740,000/., and in thf services ]»rovidcd for by the 
miscellaneous estimates nearly 300,000/. Since April 5, 
thsiwJias been no fresh grant for Irish distress, whereas 
in the corresponding period of the previou.s financial 
year, there was expended on this account 272, o82/. In 
other items there is an aggregate ditfcrcnce of about 
70,000/. in our favour. The Treasury, however, docs 
not yet derive the full benefit of this .sum of 3.340,000/. ; 
for, owing to the ad'vaiices by way of loan under various 
British and Irish acts, w'hich nearly double the rejiay- 
ment of advances dimng the last nine months, the 
actual reduction of expenditure during that period 
amounts to about two millions and a hall.

PERSONAL NARRATIVE. 

The Queen and Prince Albert, with their children, 
personally witneesed the distribution of her Majesty’s 
Neto YeaFs Gift of food and raiment to the poor of 
* Windsor. The distribution took place in the Hiding- 
school of the Castle. The presents cimsisted of a hand- 
some quantity of blankets, flannel, and calico, of meat, 
bread, and jiium-pud^ng, and of coals, distributed to all 
the deserving poor in the parishes of Windsor and 
Clower, as indicated in a list by the ladies of the Dis- 
tinct "Visiting Society. A number of the clergy were 


present. * The poor people manifested respectful gra 
titude. • 

On New Year’s Eve, the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress gave a Juvenile Ei^tertainmenty in the Man- 
sion IIous(', to several hundreds of tlje young cliildren of 
the citizens. T'ho company entered the Egyptian Hall 
at about seven, and the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress 
themselves led oft‘ a country-dance with a young partner 
each. At ten o'clock the amusements W'ore varied by 
the introduction of Mr. Lpvc the jiolyphonist ; who, 
from a stage erected for liim in one corner of the room, 
delighted and mystified the young people wdtli his clc \er 
ventriloquisms. At eleven the parents of the children 
arrived, and assumed a wise control at the sumptuous 
supper-table. After supper, dancing was resumed till 
near twelve. When the hour of midnight bi'giui I 
strike, the lights waned simultaneously, in RignifRaiion 
of the departing year ; wlien tw'clvc o’clock had .struck 
the lights again .Rjirang up, and the hall w'as in its foinier 
blaze of illuminaliou. The Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress seated themselves at the upper end of the 
hall, and sliot»k each young couple by the hand as they 
pass(“d ; a courtesy they acknowledged with wishes of a 
“ happy new' year.” 

Lord Brougham has been passing his time, in his 
retiiement, at Cannes, in philosophical pursuits. A 
letter from that place dated the 19th, says, “ Lord 
Brougham has been making some interesting cxpiri- 
luents on light here, which are just terminated. At 
cloven o’clock at night on the 14th iiist., four member.s 
of the Hoyal Societv of London gave to our population 
a ravishing spectacle; at tli(‘ top of the towers of the 
Noble Lord the apparatus of tbc elei’tric light was 
placed, and at the bjiihc instant a luminous point shone 
from the lie Raintc Marguerite, and its brilliant ri>ys 
di.splayed to all eyes the beauty of that enchanting site. 

I The same rays were aftenvards directed on the mag- 
j nificent scenery of tlic Cap-Houx, and on the pictu- 
resqiK* roadstead of Agai. •'J'he coiq) (Vaul at such an 
hour W'as so beautiful, that appLiiise suddenly broke 
forth from all parts. 'J'he next clay l^ord Bi'oiigham, in 
the midst of a numerous and chuson eiicle, gave a di'- 
tailed and veiy interesting utcount of hi.s experimoiits 
on light.” 

At a meeting of the York, Ncw'castlc and Berwick 
Hailway Company at York on the l.st instant, the settle- 
ment of the company’s Claims on Mr. Hudson , their 
late chairman, came, on for discussion. The chairman 
said that legal proeeedings had been commenced, two 
hills in cquit) having been filed; but propovitions had 
been made by the friends of Mr. Hudson, and the direc- 
tors had taken le^al opinions vvliich recommended a 
compromise with Mr Hudson, on the follow'ing terms ; 
Mr Hudson had undertaken to pay in all to the com- 
pany the sum of 100,000/., 'he (Mr. Hudson) having, 
during the past jear, I'uid to the company no less tliun 
90,030/., and Mr. Hudson would further pay the ex- 
penses the company had been put to in the matter. After 
some sharp discuR.sion the compromise w'as agreed to. 

Mr. Hudson has at length come forward to defend 
liiinself from the charges made against him in regard to 
his Hallway Transactions. He has published a letter 
stating the pith of his justifications in the several mat- 
ters of~l. The Brandiing Junction Hail way, and the 
Newcastle and Berwick Railway; 2. The Sunderland 
Docks ; 3, The jiurchasc of his own iron rails for the 
York, Newcastle, and Berwick Company. On the first 
head, he says the shares were voted to him in public 
meeting, for services previously rendered, and then 
thought valuable. On the second, he says that his 
New'castle and Berwick Railway shares were original 
shares in the company of which he w’as the originator, 
and for wliicli he was responsible. The Sunderland 
Dock shares wore taken by him with tw'O other directors, 
for the direct benefit of the York, Newcastle, and Ber- 
wick Company. It is not denied that in this he exceeded 
the legal authority reposed in the Directors : parlia- 
mentary sanction w'as, no doubt, necessary, as in all 
former cases, “ where the Directors had not shrunk 
from this description of responsibility, when it was 
important that delay should be avoided.” “ The Com- 
pany has ratified the purchase of some West Durluim 
Railway shares taken by me in a similar manner, and 
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with, the same absence of authority ; the only difference 
being, that it has now been thought advantageous for 
the Company to retain these shares. On the third 
point, he says he purchased iron larp^ely in October, 
1844) when the Company was not in existence, but when 
iron was low; “ like any other man,’* he was “ surely 
entitled to the enhanced worth of his own iron.” The 
tenders for the iron were open and public and Messrs, 
Thompson and Forman, in furnishing iron partly out of 
their own stock and partly Chat of that which they held 
for him, did not in any>Yisc affect the price. “ In con- 
clusion,” says Mr. Hudson, “ I would ohservp, that I 
am aware that transactions have occurred which arc to 
he regretted ; but in respect to which it is some conso- 
htiion to mo to reflect ^hat the Company have in no 
instance sustained pecuniary loss. Allow me to ask you 
to review those transactions with some remembrance of 
the excited period in w hich they occurred — of the mul- 
tiplicity of concerns which I had to fluperiniend and 
direct— of the brief opportunities I had for reflection — 
and of the impossibility of my giving sullicimit atten- 
tion to the public duties and private matters w'hieh then 
claimed my attention.” 

Accounts of great intcrc.st have arrived from the 
Pacific, in rcforcneo to the expedition in search of Sir 
FraiiAlut. From Mazatlan, under date the 21th 
of November, wc learn the arrival at tliat port on the 
hJth of Jler Majesty's ship Herald, Captain Kcllatt, and 
also that of the llrillsh yacht Nancy Ha wson, Captain 
Hill, with inteyigeiice f«om Her l^Fajesty's shlx» Plover 
at Hehring’s Straits. AVe learn tliat'thc relief slnp had 
previously penetrated as fur us 73 dog, lO min. N. latitude, 
111 scureh of Sir J. Franklin ; and in company with the 
ya(‘ht iiauied, the Plover’s boats also penetrated along a 
vast extent of the coast of North America, extending 
from Ikdiring’s Straits to the mouth of the Mackenzie 
Hiver, the seem' of Sir J. Jlieliardson’s exit into the 
northern seas during the late evjiedition. It appears 
that no traces of tlie missing navigators were discovered ; 
and it is stated that tlie boats of tlu' Plover consequently 
d(‘tefmificd, in aecordailoe with their instructions, to 
winter outlie sjiot, attempting to reach one of the nearest 
Iradeis’ stations in tlie vicinity. The private schoouer- 
y icbt then reUinied, her light draught liavingyireviously 
enaljfd her to eviilovc in company with the boats, and 
witli tJie J ‘lover n‘;entcred liehring’s Straits from the 
north , there the Plover took up her winter quarters, 
and subsequently the TIerald and Nancy Dawson re- 
niviied 10 Mazatlan. The commander of the Plover, it 
is stated, entertained great ho[)es of Sir John Franklin’s 
safety, altliough we are notinfmnned of the grounds upon 
whivh that o.vpeetatlon is based. It is to he regridted 
that the advices received are in a measure indefinite ; 
and it is still more mournful to learn that the owner of 
the yacht which w as so nobly conducted along the Arctic 
coast from the pronqitings of a ])liilanthro}>ic spirit, 
should have suhseijiicntly closed his career at Mazatlan. 
It is stated that he had previously been engaged in a 
toui round tlie world, and siiddeiilj altered his course 
to aid in the search for Franklin’s sbiyis. The yacht had 
been put in charge of a sailing-master from one of Her 


Majesty’s ships at Maaiatlan, a*id will b© desspatched 
homo by tho British Consul. From New York we 
Icam also some details of interest in roferenoe to Sir 
John Franklin. Letters had been received by influen- 
tial individuals in that city from Lady Franklin, de airing- 
advice and information from tho person to -whom they 
were addressed, as to the expediency of her visiting New 
York to arrange an expedition, at ner own expense, for 
the renewal of the search for her lost husband next 
spring. Lady Franklin is described as meditating tho 
purchase of two small vessels with that aim.

COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


A NEW metropolitan afisociation for the reform of Colonial Crovornment clmllcnges umiflual attention at 
^ tho opening of tho yem*, from tho faet that it fom])iisoM lent ling men of all parties not absolutely 
engagc.l in oflicc. Its object is to obtain for all tho colonies the most ample powers of local scll^goveni- 
ment, to secure them in such rights as tho cbsjiosal of tlicir own vvab to lands, and to protect them in framing 
or altering at pleasure tho local constitution of each colony. 

Such news as meanwhile wc receive from tho colonies themselves appears to exhibit a somcvvbat large 
field for the exertions of the new soeicty. The settlers of the Cape still resist the admission of coiivic-Ls, and 
Western Australia has pronounced hardly less unreservedly against the profliered boon of eonviet labour. 
Tho West Indies groan as loudly as usual, the Ctmadiaiis are clamouring for “ an mdcpcndaiit union ” of all 
the British North American provinces, and New Zealand msists upon tlio promised constitution which its 
new governor has hitherto .thought it right to withhold. 

Tho news from India is limited to a rumour of disturbances on the frontier of Pcshawur, which receives 
importance from the accompanying statomont that a distinguished officer had been ordered with a 
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cenflidcmblo force " including artillery ” to march to rodue© it., It is s«dd to b© coimectecl with tho tyraiua^ 
of tas'collectora ” — a fniitful source of rebellioii. 


The iherUmd Mail has broxi^lit ne\vs from Bombay 
to tlie l7th, from Calcutta to the 7th December, ami 
firom Hongkong to the 30th November. From Bombay 
information is brought that more plotting against our 
rule by the fugitive Ranee ha‘i been discovered ; agents 
had been tampering with ourti’oops, and thus had, "as in 
many late instances, lieen delivered into the hands of the 
authorities hy the lionest native subalterns. 1'he young 
Maharajah had been sent under strong guard to 
Futtehghur. The cMeftaina whose arrest for plottings 
in higher regions were mentioned in late accounts, were 
to be sent to Calcutta, there to remain under surveillance 
for life. The Governor-general was on his way down 
the Indus, and would boat Moulton on the 13th or Ikh 
instant ; Lady Dalhousio Avas coming home ill, and her 
husband proposed to acewnpany her as far as Suez. 
From Calcutta tliere is an account of personal adventures 
of two of our of£iecrs, which have ended in their im- 
prisemment by the rajah of Sikkim. Dr. Campbell, the 
British resident of Darjeeling, a station near the Tliibeti.xn 
frontier of Bengal, and Dr. Hooker, a botanist, son of 
Sir William Hooker, went on a botanical exploration 
over the Thil)etiau frontier, and w'ere arrested by the 
Tartar authorities; they wore sent under gusird to the 
rajah of Silikim, whom the Tartai's liold responsible for 
tho sacredness of their frontier. The rajah sent word to 
our resident at Darjeeling, that he would keep bus 
prisoners in custody till ho obtained satisfaction for 
grievances lie had been writing about to our Government 
for three years past ; he was answc'red wdth a demantl 
for the prisoners instanter, and with advice ty rely on 
the impartiality of the Governor-general for justice 
Meanwhile, the captives were treated with great ^icrso- 
nal cruelty. 

From Hongkong the only news of interest relates 
to the expedition, consisting of the Plilegcthon and 
Fury war-steamers, and the Columbine frigate, 
under Commander J. C. D. Hay, against tho pnate i 
Shapng-tsai, which set out from Hongkong on the 1st of | 
Novcmlier, just before the last accounts were despatched. | 
The pirate fleet had retreated to ilainan, and thence to 1 
tho Bayof Tonquin ; tho chief trusting to his knowledge { 
of the difticult 'waters. On the 17th November our ships i 
fell in with one of his look-out vessels ; she took to the 
shallows, but was disabled by the Phlogetliou’.s guns, 
and then pursued and destroyed in the shallows by the | 
Phlcgeth'on’s boats On the 20th, tlie pirate fleet was 
<liscovercd in the mouth of a river twelve miles beyond 
Hoo-nong. It consisted of a large junk mounting 42 
guns, commanded by Sliapng-tsai himself, and sixty-three 
other war-junks mounting armaments ranging from 31 
guns down to 6 guns ; the whole force ufloaf being some 
l‘i3^T^uns and 3150 men. Our fleet was steered into the 
river by a jnlot who had escaped from the shore. In 
forty minutes our tliree sliips were all engaged; in 
another hour the lire of the enemy had been silenced ; 
and before eight p.in., twenty-seven junks were in flaiues 
and nearly all tlie rest cut off from retreat. Up wauls 
of 1000 pirates deserted^tlieir ships and took to somi 
islands, and iverc there attacked by the natives whose 
villages they had ravaged. Next day, twenty-four more 
junks wen; destroyed. In the end, only six of the 
.smallest junks escaped, with the pirate chief liim- 
eelf on hoard, and tiiesc the raandaiins declared they 
would shnrtlv de.stroy. Our fleet was assisted hy a 
small force of junks, despatched under a mand.iriii, 
Major-general Hwang, hy thc^ Governor-general Ho; 
and it is stated that he distinguished himself by his 
courageous and intelligent command. 

I Tile Jamaica. House of Assembly have passed a bill, 

j for one year, giving the Governor a salary of 4500/. ; 
and at the same time a memorial has been transmitted 
to the Queen, praying her to relieve the island of this 
heavy expense, and requesting that it may be paid from 
Buglaiid as is done some other islands. This bill is a | 
renewal of a previous bill, also for one year, which 
©xpired on the Slat of December last. Another hill has | 


been brought in to raise a revenue, iby a duty on im- 
ports, to -pay the interest of the island debt. A petition 
was getting up against it, to be sent to the Ckmncil, 
should it pass the House. The island was healthy, but 
business was very dull.

In Barbados a Public Meeting to promote an exten-' 
siou of the franchise had been held, and resulted in the 
formation of a committee in furtherance of that object. 
Two anti-slavery meetings had been held, the first 
called by the Lord Bishop, the Chief Justice, the Presi- 
dent of the Council, and Speaker of the House of 
Assembly. Tins meeting adopted a petition to tlie Im- 
perial Parliament, praying for the enforoemont of the 
treaties with foreign Powers. The second meiding was 
calh'd to afford a deputation from the Anti- Slavery 
Society of England an opportunity of addressing the 
people. These meetings were well attended, the 
speakers consisting of white, black, and coloured 
persons. The weather was highly propitious for the 
ensuing crop. A much larger yield of sugar was ex- 
pected than in 1819. 'Phe com and provision crops 
were good and abundant, with tho exception of the 
yams, which had again been destroyed by blight.

Nevv.s from Wester?i Austraha have been received to 
tho middle of November. Tho Swun River settlement 
had been thrown into great excitement by the uiheial 
anuouncemont that the colony had been couverted into 
a penal colonj" fi'oni June 1849, without the counter- 
vailing J)oon of a protective force and parlninientary 
grant, which had been taeith’^ calculated on as certain 
aceompanimen Ls of the convicts. The journalR inveigh 
with much warmth against the trick by wliich they 
have suffered ; and express great indignation at the 
loathsome contamination of their shores which the 
Colonial Ollicc purjiGses. 

PROGRESS OF EMIGRATION AND COLONISATION. 

An interesting letter from Mrs. Chisholm, on the 
subject of Family Colonisation^ lias been published. 
It contains tho folio wdug observations. — “ Thwe is 
one fact I feel most anxious to impress upon the 
minds of all who are interested in the amelioration 
of the poor hy means of emigration, viz., that their 
emigrating to Australia improves undi'r ordinary pru- 
dence the circumstances of the individuals, and, if 
they conduct themselves with propriety, raises their 
position in society. With young women the greatest ' 
caution is necessary in this resjpect, for their opportuni- 
ties of doing well and advancing themselves by marriage 
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in. the culoiiics are much greater than in England ; 
indeed; as regards the working classes, the advantages 
in this way bear no comparison. Emigration gives to 
every man, who by character likes to try for it, a certain 
position in the community which he could not arrive at 
in this country every office, I may say, is open to him; 
and, it he is by education unfit to forward his interest in 
this way, he at least can by rectitude of conduct gain a 
fitauon which will enable him to give lie cliildren every 
advantage. .We have not in our colonies the titles that 
111 this country give importance to a name — we have not 
-old baronial castles to appeal to our feelings of national 
pride in behalf of the owners ; consequently men look to 
men through a more equalising standard, and if one 
man is to be raised above another, it is by mutual con- 
sent ; tlio sutfrfigcs of the peojile and character become 
there, in a more especial manner, the ladder by which 
an aiubitious man must rise. Bearing in mind what has 
struck me on this subji'ct, I have always, in giving 
advice to a jjoor man Avishing to emigrate, looked more 
to the position his children were likely to gam, than to 
any irnmctliatu advantages to himself. Since iny arrival 
in England, a poor man tame to mo, having three 
daaghter.s, aged from twenty-one to nineteen; he pro- 
posed to emigrate with his family, through the aid of 
the parish to a certain extent. When 1 looked at liis 
well-reared and iiitelligciil girls, T was so certain of their 
doing well, that I advised tlie father to send only one 
under the care of a Jriend that was going, lie took my 
advice f Alt confident that she would soon have a 
better Oder than 20/. a year. Eoiir months after she left, 1 
sent the st-cond sister On lier arrival in the colony, she 
had a nuirned sister to receive her, A letter has since 
arrived liom the husband of the first married with a 
awiiittanee lor the third daughter, who is now on the 
way out This again has been followed by a joint Icttei 
from the liiLsbands of the two lirst girls who vv'cnt out, 
promising a remittance of oO/. to make the father and 
mother comtoi table, with instructions to an ai»ent for 
the emigration of the family lii the daughter’s letter 
to tlu latlier, she says — “ IJoii't, when you are board 
sliip, say liow you got your living at home, or talk about 
what you are to do when you come here. Mrs. CTus- j 
hoJm will fell you how to act Remember, you are to j 
he a gentleman if you come here; that is, you will be I 
<lr('sser as wl‘ 11 as any country farmer in Scotland — you I 
<^'ill b ive the best fund, a good lior.se to nde on, and a ' 
fiirin of .sixty acres to go to, wcdl stocked, so that you i 
can kei'p niy brothers to help you. On no aeeounl get 
a pouiui from tiie paiish; if you should run sliort of 

moiu'v, get Mrs C to miiiiage with the agent. 1 am 

so th-inkful I took advice, and came as 1 di(l.” This is 
one instance of what I call “ family coloiu.sation,” 


I The Committee of the Female Emigraition Fund have 
received a report from their Suh-Committee, on the best 
I mode of conducting the emigration. The following 
points appear to be settled: — The candidates must not 
exceed thirty-five years of age ; they must be fi’ce from 
“ any bodily or mental defect likely to imi)air their uae- 
fulness as settlers ; they should have had the smallpox, 
or have been vaccinated ; their characters for industry 
and morality should be satisfactory, and it is desirable 
that they should read and write ; they sliould have been 
accustomed to washing and cooking, cr have had some 
experience in domestic service as housemaids or nurses.” 
The candidates will ut first be received in a probationary 
house, in this country, superintended by a sub-committee, 
with a matron accustomed to colonial life, and a sur- 
geon ; there they will acquire some training, and will 
prepare their outfit, which must be provided at their 
own expense ; the machinery of the Colonial Laud and 
Plniigiation Commission will jirobably be placed at the 
service of the enterprise, both for the passage and tlie 
reception of the emigrants in the Colonics , each emi- 
grant will receive lO.v. on landing. The report suggests 
that persons having relations in the Colonies be 

invited to apply for passages, oue-lialf of the 

cost to 1)0 defrayed by their friends or the parish. This 
report has been adojited by the General Comini tti'o ; and 
a Committee of Selection has been appointed to prepare 
a list of fift^ candidates,

— On the 3rd in,st , anotluT meeting was held lor fur- 
j thering the object in view, when, alter aovcr.il rc.«oiu- 
I tions of a purely formal character had been agri'cd to, it 
was propo.sed by (’aptain Holland that a letter should 
be sent to Mr. iTuiley, the secretary of the emitral asso- 
ciation, expressing the desire of the parishioners of 
Marylebone to assist him by a general .subscription 
I throughout the parish, and stating that a public sub- 
scription had been commenced.

NAEEATIVE OF FOEEIGN EYENTS. 

^OR the continent generally at tlie ojicning of the new year, it is to be said of it simply that the People 
wffio were lately its masters, hav^e everywhere had to eiiangc and make w'a.yfor the Military, vvlio are its 
masters now. Rut the late govemor.s have li‘flf some awkwanl /nimoveableH behind tlicm, such as repieseiita- 
tive government, universal suffrage, jury law, the necessity of popular assent to eleciiens, ciilr.uiehi.soiucuL of 
serfs, &;e., winch will not tend to simplify the toils that await tlm men of the sword. It will be instructive 
to wateli the course of events, to observe the alternate preponderance of argument and arms, and discern 
to what extent the enlightened, industrious, and liberal dassea will bo able to stand against the extravagan- 
ces of the e.xtremes above and below them. • 

TjOuik Naiiolcon has been trying the pulse of Franco in regard to absoluti.sm, and hag set up n journal to 
preach it. It la edited by an old lianger on or secretary of Ins in tins country, who wrote a book about hia 
captivity in Ham, and was in all respects Ins coiiveineiii flatterer. M. Rnffiinlt formerly told his prince that 
it was Ins destiny to suffer, and make suffering heroic and sublime. Now' M. Rnffault tells his prince that liig 
task is to repress and create, just as his uncle's was ; and, once and for ever, to lay a strenuous coercive hand on 
the press, on his o\vn administration, and on all the factioii.s old and new. The parallel is Naiioloon at Mai'ongo ; 
and the little Napoleon’s journal is to put to flight, as the great man’s sword did on that occasion, makcu's of 
chimerical schemes [e.g. framoi*8 of republican constitutions), advocatc.s of old and effete customs (c.y. sudi as 
direct represoutation of the people), tvatfiekera iii the public money (e.g. penurious folk who won’t increase 
the president’s salary), slanderous scribblers (c. </. cvciy body who objects to the president), and conspirators 
of the higher and lower orders {e.g. Thiers and Mole as well as Louis Blanc and Caussidicrc). Poor President ! 
A path is bel'ore him with dangoVs accumulating at every step ; with shadows, clouds, and darkness resting 
on it ; and not a step has he taken hitherto, that has not proved a stumble. The feillinoh.^ of his jiresent 
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move for absolutism is at once tlie measure of his gigantic hopes and his niiscmbly incapable means. It will 
have the fate of all he has tried. Ho has flung over the socialists without winning the aristocrats. He has 
sacrificed the war party without recommending himself to the bourgeoisie. And now, rejected for the pt'esout 
by all, he leans on — M. BrifFault ! Alas ! poor Louis Napoleon. 

And Pio Nono ! Still more alas, and well a-day, for poor Pio Nono ! 

An encyclical letter of the forlorn Pope recants all the hopes and efforts with which he began his popedom. 
The Cardinals are again his masters, and he is the self {uinounccd willing slave to the College of the Propagandn. 
He denormces the now traffic of book-selling (by \^ich biblea are sold is well as communist tracts), affects to 
holdup his hands in horror jit socialism, and calls the lad'es who ieiidcJ the w’ounded in Rome by the name of 
prostitutes! Nor does his holiness scruple, in this production, to couple the advance of communism -in 
Italy with the operations of the British and Foreign Bible Society in England, — a comparison which will 
probably help to open the eyes of some people in this country to the peculiar sort of interest which is taken 
in us by the College of Cardinals. 

In America the whig President has delivered his Message to the democratic majority in a tone which 
party circumstances necessarily render somewhat ambiguous, a.s it is unquestionably moderate, but of which 
this country certainly has no reason to complain. If any regret is to be expressed that Cicneral Taylor and hia 
government sliould avow themselves partisans of prohibitive duties for protection as well as revenue, it is for 
the argument it suggests against all federative governments, wlicreinit w ould n])pear to be so difficult to levy 
the expeuses of the general government other than means of cuskmis. It i.s also somcwliat ominous that 
not a word<kof slavery appears in this Message, when w'c romembor that the claims of the new territories 
for admission within the Union, now pressing and imminent, are likely to revive that question in its most 
dangerous aspect. ^ 


On new year’s day the President of the French Re- 
public distinguished the occasion by an Act of Reccmci- 
liatian with an estranged hraneh of his family — he 
created his uncle, General Jerome Bonaparte, a "Field 
Marshal of Franee ; the first creation of the rank which 
has been made since the revolution of February. 

Considerable sensation -was excited in Paris by the 
appcai-ance, on Sunday the 6th, of the first number of a 
weekly political journal entitled “ Lc Napoh‘on” which 
had been announci'd as being under the patronage of 
the Elysee, and wdiich contained a direct attack upon 
the majority of the Chamber, in the following tcriiLs — 
**With regard to the feeble majority given to the Lite 
measures of the Government, certain journals, whose 
intentions are open to doubt, advise the Ministry to 
retire. They pretend, in arguing on certain enslonis of 
the past, that, after such checks, Ministers who resiieet 
themselves e.in no longer remain in office. These 
•jonrnals are, or feign to he, ignorant of what is now the 
position of the responsible head of the Executive Gov- 
ernment. In the new' order of things, so long as the 
Ministers enjoy the confidence of the President, they 
meet with no check. Once for all, we inform the obsti- 
nate defenders of the old constitutional routine, that the 
chief of the State will retain his Ministers in .spite of 
jealous attacks, and tliat the do])loral)lc fact of minis- 
terial instability will not be produci'd again at the will 
of parliamentary ambitions.” This paragrajffi appeared 
on Sunday night in the “Patrie ” and the “ Monitcur 
c^a^Soir,” in the place w-herc bcmi-ofiicial articles aie 
generally inserted, w'ith the word “communique” 
attached to it, as an indication that it came from the 
Govcrnmoiit; but in the Assembly on Monday the 
Ministry denied all responsibility with regard to the 
articles W'hich had appeared in the “ Napoleon.” 

Oil the 14th the legislative assembly commenced the 
general debate on the jprganic bill concerning Public 
Instruction. Its chief opponents w'cre M. Barthelemy 
Seffilaire and M. Victor Hugo, The former attacked it 
as a measure which would ultimatrdy lead to the des- 
truction of the university,— an evil that would leave the 
State unabltf to prevent tlie imxiarting of doctrines 
subversive of its o\vn constitution. It v/ould create a 
monopoly in primary instruction, most for tlie advantage 
the clergy, since the members of the religious bodies 
^voted to teaching w'ould he those who would princi- 
pally obtain diplomas as teachers, alfhough the laical 
teachers are to the clerical teachers as 40,000 to only 3000. 
Referring expressly to the Jesuits, M. St. Hilaire 
declared his opinion that their re-appearance in France 
os a body would be illegal. Victor Hugo made a 
specoh in favour of the voluntary principle in religion, 
interspersed with declamations against priestcraft and 
the Jesuits. He exclaimed; — “The clerical party is 
alarmed at Socialism; it secs the waves rising, and it 
imagines that it will have saved society when it shall 


have combined material resistance with social hypocrisy, 
and placed a Jesuit w'hercver there is not a geiiclarme.” 
The bill was an uttoinpt to petrif','- human thought ; to 
arre.st France in her onward course ; its authors, fatiguco , 
with glory, genius, science, and knowledge, stood la.st 
and prociaimed iminove ihility to the luiliou 'iosuch 
mcr he proclaimed in warning aceciits, that amidst the 
movement of all around, ilu ir opposition would produce 
the most lamentable renew'al of roAolution. M. Hugo ^ 
W'us boisterously a jipl.iuded by tlie niount.iiii ; and was i 
so raueli interrupted by the right, tlini the Ibesident j 
declaied himsilf rcstiained fioiu acting as be would j 
otherwi.'-e ha\e done in curbing M. Hugo's Anti-t ’atholic 
eloquence. The bill was supported by the bishop ol I 
Laugres, who cliaractc riscd it as a measure of ]Haee, | 
concord, and eoinpromisi . The debate was coutimiod ; 
on the 19lh, wlien tlie bill W’as -warmly siqiported bv M | 
Monf.ilcmbert and M. Tliiei’s. M. Coquerel, the eminent | 
Protestant clergyman, said that he was unable to Und in j 
the bill cither real peace or real li,bert>.

At a meeting of the cabinet council, it has been 
determined almost iinauimouslj that no iiitervimlion in 
the affair of Monti* Video shall lake plate, even sliould 
the government of that rejniblic oiler to pay the expeuses. 

Accounts from the Freneh dtpartmeuts speak of the 
immense quantity of snow that has fallen, and which 
'has occasioned several disasters, Travelbu-.s lost their 
way, and a rural letter-carrier was found dead in the 
sIlow^ In many cantons of the dcparlmeiit of the 
Ancge the .SHOW' lias risen to the roping of the lionseh. 
Many persons ha-ve perished in the avalanches, which 
are frequent; and whole flocks of sheep have been swept 
away. In the Jura the communication is completely 
interrupted, and many persons have fallen a prey to the 
w’olvc.‘{. In the streets of several tow'ns the snow is 
more than three metres in depth. In the yaono and 
Loire, the wolves, impelled by cold and hunger, boldly 
enter the villages ; and in one a w'oman was devoiu'eb 
by these animals, almost at the door of her house. In 
other jdaces the bells had to be pealed during the day 
and night, in order to serve as a guide to tho traveller 
and to the field- labourer. 

A villaiu named Aymet has pqiaoned a number of 
persons at Paris. On Now Year’s Hay, he sent packets 
of pastry and bon-bons to tw'o women ; employing boys 
he found in the street to deliver them. The recipients 
did not know who had sent the artirtes, and which were 
eaten by many persons. All were soon after attacked 
with the symptoms of poisoning, and sufferod much ; an . 
officer of the National Guard and a girl died. Aymef 
had formerly seduced one of the females to whom he 
sent the confectionary, had been imprisoned, and had 
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vowed vengeance. Suspicion fell on him from an anony- 
mous letter which accompanied one of the packets ; he 
w'as arrested ; and then a number of circumstances fixing 
guilt upon him came out. Eventually, he avowed him- 
hclf as the assassin. 

* 

TTte Portuguese Cortes were opened on the 2nd inst. 
by the Queen in person, on which occasion her Majesty 
delivered a speech, presenting on the ^vhole a favourable 
view of the affairs of the nation’. The last and most 
interesting paragraph is as follows : “1 most especially 
•recommend you to go hand in hand with my Govern- 
ment in studying the real situation of the country, and 
adopting the measures required to establi'^h upon a 
solid basis thi* definite organisation of the national 
finances.’’ In the mean time commercial and monetary 
affairs continue in the same depressed state at Lisbon ns 
before. All the civil, military, and naval departmental 
officers arc in arrears of pay from four to ten and twenty 
months. 

Considerable agitation has been excited at Berlin^ 
owing to the probable success of the extreme Conserva- 
tive party in persuading the King not to swear fidelity 
to tlic Cfoisiitution, and a ininisteiial crisis was expected 
’J'lie King, however, has intimated his williiigiicss to 
fake the oath to the Camstitutinn, but with modifications 
wlneh were to be proposed to the Chambers. 

'fhe rienipotentiarii's forming the Couneil ad interim 
for managing the affairis of Ihc German Federation have 
met at Frankfoit. 

^'bc' Journal of St Peter '(burg of the 0th instant con- 
buns the officnil ntoncos passed on twenty-one llussian 
subjects, arrested some months since, as members of a 
eons]nracy against the Emperor’s per.^on. They arc 
ebiel>y otfieeis iu the Guaul, or civil officers of rank. 
Three of tlie number, Timkovski, Luvof, and Plests- 
eheief, belong to the old nobilitj' of tin* empire, and the 
last is a name taking precedence in historj' of that of ;

one of the glories of liis bouse, but by the conviction 
that neither Nicholas nor hi.s family were fitted to make 
Ills country’s ha])i)in('ss. 'J’wenty of the conspirators 
wer* condemned with him to death ; and their scutciices 
well' commuted into hard labour in the Siberian mines, 
by the Emperor, 

A letter from Preshurg, dated the JOth of Pecember, 
gives the following information respecting the families 
of Kossuth, Guyon, and others of the late ITungariaii 
leaders ■ — A paragraph has gone the round of the Ger- 
man papers, giving the wmrld to understand that the 
mother and children of Kossuth have been .set at liberty ; 
that upon their leaving their prison at T’csth tliejr came 
to Vienna, in order to provide themselves with a jias.s- 
port to Turkey. 7'he only word of truth in this story is 
that this “noble old mother,” with her three grand-' 
children, left their prison at Pesth, but it w as to enter a 
new jail at Presburg : and such a jail ! When these 
helpless beings wore consigned to the ho.spital of the 
Schloss-bcrg, the cholera and typhus fever were both 
raging there, and “ Death, busiest from couch to couch, 
tended the sick.” The cholera and typhus have done 
their work, and death is not so busy now among the 
patients ; the grandmother and the three little Kossuths 
arc still there, thank God, all well. The children of 
Guyon are also there, behind that tall black wall, pierced 
with little square holes, that runs round the top of the 
conical hill overhanging the town. You arc not to 
understand that, because they are in a prison-hospital, 
they are in a ward mixed with either the crowd of sick 
or criminals. Their apartments are such as, separated 
from such a neighbourhood, and unhaunted by such 
. terrible associations, would probably content their modest 
wants. The children have a tutor appointed by the 


Government. An attempt was made latterly to induce 
Madame Kossuth, by the offer of liberty and a commo- 
dious residence elsewhere, to leave the children, with 
what success may be imagined. If she had been their 
mother, instead of their father’s mother, the proposition 
could not have been rejected with greater scorn. Where 
the wife is remains to this moment a profound secret. 
The children consist of two little boys anil a girl. The 
yoijftigcst hoy is a charming little fellow, full of infantine 
malice. He says to the Austrian officers, “ Wait : I Avill 
draw you papa’s picture ; ” and then he scribbles one of 
those naive ovals which pass current with such artists 
for symbols of the human head divine, with a lot of 
scratches at one end for the beui.l. Sometimes he pre- 
tends to smuggle something in as ho passes the sentinel, 
who cries out, “ Show me what yon have in your liaud, 
sirrah * ” Tlie little fist, after some sham reluctance, 
expands, and shows — nothing ! Then off he bounds in 
t estacies of laughter. One can never look up at those 
dismal walks without thinking of the “ noble old mother ” 
and that pretty little follow singing in his stony cage. 
Nor are these the only family at Preshurg struck by the 
Hungai-ian calamity. There are some struck indeed far 
doejicr. There is the^widow of General Leiningen; 
there is the w'idow of General Damjanich, free, mdci'd, 
both to carry their sorrows and destitution vdiithcr they 
please. These helpless women, after the execution of 
tln ir husbands, xvere not only despoiled of all property 
iiiLmd inherited in their own right, which is contrary 
to the II ungarian law, hut not even suffered to retain a 
fraction of the personal property of their husbands. 
Nay, even their wardrobes were sacked, and their 
dresses and trinkets snatched from them. It does credit 
lo the cili/.ciis of Arad that they would not bid for 
those articles of female apparel when jeat up to public 
auction ; for that the} deserve the blessing of Damjanich. 
Tlie dresses were knocked down without civil competi- 
tion cheap to Austrian officers. Leiningen was an ac- 
complished scholar as well as soldier, and had composed 
a history of the w ar. This nlaiiuscript, secreted with 
jealous care b} his widow', who valued it more tlian her 
ic>\els, did not escape the narrow search to which her 
ctfi'cls w'cre exposed, and was also torn from her pos- 
ses.sioii.

Accounts fi-om Sioclholni state that the festivities of 
(ih^l^tlnas Day were iiitciTUplcd by a large fire, which 
thivateued to reduce the town of Drottmgliolm to ashes, 
'rherc was great dilliculty in obtaining water, in conse- 
quence of tlie river bi'ing frozen over. The King and 
the Crow'll Prince, with several officers, instantly set out 
fioin Stockholm, and were among the first on tho spot ; 
and by their jircscncc and oncouragemi'iit greatly stimu- 
lated the efforts of the firemen and others, and the con- 
flagration was subdued after destroying several buildings 
belonging to the Castle. ^ 

Tjctters from Constantinople of tho Slstult. announce 
that diplomatic relations have been officially renewed 
between Kussia and Turkey, the difference relative to 
the refugees of Widdin having hern completely adjusted. 
The exchange of the protocol took place on that day 
hi'twccn M. Titoff and the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 
The last-mentioned accounts afld that the Poles impli- 
cated in the late Hungarian insurrection arc to be 
confined in the town of Koniah, in Asia Minor. Neither 
the Porte nor any foreign power can, for thp future, 
protect political delinquents fiying from Russia or 
Austria into Turkey. No person, however, furnished 
with ail English or i’rench passport can be seized by the 
Russian or Austrian authorities whilst in tho Ottoman 
territory, unless the crime he is charged with be fully 
proved before the ambassador, consul, or agent of the 
government whose passport he holds. 

Great excitement has been occasioned by a publication 
of official documents from Honduras^ announcing that 
Tigre Island, and other islands alleged to belong to the 
republic of Honduras, had been taken possession of by 
Mr. Chatfield, the agfent of Great Britain, and the com- 
manders of her Britannic Majesty’s steamers Gorgon 
and Plumper. One account informs us that the flag of 
Honduras had been hauled down ; and another, that the 
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Atberioan flag Imd been tom down.” Mr. Sauier, : 
went of the United States, had p^Tionsly negouated 
with Honduras Ttere and other islands in the Bay of 
Fonseca, on the Pacific coast, to be ceded to the United 
Slates. We leant also that he had previoiwly taken 
nosBossion of 'Pigre. According to private letters, an 
English $<aN» has also seized the ports of Truxillo and 
Moro. Mr. Sqnier, it is added, demanded the evMu- 
ation of Tigre in six days, which was refused by Inr. 
ChnlfiSeld; D\Lt the latter agreed to submit the question 
to his Oovemment immediately. One letter-writer, 
dating from Leon, says that Mr. Chatfield denies the 
ri^ht of Honduras to sell — denies her national existence 
frormerly part of Ccntinl America^, also of San Salvador 
(likewise a part of Central America), and also because 
England has a lien upon the islands of Honduras, and 
the ports of Moro and Truxillo in Ran Salvador, in 
virtue of loans and claims of British subjects, dul> 
guaranteed. Those claims arose, it is said, prior to 
the division of Central America into small ropublks 
Tigre Island is about 120 or 130 miles west by north 
of pLakc Nicaragua, and is naturally a point of sonic 
importance in connexion with tjie projected Nicaragua 
Canal, and it therefore acquires great value in American 
calculations. 


The messf^e of the President of tlic United States, 
on the meeting of Congress, on the 24th of I)(‘ceinber, 
embraces many topics; among which, the relations of 
his government with Great Britain is, of course, the 
most interesting. On this bead, he says : — “ Our rela- 
tions with Groat Britain are of the most friendly 
character. In consequence of the recent alteration ot 
the British navigation acts, British vessels, from liritish 
and other foreign ports, will (under our existing laws), 
after the Ist day of January next, be admitted to cntiy 
in our ports, with cargoes of the growth, manufacture, 
or production of any part of the world, on the same 
terms as to duties, impostg, and charges, as vessels of the 
United States with their cargoes; and our vessels will 
bo admitted to the same advantages in British ports, 
entering theicin on the same terms as British \C‘*stls. 
Should no order in Council di''turb this legislative 
arrangement, the late act of the Britisli Parliament, by 
Vliich Great Britain is brought within the term'' proposed 
by the act of Congress of the lat of Mai-eh, 1817, it is 
hopedj will be productive of benefit to both countries.” 
The President expresses his pleasure at the resumption 
of diplomatic intercourse svith France, after its tempo- 
rary interruption. Hegardiug the dispute between 
Denmark and Slcswig-Holstein, he professes the strirtest 
neutrality. With regard to Germany, the following 
passage is remarkable- — “Although a minister ol the 
United States to the German Empire was apjiointid by 
my predecessor in August, 1848, and has for a long time 
beep in attendance at Frankfort-on-the-Maioe ; and 
although a minister, appointed to represent that empire, 
waa received and accredited here, yet no such government 
aa that of the German empire has been definitely 
constituted. Mr. Donnelson, our representatii e at 
Frankfort, remained there several months ; in the 
expectation that a union of the German states, iindtu 
one constitution or form of government, might at length 
be organised. It is believed by those well acquainted 
with the existing relations between Prussia and the 
States of Germany, that no such union can be perma- 
nently established w-ithout her co-operation. In the 
event of the formation of such au union; and the 
organisation of a central power in Germany, of w-hich 
she should form a part, it wouldr become necessary to 
withdraw our minister^ at Berlin ; but, while Prussia 
exists as au independent kingdom, and diplomatic 
rations are maintained with her, there can be no 
noiAaasiW for the continuance of the mission to Frank- 
fort. 'jf have, therefore, recalled Mr, Donnelson, and 
direibto^ the archives of the legation at Frankfort to be 
transfevred to the American legation at Berlin.” The 
message iMbrnestly calls the attention of Congress to an

Before leaving Eurojie, Govemor Ujhazi, the defender 
of Comorn, wTote from Loudon to General I’njlor 
informing him ol the desire of the Hungarian exiles to 
find an a‘«}lum in the United States. General Taylor 
said, in reply: — “The people of this llepnhlie have 
deeply sympathised with the Hungarians in tlnir recent 
struggle for constitutional freedom, and in the eabiniitios 
which have befallen their unhappy land ; and I am sure 
that I hut sjieak the universal sentiment of my country- 
men in bidding you, and your associates, a cordial 
welcome to our soil — the natural asylum of the oppiessed 
from c\ cry ehmo. We offer you pioteetion and a free 

{ lartiripatit)!! in the benefits of our institutnois and our 
aws ; and trust that you may find in America a second 
‘ home.’ ” 

General Cass has given notice in the senate of an 
instruction to the Committee on l^oroign Ui lotions, to 
inquire into “ the expediency of suspending dijdomatic 
relations with’the Austrian (Tovcriiinent,” on account 
of her cruel political executions of the Hungarian j 
patriot^. A resolution i)rOT) 0 '*id f)v Mr. Boot, of Oluo, 
tending to est.ibli''h tcrnlonal governmi'nts in the 
Mexican conquests, aaid prohilnting slavery therein, has 
jirodueed a division of 101 to SI; winch the Nortlicrn 
or Wilmot Proviso party deemed a tiiumpli.

The rainy se.ison had set 
in; the streams in the mining country were already 
niiieb swelled, and large iiumhers of miners had re-turmil 
to the coast for winter eiuartcrs. In eouseeiuerice, there 
hael been a sudeleii rise in the cost of provisions, Ac., 
and an iniTcasc of disease; the cholera, dysentery, and 
fever prevailed — though not so fatally as to cause much 
alarm. »The gold-digging of the year is thought to be 
only about equal to that of last year — about 8,000,000 
dollars’ vvorth. — A letter from Son Francisco says, — 

“ Walliing through the city reminds me of an immense 
fair, music issues from every third house, where gamb- 
ling is carried on to a frightful extent, ragged looking 
fellows stalling their 10, 20, or 30 dollars at montem, 
and losing them with the utmost coolnc'ss ^Woiuen 
occasionally may be seen, viith handkerchiefs full of 
dollars and doubloons, playing witli great eagewncss. ” 

The rush for Vat forma from tin* United States is 
described as being immense. No less than three steamers, 
each filled with passengers, left New York for the 
goldi'n land a few days before the last mail for England. 
Emigration to the Pacific also from New England is 
quite active. It is calculated that there are at present 
300 ships in the Bay of San Francisco, mostly without 
crews ; that 500 vessels have sailed from the United 
States for California, besides steajiiers ; tliat those vessels 
have conveyed 50,000 passengers ; and that 50,000 more 
have gone by land, making 100, (KM) in all.

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THE THREE KINGDOMS. 

THE Great Protectionist Gun lias gone ofT in parfiamont without any effect much more notahlo than the 
bringing down of Mr. GliuLstonc. 'I’he aim of Hie thing was a motion to relieve tiie land of allegotl peculuir 
burdens ; and tho “ cunning man ” thought it so modest of Mr. Disraidi to ask for protection in that way, 
that he voted for granting it, in order to pre\ent any more being asked for. concede a pai-t, he argued^ 
was the way to avoid all nec-essity of conceding any more ; which was aa if old Thoiiias Ai]uinas had come 
back to prove to us, that thi' effectual way to oxclnde tho big end of tho wedge was to tuake no scruple of 
admitting tlic little end. NcvortholoKs Air, Disraeli’s mode.sty, though rewarded by a somewhat larger 
: minority than usual, has not incroased his jiopularity with his own party; whifdi is manifestly a house divided 
against itself, for all purposes hut those of faction. I’hc Rirmers now hear one batch of their friends 
clamouring fur iirotcction. us a dear defunct who must be revived ; vvliilc the other sensibly advertises its 
readiness to lie content witli compensation for the deiiarted. The choice is whethor they will wait for the 
<‘hame of a dead spouse re appe.inng, ov “relievo then burdens” of grief by askiug anotlier spouse to 
(akc lier place ; and the iniblic has cause to be orjually on its guard against both. Its interest does not ho 
witli the choice of either It is not iiossible that the beloved of tlie farmers sliould Lave cliavms for auy but 
tliemsclyes for though they quarrel mightily about tluir own iiiterc.sts, they never combine without a most 
1 astoinsliiiig zeal against ovorvbovly elses. Tlieir leader m tli(‘ House of Lords is now conducting a powerful 
I opjiosition against equal low for Oi aiigomcu and Catliolies iu Ireland ; nnd no less than eight times did their 
leprescutatives, in the House of C'ommoiiK. divide the other night against amendment of the Irish franchise. 
Erorn the sense of labouring with iiqustice w'lieii really strong and sincere, a certain sympathy wHh its 
victims of eveiT kind would ,^ccm to be inseparable. Hut tho ciy for jirotectioii h based on no such fooling. 
Scltishnc.-is is the largest ingredient in it. 

Ivor 1-1 it coulined to fanners. The Hishop of London i.s now clamouring for jjrotection against Air. Gorham 
ind the Urivy Council, in pieciscly ilic spirit with which firmer Lennox cries out to be piotceled against 
Mr. ('. bdeii and Air. Hriglit. His giace is alarmed, forsooth, and feels his conseionee heavily burdened, by* 
the liU t of Mieli (juegtions as are now in i, sue between Mr. Gorham and Doctor Pliilpotts, being loforrcd to a 
lay tninuinl. lor W'hose orthodoxy there is no guarantee. What the pidgment ik likely to be, he knowf, not : 
but wliatover it may lie, the ooiistitution of the judges forbidi* orthodox reliance on their wi.sdom. In other 
I words Doctor Hloiiiticld ilesii’cs to see the church of Kiiglaml iclcased from tlie civil bonds wLieli fiopaiate 
I her, more than any other pcouliarity m her institutions, from uljianec with the Church of Koine. He will 
t liavt nobody but archbishops, bishops, deans, and professors of divinity, ait in judgment upon her; and for 
' that ]>ii]'pose has submitted a bill lor the onadment of such a court of appeal, vice the privy council deposed, 
to the iioiise of which he is a member. It is to be hoped that their lordships, inmtlful of the great event 
I which gives Doctor Blomtield Ins seat among Lheni, will know howto deal with it. It is in effect an attcmjiL, 
\ery thinly v^eilcd, to assail the docLriuo of the Koyal Sujircniacy. Wiiat the Hishop of l^ondon meau,s by 
orthodoxy is evasion of tlie troublesome fetters of the State. 

It is precisely the feeling which actuates the reverend brawders ag,ainst the Govenimeiit on the subject of 
education. One of their bigots, a Doctor of Divinity, wont so far the other day at a, meeting in Willis's 
Uooms, as to call down a curse on all who wore engaged in jiroinoting a particular bicinch of tho system of 
udacation sanctioned by the Gov^orument Oounpil. Three bishops (Philpotts, of courao, was one), five peers, 
four archdeacons, imd numerous dignitaries of the Church, .stood uf)on tho jilatform beside the reverend impre- 
eator ; but not a voice w^as lifted in protest or rebuke. All prchcnt were in fact committed to tho same horrible 
doctrines. Tli oy proceed, as a matter of course, from the pretensions to inlUl libility now common with hit go socti ons 
if English churchmen, and which are iu fact the origin of such propo.sed enaetinents as those of the Bisliop 
of London. The men who hold those doctrines stigmatise as iiibdels all who wouhl dispute the Churcli’s claims 
to a monopoly of education. They denounce, as wxirse than ignorance, all education not dii'ectly emanating from 
the Churcli, and exclusively controlled by it. They caiTj’ out, m their thoughts and practice, an intolerance 
even more awdiil than tho intolerance with which tho great llouian satirist charges the Jews, to whom he 
imputes a bigotry so unfeeling, narrow, extreme in its bitterness, tliat out of their own sect they would 
not point tho wwy to the traveller, nor wow tho thirnty the desired spnug. And all this is going on in a 
country where the proportion of children at school to the poi>ulation is one in thirteen, and m w^hitdi one 
half of the population cannot write their names ! 

Earnest men, however, begin to sec tho terrible danger that threatens us in this direction, and ai'c making 
strenuous efforts to avert it. Noi;^it might have seemed to a stranger present in the House of Commons^ 
when Mr, Fox lately introduced the subject, are the chances of success for such efforts by any moans 
remote. Air. Fox asked leave to bring in a bill, giving at the same time a general view of the educational 
scheme intended to be embodied in it; and tho mix ^ conciliatory and comprehensive character of this 
scheme secuis to have come before tho hoitse so much ili tlie nature of a surjirise, that nobody upon tho 
instant was prepared to threaten opposition. The effect was curious. Never till then had such a reception 
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b^n given to a Eadical speech on- Education. The Church-party did not ilisallow, the Minister, even spoke 
• in approviil, and the advocates of secular instruction were fain to express by silence at once theh hopes and 
their fears. But the latter have most reason to predominate, notwithstanding apparent signs to the contrary. 

] Supposing even the cursing priests silenced and defeated, it would, we feai\ be building a tower on sand to 
expect that all ON^her con^cting parties In this* eountry ai’c prepared suddenly to unite m the asBertion that 
' dlffcrenoes of creed shall no longer be allowed not as a 'prohibition against knowledge. Substantially this 
is the piinciple of Mr. Fox’s proposal ; and though, to save us oil, such a principle must he carried into 
practice sooner or later, there i'9 small chance of the right beginning being made, till the Oovemmeiit ore 
bold enough and strong enough to take some steps in advance of the people. Who can doubt but that the 
reli^ohs cry, if not the religious eurso,. will again bo raised if needful, to sustain tlfe monstrous cliaigc of infidelity 
agoiast men whoso only error (if it be one) i§ to think religion too vital an element in education to be marred • 
or excluded by sectarian dispute ? 

Such is the vicious circle in which ignorance moves, that only to ii people uneducated could the arguments 
used to keep them so be addressed with any chance of acceptance. ISooulai* education is described and 
believed to be exclusive of religion, while all its efforts are shaped to give practical force to religion. 
Does anyone believe that what at present passes for religions education, at Sunday-schools and the like, 
is deserving of the name of education at all 1 Does anyone doubt ihot in proportion ns spoiling is taught, 
religion is taught, when the Bible is used for a &pellmg-book 1 We shall have to look those IrutbB in 
tile face before long, and to confesb that children wnll ntii know rehgion less by knowing other things 
as well, but that the capacity of better compreheuding and acting upon its tniths will be strengihenod 
by general knowledge. At present it is cnlJcd encouraging iiifideUty to inculcate such doctrines; but 
in vmat other way could roligidua teaching be made universal, but by giving free scope to the efforts of 
every religious sect * What is now proposed to bo tiicd would meddle with no existing plan by which, 
in any small or great dogroo, education is already extended to the people. All that it asks to do is to 
educate such wads and strays os neither Churchmen nor Dissenters can draw within their several folds. Nay 
more, it would make religion compulsorily a part of education, Rim])ly reserving to the parent a liberty of pro- 
viding the religious instructor. It w'ould compel certificates of attondance on the instructor so appoiiitc'd. It 
would use the official machinery already established, apply no compulsion where voluntary efforts aic found 
to operate successfully, confirm all Government aid as at present given to rival or conteiirhng sects, and 
Rimply secure (by a local rate) what every other means may have failed to provkU‘ for tho remaining portion of 
the peimle. But its merits foredoom it against all favourable fortune but Hiicb .is it may dei ivc from disais 
sion. Free and frank discussion alone eon help us in the matter. The ii'oro discussion thoie is, and tlu 
bolder it is, the moiVi it will be made obvious that knowledge and ndigioii can have no cxrlusivfi or separ.Lfc 
interests; seeing that tho knowledge which mdisposc.s a man to religion is ah likely to be fal^e knowledge, as 
the religion which indisposes a man to knowledge is certainly false religion. 

The representative of Oxford bigotiy made a serious mistake in pointing to tho celebrate I tenth of April I 
as an answer to all this, and proof of a well educated people. Admitting that nun.bcrs of tho working men 
behaved well on that occasion, what is to bo said of the nuinberlohs others whose ignorance and violence j 
made such a demonstration necessary? What is to be said of a multitude so duped and ignorant to Lavo . 
pinned their political faith on such an apostle as Mr. Fcargus O’Connor It would be difficult to conceive' 
fto unanswerable an aipiment for tho iioccsbity of a more general system of education, tViaii ib supplied by the 
influence of such a peraon over tho tons of thousands he Los deceived and misled. Most opportunely 
occurred the ca.se of O'Connor v. BradshoAv, for a comment on Rir Robert luglis’s lemaik. It has Ix'cn mad(' 
manifest by this case, that, by a schcino entirely illusory wdiich was to secure small frei'hold tcneincnt , to 
working men, backed by a tissue of pretences now proved to have been utterly Lilso, IMr. Featgus O'Couiior 
got poBscasiou of more than a hundred thousand pounds of tho hard earaiugs of the poor ; and that by the very 
means which placed thi.s money in his power, these being illc^l, he was released from all subsequent account 
ability for it. In fact the money bccaniG absolutely his own, if it had been hia pleasure so to eon .ider it ; and 
though, after he got it, he wrote to his **dcar children” to toll them he would not rob them, his clchided and 
’ dear children have never since had any profit from their dependence on his word. The most part of seventy 
t^u^and industrious and honest, but easily gulled working men, arc still trembling for tlieir little earnings. 

BO foolishly committed to such hands, on the faith of an amount of braggadocio quite incredible and 
monstrous. “ I say tliat there uovor was such a day for England .and the worlil,” ho wrote to these unhappv 
men, on the eve of opening one of the land company s settlements, *‘aa the first of May v;ill be** — (a pity it was nut 
the first of April ! ) “At twelve o'clock on that day, your brethren will be each put in possession of his estate 
forever; and your will be the best answer to my aecusers, and the opponents of this plan, when 

you sit down in your own house, from wl4(ph no tyi’ant can Hunt you. And when you are located, you and 
your children, and your children’s children (if I shall ever live to sec my great-grand-children), shall over be 
: the chief object of my every CiOie and thought ; and I won’t rob you, neglect you, or diminish your store of 
happiness ; but I will w(H*k tho harvlcr to assist the needy, as I would sorrow greatly if any lo.st the nest I 
built for him and his family.” Could a more lamentable exhibition of tho absolute need of education bi^ 
given, than that such nibbitdi as tliis should have imi»osed on seventy thonBQud men, with prudence to save 
‘ money but without knowledge to mako proper uso of it ^ Could ignorance be Cv eeived more bigotted tlian 
that which welcomed a bniggarl for a go<l, and “worshipped this dull fool.' But he promised them 
social and political emaneipatiou ; and said he would not rob them (an odd notion to have entered 
his head); and, appealing to two of the strongest motives thalifectual o the uneducated and educated 
alike, the passion for gambling, and the dcsiro for possession of land, ultimately succeeded in obtaining 
- absolute control over more than a hundred thousand ])oundB. To not a farthing of this money, it wurf 
jvrovod at tht' recent trial, Las any other perHon than jir. O’Connor any legal claim. So comjdotcly is it 
in hia power, that (as the Chief "^.run lucidly explained the law), supposing he became a bankrupt, his 
^ ureditorRtJnff^it seize it in safisfaction of then- demands, and, if he bequeathed it conBcientiously for the uses 
of his subJ^oribers, his h<‘ir-at-law might tofuso to carry his intention into effect on tho score of the illogaliiy 
, of the transaction, 'i'h'o bursting of the bubble (awi.that tho “ Earth has bubbles ” this laud scheme sadly 
demoltstratoft I) of courao took jilacc as soon as the attempt was made to float it; the nfests which Mr. O’Connor 
^ • had built for hia chiidren were flung open to the xterm ; and by a worse tyrant than he had promised to 
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protect them from, even by Want and Hunger, starving JnisbandsaiHifanulieBwwre bunted from their " estates 
for ever.” At this time twbnty tliouRand subscnbci-s to the scheme had paid their shares in frill, and -were 
entitled to stand the ballot for allotments ; yet it was proved before the Hous^ of Commons, that, sup- 
posing the claims to have boon allowed, such had b^n the measures token to secure the BubBaibcrs’ 
titles and realise the promised advantages that the whole number oould not liave been located in a loss 
period tlian about two hundred yearn ! For asserting upon this condition o|) facts that the wretched victimB 
of the bubble liad been swindled out of their money, the member for Kottingham prosecuted the editor 
of the Nottivffkani Jxmrnxd ; and a sapient jury decided that the editor was justified in his asseition, but that 
nevertliolcss the member s character stood ummpooebod os regarded personal honesty ! 

Perhaps the saving clause was thrown in as a sop to the house which the worthy member adorns ; but 
‘if so, it was quite uncalled for. A debate was going on there, almost concurrently with tho trial, of which 
the object was to disqualify members bankrupt and insolvent, in worldly goods, from continuing to retain 
their scats ; but not a wwd was whispered in the debate of the necessity or expediency of disqualifying 
members who weie simply bankrupt in reputation and character. Silently it was confessed that against 
these there was no remedy; and in our judgment it was therefore the most manly course ^ let the 
other 'also sit unquestioned. In truth the remedy lies not with the house against cither. All uiat with 
propriety it can do in the matter would be to w'aive its privileges against th© just claims of a creditor. The 
retention of any right hamng the free operation and enforticment of the laws, is a scandal to a house of 
law-makers. But everything else is the affair of the constituoncicR. If it is the pleasure of any electoral 
body to prefer a man of broken fortunes but honourable life to a man in the possession of enoimous 
wealth obtaineil by qacstiouable nienns, it is quite right that it should bo at liberty to do so. The 
opposite course is of the more fre<picnt occurrence, but neither against that'^should any legislative bar bo 
])iaee(l. They .irc (j[uostious affecting solely the doctoral functions, and to them they should be referred. 

I'lio dispute of Mr. Horsmaii with the premier, which so agitated the nerves of the house during these 
discussions, is now hardly worth allusion. In the heat of supporting a cause which has been far from 
fUcecRsfiiJ to the extent of its deser\ings, and with which bishops and nil kinds of quairelsome and explo- 
‘ ive matter have been inextricably mixed up, Mr. Ilorsmaii may bo excused for a hard word now and then; 
hut the k-haigc of rncaiiuoss and duplicity applied to such a man as the premier, refutes itself. His very 
fault-) viispvovo it more cmphatii Jly than his virtues. Tlie (juestioii in dispute is not whether certain 
.iTnendinents which Lord John Kussell promised to make in the Ecelesicistical Commission Bill, so as to 
.idapt It to the recommendations of the house of commons committee, were not so made by him as directly 
to evade or eoiitr.idict those roeoinmcndations ; but wdicther the promise was general or specific — whether 
A was foi alteiatioiis m couHe<]ueiic*e of the committee, or for alterations to meet the views of the committee 

and whethoi tlicro was any intention dcliberattdy to mislead before tliose amendments were printed, by 
indueine Jlr. Jlorf-man to suppose that they were wiiat he expected them To be. It is certain that Mr. Horsman 
ought u» liavc possessed Imnsolf ol what the amendments really w<'ro before he consented to the printing; 
and, *hat not having done "O, he leaves the entire question as a misimder^-tanding. Such it clparly would 
ap}»e.Lr to have been. It is quite jiossible that more than w’os meant might have been said on one side, and 
more than was meant understood or infciTcd on tlie other. 


'KARRATIVE OF PARLIAMENT AND 
POLITICS. 

Part TV'TLNT ivas opened by Commission on the 31st 
of Jamsiry. 'fhe (Commissioners w ore the Lord Chan- 
cell ir, the Marqui‘ of Lansdowne, the Marquis of 
liroidalbiine, the Karl of Minto, and the Bishop of 
Loudon. I’lie Jloyol iS[)nech was aaffollows . — 

“My Lords and Gentlemen — We are commanded by 
her Muje.sty to assun you that her Majesty has great 
satisfaction in again having recourse lo t^e ad\ice and 
assistance of her Barlianient, 

“The decease of her Majesty Queen Adelaide has 
caused her Majesty deep affliction. The extensive 
charity and exemplary virtues of her late Majesty will 
always render her memory dear to tho nation. 

“ Her Majesty happily continues in peace and amity 
with Foreign l^owers, 

“ III the course of the autumn, differences of a serious 
character arose h^twoou the governments of Austria 
imd lluBsia on the one hand, and the fcJuldime Porte on 
the other, in regard to the treatment of n considerable 
number of persons who, after the termination of the 
civil war in Hungary, had taken refuge in the Turkish 
territory. Explanations which took place between the 
Turkisii and IrojM’rial governments have fortunati-ly re- 
moved any danqei to the peace of Euro||r which might 
have arisen out Of these differences. Her Majesty, 
having been appealed to on this occasion by the Sultan, 
nnitea her ctforts with those of the guvernment of 
Erance, to which a similar appeal had been made, in 
order tr> assist, bj'^ the employment of her good offices, 
in effeetiug an amicable settlcnicnt of those differences 
in u manner roii8i‘-lent vMth the dignity and inde- 
pendence of the Porte. 

*'Il<T Majesty hor. been engaged in communicatioae 
with Foreign States upon the measures which might b© 


rendered necessarf by the relaxation of the restrictions 
formerly imposed by the Navigation-laws of this country. 
The Governments of the United States of America and 
of Sweden have promptly taken steps lo secure to British 
ships in the ports of their respective countries advantages 
similar to those which their own ships now ciyoy in 
British ports. With regard to those Foreign States 
whose navigation-laws have hitherto been of a lostrictivo 
character, her Maj^'sty has received from ncai‘ly all of 
them assurances which induce her lo hope that our 
example will speedily lead to a great and general dipiiru- 
tion of those ohstucles which previously existed to a free 
intercourse by sea between the nations of the w orld. 

“In tho summer and autumn of tho past year, the 
United Kingdom was again visited by the ravages of the 
cholera ; but Almighty God, in His mercy, was pleased 
to arrest ,ithe progress of mortality, and to stay this 
fearful pestilence. Her Majesty is persuaded that we 
sliail best evince our gratitude by vigilant precautions 
against the more obvious eausea of sickness, and an en- 
lighUiicd consideration for those who arc most exposed 
to its attacks. 

“ Her Majesty, in her late visit to Ireland, derived the 
highest gratification from the loyalty and attachment 
manifested by ail classes of her subjects.^ Although the [ 
effects ot former years of scarcity are painfully lelt in 
that*part of the Lnited Kingdom, they are mitigated by 
the jirescnt ubundunce of food and^tlic tranquillity which 
prevads. . 

“ Her Majesty has great .satisfaction in congratulating 
you on the improved condition of commerce und manu- 
factures: 1 1 ih w ith regret that her Majesty has observed 
tlie complaints which in many parh> of the kingdom 
have proceeded from the owners and occupier^ of land. 
Her Majesty greatly laments that any portion of her 
‘eubjects should lie suffering distress ; but it is a source 
of sincere g^ratification to her Majesty to witness in- 
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creas^ enjoyment of the neceedaries and comforts of life 
wb&h cheapness and plenty have bestowed Upon the 
g^at body of her people. 

** Gentlemen of the House of Commons— Her Majesty 
has directed the Ustimates for the year to be laid before j 


the puoiic sernee has not oeen negiectea. 

** Her M^esty has seen with satisfaction the present 
state of the revenue. 

** My Xords and Gentlemen — Some of the measures 
whic^ were postponed at the end of the last session for 
want pf time ‘for their consideration will bo again laid 
before you. Among the most important of these is one 
!for the better government of the Australian Colonies. 

" Her Majesty has directed various measures to be 
prepared mr'the improvement of the condition of Ire- 
land. The mischieu arising from party processions, the 
defects of the laws regulating the relations of landlord 
and tenant, the imperfect state of the Grand J ury Acts, 
and the ^xnimBhed numbeaof electors ior members to 
serve in Parliament, will, together with other matters 
of serious ednsoquencC, form me subjects of measures to 
be submitted for your consideraSiion. 

“ Her Majesty has learned with satisfaction that the 
measures which have been already pjisscd for the pro- 
motion of the public health are in a eourse of gradual 
adoption : and her Majesty trusts that, both in the 
Metropohs and in various parts of the United Kingdom, 
you will be enabled to make further progress in the 
removal of evils which aflect tlie health and well-being 
of her subjects. 

“The favour of Divine Pro\idence has hitherto pre- 
served this kingdom fi'om the wars and comulsions 
which, during the last two years, have shaken so many 
of the States of the Continent of Europe. It is her 
Majesty’s hope and belief that, by combiiiiiig liberty 
wim order, by preserving what is aluable and amending 
what is defective, you ■s>ill sustain the fabric of our in- 
stitutions as the abode and the shelter of a free and 
happy people.” 

The Earl of E<5 sex moved the address, which was 
soconde'd by Lord Mt theun. The Earl of 8 1 a ohhok k 
moved, as an amendment, the insertion of the words 
r“ great body of the people,” following the passage, 
“But we feel compelled humbly to represent lo ^our 
Majesty, that in many parts of the* United Kmgd(»m, 
especially in Ireland, various oIossoh of your Majesty’s 
subjects connected with the land arc labouring under 
severe distress; which is attributable, in our opinion, to 
recent legislative enactments, and aggravated by the 
operation of local taxation.” This amendment was 
seconded by the Earl of Des Mi'i . TheEarl of Cari isle 
opposed it. He ascribed the lowmoss of the price of 
com to temporary causes, failure ot the Irish potato 
crops, &c. The trade of agriculture wuis not decreasing ; 
oirthe contrary, he understood that a greater breadth 
of wheat had been sown during the last year than had 
ever been the case before ; and the applications lor en- 
closures of land were seventy-two, affecting 48,065 acres 
— ^the largest amount <br wliich application had been 
made in any one year. With regard to any change of 
policy founded on these complaints, whatever might be 
the case on the w^ell-ordercd estates of their Lordships, 
there' was scarcely a by-lane in the rural districts, or a 
hook street in their largo towns and cities, that would 
not cry out loudly againnt any such attempts. ^ The 
JDiikc of Richmond handled the usual protectionist 
topics. Earl Fit/william and Earl Granville sup- 
ported the address ; the latter declaring that the question 
raised by the Protectionists w as exclusively one of rent. 
The Eaid of WiNCiiEiiSEA warmly declared that the 
Saxon blood in the veins of the English tenantry and 
labourers would not let them consent to be trampled 
npon. Lord Brougha^i said that free trade could not 
be the case of the existing distress, for the distress was 
much greater in Prance, a protected country. Lord 
STAiifiET said that he maintained all the opinions that 
he hod eveip expressed as to practical impolicy of the ex- 
periment ^at had boon adventured, and os to the im- 
praoiicability of Obtaining reciprocity from the counttlfeS 
which compete w'ith us. He believed that jt moderate ; 
prot^tive duty wbpld be advantageous to the revenue 


and the agriculturist without being injurious to the 
consumer ; but ho would not then call upon their lord- 
I ships to interrupt the great experiment now tiying. 
The mtarquis of Lansdowne repued to Lord Stanley ; 

I and, on a division, the address was carried by 152 to 103. 

On the 4th, Lord Stanley questioned the government 
with respect to^ our relations with Greece. He was 
surprised that within twenty-four hours of her Majesty’s 
declaration of the existence of amicable relations with 
all foreign powers, the public should have been informed 
of the blackade of the Piraeus by Sir W. Parker. He 
asked if this step had been token in eonsequence of • 
instructions sent to the admiral; and, if such instnic- 
tionv had been issued, whetlier they would be laid before 
Parliament. The Marquis of Lansdowne replied that 
he hoped that the interruption of amicable relations 
towards Greece would be temporary, but the proceeding 
in question was founded on a long series of events, and 
that it had only been resorted to when all others had 
failed. He had no objection to lay the papers before 
the house, and he lielieved they w^ould contain the 
fullest justiticatiun of the course adopted by the 
government. 

On the 6th, the Bishop of London moved the first 
reading of the Clergt/ Procc(ding^ Bill, calling tbei*|j^' 
ticular attention of their lordships to a clause estabBwl'mi' 
a new tribunal for all cases of heresy and false 
The Archbishop of C\NiimnuiiY expressed a hopff 
the hill might be earned into law' in the course of , 
present session; and Lord Biioi an am expressed hist^ 
high satisfaction at the measure. 

Lord Monteagie, after inquiring the intention of 
the government as to the liailway Audit Bill, obscnetl 
that there v^ cre at thi‘ moment no less than sixty- one 
lailway bills before the liouse, or in the private bill 
office. Eail GiiANvn.iT stated, that il the railway 
interest did not shortly propose an audit bill, he v\ou]a 
eaidy state what measmos the government would take 
on the subicct. The noble carl also announce 0, In reply ^ 
to Lord Beaumont, that the governmi-nt would intro- 
duce a l>ill similar to that of last session, to enable those 
companies to v^ind up who wen unable to c.iiry out 
their projects. 

Some luithcr explanations respecting tlit dispute with 
Gterce wen given, on Monday the llth,by the Mar- 
quis of LA^SDo^W^^.. In answer to a qucNtion liom 
Lord Stanley, ho stated that the good offices of Ermee 
had been ac ec pled by the British governme nt, though 
the offer had lueu at first declined bj Mi AV^sc, who 
did not know whether his acccptanci would bo sanc- 
tioned at home. The nature of our pecuniar} claims, 
and the amount of our pecuniary iudemmtv, toimecl 
the only question on which the good offices of T* ranee 
had been acooptedJS The dispute as lo the islands of 
Sapien/a and Elaphonisi had been excluded, as rest- 
ing entirely on other grounds. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne moved the second read- 
ing of the EcchsiaUical Commission Bill, explaining 
that its prinRpal provision was for the separation of tlie 
financial from the ecclesiastical duties of tlie c(»mmiss^on, 
the former being transferred to two paid and responsible 
commissioners, one to be appointed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and tho other by the crowm. The bill 
was read a second time without opposition. 

On Tuesday the 12th Earl Grey, in answer to some 
observations from Lord Stanley respecting the late* 
disputes in conseq^uenee of Tmiispwting Convicts'^to t7ie 
('ape, observed that the order in council, which had 
now been revoked, was never intended as the founda- 
tion of a system. The government had no iutelatioii of 
transmitting convicts to any colony which hod not 
expressed its willingness to receive them. But there 
were special circumstances of difficulty attending the 
disposal of tho Irish detenus in Bermuda, who were very 
different fiom the ordinary class of coiivicts, and for 
whom it was thought no unfafmoss towards the inhabi-’ 
tants of the Cape to provide on asylum in the colony. 

On Thursday the 14th, the Earl of Lucan, in moving 
for certain returns relative to the Irish poor law, re- 
ferred to the debts that almost every union had incurred 
throughout the country. He wished to know whafr was 
to be done to extinguish those debts P Great destitution 
prevailed everywhere. EVen magistrates on the bench, 
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possessed of large landed properties, were yQtf generally 
inBolvent, and Hjiany estates did not produce food 
enough to maintain the animals upon them.,«-Tho 
Marejujs of I^ANSDOWNn was happy to say that matters 
Were improTing. Returns made up to the oth of January 
last, showed a diminution of expenditure upon relief of 
fully one-third. . Affairs might right themshHes in time 
without any elitraof dinary measures being necessary. 
All the papers asked for, and many others on the ^same 
subject, would he laid on the table in the course of a 
fcw clays. 

On Monday the 18th, Lord Stanley brought forward 
his charges against the Lord Lieutenant and the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland for their official conduct in regard 
to 7‘ho CoUision at Dolly*s Brae. The house was un- 
commonly full; many ladies wore pre«*ont, and the 
space below the bar for members of the House of 
Commons was croAvd(“d to suffocation. Lord Stanley pre- 
faced his motion (which was formally for the production 
of papers, but wns virtually for a vote of censure of the 
government) by a speech of throe hours’ duration. lie 
premised that he did not Avish to cast any imputation 
ujwn Lord Clarendon’s moti\ o ; being satisfied that on 
oCQUsion, as on every other in the period during 
Lord Lieutenant had been in his high office, 
Hto%ctiai|'4csirc had been to act in consistency with his 
and for the welfare and tranquillity of Ireland. 
Tu proof of Lord Stanley’s owm aversion to party pro- 
cessions in Ireland, he reminded their lordships that he 
AViis the individual minister who brought in the Pro- 
(‘(‘Shions Act, which continued in l.ealthful o^ieration 
from 1832 to 1814. Jiapidly recalling the facts of tlu 
(ollisioii on the 12tli of July, he also admitted that at 
tile end of the unfortunate transaction there did occur 
^ei'uos of retaliation and retribution such as he could 
neitUer palliate nor justify. Tie recounted the commis- 
sioning of Mr Berwick; Uie refusal by the CastlcwclUn 
magisti at i*'. to tak(‘ the informations pi oftered at Sessions ; 
llie dismissal of Lord Tloden and the Messrs, 'William 
and I'lancis Beei*s from the magistracy. Admitting, 
]'( iluips, a }})hnCi facie case ag.unst Mr. William Beers, 
he eould make out iio shadow^ of charge' against Mr. 
rraiicjs Ih'crs, whom Mr. Berwick himself reports to 
htiAe eo-(q)eratcd with the stipendiary magistrate in 
prevei.iiiig collision, and to have licen most active in 
restoring peace and saving life aftei wards. But if he 
admitted all the facts* he louiul no justification for the 
course jiiusucd. Tin' magistrates were justified in sup- , 
posing that the procession was legal . they consulted the i 
governmenL itself, and learned that party processions as \ 
such w ere not illegal since the expiry of the Brocessions 
Act , the government stipendiary magistrates them- , 
mIvcs acted on that opinion ; ami thougli the Oovcni- 
meut was expressly warned oftener than once that a 
collision Avas to bo apprehended on this occasion, they 
look not a step, such us former governments had taken, 
to warn the m.agistratcs of their duty, or to inhibit 
tlu^m from that Avliich they arc now dismissed for having 
sanetioued. As military and police attended the pro- 
ceesion, instead of preventing it, there Avanted no fact 
to make the magistrates eertain that cheir proceedings 
were under the very sanction and protection of govcni- 
mont. ’rho commission issued to Mr. Berwick Avas 
unconstitutional . it presumed a power of delegating 
functions wliich the Lord Lieutenant does not possess. 
Mr. Berwick had no right to administer an oath ; the 
witnesses before him could not be indicted for perj ury, 
and they were throwing out calumnies on the characters, 
of individuals without that check. In professing to lay 
before the Lord Lieuti'nant the “material” portion 
of the cAridence, ho garbled and perverted it. For 
example he omitted the essential fact that Mr. W. 
Beers remonstrated Avith the Orangemen on their turn- 
ing to repel the attack made by the Hibandmen ; 
he related how an idiot was barbarously killed by the 
beating in of his skull,— -the fact being that a bullet 
was the cause of dcatl^, and troops of horse hod passed 
over the man’s body ; ho considered it doubtful which 
jiarty it was that fired the squib and fired the first two 
shots, — although a number of the soldiery unconnected 
Avith that port of the country swpre positively they saw 
the squib fired on the hill, and then saw two Kiband- 
men te the first two 6hots, the only evidence in con- 


tradiction being that of jwrsons whom he elsewhere 
says he did not believe. The.se facts appear in, detail 
from the sworn verbatim report of a short-hand writer 
who attended the mvebtigntion. The Lord LioUipnant 
recommended tliat the fl^ree should be 

dismissed, for rcasoni|^which be stated ; the Lord Chan" 
ccllmr executed the msmissal as if he had been a more 
ministerial officer, without inquiry or deliberation.' Mr. 
Berwick had laid down the law, that all bodies of men 
assembled under circumstances to excite terror and 
endanger the public peace are illegal and should be 
suppressed ; and fhnt any body of private persons com- 
bined even for an innocent and lawful object, proceeding 
to effect their object with a determination, to resist 
opposers by force, is dangerous to the public peace, and 
the abettors arc ansAverable : this doctrino is a monstrous 
contradiction to the fundamental principle that every 
Englishman may defend himself, his family, and pro- 
perty, by numbers and arms. Nfithing would have 
been easier than to apply to the Court of Queen’s Bench 
for a mandamus compelling the magistrates to receive 
the informations ; but to this day no such application 
has been made, and to >his day the informations are 
refused. Tliis fact proves, beyond doubt, that the 
magistrates arc deemed to have made a proper exercise 
of their legal discretion in refusing the informations ; 
and, if they have so acted, that the Court of Queen’s 
Binch Avould not question their discretion, the govern 
nieiit having acted with tyranny and injustice in 
dismissing them. — Lord Clv.rent)ON prefaced liis “few 
remarks upon the spcceli of his noble iriend ” by a pro- 
test that his attendance in Parliament should not be 
considered a precedent for a Lord Lieutenant to appear 
there in person to ansAver attacks upon his administration, 
lie then went over the ground traversed by Lord 
Stanley, with cxjilunatory and coiTectivu statements. 
Since the expiry of the Processions Act, party pro*, 
cessions liad been looked upon not as necessarily or u 
prioriy illerfal, but liable to become so according to the 
character tliey assume. It Avas the opinion of every 
sound lawyer, that if they ins^iired reasonable terror 
among the peaceable, they weri' illegal. The Messieurs 
Beers deliberately prearranged and led a procession, 
though they had twelve months’ notice that it would 
probably imlucc a breach of the jioace. The government 
had the fullest priAnte information as regarding Dolly’s 
Brae, and expected a gnat dcin oust ration on the 12th 
of July ; but they had no information of the special 
intent ions in particular localities, jjord Clarcaiclon him- 
self had siipei intended the arrangements for preventing 
disturbance ; sending down experienced police in- 
spectors, a body of that force, and a body of military. 
The procession marched ; after it had jiasscd Dolly’s 
Brao the first time, the stipendiary magistrates became 
apprehensive of collision. Mr, Fitziuaurice urged Lord 
llodcm to prevent the return of the procession by^the 
same way ; but n<) etlbrt Avas made by cither Lord Itudeii 
or the Messieurs Beers to prevent it, although the latter 
admitted that lie could perhaps have prevented it. It 
must be left to the local magistracy to determine Avhat 
is* necessary for conserving the peace, the government 
supplying the means : if they prearrange and sanction 
that which leads to danger, and afterwards, when the 
danger is pointed out, do nothing to prevent it, they arc 
unworthy to remain in the commission of the peace. 
As to the nature of Mr. Berwick’s inquiiy, it had been 
sanctioned not only by successive governments and 
Parliaments, hut by Lord Stanley himself, in the 
Maghery and Portglenonc cases, when he was Irish 
Secretary, in 1830—1832. Moreover, Mr. Berwick was 
himself put in the commission of the peace. The Lord 
Chancellor was recommended to dismiss the magis 
trates; and ho was cuahlcd ^ act on that recom- 
mendation the same dav, liecause he had himselt' come 
to the determination to*ap so, on investigation of proofs. 
The weight of those proofs was not impeached by criti- i 
cism of Mr. Berwick’s report in comjiavison with the 
short-hand notes. The government had information 
that those notes were grossly false, and that it had 
biKm falsely sworn that they were taken in court; 
and Lord Clarendon lamented that upon evidenoe 
tuch as this a man of high judicial character and 
of unimpeachable conduct should liave been chltrgcd 
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, garbling and sn^ratabig testamony. Cn 
&rence td tbe disn^stal of Lord Rodtifn, Lord Clar6iH|<ni 
expressed himiself as follows : — “ My lords, when Mr. 
Berwicic's repiQft^eame into my hands, 1 am bound 
to eay that I warused its contents with very great 
r^ret . the Oj^on whfoh I formed foom it with ^rafor- 
ence to the nOple earl, 1 communicated to my npble 
friend at ‘the he^ of the governmont ; fh>m whom and 
his oeSfoa^es, including the noble lord on the woolsack, 
it veeeWed the moat anxious and careful consideration. 
The emmlt was, that they appealed to me on the neces- 
sity of enpOrseding the noble carl in the commisaion of 
^e peace ; ai\d, my lords, 1 must aav that to me it was 
a most pamful act to execute. 1 bad long been honoured 
with the friendship of the noble earl. From the moment 
that 1 hod gone to Ireland until then I had rt'Ct^iTed 
from him acts of the most useful character. 1 felt the 
moat sincere resj^t for him. I knew how much his 
dismissal would be resented -by his numerous friends, 
and the unpopularity I should earn for m)self, even 

. among timse mu> were not his friends throughout the 
Noijth of Ireland. I felt and I fore‘<aw all that, but 
atm thnre was one feeling aupcKor even to that~a feel- 
ing of ddty ; a feeling from which 1 did not venture to 
shrink, and by which I need not assure your lordships 
I was alone actuated m the course that 1 adopted. Ever 
since the government of Ireland was conhded to my 
care,' my great object was to render the law a reality — 
to inspire all classes of the community with confidence 
ihf the impartial administration of justice— to convince 
them that before the law all men were equal ; and that, 
whether high or low, rich or poor, the same justice 
should be meted out to all. And 1 should have felt 
ashamed of myself, and unworthy the confidence of 
my sovereign, if 1 had decided in a manner dificrent 
With respect to the noble carl, to that in which I should 
have decided in the case of any other man ; or li I had 
allowed -for one moment any pci'sonal consideration to 
interfere with w^hat I believed the justice of the case 
required.*’ Lord Clarendon entered into explanations 
withregard to the allegation that he hadiurnished, oi bc^en 
pr vy to furnishing, the Orangemen with arms in the year

This motion he supported at great length, 
recapitulating the histtiry of the Hungarian constitution 
and national development, the history ot the recent un- 
successful war of independence, and the atrocities com 
mitted in^ungary by Austrian officers. He rejoiced at 
the check which had been gi\cn to the insolent claim 
for the extradition of the, Hungarian refugees ; but he 
did not think that our ffiit in the Dardanelles had 
obtained all that might have been obtained. — Lord 
Palmlr'S'ion said in reply, that the active interference 
of the British Government had necessarily been re- 
strained within limits perhaps too narrow, Turkey had 
fulfilled the convention with llussia, mutually to reduce 
their forces in the Danubian Provinces to the amount of 
10,000 each ; and it was his conviction that Russia was 
about t6 carry that convention into execution. He ex- 
plained how the Ruitan had not imprisoned the Hun- 
garian refugees, but removed them from the frontier, 
and placed them under surveillance. It was the wish 
of her Majesty’s government to give all the information 
of these transactions wdiich it might be consistent w;itlf 
the public interests, and consistent with the courtesies 
due between governments and countries, to afibrd *, but 
there were substantial reasons why it was not in his 
power to accede to the motion in its original form. He 
hoped that Lord D. Stuart would allow him to submit 
to the house such portions of the papers os could be laid 
upon the table without being injurious to the jmblic 
interests.

I one third of its members to lu' appoint! d by goveriinuuit, 
and two-tbirds to be elected , but the colonv w as to have 
the ]»owcr hereafter, of demanding two chambers if it 
wished. Cu8tom.s-duiies were to be settled by tbem- 
sehes. Port Philip was to be separated from New 
South "Wales, and to form a distinct district; and, in 
addition to the introduction office institutions into'V^'au 
Diemen’s Land, South Australia was to have a repre- 
bontative body. Into New Zealand tlie governor had 
already introduced a legislative system, and had reported 
in favour of a representative one, which w'ould, after 
some further information, be grunted to that colony. 
The exception to the representative rule would be in the 
cases where we had only military stations, or wlit'rc the 
races were mingled in n way which rendered such in.sli- 
tiong impossible. Barbadocs and Jamaica had long 
enjoyed their ovvn governments. Trinidad was to have 
a municipal council in aid of the executive, and so was 
Mauritius. Malta was to have elective members added 
to its council. His lordsbip then went, at some length, 
into the British Guiana question, and said that a species 
of oligarchy was paramount there ; but by an infusion of 
new electors it must be broken dowm, and this had been 
done to a certain extent, and the reform would have a 
still further effect. He referred to the recent debate 
upon this subject as an illustration of the ignorance and 
inconsistency of certain opponents of government. He 
then made some general remarks on the question of 
transportatiou and emigration ; and concluded a speech 
which occupied more than two hours and a quarter, and 
which was listened to by a full house Svith great atten- 
tion, by saying that the two, principles upon which the 
colonial pmicy of the present government founded, 
were the maintenanee of the free-trade system to liw 
fullest extent, apd the establishment, wherever it was 
possible, of political freedom. In the desultory debate 


whicli enaued, Sir WiUii|m Moleswobth agreed with 
many points pf Lord John's speech, buf did not clearly 
understand his policy as a whole, and could not yet put 
faith in the pHrainises of the Colonial Office, especially 
those relating to Australia. Other speakers cxpressi'd 
satisfaction with Lord John^s progress in opinion, but 
took exceptions to hiS shortcomings, Mr. IlokBUcj^ could 
not understand why Lord John reversed in Now South 
Wales the just conclusion to which he had arrived in 
South Africa with respect to an elective second chamber. 
Mr. Anstey claimed greater liberty for Van Diemen’s 
I.and; Mr. Baillie, for British Guiana ; Mr. Scott, for 
New South Wales; Mr. Aouokby, for New Zealand. 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Hume ai^ued for a complete 
cxtoiisiou of the British constitution, with its two 
chambers, to the representative colonies generally. 
Mr- Koj-hitk, Mr. Gladstone, and Mr. Addbiii.i<;v, 
showed that the Colonial Reform Society had already 
pioduced fruits in the uew^ impulse given to the govern- 
ment. It had led to the now constitution for the Cape ; . 
the idea of which was eouceived by the committee Of 
the Board of Trade in J anuary Mr. HaW'es was again 
eonvitted of misquoting^r garbling; he read an extract 
from a despatch as CiUifirming liis assertion that the 
governor of Van Diemen’s Landw'as in favour of a single 
chambor ; but Mr. Gl-adstone showed that he had only 
read from the preface to the governor’s declaration, 
which was in these words — “ I should most strenuously 
recommend tin* adoption of a second or upper chamber.^' 
The committee unanimously passed the following resolu- 
tions, to bo reported on Monday ■ 1. That pi-ovision 

be made for the better government of her Slajcsty’s 
Australian colonies. 2. That the governors and legis- 
lative councils of licr Majesty’s Australian colonics be 
aiithoriised to impose and levy duties and customs on 
goods, v\ares, and merchandise imported into such 
colonics.” 

On Monday the 11th, the Personal Dispute between 
Mr. liorsnian and Lord John Bussell was amicably 
settled. liord Ashley introduced the matter by saying 
that he did not think a committee the proper tribunal 
to settle the question, and that, as the diflerences must 
have arihcn from misunderstanding, he proposed that 
the matter should go no further. — Mr. HoubMAN 
regretted that sonic of his expressions had been mis-“ 
understood. He believed that Lord J. Russell had not 
deliberately attempted to deceive him, but had availed 
liuiiself of the fonns of the house to annoy him, being 
irritated at his perseverance. He admitted that he had 
often given provocation, but W'ould always avoid doing 
so in future. — Lord J. RrssELl said that nothing could 
be more satisfactory ; he had no doubt of Mr. Horsman’s 
inetivcs as regarded his i)ublic conduct, but he and Mr. 
Honsman were in somewhat different positions, and it 
w'as his (Lord John’s) duty, when introducing a bill to 
the house, to satisfy all parties of its juscioe. — Sir G. 
GiiLV also expressed his entire satisfaction ot whtft had 
passed, and added that he should make it his study to 
convince Mr. ITorsman of the sincerity of his intentions. 
— Thus the affair ended. 

Before the house proceeded to the nomination of the 
Ceylon Committee y Lord John Russell called the atten- 
tion of the house to some observations made by Mr.

'Watson, in his own handwriting, or what purported to 
be liis handwriting, attached to it.

Humb and Mr. Headlam coi-diMly approved of his ))ro- 
posed abolition of the present System of registi ation.

The second raa'ding of the Covnty Hates and Expen- 
diture Bill was moved on Wodnciiday, the 13tli, by 
Mr. Milner Gibson, who explained that its general pur- 
ist was to provide for the regulation of county expen- 
oiture 4 series of councils aniiiogous to the norough 
councils, which held authority over borough expenditure. 
His object was notf to supersede the county justices, but 
to give a concurrhnt control over the county rates to a 
board who shoiuld be elected by and represent the great 
body of ratepayers. The judicial functions of the magis- 
trates would remain wholly untouched, lie proceeded 
to rebut^thc accusation of inconsistency brought against 
him on a former day by Mr. Disraeli, as having re- 
quired, on“ behalf of the occupier, a control over taxes, 
which, by his own doctrines, Idl solely on the landhn-ds. 
He showed how far the occupiers were interested in the

What 
nersonal good management could effect, he exemplified 
bv his own experience, the poor-rate, county-rate, and 
highway-rate in his neighbourhood having been reduced 
from SO to 40 per cent, since he came into his property 
in 181^2. The increased imports of f^anu and applica- 
tion for indosure bills showed that agricultural enterprise 
was still lively. Land enjoyed many exemptions from 
taxation. Nothing was paid In it on descents, while 
personal properties had paid sixtymillions in legacy duties 
since 1797. Stamps, servants, vehicles, and horses were 
also exempt from duty w'hcn they apiiertoined to land 
and agricultujSe. The reliefs to which the landed 
interest w’as fairly entitled were the allocation of 
burdens that checked improvement. Amon^ these 
were the duties ou hrick and timber. If the income- 
tax were re-enacted after its expiration next year, some 
claim might also be urged for a revision ol Schedule B, 
which fixed the farmer’s profits at h<df his rent ; and 
even of Schedule A, where no allowance was made for 
the landlord’s expenses and repairs. Speaking of the 
general condition of the English labourer, he declared 
that in Ids own neighbourhood there had been no n duc- 
tion of wages, while all articles of consumption had 
fallen, and the husbandman was able to enjoy more 
coniforts than he had ever known lieforc.— Mr. Glad- 
stone expressed his intention to vote for the motion: 
but said he should not do so if lie tliought that it in- 
volved a reversion of the Free -trade policy He agreed 
that local management is a stimulus to economy; but 
he would go mto committee to consider the charges 
— such as ostabli.shmcnt charges and the like — which do 
not need that check, and might therefore be transierred 
to thc^ Consolidated Fund, As a matter of justice, it is 
clear that property should be made liable for the main- 
touance of tlie poor. He supported the motion mainly 
because he tliought it w^ould have a tendency to h ssen 
the agitation for the re storation of protection, by draw- 
ing off the moderaU ; and the struggling class, whicli 
now makes its claim uiion the house should bo met with 
aid end cncourngcincnt. — Sir II. Fei^l admitted the 
existence of agricultural distress, for which ho felt 
sinccFcly ; but described it as exceptional, and owing to 
special causes : similar distress existing in piotected 
countries. He characterised Mr. Disraeli’s ppposition 
as a plan tending to shake confidence in public credit ; 
and said that he should consider its adoption a most 
precipitate and unwise act. And how could w e remove 
the tax upon bricks, timber, and other articles on which 
relief might properly be given, if wc took away from 
the exchequer the surplus which might justify such 
relief? And yet real properly, by the repeal of the 
500,0002. or 000,0002. of brick duty, w^ould bo gmning 
more real benefit than if the proposal of Mr. Disraeli 
i were aeeodod to. Sir R Peel further objected to tha 
proposal as a reversal of the financial poJic;| of the 
! oountrv ; and said that its adoption vould render it an 
I impos*ubility to repeal any tax, however ohjottionable. 

I It would ne an iU^eturn to the* mass of the people for 
iWr patience an" loyalty to begin to reverse a policy 
which had made them so thankful. He (Sir Ilobcrt) 
had been charge, d with acting treacherously towards a 
certain interest. What reason (he asked, amid loud 
, cheeTs), personal or political, cou/d have for such a 
course ? H<i alluded to an attack xxiade upon him by 
I*oird H. Behtrnck, who had accused hi|n of having a 
pecuniary interest in supporting the funds as against 
land. L^d H- Bentinck, in describing his (Sir Robertas) 
fortune, should, if he wished to speak truth, have 


exactly reversed the account ho |pav^ of it. He then 
detaued himself for his course upon the Corn-law ; — a 
course wluch, he taid, he believl&d to have been his duty 
to God and to his country, and of the wisdom of 
which ho was more confirmed than ever. Proti ction 
never could be ^revived; and the landed aristocracy 
Would one day see that the abrogation ot protection hail 
established their just influence more firmly than oer — 
liord John Russell supported and enforced the argu- 
ments of Sir James Grahahi and Sir R. Peel, and 
expressed some regret that Sir Robert had thought it 
worth his while to allude to -the personal attacks mode 
on him ; feeling convinced that in the present as well as i 
future time, full justice w'oiild be done to Sir Robert’s 
motives (a testimony loudly cheered by the house).- | 
Lord Henry Bentinck attempted to renew his ])icaious 
attack, but was'prevented from going on, by indignant 
exclamations from all parts of the house. — On the* envi- 
sion, Mr. 1) 'Israeli’s motion was negatived by 273 i 
to 252. 

On Monday the 25th, on the order of the day for 
going into committee on the Varlia^nentary Voter ^ 
(Ireland) BtU, Mr. Disraeli urged its postponement 
till after the termination of the Irish assizes, U’his w.is 
opposed bj ministers, and a pertinacious party struggle 
took place. After two divisions the house Wfcqt intp 
committee'; hut the committee was prevenM 
proceeding by a senes of obstructive motions ohd | 
divisions on them, to which ministers were forced to 
give way. j 

On Tuesday the 26th, Mr. W J. Fox moved for leave 
to bring in a bill for the Vromotwn of Secular a- 
tion. In a speech of great abilitj, he explained llie 
natuic of hih measui'c. It piovidc^d that thtue should 
be a government examination into the educational defi- 
ciency of each district in England, and that Hie inha- 
bitants should bo invited to siqiply that deficiency, by | 
providing the means ot adding to the numbers in c*\ist- t 
ing schools, and by instituting free schools in w hich no 
religious sjstem should be taught, except by clesiie of 
the parents. Where n locality ictuscd the invitation, | 
govenunent should interfere, and compel it to do its | 
duty. One of tlic advantage's of this plan would he , 
that the stuidy indepenclenec ot the lower class, which j 
revolted against “ charities,” and objc cted to theological i 
dogmas, w ould be won over to education. lie said that, i 
^licordmg to a Lancashire estimate, n rate of 4‘{r2. in the 
pound would piovidc schools all o^r England, against 
which should be set the expected diminution in criminal 
expenditure. After dwelling upon the neeossitj of 
raising standard of the tcacln r, he hoped that his 
bill migSt be laid on the table ol the house, and. he 
considerecl bj the countiy , where thousands upon thou- 
sands ot childitii were growing up in savageness and 
crime. — Lord J. Russmj, recognised the importance of 
the subject, and the reabty ol the deficiency alluded to 
by Mr. Fox.

At a meeting of the Hutland JProiectionists on the 
28th of January, vciy violent language was us^ by 
some of the fanners. A Mr Cheetham held fbrth in the 
following strain . — “ The phantoms of ruined fai’mers 
must haunt the sleeping pillow of Sir Robert Peel. 


Enowifig how much he was execrated, ho really should 
think he must move about in fear and dread. Rven if 
Sir Robert Peel should over have a majority again, he 
dared not take office. He know that if he Was in Sir 
Robert Peel’s position, ho should be afraid of fh^oniard 
and the dagger ; and so he had a right to. (Here ho 
was interrupted by loud cries of ‘ No — no ! ’) He should 
bo sorry to say what he did not feel, but he thought he 
wa*. justified in saying what ho had, seeing what a naiTOW 
escape Peel once had, when he was not so much execrated 
as he i.s now. Ho believed that Cobden and Peel were 
travelling the same road. Peel, he was informed, had 
a strong grudge against the aristocracy, because one of 
them in the House of 1 iords onco called him a weaver’s 
son. Sir Robert Peel’s son need not be afraid of being 
called a weaver’s son or a weaver’s grandson, but he 
would be called ‘ the traitor’.s son.’ ” Mr. Stafford, M.P. , 
made the best apology he could for this language : he 
was sure Mr. Cheetham meant no harm, but his words 
might be misinterpreted. Tlic usual Protectionist 
resolutions Avere passed. 

The County meeting at Brecon ended in a signal 
defeat of the Frotcctionirts. CaUccl by themselves, well 
attended, with Colonel Pearce, the High Sheriff, a man 
of their own party hut of impartial mind, for chairman, 
it ended by carrying a Free-trade amendment by a 
decided majority. 

The County mooting at Bedford began in favour of 
the Protectionists, hut ended in a virtual defeat. The 
townsmen of Bedford at the last moment crowded into 
the place of meetii%, outnumbered the Protectionists, 
and threatened to carry Anti-Protectionist resolutions ; 
to in’CAont which, the chairman dissolved the meeting 
prematurely. 

The Manrhrstcr Financial and Parliamentary Jleform 
Ai^sochtion held a meeting in the Free -trade hall on 
the 29th iilt., for the purpose of hearing addresses from 
Messrs. Cobden and Bright previouMy to their departure 
for their Parliamentary duties. LfpAvai-ds of 8000 per- 
sons Avere present, including Messrs. Henry, M.P., 
Brown, M.l*., Kershaw, M.P., Sir E. Armitage, Mr. 
H. Abhu orth, and many other prominent friends of the 
movement. Mr. G. Wilson was in the chair, and stated 
the object of the attendance of the member-, of the 
association to be for the purpose of seeking the eo-* 
operation of the mcetiug in favour of u scheme for 
enfranchising the people, to a certain extent, thiough 
freehold qualifications. Mr. Cobden addressed the 
meeting, expohing with great force the Protectionist 
fallacies at present so industriously projiagatcd through- 
out the pro\iner.s, und showing the important purpo.ses 
Avhieh might be accomplished by moans of the freehold 
land movement. Mr. Bright followed, strongly and 
ably advocating the same course. Their speeches madi- 
a iiowerful impression on the immense assemblage. 

Several great meetings haAT been held in the manu- 
facturing districts of Yorkshire and Lancashire, Avifh the 
view of securing the integrity of the Ten Hours’ Act . and t 
subverting the mode of working by shifts and relays, j 
In jiartieular, a meeting of delegates was held ut Brad- . 
ford on the 23d inst. ; another at Oldham on the 2/5tli ; 
and a meeting of power-loom overlookers at Maiiflie>trr 
on the 26th ; at all of which petitions to I’arliamcnt 
were adopted. 

There have been Serions Iliots at Limerick ; large mobs 
having for several days marched through the streets de- 
manding bread. Several bread-shops have been broken 
into and jilundered, and in one shop the till was rilled 
of money. A large force of military and police was called 
out and captured a number of tho rioters. Several of them 
were brought before the magistrates, and sentenced to 
various terms of imprisonment. The great majority of 
them refused to go into the workhoAi|fi^, and in parailing 
the streets thi‘y frequently shouted *^read of Blood.”

On the she was taken into custody for shoplifting, 
and a neighbour informed Hunt of this at night. Hunt, 
who had been drinking a little, became excited, and 
hastened home. At the inquest, W son deposed : ** As 
soon as iathia* came home, he asked, ‘ 'Where *s mother ? ’ 
and I told him I did not know. My little sister, who 
was up stairs in hed, then called out ‘ Father! ’ My 
father told me to go up stairs and fetch her. I gave 
him my sister, and asked him to come up to bed. Ho 
told me to go up to bed, and said he should not see my 
face any more. When in bed 1 heard my father go out 
and shut the back-door. I then heard him say some- 
thing to my sister, but 1 could itot understand what it 
was. My sister was two-and-a-half years old. She was 
my 030 ^ sis^, and my father was particulaiiy fond of 
her. He liked her better than all rho rest of us, and 
often had her brought down stairs to him when he came 
home.** The river Avon flowed at the back ol the 
house, and thither he proceeded with liis child. Their 
bodies have since been found in tholutream — the child’s 
near Bristol. The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
“ Temporary Insanity.” 

Two chiiaren were Drowned at Exeter on the niaht 
of Saturday, the 2nd. Elb?abcth Bradford, the wife of 


her three children ; some time after, a man heard a 
splashii)^ in the water, and he pulled a little hoy out of 
the basin, still nliv<f; the mother said he must have 
fallen in. But it w-as reported that the two little girls 
of the woman w-ere' missing ; next morning the police 
dragged the basin, and the bodies of the children were 
found. Elizabeth Bradford was arrested, in a wild and 
frantic state. The coroner’s jury have returned an 
•pen verdict, to the effect that the rhildren were 
“found downed,” but how' they came into the water 
there was no evidence to show . 

At the Snrrey Sessions, on the 4th, two w'oraen, one 
aged twenty, and the other thirteen, were tiied for 
ateohng a Sheep at Addington, near Croydon. Their 
apprehension was mentioned in our last Number. The 
evidence clearly made out that they had taken the 
sheep from a numlier of others in a fold, cut and 
wrenched its head off, skinned tlie body, and torn it to 
pieces; and were stopped when carrying the meat 
awuy at night. They were both convicted, i he woman, 
a badfCharocter, was sentenced to ten years’ traubpoita- 
tion ; the girl, to a year’s imprisonment. 

Oeoi^e Wild, a policeman of the M Division, was 
lariod on the 5th for Stealitig^Ttabbit'-Skins. Much in- 
terest was excited on account of the antecedents ol the 
accused : ho had been in the police ten years, had hclil j 
a high character, and was reiy active in detecting 
crimt>; through his means thirty persons have been 
transported, and more than a hundred summarily con- 
tioted for robbery Mrs, Sinnetts, a furrier, occupied 
some collars m Southwaik as warehouses lor .skins; it 
was suspected that the jplaeo was robbed ; application 
was mane to Wild, and he jindertook to investigate the 
matter. To attempt to catch thc.thieve8, he aii|l one ol 
Mrs. Sinnett’*- sons watched at night ; and eventually 
Wild was left in the place by himself. An air-hole 
coDsmunicated frQ|| one of the -cellars with the Cross- 
bpnftB burial-groiffl. The prisoner appears to have 
thwt \ number of skins through this liole ; then he 
got admission through a house into the ground, and 
took avsgy a bag-full of skins ; but as the tenant of the 
house aOli^ected and questioned him, he took the bag 
’ and part 6f the skins to Mrs. Sinnetra^tapiSy pfetending 
that ft robbftr had thrust them into the graveyard, and 
that^he had noticed the artieles thrmi^ the sailings. 
A number of skins iftere found in a yard near Wild's 
lodging, and there no doubt he wraw them there. 
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The verdict was ** Guilty,” wi& a >recoiQmc»idation to 
mercy. He was sentenced to sixmemths' iiuprisoament, 
with hard labour. 

Thomas Cox, a boy of ^tiine years old, was killed on 
the 6tb, by Falling into an old Goal-pit. He left home 
on the morning with his father to work in a coal-pit, 
near Darlaston, iu Staifordshire. In passing through 
a field, near Potter’s Bridge, his hat blew off. The 
morning was dark and windy, and whilst in search of it 
ho fell into an old pit exposed without any fence round 
or over it. Ho was brought up, his head fractured, both 
his IcfM broken, dreadmlly crushed, and quito dead. 

A puWic road passes widiin twenty yards of the pit, and 
there is no fence against either the road or the pit, which 
is about thirty-five yards deep. There are two or three 
other pits near, in an equally dangerous state. The ,iury 
returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death ; ” expr#’‘^mg 
an opinion tliat “ there had been great want ol proper 
attention and care on the part of tnc occupier of the pit 
in question, in not ha\ing seen that it was propoily 
I protected.” 

Mr. W. H. Apperley. a land-agent, was Attacked hf 
liuflmayniei} on the 7th. Whilst returning in the 
evening from Abergavenny tou ards Hereford in his gig 
alone, he was stopped by throe men in a lonely part of 
the road. Perceiving that resistance was useless, and 
having a sum of money upon his poiy^n, he leaped from 
the gig over the fence down into a strip of hmd ad}oimnL,

Higgins anil Elizabeth Smith were indicted on a ehaige 
of robbing Mr Frederick Hard) JeweU, n 'olieitoi, aftir 
having Stupijicd him tvUh Ghkfrojoi n\ . Between nmt 
and ten o’cloek on the evening of Jan 10th, whilst pro- 
ceeding slowly along the ^'hitechujiel Koad, he felt 
somebody, he bclio^ed a wnnuin, toupcli his left side, and 
a rag or nandkerchicf jiressed over the lower p irt of the 
face. He became insensible until the follow lug moi nmg. 
when he ilowly rcviicd, and found hiinstll lying on a 
very dirty bod in a wrctihid apartment, and in a com- 
plete state of nudity, with the exception of an old piece 
of rag which had been carckb>ly thrown oier him 
Some of his clothes were in tlie room ; other articles had 
been stolen, with liis w atili, ji w oiler) , and money. His 
trowsors were muddy, as if he had been dragged through 
the ‘^trects The door of the room was fastened by a 
padlock outside ; he found the key on the floi'r , he 
pushed it under the door to a potman who hapjienul to 
he in the house, and was tbu.s hbi rated.

She told a woman 
that a man named Galhighcr, with whom eho cohabited, 
hdd undergone an operation at the London Hospital, 
where they had given him some stuff to send him to sleep, 
and that he had contrived to bring some of it aw-ay witk 
him. The jurj returned a verdict of “ Guilty,” an4 the 
prisoners were sentenced to be transported fi)r fifteen 
years. It is doubtful whether the unfortunate gentleman 
will ever recover from the effects of thx* Ircatiiu'lit^ he 
suffered. 

At the Surrey Sessions, on the 9th, (Sharlotto Wilson 
was indicted for a hmitlar Offence.^ Mr. Barnet Loa, 
whilst passing St. George’s Ciiurch, In the Borough, on 
the evening of the 1st of January, was Acpo^ted by the 
prisoner. On telling her to go about hen ^business, she 
suddenly passed a handkerchief t^ross hi^ face, and he 
becama^ye]^ uavri^. Kot tuapeciing any narcotic in the 
hafidkerchiefi M ran Into a public-house close by, and 
called for a glass of bra^y ; but before ho cbuld drink 
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it he became inaenaible, aiidl loxfiw nottiixig of w4iat took 
place aftemravda, iHvtil hO fbuud hihuelf under the taro 
of a aurgeoUn A policeman bad seen the act, and 
watched the prisoner enter the public-house ; she pre- 
sently darted out with a bat and scarf, and escaped in 
the intricacies of the ideinity, but was subsequently 
captured. The jury recommended the severest sentence 
the law empowered. Sentence, ten years’ transportatiim. 

Judgment was given on a claim for SeametPs Wages ^ 
a ease of considerable importance to the mercantile com- 
munity, at the Mansion House, on the 9th. Two days 
previously, several seamen of the vessel Queen had sum- 
moned the owners for wages. The Queen, on her 
homeward voyage from Callao in South America, had 
touched at San Francisco, where the master of the vessel 
had deserted for the Californian gold washings, with a 
portion of the crew. The mate assumed tile command, 
and, to retain the others, promised tliein extra wages ; 
they stayed by him, and he was able to navigate bis vessel 
home. But the owners disclaimed tlie agreement for 
extra wages ; if the men had all left the ship at Cali- 
fornia, ti|cy eoultl have hecn punished as deserters if 
they had ever boon caught afterwards in England ; it 
was their duty to bring home the ship for the wages 
originally agreed npon As to the master’s promising 
more money, what could he do ? he was obliged to adopt 
any moans to keep some of his crew to their duty. Alter 
tailing time to consider, the magisti.ite made the folloA\- 
ing award: “Taking into consideration the fact that 
after the desertion of the first captain and i)art of the 
crew, the new captain and sundry seamen appeared 
befoi*( the Vice-Consii] at Callao, vho recorded that hy 
mutual agreement the wages should be twenty dollars 
per month, it is ray decision that the eomplaiiumts are 
entitied to such increased v'apf s upon a new hiring, and 
I ac^’ordiugly award the same to them v itli costs.”

♦o escape when you^ found that perouns yere rend} and 
determined to protect her, and }oii gwatly aegrinatcd 
your c,liiLnce hy reiieating lunguagi unfit for any eaiM in 
the presence of one to vhom, as a man, you were bound 
to otier succour and assistiinct instead of insult. 
are perfectly aware that a sum of money as a penalty 
up in you would be considered of no impoitance. You 
manifcfitcfl hy your smiles and indiliereuec, while tin* 
young lady was so modestly gning her evidence, th.it 
you felt very little for her, or for your ofl'enee against 
society, or apprehension as to tho result of this iniesti- 
gatiou. But it happens as magistrates wo have the 
power of inflicting a very disagreeable substitute for a 
])ccuniary penalty, and we think that this is a most 
excellent opjxirtuuity of testing the efficacy of that 
Xiowcr. Our sentence upon you, therefore, fs, that for 
your violent and indeeent conduct } ou be imprisoned 
.'^cven days iu the House of Correction. The defendant 
was shocked at this judgment, and assured the Bench 
that he deeply regretted his conduct, and wais willing to 
pay any penalty they might think proper to inflict, "lie 
repeated that he was most willing to be allowed to apo- 
logise to tho lady and all other persons whom he might 
have oft'onded- Alderman Curdeu said, the Bench did 
not coniiider it nccosaary to consult the lady at upon 
the occasion, and certainly could not suppose that she 
would condescend to listen to tho lauguag#* of apology 
from one who had used language for which there could 
be no apologr- The defondant was then taken off to 
tho House or Correction. There were several gentle- 
men present who vrerc ready to testify as to the high 
jx'spectability of Mr. IjCggett, but the aldermen said the 
case wQjs disposed of. 

Jolm Boguley, aged 70, who died at Chijwelh near 
Nottingham, nu the 16th, Confessed on his deatk^ed 
23 years ago he murdered a hawker, and robbed him pf 
shawls, blankets, &c., and disposed bf the body. M 
the period of hie sudden, diaappearance, tho murdered 
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man professed to 1)0 oourtfh^ one of Beguley^s daughters, 
and, as he wasknbwatohe m ^MMSesskm of a considerable 
sum of money he vi^ look^ upon os being a rather 
desirable suitor, espeoiaUy the Baguleys wore vtTy 
poor. The hawker had not been missing than 
twelve months be^re their circumstances tiegan to im- 
prove, and from the poverty-stricken labourer Baguley 
became suddenly a oomfottable cottager, with a n^h^ 
of pigs in his sty. Bagulw's first wife, whenever she 
quarrelled with her husbaudj was in the habit of putting 
a slop to the violence of his temper by saying, Be 
quiet, J ohn ; you know I have your coat of arms up- 
stairs,” alluding to some bloody clothes that were sup- 
posed to 1)0 kept in a lodging-room. This first Mrs. 
Baguloy died five or six vcai-s ago, and said, a short time 
previously, that she had something on her mind which 
she should like to reveal ; hut this coming to hot hus- 
band’s knowledge, he never afterwards would allow a 
stranger to go to her room, ’fhe present ^Irs. Baguloy 
was married to him throe year^, and since which time 
she says his conduct has been very strange. In his sleep 
frequently ho would jum)> up in a stale of great exeite- 
menl and exclaim that spine one was ahoul to seize him. 
The day before he died he said to her, “ The pick that 
1 did it with is in the dyke;” and other revelations 
folio wid It is singular that the cottage in which tho 
nmrdirw'as committed has luwor since been occupied 
for any length of time, and in it peri(»dieally strange 
nocturnal noises are said to be heard. “ The Chilwell 
ghost,” and tales rcs])ccting “^tlic haunted house at 
Chilwell,” have during tho la.st twenty years dismayed 
manj'^ thousand'' of persons residing within a circle of 
loO luih s ot the locality. 

All Action of which occupied several days, was 
comludtd on tho 16th in the ('ourt of Evebequer, 
between Mr. FcarLnis O’Connor, M.l*., and Mr. Brad- 
shaw, proprietor ot the Nottingham Journal.

M.l’. for Nottingliam, who has w'heerllcd the people of 
England out of 100,000/., with which ho has bought 
estates and eon veyccl them to lus own use and benefit,, 
and all who are desirous to witness the final overtlirow 
of this great political impostor, should order the* 
Nottingham Journal, in which his excessive honesty, in 
connexion with tin' Land Plan, has hocii, and will 
continue to he, fearlessly exposed.” 'fhe defendant 
iustified his lilx'l hy calling witnesses, who exposed the 
illegality and commercial milure of tlie National Land 
CoIllpan 3 ^ The plaintitf answered wdth witnesses from 
the management of the conijiany, wln^ laid bare its 
affairs, xMtli the object of showing that at the worst 
Mr. O’Connor had been an honest though erring 
philanlliroiJist. Chief Baron Pollock, in summing up, 
rceouTitid a mnltitmle of illegalities in the scheme, 
which requin d t'xplanation, — such us a false registfatiou 
of Mr. lioberts in«tead of Mr. O’Connor as treasurer, 
because it would “not look so well” for Mr. O’Connor 
t(» be both din ctor and treasurer ; the irresponsible pur- 
chase of 00,000/. worth of land before the company had 
been registered ; the receiving of 100,000/. of deposits at a 
time wdien tho company had no legal riglit to call for more 
than 620/. ; the non-registration of the bauking division 
ot the scheme; the' publiCiilion of Mr. Jamis Knight’s 
name as director thereof after h<' had significantly 
dt dined to he i onnccted with it. 'fhe effect of these 
ilk gnli ties was to shut out the shareholders from legal 
rciuecly — they could call for no restitution against 
Mr. O’Connor in any court of law or equity; his hen- 
might hold the laud, and his personal representatives 
the money, freed of all accountability; or he himself 
might squander it, or lose it by sp^Ution. The jury 
found for the ddeiidant, wdth the exprestion of their 
unanimous opinion that the plaintifPb character stood 
unimpeached as regarded his personal honesty. 

An action was brought in the County Court of Oomw^, 
on the 19th, on behalf of a boy named Kobins, against 
William Bra bin, a schoolmaster of Withid, arising out 
of a Saoage Vmiitihmmt.

A casb^ « B^raordinwry Credulity was disclosed at 
the IsUtiAt^^ County Court on the 23rd, whten a poor 
Irish gi^ ttamed Sullivan, sou(]:ht to recover the sum of 
4/. Ids. from a man named Taylor. She stated that she 
was in respectable service at Hoxton, and met the de- 
fendant nine weeks back, when he suddenly ptetended 
to admire her, tolling her she resembled a sister who had 
died, and asked her to favour him with her company for 
a walk, as he was a single man and anxious to get, 
married. She believed his representations, and ho con- 
tinued paying his addresses to her until a fortnight ago, 
when he induced her to obtain leave of absence from 
her mistress for a day and a night, for the purpose of 
taking het to Shoreditch church to be married. Her 
mistress granted her request, and she nu t the defendant, 
who took her to the church, which v^ as closed, vs hen, on 
his entreaty, she accompanied'- him to a beer-shop in 
Whitecross-street, where several men and vv omen, who, 
he said, were his relatives, induced her to lump over a 
broom, and go through other mock cen monies of mar- 
riage, under an impression that it was legal ; and she 
parted with the amount now claimed, fully believing 
that he was her lawful husband. After enjoying herself 
in his company and that of his friends, during the day 
at the beer-shop, she accompanied him to his lodgings 
for the night, and w^ent to her service in the morning, 
when she mentioned to her mistress that she had prac- 
tised a deception on her in obtaining permission of 
absence, and then detailed the above extraordinary 
circumstances, which reaching her masUr’s t.irs, he 
adopted the present proceeding*’, and convinced her of 
the cruel trick of which she had become the victim 
The Judge expressed his surprise that the girl’s m.ister 
had not handed over the defendant to be dealt with 
criminally, which he most richly deserved ; before giving 
judgment, un officer of the court was sent to her master, 
and ascertained the truth of her statement. The Judge 
ordered the defendant to pay the money and costs in a 
week. The fellow was then hissed from the Court. 

At Marylebone rolico Office, on the 27tli, Elizabeth 
Higgins, wife of a wheelwright, w^js committed to 
Newgate for trial, charged with Attempting to Murder 
her Three Childreiiy respectively of the ages of seven 
years, five years, and seven months Anne West, in 
passing along the Bloomfield Koad on the 18th, saw the 
accusea on the towing-path of the liegent’s Canal ; she 
had tho three children with her ; she lowered the baby 
into the water, put another child in, and then walked 
in herself with fiio third child.

Tie comes home 
I drunk, pulls me out of bed, and beats me, sajing that 
he will be the death of me, and that it shall not be a 
sudden but a lingering death. 1 have also been afraid 
that he would pouon me, and I thought that I and my

A 
pump was then attempted to he rigged by the carpenter, 
who was searching for his tools, until the water pouicd 
in so fast that his in-eparations w ere useless. The pas- 
sengers were obl^ed to give up the pumps, bemg 
both choked and not in order The vessel was given 
op for lost after midnight, when the crew got diunk, 
and began plunueiing and breaking trunks and eliLsts, 
luxd looking for grog, and some selling anti otftring 
fiieces of beef and pork for grog to the pussengci-s The 
captain, for the first time, crawled out of tho cabin as 
if drunk, and ordered the cargo, or a part of il, toht 
thrown over. He remained a few minutes, when he 
went to his cabin ttgain, and left the ship to the 
management of a drunken crew and ofheers. The pas- 
sengers and second ra.ite employed thcms<l\es in 
, putting overboard some flour banels and cotton bales 
*On tlie morning of the loth of January, the American 
barque MarietJi appealed in bi£>ht, and took the passen- 
gert on board, but they were not allowed to take with 
them a single article of property, except the clothes thej 
Wad ou. This barque was bound for Havana, but 
steered for Bermuda, to land them there. When a few 
miles from the island, she struck upon a rock and was 
wrecked, but tho crew and pAsSongcTB were sav<d by 
boats from the island. The passengers who had sailcfl 
from New York in the liner, obtained a imssage for 
England in the Trent, and arrived at Southampton, all 
of them in a state of such destitution, that they received 
support from the guardians of the poor. One of the 
passengers had perished when leaving the wreck ot tho 
liner, and another had become mad from terror and 
suffering. 

An Explosive Fire took place on the 23rd, on the 
premises of Messrs. Heathfield and Bui'gess, chemists 
and naphtha distillers, Frineo’s Square, Finsbury. It 
was said to have been caused by some apparatus having 
been incautiously overheated to such an extent as to 
burst a boiler, the inflhmmnble contents of which being | 
scattered about, the building appeared in an instant to 
be enveloped in llames, wfiich ptfnetrated the roof, and 
spread through the adjacent yard.

COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


TN the absence of any news of special mark from the colonics, newshns gone' out to them from us that will 
bo more welcome than any transmitted during the present century They will loam from it that the 
English prime minister has delivered views of colonial policy in pailianiont, uhich the most vebemont 
advocates of their claims, and cxjionenta of their wrongs, had hailed with s itibfjution and delight. TliChe views 
may indeed Ihost worthily date a now era in colonial government. Tlicy were announced by Lord John 
Rubsell in proposing the me, inure for guing iiew^ constitutions to the colonics of j\uBti’alia, and Uie principle 
which govems thorn may be briefly described. It is that wUereier the Biitish flag has been phmtcd abroad, 
and a society of EnglibhmeU has been brought together, the English umtitiitions wh\(‘h secure English 
freedom shall hereafter have place among tliera, and devolo]>iTicnt aecnrdiug to the growth of the colony. 
Thus, in the present instance of Australia, ample powers of local self government are given, with only such 
reservation of imperial power as may he used with advantage to the colonists themselves, ^^or was the satis 
faction felt and expressed at the speech derived more from the premier’s tone in regard to the future, than 
from the spirit in which he rcvicw^cd the past. The courage of cntciing a new path is not alw'ays uttcuded by 
the courage of confessing an old error, but there was no flinching m the speech of Lord John. Ifo did not 
say that having governed their colonies with consummate wisdom for a luiiidrod years, it was now^ incum- 
bent on English statesmen to govern them m a quite different way ; but ho fiunkly implied sufficient of 
}Tast miscarriage, to guarantee strongly what he said for amendment in the futuie. It is a pity that something 
of the same spirit, bold yet prudent, does not govern and control tho great soldier and reformer now m 
India. Sir Charles Najiier is doing good m tlic most oflensivc w\'iy conceivable His last general order is 
a deinmeiation of tho Bengal army for gross military ignorance and want of discijilmc, in tcmis which 
will intercept half the benefit intended. Nevertheless the other half will be no inconsiderable boon.

The following arc 
some passages from this characteristic document, which 
is dated from Head Quarters at Lahore, on the loth of 
December ■ 

** At the late review of the troops on the plain of 
Meean Mcer, tlie following egregious deficiencies were 
evident to all — 

“ 1st. That some commanders of regimerts were 
unabl^ to bring their regiments properly into the 
general lin^. 

‘*'2nd. One coinjrr an ding-officer of a regiment at- 
terUpted to Udleel his whole regiment as he w'ould a 
company. 

‘‘3rd. Several officers commanding companies were 


seen disordering th^ir companies by attempting to dress 
them from the wrong flank. 

“ 4ih. When the line was ordered to be formed on 
the left column, .some commanders deployed too soon, 
and ordered their lines (thus improperly formerL to 
‘ double (piick,’ in order to regain their position. This 
was all bad ; hut it was worse to see the regiments, on 
rcceiM'ng the word to ‘double quick,’ at once charge 
with loud shouts, — ^no such order to charge having been 
gi\eu by any one, nor the words ‘prepare to charge’ : 
nor did anything occur to give a pretext for such a 
disgracefu^l scone, exhibiting both want of drill and 
want of discipline. 

“ 5th. Bad as this was, it was not the wwst. When 
these regiments chose to ‘ charge,’ the Commandcr-in- 
chief, to his astonishment, behold the men discharging 
their firelocks straight up in tho air, and he saw some 
men of the rear-rank actually firing off their muskets to 
the rear over their bhoutagrs as their bearers Hhc will 
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not call them boldicTs) were running to the front. * Ho 
feels assured that no such scene eoiQd have occurred in 
any other regiments in the army i if ever such i^ain 
happen, ho expose the commeiuling-offlcer of any 
regiment that sd disgraces rtseHf in puhlm orders, to the 
whole Indian Army. In the course of his service he 
‘ never before witnessed such a scene. No commander 
could go into action a regiment capable of such 
conduct without feeling certain that it would bel^e ill. 
The Commander-in-chief will, therefore, holoTcom- 
' mandiug-officers responsible (for they alone are to blame) 
'that any soldier who shouts, or charges, or fires, without 
j orders, be instantly seized, tried at once by a dnim- 
. head court-martial, and the sentence executed on the 
S spot.” 

g He adds : — “The Sepoy is both a brave and an obedient 

j soldier ; and whenever he behaves ill, it is in a great 
) measure the fault of his commanding officer. 

,1 “ The drill and discipline of idl aimics rest mainly 

1 1 )^itli the commanders of regiments and of companies. 

S j They arc in immediate contact with the officers, non- 
' , eommissioued officers, and private soldiers ; and to them 
n general officers must look for that i)erfect obedience 
* 


without which any army is an armed mob, dangerous 
to its friends and contemptible to its enemies, 

“ The Commandcr-in-^ief does not, apply this order 
to all eomndutders— he well knows that there are abun- 
dant first-rate soldiers, and first-rate regiments in the 
Indian army ; but he applies it to those whoso reghnei^ 
arc in bad order.'* ^ 


The news from Canada cpmes down to the 2d inst. 
The Quebec election had resulted in the return of the 
government candidate, M. Chabot: the votes were — 
2007 for Chabot, and 1203 for M. Legare, the Annexa- 
tionist. It is stated that one-third of the voters held 
back rather than vote for the ministry or annexation. 
The contest lay between the French Canadians, the 
followers of Lafontaine, on the one hand, and those of 
Papineau, or the “Young Canada” party, on the other; 
and tho result gave little cause for triumph either to the 
royalists or the annexationists. — A despatch had been 
received from Earl Grey appro\’inc: of the dismissal of 
the magistrates who had signed the annexation mani- 
festo, and directing other measures of discouragement 
and repression. s 


NARKATIVE OF FOREIGN EVENTS. 


THE old hackneyed pliraso about loroigu affairs is absent from the B)iccch on the opening of Parliament. 

Her Majesty fails for once to inform us that bho has received tho most friendly absuraiiccs from all 
foreign powers. Lord Stanley regrets the dmibsion vei-y much, but it is doubtful whetlier the pooi)lc generally 
uill regret it. Vast numbers may bt' apt to thiuk that friendly assurances from Kus&ia, Austria, and such I 
like, would be anything but complimcnUiry just now. England aloof from these gontiy, neither making nor 
meddling, Icfu ing them to their ovm tynuimcs and intrigues, and resolute to co-operate with none of them, 

I whether for the strengthening of old despotisms or the cication of new despots, is in the position best suited 
I lo her own respectability and character. A more satisfactory contrast than that which was lately exhibited 
I to the oppressed peoples of the eontincut could hardly have been desired by Englislimen. Very nearly about 
I tlie time when General Lamoiiciero. the French umbassudor af St. Potersburgh, w'as attending the Eussian 
n Ikmn for tho defeetion of Gorgey and the fall of Hungary, Sir William Parker, the British admiral in tho 
Modit(Tranoan, was sailing up the IXii-dauelles with a i>owcrful fleet to siippoH Turkey in her humane refus^ 
to deln "r u}i to the scaftbld the fallen ITimgarians. 

The matter of most importance in the foreign polities of the pn&t month has boon tho affiir with Greece. * 
Un'd Palmerston, iifl*er trying years of negotiation for redress of eertain coiifc'-secl wrongs on tho part of tho 
Greek Go^Olnment to British subjects, lias at lost proceeded to enforce those claims by tho sharp argument 
of a blockade ; the effect of which has been that all who weic beioro tho loudest in their indignation at tlio 
iif'glcct of fhose wrongs, became suddenly the foremost denouncers of tho means taken to rcdrt'ss them. It 
is natuial perhaps,^ but iiieoiivonieiit, tbat this instinct of sympathy with the weaker party should enter as 
much into the affairs of States as of men. Whethev it be a culprit nation or an individual offender, the feeling 
\ihieli attends tho wrong too rarely sursivos to the clv.istisemont. With tho largest clads of over sensitive 
minds, tho wrong doer under puuishmont is quite as worthy an object of sympathy as the suflerer under 
opjirebsion ; and the wretch pinioned bencatli the halter, is in no respect tho same os the wretch armed 
against his victim. However, arbitration iu the present ease is to settle tho dispute; and King Otho, j^fter 
I much screaming and blubbering, is already wiping his eyes. His quarrel with us, or, to siioak more properly, 

I Ins spite against us, originates in nothing more offensive than the benefits wo have conferred upon him, and 
j our occasional advice to him from time to time to govern constitutionally. 

I Of incidents from abroad there arc none worth remark. The daily occurrences in Paris, whether it be 
j eiusades of the police against the poor f.ulcd trees of hberty, or the groat police engagement against the 
j Howlers flung aroutid the funeml column of the* victims of the 24th February on the recent annivomory of 
that notable day, or the bepuffed revelations of Chcmi tho shoemaker against the revolutionary heroes, are 
simply contemptible. Nor in truth is much more to bo said for the solemn farce at Berlin in which Frederick 
\\ illiam lately took the oaths to the new constitution of Prussia, protesting tbat ho sliould govern for the 
luturo in accordance with the new laws and responsibilities placed around the Prussian throne, but at tho 
same time declaring that he was to bo obeyed as governor, not because it pleased himself or any body else, 
but because God had so ordained. Such a preposterous jumble of constitutional doctrine and divine right 
' was i>robabIy never listened to. 


Tho accounts from Pans state that the recent pro- 
ceeding, on tho part of the authorities, of cutting dowm 
I the trees of liberty in oU parts of the city, has given rise 
to serious popular disturbances. On the 4th inst. 
the artisans of tho quarter St. Martin assembled in a 
large and tumultuous mob, and attacked tho police 
while employed in cutting down soriic of those trees. 

I Ihe police repulsed the crowd, but were attacked with 
1 ffiry ^ increasing numbers ; and several of them were 
I wounded with hammers and sharp weapons. Tho mili- 


tary were promptly called out by General Chongarnior 
and the rioters were put to flight, with loss of some two 
hundred or more of prisoners. In the course of the 
I riot, General Lamoricifiro, passing in a' coach, was 
hauled from his seat, and roughly handled, before he 
could retreat to the shelter of a bouse ; he escaped at 
last, covered with mud. On the following day some 
slight collisions again occurred on the removal of more 
trees. Tho government issued a notice in the morning, 
stating that no more would be removed if they were not 
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made seditious centres. ^Sevend persons haying defied 
this notice, by lia^igiii^ symbo^ of revolution on a tree 
in the Rub & Hlimn, tho police were ordered to pro- 
ceed with thoiv WOfk ; and under the protectioa of^e 
aeddiery the ofibniuaive task was completed. 

A horribla mnrder and suicide We been committed 
ih Pariti, A lieutenant of the d6th Regiment of tW 
line, lodging in the Rue du llayre, killed his mist^efii 
with his aword, and then threw himself from his windfbw 
into ^e itreet. He was killed on Ihe spot. , 

*!1|C King of Prussia, together with the two chambers, 
took the oath to the new constitution in the HaU of 
Knights, on the 6th ; divine serrioe having first been 
adbte:^ed in the cathedral. The King and the Princes of 
the blood royal entered the hall together ; the Prince of 
Pmsna absented hmiself : the two chamberb were pre- 
sent in mass, packed together wherever they could 
stand in the narrow hall : the constitution of we 31st 
January lay on a table in front of the throne. The 
King haring taken his seat, rose, and in a tone fiolcinn, 
though not without humour, said he would a\ail himsell 
of the last occasion to address them unbound by the 
influence df ministerial responsibility, llis Maiesty's 
speech, which was patriotic in tone, and delivered with 
much earnestness, was listened to ivith eager attention ; 
loud hurruns burst from the assembly at its close. 
Count Brandenburg approached, and rc ad the formula of 
the oath. The King, uncovering himself, pronounced the 
oath, raising his hand and ewes to heaven, and then 
with fervour exclaimed . “ I, Frederick William, swear 
it — sweai' it so true— God help me \ The ministers 
W'ere sworn to be faithful and obedient to the King, and 
conscientiously to observe the constitution. All the 
meikbers of the two chambers were in like iorm sworn, 
each separately, and each according to his religious 
belief, raising three fingemof thb right hand, and adding 
the oharactoristac asseveration of Ins uTcd. The minister 
then addressed the King in terms of homage and grati- 
tude ; the King replied by an invocation of God’s 
blessing on the work, and departed; and the assemblage 
broke up with ]ou4 shouts of ajiplause. 

A letter from Vi€7ma, of the 30th January’, reports a 
disaster from a snow-storm, in the neighbourhood ol 
"Wieselburg. About 108 artillerymen rtceived orders to 
march from Kickolsdorf to Parendorf. When on the 
road which leads across a great heath, they w ere surprised 
by such a terrific snow-storm that they soon completely 
lost their way, and many of them were froren to death. 
A few, utter suffering inexpressibly, managed to reach 
some of the ncighbouimg villuges, and sent out the 
peasantry in search of their unfortunate comrades ; but, 
alas ! the twenty or twenty-fiyc first found, among whom 
was the captain of thb company, were already dead 
The* latter was on liis knees. The rest have since been 
brought in dead or so frozen that tliere is but little hope 
of their recovery. 

Intelligence from Lisbott has been received to the 9th. 
A stringent law against the press had been presented in 
the chamber of deputies. Violent attaclu hud been 
made on Thomar in the chambers, and equally severe 
remarks u|>on him had been indulged m by tlie press 
The government have a maiority. Saldaiiha had been 
dismissed from hk office. The Prince dc Joiuvillc hud 
been entertained uith great distinction at the palace, 
and much importance was attached to his arrival in 
Portugal. 

Accounts from Home describe murders to be of nightly 
occurrence in the streets. On the 11th, General Para- 
guay H’Hilliers issued the following proclamation : — 

Inhabitants of Rome — The Genem-in-chief, with a 
view of pitting an end to the vile assassinations that 
endanger wd li rtis of the officers umd soldiers of the army, 
orders that iiQ person shall henceforward carry about 
him knives* stilettos, or any instrument applicable to 
the penpetmticin of a crime. Whoever shall be found 
with such snaKahmit his person shall be instantly idiot.” 
—The life of the Piince m Musignano, son of the Prince 
of Caninoi^ was •UaB|ited on the 9th instant. While 


on the Corso with his sister, he lifted one of many 
bouquets thrown to him, and offered' it to his sister, 
wlm was looking in another dfrcctlim cxplorivc con- 
in the flowers butst in his han^.*''^^he prince was 
badly but not dangerously wnanued in ttlie hand and 
thigh, and tlie princess was Hljightly wounded in tho leg. 
One hundred nnd flftj’^ persons wgre arrested. It is 
further stated that Austria, having demanded that her 
arms should be replaced at Rome with the usual pennp, 
the Pope asked General Paraguay D’Hilliers whether 
on such an occasion he could answer for tho tranquillity 
of the capital ; to which the General had replied that 
he could answer for iiotliing, and that his troops would 
be consigned to their ImrrackB •and remain perfectly 
neutral The idea of festdring the Austrian arms had 
lieen abandoned in consequenoe of this answer. The 
loan to the Roman government has been taken by tlio 
house of Rothschild. The amount is 3*'), 000,000 francs, 
divided into 42^000 bonds of 7H francs each. The diffi- ' 
culties connected with this loan have for some time past 
been considered the principal obstacle to the return of 
the Pope to Rome, and it is now thought that there will 
be no further delay. 

A letter from Ntiplcs of the 18th, announcob that the 
King, at tho Ruggefc^tion of the Pope, had granted an 
amnesty to all tho Neapolitans uho had fought against 
tho Austrians in Lomboitly and at Venice. In the pro- 
vince of zVqiula no loss than 1840 priboners had been 
restored to libcrtj The aimnohtj, however, did not 
extend to persons detained for political olienccs of a 
domestic nature. 

Advices from Athens of tho 19th state, that Admirnl 
Parker, having arrnod vitli liis fitet, had demanded 
from the Grt. k go\ernmcnt tho payment, m ithin twenty- 
four hours, of all mone) s du(' to tlie Pntuh, or protected 
British subject'., fiom Greece; also that the island oi 
Sapentia and Cabrera^ ofl the south-vest side of tlu 
Morea, and vhieh form a part of the Ionian Isles, should 
be immediateh given uj) to him, threatening, in the 
event of refusal, to blockade the Pinrus and make 
reprisals. Otlio, however, refused the demand in toto, 
and Admiral Parker had eonsequenllj taken possession 
of the men-of-Mar in the I’lrrous, and blinkaded th' 
coast The islands of Cabrera and Sapienxa had also 
been talcen I'ossession of by English parties. 

The advices from York arc to the 9th instant 
• The President had addnssed to (Vngress a nie'-sngi 
, recommending that the constitution vhich (\ilifornia 
i proposes for itself shall recei-ve the sanction of C ongrtss 
! The message v a-, founded on the constitutional i»ght of 
, eveiy new state to decide for itself whether slavery 
i shall or shall not be among its iastitulions ; thus com- 
bating the piinciple of the Wilmot proviso, that slavery 
I shall be excluded from all new U’entoiK's. In the 
! particular instance of California, the new state lues 
already decided against the existence of slavery within 
its confines. 

In the senate, Mr. Clay had moved resolutions in- 
i vohing a setlh ment for the present of the slave question. 

1 lie proposed to admit Colifoniia as a state ; to establish 
. temtoridl governments over all other ncvly-aequired 
countries without reference to slavery; to abolish all 
i traffic in slavciy in the district of (’olumbia, but to 
L declare it inexpedient to abolish slavery there without 
, the consent ol the citiEons and the citusensof Maryland; 

L also assuming tlu debt of Texas. Mr. Clay advocated 
his resolutions with effect, and induced the senate to 
defer their consideration sonic days for the same calm 
and patient consideration he had given them. 

Four bills were before the senate on the buhject of 
appropriating public lands. They propose the free 
granting of 160 acres of land to all applicants, wliether 
native w foreign, on the condition of their resnlinguptm 
them and calti\ating them. 

A senous Affair with Pirates has taken pkee in the 
river beba, on the coast of Africa. An English merchant 
vessel, trading on the coast, was seized by a body of 
pirates, and some of the crow were shot. The governor 
I of Bathurst obtained from tho French governor of 
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Senegal a small wnr-steamer and some m^incs, to assist 
in punishing those banditti and retaking the vessel. 
An expodition, of l!Wo Bdltidh and the Freceh vessel, 
was formed agsdnet the uland in the montli of the river 
which the pirates inhabitaA One of the B,ritish vess^g, 
the Tcazer^ and the Ruby Frenchman) having gone 
up tlio creek where the isl^d is situated, anchored off 
the place where they were to land. The Centaur, being 
too lai^e to come up ao fkr, sent up her boats, twelve in 
number, while she remained about three miles down. 
Captain Buckle, of the Centaur, and Lieutenant Stlwyn, 
gommandor of the Teazer, then went m advance of the 
other boats near the shore, intending to demond the 
restitution of the vessel together with the men who 
mussed the crew ; wheil he was ffred at. The ball 


took effect on Mr. Youn^, midshipman of tU© Centaur, 
dangerously wounding him in the broastl iTie Tcazei 
and Ruby, together with the boats that had cannon, 
then opened a furious cannonade, which lasted* nearly 
half-an-honr. Tho natives stcrod it without ant^ering 
a shot. They then attempted to land from the boats: 
however, the first that came near the bush, which 
they had to pass through, received a volley which 
took great effect, killing Lieutenant Crocket, com- 
manding the marines, and dangerously wounding eight 
others, sailors and marines. They then withdrew, and 
our men landed without further opposition; and after 
beating aliout for some time, rt'turned to tlieir vessels. 
The next day the party went ten miles up the creek, and 
recovered the vessel without oppusitiem or seeing a man.

(h SM ed Of translations three may be mentioned. 

We have had a vivid English version of an Hungarian 
no\i‘j, calh d The V dkigc Notary, by the Baion Eotv'os. 
whuh has an interest even beyond its graphic scents 
uiui chiracLcristic portraiture, in its clever repres^nta- 
ti«)n ot tho actual working of the local and self-governing 
instil ut ions of Hungary, with all their abu«5es, as well 
a** their points of merit. Guizot’s treatise, On tlio 
Catispb 0/ the Sweess of the Englibh Jiemtufwn, 
IG VO-1688, haii had tho advantage of incomparable 
translation by Mrs. Austin, and is a thoughtful ghiiice 
over a momentous half century of our English annfUs 
hy a writer of keen and calm historical insight. 
It must lo confeased, however, that its contiibution 
to the philosophy cither of politics or history is not 
groat. For such a man as Guizot, relatively to the 
greatness of the subject, it is little more than a 
schoolboy theme. The Memoirs of (^ordinal PaceOy 
which hav^' been translated ve^ cleverly by Sir George 
Head, derive their priacipjd intcrc'st from tho fact of 
the writer having been secretapr of state lo Pius the 
Seventh, when the latter was seized by Napoleon. The 
mishaps of Pio Nono have, to a certain small extent, 
renewed the interest of that passage of history; and 
will probably obtain a more respectable audience for 


tho good e.xrdinars narrative, than its somewhat dull 
self-importance might otherwise have claimed. 

Mr. Carljle lias comiiic need, under the title of Latter 
Lkn/ Pamp/detSy a senes of monthly lucubrations on 
Condilion-of-England questions, and matters afl’ecting 
»^ho universe* gcneidlly, which seem likely to attract no 
small atbmtinii and discussion. Mlss Martiiieau has 
bi ought her Continuation of the Pictorial Hnfory to a 
close. Another very interesting volume of Soutlicy’s 
Life and Correspondence has been issued; oud our 
month’s Kimmary of publications v^iH be* feufliciently 
cemiplete when mention has bet*n made of two somewhat 
clever hooks of travel. The hrst is, Baxter’s Impress 
sions of ikmtheni and Central Luropey Avhieh are somc- 
Avhat hitter impressions, not at all likely to bo palatable 
to people who don’t like ugly things called hy ugly 
names. The second is a denunri ition of Turwy and 
its Destiny y in two bulky volumes, by Mr. Mac Farlano, 
wliobc hero is the Emperor of Russia, and who writes 
this enormous party pamphlet to prove that the pool 
gi’iind old empire of the cast is at last aii-ivcd at its 
“ dying agonies.” 

Several new dramatic pieces have been produced 
during this month. 'Jhe principal were — Petnbntiony a 
romantic play by Mr.' George Bennett, at Sadle‘r’s 
Wells ; The Ifiohlc TieaiL a tragic play in three* acts by 
Mr. M. G. Lewes, at the Olympic ; and Old Love and 
New Fortumy a fivo-act play in blank verse, by Mr.

I .I'ltiibiislimciit would at once he ])ut in ju'iil The (hurcli c.st.ihijslieil by tJie nation caiiuot exist inde- 
jft'inhiiilv ol the nation* nor can it fall into these unseemly disputes without loBing Boino part of the 
aiiilhcit} )\\ w^liieh it exists l-wery fresh outb leak oV such f.inaticism has its eftect upon tho*'peoplc, how- 
ever liillc ]iercoptible at the time ; lor they aie not ignorant that the brawling priests hold their bishopries, 
ai cluhaeonrifs, and viear.igc's b} tlie very pow'cr and tyranny they arc constantly denouncing. They know 
pi'i'fe ‘ily W(*ll that Protestantism, a it now^ exists with the siqiport of the State, is the sole bulwaik against 
eiiuius and an tli on ties always clashing and cbiiming to ho eo-oidiiiate, which its removal would bring at once into 
mtciiieeinc conthet. They have hiilui’to been true to it, and been willing and wise to adbere to it, because 
under ittlioy liavc enjoyed the benefits of the most ])raetically tolerant church system ever invented; hut let 
it once bo settled by authonty that Tiuetariamsia is the tiue exponent of its spirit, and the question will not 
be one of reform, but of removal. The English pcoido will never again trouble thcnibelvcs to reform an 
eslablishincut which they may happen to dislike. 

Hierc would thus apjjcar to be miicli more reason to object to the Privy Council’s tolerance of High Clmrch 
Philpot.t‘<. than to its toleraueo ot Low Church Gorham; and this is the feeling of a majoiity of true Protes- 
tants, and honest members of the church. Put the fanatic.^ will not see it ; and scarcely a w'cek passes m 
Inch the question of some fresh ccclo.siastical outrage docs not startle friends of the (‘stabJi.shmeiit into 
idarmod question of what the next madness will be. One of the most recent siiecimons of high church 
nii istianity was a flat refusal to marry a ) <)nng coujile, on the plea that the man had not been confirmed, but 
in roalitv because he hn/.l preferred giving notice out of church to having the b;?nns ])iil)li&hcd in church. 

* As you have been asked liy the guardians, let tlie guardians marry you," was the decent sneer of the 
jjattern divine ; and the result was the birth of a bastard child, wdiicli, but for that uu-Christian refusal of the 
rites of tlio church, would have been boru legitimate. What a comment on the spirit of a clergyman’s teticbing ! 
Two young persous v/ho had erred, claim the service of a minister of the Gosjiel to aid them iu their escape 
from Sin ; hut so far from the helping hand being given, they are thrust back into its worsts temptation and most 
erului’ing shame. The reverend man had some decency, notwithstanding. He did not quote the Saviour’s “ fcjin 
no more,” to support his own refusal to snatch them from further dcgnidatioii. So much modesty is not com- 
mon to all his brethrem The cursing priest wJio figured iu our last summary, for instance, lias since defended 
his iinprewiiti^ wuth Scripture warrant ; protesting that be had but quoted St. Paul’s denunciatiou against 
falsifiers of the Gospel. In other words, thia tolerant and Christian miniator would bring under the awful 
curse of the Apostle, all who have sanctioned the plan of education adopted at a particular training scliool in 
connection witli tho adininiatratiou of the government Hy.stem by tlio Committee of the J*rivy Council. That 
is, ho would curse the whole Qoveminciit to begin with ; thou he w’^ould throw iu tho few gopd and pious 
prelates who have assisted them in this matter ; he w'ould next offer up the entire libeml minority of the 
elnu’ch; imd would complete the holocaust by bringing the sacred Head of tho church Iicrhclf within St. 
Paul’s imprecation. And all for w'hat ? Admitting to the extreme the error charged, it would be no more 
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than an error of conscientionsncas — a means mietoken for a purpose confessedly benevolent. But the man 
guilty of such wicked maljice to Ms fellow-men, knows perfectly well that he differs onlv in degree from a 
iaige and powerful eiSfction of ministers of higher rank and authority in the church, and from nien of dis- 
tinction and inffuence both branches of the legislature, who arc substantially as guilty as himseff of hurling 
similar imprecations against those who have merely opposed the exclusive claims of a particular party of 
, bigots to control the geneml civilisation of England. The lato carping debate in the House of Lords on 
the working df the Goveniment scheme, tUid in awful deprecation of the success of Mr. Fox’s scheme, 
meant this if it meant any tiling. Well might Lord Brougham warn their lordships, that, 'in the conflict, Education 
Was falling to the groimd “ instead of winging its w'ay through wind, and air, and mounting aloft to Hs 
naidve sides.” 

A sd|fer practical translation of that eloquent flight of his Lordship’s happens to lie close at hand. Let ns - 
take some very recent gaol returns presented to the House of Commons, in proof of the connection of ignorance 
; and crime, and of the responsibility of our legislature and platform -brawlere for the continuance of both. The 
! returns arc alphabetical, and our examples shall be taken impartially from the four first letters of the alphabet. 

' Of a hundred and ninety-six prisoners at Abingdon, thirteen were in utter ignorance, and unable to repeat the 
Lord’s Prayer ; fifty-two could not read ; and ciglity-lhrce knew neither the Creed nor the Commandments. In 
Bedford the great majority of the prisoners were iguorant, stupid, unconcerned, and unacquainted with the 
commonest Scripture phrases. In the Berkshme County Oaol, out of six hundred and thirty-one prisoners, 
two hundred and thirty-six were ignorant of the alphabet, wdiile two hundred and four were uuiiistructed in 
the firat principles of the Christian faith, and ignonmt even of the Saviour’s name. The chaplain 
observes in his report that Chilch'cn, oi’ men still childish, hud indeed Iciirned to read and write, but had 
not learned to think about or undci-staiitl anything which they had been taught. That is, in strict 
oonsonaiioe with the Sunday-school system wdiich w'as described ‘in our last summary, the ears had 
heard, and the tongue had Icamcd utterance, but the inmd had received uo idea, no impression. 
Lamentable is it, proceeds this excellent man, that even the criminal population of a Christian land 
^ould show a proportion of onc-third strangers to the veiy simplest truths of icligioii. The report 
of the Brecon chajilain is somewhat similai*. > He says that tliough the majority of prisoners can read 
imperfectly, yet their education has been so defective that they have uo notion of the bearing and 
conueetioii of one part of a sentence wdth another, or of the meaning of words of continmd occuiToiice in 
Scripture. Nine out of ten were utterly ignorant of the mere.'^t mdiments of Christianity; six out often 
did not know whoso sou Jesus Christ w'as, nor wherefore he came into the w’orld ; and five out of ton did 
not know the name of tlio Queen. In Buckinghamshire about one half of the prisonei's could nxid and 
write, and one fourth could read (without apjiai’cntly mulcrstandiiig') easy passages of Scripture ; but 
another fourth were in complete ignorance, and thi.s ignorance, the chaplain adds, liad been unifonnly 
accompanied by the greatest depravity. In Cambridge, one of our highest seats of Christian learning, out of 
two hundred and twenty-nine prisoners, only one handred and forty were able to road, eight-nine could not 
read, sixty-one could not repeat the Lord’s IVayer, and oighty-cight wen' ignorant of tbi* Commandments 
and the Creed. In Cornwall, out of six hundred and eiglity-eight prisoners, three hundred and four could 
neither read nor write, wliile one Imndrcd and thirty-nnie could not ix'jicat the Lord’s Prayer, luid were 
jgnorant of the Saviour’s name. Finally, in Doi-sct, out of six hundred and seventy-four prisoners, four 
hundred and nine did not understand the meaning of the Lord’s Prayer, and a hundred and nineteen were 
entirely ignorant, one or two of the very name, and all of the work and mission, of the Kedeomer. 

Let the rcfodcr imagine the otlier twenty letters of the alphabet supplying cases yet more striking than 
these, and measure the guilt of respouHihility for obstructing education in England ! Let him imngine how 
far the curse of the great Apostle might indeed be found applicable to men, who, in place of grappling with 
gigantic evils so directly claiming the application of their functions, are playing at little holy games of penance 
and confession ; are transforming the manly services and liturgy of our Protestant Chiu-ch into somctliing little 
batter than the incantations of a parcel of howling dervishes ; and, learned in flowers, processions, genuflexions, 
surplices, candles, altar-piccep, offertories, and binging men and boys, a**e only ignorant wlicn the Gospel has 
to be exiMDundod, or the vital truths of Christuuiity enforced. Again, however, in justice it is to be said, that 
such jnummeiies luid follies could not exist for a day without countenance from tho higher auUioritics. As 
surely as Mr. Gorham would have been driven out of the clmi cli by the Bishop of Exeter, but for the prudent 
control established at the Reformation ; so sui‘cly arc tlic nicn who liave insulted the Reformation, such as 
Mr. Bennet and Mr. Allies, only retained within the chuixli by favor of the Bishop of Loudon and the Bisliop 
of Oxford. 

Yet the House of Lords, which desires No More education, is quite readj’’ to raise the ciy of More bishops ! 
Most vigorously was it shouted forth in the discussion on the'Ecclesiastical Commission Bill, when, moderate 
as tlie proposed provisions ai-e for the appropriation of laige surplus revenues to the succour pf the poor 
working clergy, nothing was so vehemently insisted upon ns that such provisions would preclude the creation 
of new bishoprics. With notliing but the wealthy “ prizes” do their lordships sympathise. The clause 
for lowering the emoluments of cathedral deans from fifteen hundred to a thousand a year was disabled, and 
that for consolidating the episcopal with the common fund was tluown out altogether. Lord Stanley led the 
opposition on this point, and frankly stated his objection to mixing the two funds. If they were not kept 
apaft, he said, the parochial clergy would liave a plausible ground for complaining, tlict, in establishing a new' 

. bishopric, funds were taken which might have been ajiplied for the support of forty clergymen. This was . 
at least candid; and it is to be hoped will not be forgotten, either when tho next appeal is made fora ; 
plethoric bishop, or the next complaint for a starving curate. That tho one class may be overpaid the other 
must be stiutod, it is thus plainly confessed ; nor must forty working clergymen he simply satisfied now, 
lest, tho chance should bo run hereafter of undei’gorgmg oue right reverend prolate. The Bisliop of St, ^ 
Asaph fXK>Baple ted the self-exposures of this memorable debate, by protesting ho was convMefid that no men |

hardly be surprised if he originated a bill for relieving his episcopal brethren of At least the legislative portion ; 
of .tlielr labours. [

Meanwhile this definition of his right reverend brethren as the real labouring classes of England, comes in I 
timely aid and illustration of an admirable remark of Mr. Hoebuek's on the question of extending the 
fi’ancliise, so as to bring the most intoUigent members of the working classes T^dthin its pale. Mr. Huine’s 
, proposal was to tnake the franchise cO’Oxistont with the poor-rate, to take the votes by ballot, and to limit 
tile duration of parliamont to three years ; all excellent proposals, though it may be doubtful whether some- 
tliing better tlian a uniform franchise, something that would be more likely to include the different conditions 
presumptive of education and intelligence, might not be devised. The proposition was opposed, of couree, 
by the hackneyed cry of propertj^ as a necessiuy basis of the franchise, and by the old conventional distinctions 
between property and labour; as if either property or labour could be so strictly defined, as accurately to ! 
nioasure the guarantees of the one, or the iion-restramts of the other. For in regard to property, would any 
one dream of asserting that the prudences arising out of its possession wei*o to be rated by its positive 
magnitude rather than by its value in the eyes of its possessor, or that the working man with ten or twenty 
pounds in a savings’ bank might not have an interest in property a thousand times more vivid and intense 
than a needy spendthrift with hia noiniiial thousands a-year? And as for labour, if a labouring man is to be 
excluded, why should the Bishop of St. Asaph remain^ But no wiser tiling could bo said on this head 
than was said by Mr. Roebuck, though without the inspiration of the Bishoji of St. Asaph’s discovery. Was 
not the whole character of the entire country, he asked, as one piece of paper, shaded all over with the shade 
of labour; darker here and lighter there, it was true, hut still all shaded,, except perhaps where the house of 
lords (when a bishop didn't happen to be present, ho should have interposed) occupied one small Hjict of light 1 
"Where, on this dark page of work, all occujued with labour, from the lowest optative to the highest intel- 
loctual labour, were wo to begin to mark out the labouring class? It was an idle bugbear, he added, this 
alarm about the labouring classes ; it arose in a great degree from putting under one name classos wholly 
larious in position, interests, everything ; an<l the sooner we got rid of it the bolter. True : but yet it will not 
he ivholly got rid of, till the present deplorable ignorance of apart of tiie population of labour is first got rid of. 
That is the real chuiger. That is the bar to anything like immediate and general concession of the franchise ; 
though unquestionable guarantees ])oth of couduct and intelligence already exist, sufficient to waiTant its 
instant and large increase; and with every stej) of advance m the latter respect, the country w^ill make so 
many advances to its own content, ani.’ clciu'auce from the pest of trading agitators. 

The work of the iigitators for protection, by the wray, has been greatly simplified and assisted during the 
)»ast month, by the fact of a section of the free-tnulers giving them unexpected support. To such a pitch of 
distress has free-trade brought Liio country, is noiv the averment of our f.irmeis’ friends, that the country can no 
! longei suppori its needful burdens, or keep up its establishments, or pay its servants properly. Everything 
I must be reduced. "Whereupon some score or so of freetraders echo the ciy, and consent to play the game of 
I tlieir enemies by way of spitiug their friends into economy. Vet is this an ill reward to men wlio had 
brought on themselves the protectionist clamour about burdens, by no uorso miscarriage tiiaii that of relieving 
the country, fertile bake of tree-trade, of Jts.gi*eatcbt burden of all. If they had only done nothing; they 
would not now have boon asked to do an> thing They suffer as the Chancellor of the Exchequer does for a 
f I tccossful stroke in linaiico. Pool’ Sir dharlcs Wood has ht‘en all the mouth undergoing the troubles and 
distresses of a nur])lus. Wliat is a indhon and a half amidst claims that would swallow up fifty millions? 
Mr. Disr vcli would confiscate the whole sum in the shape of a tran.sfi‘r of local burdens to the consolidated 
fund, Mr, Drummond would put more of it in the pockets of the landlords by reducing establishments, 
’fiihbcr carries n motion in its own behalf m tlie House of Commons. Stam])S eomi>lain that they will not 
be distributed anew, so as to relic\e small jiropcrtios, and draw higher sums from properties that are large. 
Malt says it baji as good a claim as bricks : hops claim ju’cce<loiico over malt; tea says it has a hotter claim 
than either ; the newspaper stani]) cries out in the name of knowledge ; the advertisement duty has many 
T>oo): chents t»> clamour for; and even bricks, most lucky commodity of clay, comjdam that their remisyion is 
not accompanied by a drawback, and their bread buttered on both sides. Poor, luckless, prosperous, Cluui- 
eellor of the Exchequer ! But in what ho has done, if he has offended powerful claimants, whom in any case 
he could liardly have satisfied, he has at least offered service where there w’.'is little power to enforce, and there- 
fore more need to receive. It is the poor who will be chiefly beiiefittcd by th(‘ remission of the duty on 
bricks. They wdll feel it in the improved comfort of their dw^elliugs, where reformation is btill so nUich 
icquired for the sake of morals, not less than for that ol cleanlnicss and health.

the 4th inst. the house went into commit te#* on the 
Processions {Ireland) Bill. The I)uke of Wki,- 
LrxQTON objected to the bill, as not going far enough, 
lie n(‘vcr could understand the reuson w hy the Legiisia- 
ture should not prevent persons in Ireland from appear- 
ing abroad with arms ; a privilege \vhicli he ventured to 
say docs not exist for the people of any other portion of 
the civilised world. "Why should any person bo allowed 
to ap7»ear with arms, except for sporting, as in this coun- 
try > and w hy not require every man appearing abroad 
with arms to produce his certificate, or be deprived of 
his arms, and he called to account ffir possessing them 
under such circumstances ? He gave notice, that cither 
on the report or at the third reading, he should propose 
a cl du.se, and he hoped the government would not object 
to it to earrj’^ out his opinion. 

The Marquis of Lanhdownt! observed, that it would 
be difficult to introduce snch a <dause into a “ bill to 
restrain party processions ; and he questioned' the expe- 
diency of converting the bill into an arms bill' though 


far fiom saxing that it might not be neces.sary to intro- 
duce one. Lord Stanluy saw the force ofthi-s objection, 
and suggested, that the penalty of forfeiture of arms 
should be iwiposi'd on armed appearance m procession, 
as well as f)ii refusal to separate after command 

The hill pas«w‘d through committee, and wjis reported. 

The above hill Avas read a third time on the 8th. The 
Duke of Wkj.linotdn proposed a clause declaring tha4: 
arms borne by persons as'>cmbled to the number of three 
or more, should be seized and forfeit. The Maiquis of 
LansuoW'.vb declan d, upon information w^hich he should 
be happy to show privately to the Duke of Wellington, 
that, althongh the introduction of the clause would not 
prevent the passing of the bill in the House of Comnioii-s, 
it would occa.sion such delay that it would not he pjisacd 
in time to prevent an outrage on the 17th of Aliwch: 
Ribandincn were malting preparations to violate the law 
on that day, and to renew the collisions wducli had so 
often ended in bloodsliod. The existing Arms Act, pw- 
nounced by IjOt» 1 Clarendon to be “ the best ever pus.sc^, * 
would have to be leuewed this summer, and into that 
bill Lord Lansdowne pledged himself to introdtH^o a 
' clause like that now proposed. The clause was witlb' 
drawn. But after some discussion. Lord MonteaGIjE 
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mduced miitisteht to ao^uiesoc in a clause -which -would 
- subject to forfeiture arms borne by persons in procesr 
sid^UE, forbidden by the bill itself. 

' On the 11th, ^arl Granville moved the second 
reading of the Jtmlway Audit Billy and after rec^itu- 
lating the details of the measure alluded to the bill 
I prepared by certain shareholders of the North-Western | 
Railway, to which the government could not give their 
support, because it would not secure a continuous and 
indc^ndent audit. Lord Stanley would not oppose the 
second reading of the bill if the government would pro- 
mise ^liOt to press it forward too rapidly. He had been 
requested to take charge of the other audit hill, to which 
Lord Granville had alluded, and though he was little 
verse in railway matters himself, he hoped the house 
would not object to have the bill printed ; and trusted 
that though the government bill might be read a second 
time, yet its rival -would receive a due share of consider- 
ation. Lord Monte A.OLE again expressed his satisfaction 
that the government had taken this (question iij), and 
hoped the house would remember tlic immense amount 
of property sunk in railways, qs well as the fact that the 
accounts 01 those companie.s had got into such confusion 
that no confidence was placed in them. Rublic con- 
fidence could only be restored by an independent audit, 
and as he could not supjiort the government bill in all 
its parts, he thonglit the better com so -would be-tosend 
both bills to a select committee, which could take the 
evidence of gentlemen connected with railways and con- 
versant with financial m.attcrs. Lord Git ^ nville under- 
took not to hurry the bill on Avithout affording due time 
for consideration ; and it w as read a second time. 

On the 14th Earl Guly moved the second reading of 
the Convict Prison Bill. The system Avhich the 
government designed to follow as regards the graver 
class of criminals was explained by him to include a jn-e- 
liminary imprisonment in this country, in w hich separate 
coitfinernont (for a term not exceeding eighteen mouths) , 
education, industrial instruction, and various sjiccic.s of 
corrective discipline were to he employed successsivoly 
or altogether for the purpose of reforming the coiiAicts. 
The principal alterations contemplated by the govern- 
ment were that penal labour, which had alw'ays formed 
'’part of the sentence of transportation, should bo effected 
where it could be more clearly superintended by the 
government, as at Gibraltar or ISIalta ; and that jienal 
labour sliould be preceded by a jieriod of sejiaratc ini- 
priBOnment. They also proposed that the convicts sen- 
tenced to transportation should bo remoA'cd from this 
country, not in a penal condition, hut with conditional 
pardons — as exiles, instead of convicts under sentence 
Lord Grey further entered into details, to show the use- 
ful purposes whicli the convicts had been made to serve 
in Nov South "Wales. Various contrivances were now 
to be added to inci'caac their utility, and protect the 
colonists from danger or expense Free emigration was 
also to he encouraged, so as to avoid the danger of having 
the settlement swamped Avith n criminal popixlatioii. 
For this purpose the legislative grants for emigration 
would bo available, as also to transmit their Avives and 
families to such convicts as should doserve that priA-ilegc. 
The bill was read a second time. 

The Greek Question Avas u^ain brought forward on 
the 15th. Lord Stanley saicV that there were tacts on 
which, he required direct information. He had under- 
stood that, from the period of the acceptance of French 
mediation, hostilities should cease, and that reprisals 
hod been confined to Greek vessels of war, yet that 
limitation liad been set at nought. After referring to 
aoveral public papers, his lordship"complained that Lord 
Palmerston’s despatch to Mr. Wysc^ of the 8th of 
PehTuary, Avhich ought to have. contained instructions 
to' cease hostilities, was silent on the point, and the 
Rri-tish fleet was consequently placed in an unAvorthy 
situation. It had been altogether unnecessary to 
blockade and Capture. France and Russia expected 
that, on the mediation of the former, hostilities should 
immediately cease, and, though the necessary instruc- 
tions bad been left out of the packet, that sg trifling a 
circumstance should not endanger the peace of the 
world. "Wo were bound to protect the Ionian Islands, 
and, wl& France and Russia, to guarantee the indo- 
-pendenw of Greece. It was tlie more necessary to 


ensure a good understanding with France and Russia 
respecting Greece, as on the good understanding Avith 
those powers depended the peace of the world. — The 
Marquis of Lansdowne, after admitting that the noble 
lord had confined himself to facts, replied that, on the 
5th of February, though the Frencli ambassador stated 
that h©- w'as not authorised by his government to make 
an offer on the subject of the affairs of Grec«je in form, 
yet that a priA^atc letter, dated the 5th of February, aa'es 
sent by Lord Palmerston to Mr. Wyse, directing him to 
discontinue the then existing state of things. On the 
7th, the French government made a formal offer, and 
instructions were instantly sent in duplicate, viil Naples 
and i iu Marseilles, on the 15tli and 16th of February, 
to Mr. Wysc, and were carried out by him on the 1st of 
March. Fiven hchwe those instructions the blockade 
had been discontinued by Sir "NV. Parker. The reprisals 
had been limited to a sufficient sum to cover the demand 
made on the Greek gOAcrnmeiit. 

On Monday the 18th, Lord Biioitgham called atten- 
tion to the constitution of the House of Lords and tlic 
Judicial Committee of tin* Privy Council as Courts of 
Appeal fi'oni ike Decisions of our Colonial TribunalSy 
and quoted a number of statistics to shoAV their inade- 
quacy to these duties. He praised the education noAv 
given at the East India College at Haileybury, and im- 
prc‘>‘ied upon the government the importance of sdccting 
highly qualified judges for ('ur colonial possessions, 
strongly condomniiig the paltry salaries of judicial func 
tionaries there, and the miserable policy Avhieh, by 
paying them insulheicntly, and refusing them retiring 
pensions, prevented tin best lawyers from aeeepting 
these ajipointments. IL' cone! lulecl by moving a senes 
of resointions in accoidaiiei' Avith bis speech. ITie reso- 
lutions Aveie laid upon the table and ordered Lo be 
liriiited. 

A little Personal Sparrinf/, between Jjords Brougham 
and Stanley, aninsod the house on the. 21st. Loid 
Biiot GUAM, in referring to the contemplated exhitiition 
in 1851 of the Avorks of all nationSj.^’aittwdod to the 
eircumstanec of his ha\ing been designat'd by Lu]i^ 
Stanley at the Lord Mayor’s dinner on the jircAdOttS 
evening, as his “ vol.itiro friend.” “ Volatile,” 

Lord Brougham, “means flighty; but I, to , a 

speech made in my presence iti the House of Sords, 
have never flown to the House of Mayors.” — L okI 
Stani.ia was sorry he had oeeasioned disi^hictude to 
his noble and lenrned and very gr.iAT and discreet 
frictul ; but he liacl been ‘-somewhat volatile.” “In 
point of acuteness, activity, rapidity, and pungency, s-il 
volatile is nothing Avhen compared Avith iny noble an. I 
learned friend You mtn/ put a stopper of glass or 
le.ather on that etlu'rial essence ; hut 1 defy any human 
power, even that f)f my noble and learned friend him- 
self, to put an)-^ .stvippcr, t itlicr of glass, or leather, or 
any other material, over the activity, ingenuity, and 
pungency of his mind. Volatile his wit and readiness 
of humour are, hut acrimonious or offensive never ; that 
I shall at all 4inie.s be prepared lo dcn 3 \ I hope the 
long friendship bctAvcqn us will not be disturbed for a 
.single moment by the expression I used I Avill form a 
more, correct estimate of hi.s character •. I Avill look on 
him, not as one of those great, rapid, and energetic 
men, who take part in any and every question — and 
como in with such velocity that they seem not many 
questions but one continuous question ; but as a man of 
ti grave, serious, plodding, and ratlier sIoav and heavy 
nature — not hasty in taking up a subject, nor in laying 
it down — nor in expressing his opmion upon it — unless 
he had previously considered it in every light and in 
every hearing.

'Hiursday, the L\Sth of h'chruarv, in the House of 
Commons, Mr. IIuah: moved tor leaAc to bring in a 
I bill to Anifoid (hv j\idionnf Hcjircacnfahon^ by extend- 
; ing the elective IVanchise to resident oceupiers of housis 
orlodgi'is foi a year, lated to the poor; by enacting 
' that Aotes shall he taken by h.dlot; the duration of 
parliaments limited to throe years; and iln' proportion of 
I roprc'.f ntatives made more consi.stciit with the amount 
of jiroperty The debate Avhicli ensued was not cluirac- 
; terised by noA^elty, the usual topics being urged on

, Lord PALMEiiSToy, on Monday the 4th of Mareli,

I had been made upon Greek vessels in order to obtain 
I security for satifying onr demands, and that the reprisals 
Were thought, at the date of the last accounts, the 18th 
of Februarj’, to be sufficient for the purpose ; that the 
good offices of the French government had been accepted, 

! nut that the French negotiator had not arrived ; that 
diplomatic relations witli Greece liad not been suspended, 
Mr. Wytte being still in diplomatic intercourse with the 


Greek government, and his lordship menlipiicd a con- 
firmatory fact, which, however, appeared td bo, rather 
amusing than convincing to the house, namely that the 
Briti.sh fleet had fired a salute in honour of th^r Queen 
of Greece. — J'ho Parliahieivktry roters (Ireland) Bill 
W'as considered in eonpnittec. ^>ir R. Feruu.son moved 
the omission of the 2nd clause, which gave a title to 
vote to joint-oecupiers rated at 8/. each ; but after some 
discussion, upon a division the clause was retained by 
14*1 against 104. C’lause 3, creating a freehold county 
francliisc of the rated value of 61., W'as oppo.sed by 
Mr. Reynolds, as a dangerous innovation, opening 
the door to fictitious voters, since neither occupancy por 
payment of rati's is ri'quirod. Sir Frederick Thesioeh 
followed up tile objection, and in a long speech supported 
an amendment by Avhich he proposed to secure that 
the 51. value should be net value above all rates ajid 
charges ’J'he amendment was rejected, by lOG to 30. — 
Clause G, creating a borough franchise for 81. occupants, 
was critici.sed by :i number of ln.sh members, as too high 
in A^nlue; Lord CASTi/EUEAnn, Mr. Monsfll, and 
Mr. !M‘Ci:Li.Aai£ joining in the representatioriB that 
an 8/. franchise is higher for Ireland than a 10/. one for 
England; and urging reconsideration of the matter in 
favour of a 61. franchise. — Lord John Russell resisted 
all importunities ; stating, that if the proposal of 61. 
Averc adopted there would be little chance of the bill 
passing lliis session. A 51. amendment W'^as necatiAed, 
by 142 to 9p. 

On Tuesday, the ijtb, Mr. Slankv moved for a com- 
mittee to consider on the plans wdiich might be dtwised 
for the Social JwpyorcmenI of the l.ahourinfj Clashes. 
(k)iieerning the di'^tressed condition of those classes, the 
honourable inemln r (ntcred into many details. He 
slioAved, by the returns of mortality, pauperism, and 
criminality, liow avhIi* and excessive Avas tbo destitution 
under which they Avero now suffering. Tho causes of 
this d('i)lorable state of things ought to he discovered, 
and the remedies pointed out. In an economical point 
of AioAV, the qiKstion Avns most important. Want and 
its eon.s(‘quclle<>.^, in tho .shape of ho.spitals, gaols, AA’ork- 
housi'K, transportation, and all thi'ir accessories, amounted 
altogether, for England alone, to an aggregate of twenty- 
seven millions, and lor the w'hole of the United Kingdom* 
could not be less than forty millions annually. All the 
remedial measures, for improving the education, pro- 
tecting the hc'alth, and increasing the emjiloymcnt of 
the poorer classes, had originated Avilh private members, 
and had neither received due attention fiom the govern- 
ment, nor attrarti'd its fitting share of interest in parlia- 
ment. He enneliuled with dcriouneing tho laisftez-jaire 
system of legislation.^ — The motion w^as directly opposed 
by Mr. 'I’uKi aavney, as^ a proposition to do lor the 
AAorking-elas.«es Avhat they ought to do for themselves* 
by Mr. Cami’hei.i., as an attempt to constitute an unpdid 
commission tor doing what a paid commission Avould do 
better; and by JNlr Stam'oiui, on the ground that it 
is unnecessary — il gi'nth'raen AVould voluntarily devote 
thcm.selve.s to the inquiry during the recess, tln ir labours 
eould not lail of being advantageous to the government. 
Sir George GitEV bore Aiitness to Mr. Slaney’s devotion 
to the .subject, and his desire to benefit the Avorking- 
elasses; but he cxpres.sed doubts as to the possibility of 
Avorking .a commission of four or five. Tlic only effect 
of such a i^an Avould be to overAvbt'lm parliament Avitll 
blue books, full of matters on which there is already 
ample information. When any proposition to promote 
the wrelfare of the working-classes is clearly and dis- 
tinetl)*^ recognised, there is no neccs.sity for any com- 
mittee to cany it out. — Mr. Hume concurred in Sir 
George Grey ’.s doubts ; and Mr. Slaney withdrew his 
motion. 

The adjourn oil debate oil the second reading of the 
Marriages Bill Avas resumed on the Gth. Mr. HoI’e 
opposed the hill, on tho ground that it would ho but one 
step, heenuse the legislature, if it pa.ssed tlie present 
measure, AA'ould be compelled to legalise all marriages 
Avhich had been contracted in violation of the present 
laAV.

niece, 11, JThe marriages with the wife’s sister were 
almost without one exception” in the upper and middle 
ranks of life ; and the other marriayfes were mostly in 
those ranhs. In one of tlie man-iagea with an uncle’s 
wife, the parties were a clergyman and a peeress. The 
cases of marriage the aunt and the nicoe M-’ere those 

of tradesmen, yeomen, and farmers, generally men of 
si^taiKM;. A iioutcnant-gcneral in the army married a 
lady, and then her aunt ; subsequently a third lady, 
and ^en the third lady’s niece. It was visible from 
these cases that the grievance was not one that pressed 
f*speeia]ly on the poor. — The bill was supported by Mr. 
S. Herbert, Mr. Cockburn, Mr. Cobilen, and Mr. 
M’liies ; and ppposed by Mr. lloebuck, Lord Mahon, 
Mr. Shell, Mr. Goulburn, and others. The second 
reading was carried by 182 to 130. 

On Thursday, the 7th, Mr. Poiilett Sciiopn moved 
for a special commission to ipquirc into tlie Ntate of the 
Kilmsh Umon. He gave the following disrnptiou of 
its prevent condition ; — The extent of the Kilrnsh Union 
is about IdOjOOO acres , its population m 181 1 m as 80,000, 
and its rental in 1845 was about 60,000/. Prom tlic inor- 
dinate rents, the famine thrcAV the entire population on the 
relief works . 110, *000/. — double the rental — was expended 
on these works in 1846-7, and iu August 18i47, 133,000/. 
of public money had been expended ; but from favour- 
itism and other abuses the poor were still left to starve. 
The Poor-law Amendment Act threw the Union on its 
own resources ; a rate was not struck till nearly two- 
thirds of the population had perished, or been removed 
by evictions ; and, being chiefly due from the guardians 
themselves, the rates were allow'cd to fall in total 
urrear. The Union became bankrujit; out-door relief 
was stopped, and the in-door paujiers were left starved 
and undtrthod. The inoartalitv from disease became 
enormous, and verdicts of death by starvation numerous. 
In three weeks relief was recommenced, and 12,o00 ]ier- 
sons received aid*, it w'as discoutiiiiu’d again ; and then 
again it was renewed, to be continued to the jiresent 
time. The deaths from insufficient food were 21 in 
November, in December 71, in January 140* poor 
wretches travelled twenty miles for relief, stood all day 
at the door, and had to go home at night with their 
cases even unheard. AVho (Mr. Scropc asked) is 
responsible for this frightlul state of things ? — the 
guardians, who accuse the Poor-laiv Commissioners ? 
tlie commissionerB, who throw the responsi Inlity on the 
government } or the government itself } In England, 
the administrators of the Poor-law have been declared 
TCRponsible for refusing relief. If the rates were not 
sumcient in Kilnish, is that an excuse for govern- 
ment’s abandoning its declaration that no poor person 
could be allowed to starve ? They might have lent the 
money to the guardians ; or have undertaken the duties 
of the guardians, and themselves disU’ibulcd the relief. 
From a coinmissiou the house would receive suggestions 
tending to save vast numbers from the grave yawning 
before them. — Sir William Someuville defended the 
government for simply administering the law os they 
found it; and opposed the motion, us being likely to 
furnish' no other information than that w’hich is already 
quite available to the house ; an das being likly to excite 
hopes which never could be realised, and to i)rcT€ut^ self- 
reliance and independent exertion. lie added that the 
Kilmsh guardians were now exerting themselves with 
satisfactory effect; that their proceedings should be 
watched, and if they failed in their duty the govcni- 
ment would bo prepared to act on their own resrionsi- 
hili1gr.-^r, Monseel snggested that this should be 
treated as an exceptional case, by superseding the ordi- 
nary operation of the law, and appointing some fit person 
with full powers to reorganise the aidairs of the Union. —

increase of expenditure ; that the taxes required to meet 
the present expenditure impeded the operations of agi*i- 
culture and manufactui'es, and diminished the funds for 
the cinploymont of labour in all branches of productive 
industry, thereby tending to produce paupcrhin and 
crime, and adding to the local and general burdens of the 
people; that to diminish these evils it W'as expedient 
that the house should take steps to reduce the annual 
expenditure, with all practicable sjieed, to an amount not 
exceeding the sum wliich within the last 'fifteen years 
has been proved to be sufficient for the maintenance of 
the security, honour, and dignity of the nation. In 
support of Ins motiou, he contended that, though in 
every branch of our national expenditure there was 
great waste, ostentation, and jobbing, he did not olijoct 
to her Majesty’s income, and he held in high estimation 
her domestic virtues ; l)ut he considorcul that many of tin- 
court o'ffiees ought to be abolished — that of the Master of 
the Bnckhonnds, fur la^tance, nhost salary should pay 
the Cliief Justice of the Qu-'cn’s lieiicii.

After an elaborate 
det.iil of otlu'V evils that would spring from the adoption 
of the resolution — the loss of honour to England and of 
civilisation to Africa; the possible consequences of 
svvamiimg Biazil wutli a multitudinous importation of 
negroes; the n suiting increase in the mass of human 
misery; the subsequent eompetitioii against our ow'n 
colonists as cultivators of sugar, — Lord J. Russell rc- 
licating his eleclaration, that great jirogress was in reality 
laiiig in.ide oui prosecution of the blockade, that 
Eurojican ojiiniou was far iiiori' enlightened upon the 
subjtet tlian in earlier years, and that a strong remou- 
slianee by England, France', and Amt i ica, would now 
have great weight with Spam and Brazil, he remarked 
severely upon tlie conduet of Mr. Hutt’s eommittec.

into the larni on teriiis not custoniuiy on the estate , 
and that the remonstrances of the lenants on the breach 
ol custom Avero unlieedtd. The tenantry passed a 
resolution that the crime “has arisen altogether Ironi 
The eondurt of our landlord tlie Marquis of Londonderry, 
who vv'fnse<l to accede to the piajeis of our repeated 
memoiial-.”

Slit furthiw added that he passed 
mmethirig over her eyes and nose, Avhich took her senses 
away, and he then ruined her, Alderman; Until she 
charged the son with ruining her, avus any charge of 
felony made against her Web!) . None whatever. The 
girl also in the presence of Mrs. Solomons told me she 
IkuI informed her of her son’s conduct, and that Mrs. 
Solomons said, “ Well, I suppose he did not kill you.” 
A remand for further evidence Avas granted. When 
hrougktup again on the 20th, itAvas proved the ghd had 
been taken out of the way. The magistrate, therefore, 
remanded tho case until she was tbrthcoming, and 
increased the bail to two sureties of 100/., and dcfenclant 
2001. On the 27th, new evidence wa.s produced, and the 
girl conoboratect her previous statoinentA Avith some 
toluctance. The case was again remande 1 to the 2nd of 
Marchj vien it appeared the culprit had left for the 
continent th® niglit previous. The bail was esti'eated, 
and a Arrant issued for his approhensioa. 


‘ la tihe Bankrujto Court, on the 2nd, Mir. Kdivaid 
Thomas Belatiela,' fate of the Co vent Oard«u Opera, 
applied for his Certificate, On his behalf, Mr. Lewis 
strove hard for a “first-class” certificate; intimating 
that Mr. Dclafleld has prospects among his wealthy 
connexions, and that his intention is to put aside half of 
Avliatcvcr property ho may hereafter become possessed 
of, that the creditors may bo paid ten shill Lugs ip the 
pound bcyniid what they have received. On behalf of 
the creditors, Mr. Lawrence assented to the application, 
Mr. Commissioner Fane applauded tlie arrangement for 
the further payment of ten shillings in the pound, but 
felt insuperable difficulties in the way of granting a first- 
class or even a second-class certificate. If such certifi- 
cates (ho observed) are awarded in any but meritorious 
or at least blameless cases, they Avill be degraded in the 
distinction they confer, Mr. Delafield had entered 
business Avitli a very large capital — 100,000/. ; had 
squandered that capital in a very short time, and had 
incurred 33,000/. of debts, against Avliieli the present 
assets are but 3/ lls. €)d. It cannot be shoAvn that he 
acted with prudence and ^duc regard to the interests of 
his creditors; or that he stopped payment at the xiropor 
time Avhilc there Avere still assets for distribution, lie 
Avent on Avith a clearly losing concern, paying some 
ereditois in full at the expenSft of those Avho now get 
iKJthiiig ; and up to the very ev'c of his bauliruptcy he 
Av.is living in a style of extSraordinary and very unbe- 
coming splendour. A certificate of the third class w'as 
accordingly' awarded. 

At the Newcastle Assizes, on the 4th, an action for 
hi cavil of promise of man'tot/e A\as tried; Mr. James 
Nicholson, oigan-lmiUler of the town, plaintifF, and Mrs. 
Mary Turnbull, late Miss Parkin, of Etlierby, AAith her 
husband, defendant. Tlu* plaintilF was a Avidouer, 
thirty' years of age, AA'ith children ; and the defendant a 
s]nnster of tAAcnty-two, A\ho had inherited considerable 
jiroperty' from hor fatJier, lately deceased. 1'he evi- 
dence of the promise of marriage appeared in coiro- 
s]>.»ndcuce of a siiigulaily unimpassioned character, 
wherein the young lady authorised the purchase of a 
AA'aistcoat Avitli stuxls, the ring and cake, and tho licence. 
The plaintifl proved that he had been to S(*me charges 
in carry mg out tbe .o diri'ctions. At the last moment,. 
Miss Parkin broke her promise, and suddenly married 
Ml. 'J'uruhull, a former lover. The xlefenco made by 
Ml S(‘rgeant Wilkins admitted the breach of promise, 
and aimed only' at a mitif^atiou of tlu‘ damages : founded 
on iiiNiiiualions that the match had been a money- 
hunting one, into which tlu‘ defendant a' us drawn by 
iiiiporUinity, and on tlietmial character of the losses 
which the plaiiitilf had sufFered. 'J’he verdict of the 
Jury Avas for tho jilaiutilF, with a farthing damages. 

Rees Hopkins, boatman, and Ambiose IkiAies, avctc 
indicted at Swausi a, on the 5th, for a biirqhi) ij in the 
house of William Jones at Llanwoiino, near (hivdilF, on 
the night of the 24th of December. The curious feature ^ 
of thii case was, that the pi Loners bad imited n lad to 
sleeji AAith them 111 a certain liay'-loft on the night of 
tho burglary, with the view of securing hi'^ testimony to 
])roA-e all alibi in case they' Averc charged Aiilli the crime, 
llus lad Avus the principal \iitncss against them. It 
appeared that after the youth had fallen a^leej), the two 
prisoners sl»*althily left the hay-loft 011 tlu'ir burglarious 
exjK-ebtion On awaking, he found them gone, but 
their bundles had been left behind. In a short time 
they retunu'd, and ho (pretending to he still asleep) 
heaid them com crsing about the robbery. Other Avit- 
ues.ses examined, pro\ed that the prisoners had disposed 
of clothes and other ai tides stolen from prosecutor’s 
house, at Carddf and other places. Hopkms (against 
Avliom a previous conviction was proved) Ava.s sentenced 
to seven years’ transportation ; Davies to fifteen mmitiis’ 
hal'd labour 

Edmund Ilcury Siinraonds, late the relieving -officer 
of the Southampton Union, was indicted at the Win- 
chester Assizes on tho 6lh, for the Manslaughter of 
Elizabeth lligg!>, a pauper, by refusing .shelter and food 
in her urgent need, Avherchy she died of cold and star- 
vatiim. The facts appeared in our first number. In 
favour of the prisoner, it was proved — that he Was a veiy 
humane man; that Briggs was unknown to him by her 
own name, and was not recognised as “ Harris,” under 
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: wlifcli name she had before been relievetl ; that impostors 
had been numerohs ; that 'Biggs did not a])ppar seriously 
iU to on unprofessional eye ; and tliat the officer’s duty, 
as to the discretion he might exorcise, had not been 
clearly defined. Without waiting to deliberate, the 
jury found thnprisoner ** Not guilty,’' and assured him 
that he was honourably acquitted. 

Mary Saidll, a woman of thirty-one, was tried at the 
Chelmsfbrd Assizes, on the 6th, for Firing a Stack of 
Oats at Great Ohishall. Last j’^car, the grand jury 
ignored the bill against the woman, ail’d she was dis- 
eWrged ; she thought this was the same as an acquittal, ' 
and she avowed her guilt : this led to her second arrest, 
and the present trial. She was convicted. Sentence, 
seven years’ transportation. H. Hitchcock, a yoilng 
felloAv who had been before convicted of felony, was 
found guilty of Firing a Farm at Braintree, whereby a 
largo amount of property was destroyed. The sentence 
was fourteen years’ transportation ; for which the impu- 
dent culprit thanked the juclgc. 

W. J. R, Smith, formerly a clerk in the Admiralty, 
and Charles Niblctt, were indi^sted at tlie Now Cijurt, on 
tbc 7tb, for Forging and Uttering Certain Fapers, 
whereby thej^ obtained money from the Admiralty 
This was the case where the government U'ns defraudt'd 
by forged piipers purporting to be .siyned by secretaries 
of colonies authorising the conveyance of distressed 
seamen to England, on whifili the Admiralty pay inoney^ 
for their siibsistoiicc during the voyage. Smith pleaded 
guilty to stealing a book the property of the Queen. 
The ease was not pi’ocecdcd with as regards Niblctt, 
siiiee it was apparent that he was only the servant of 
Smith; and the plea of the latter Asith n speet to the 
larceny seems to have rendered the pressing of the 
indictment unnecessary. He was scutenced to two years’ 
imprisonment. 

On the 7th, Elizabeth Higgins was tr:(‘d for Attempt- 
ing to Minder her Three Children by drowning them 
in the Regent’s Canal. The distressing details of tins 
case were recounted in our last number. It w'as elicited 
in cross-examination that the poor -vvoman -was .sober 
and WTll-conducted j her children ajipcarcd to he clean 
and carefully kiq^t. In his oddiass to the juiy for the 
defence, her counsel urged that their vi'rdiet must he 
“ Insanity,” or “ Not Guilty.” lie tlmught they might 
well give the latter • in. lier des])eration at the neglect 
and brutality of her husband, the xvoninn had jumpcMl 
into the water ■without any definite inti'ution to ilestroy 
her children and lun-sclf I'ho judgi', in summing-up, 
warned the jury against adopting such a view of then- 
duty. A verdict wais at once returned of “Not guilty, 
on the ground of the jury’s belief that at the time the 
act wa.s committed the ]n-rsoner was in a state of tein- 
porary insanity.” Sonic doubt arose ivhetlicr this 
verdict was tantamount to one of .simply “Not guilty,” 
and the matter w as reserved for tlie deci.sion of the 
Criminal Court of Appeal, the >voniaii to be detained 
in the meantime. 

Jame.s Boag, a man respectably eonncctod, and for- 
merly in the llaiik of England, -was tried at Chelmsford 
^ on the 7th, for altering the Uegister oj a Mnn'iagc^ 
and a book kept at Si. Kuuwald’s, Colchester; a 
felonious offence. I’lio alleged object -was to gain an 
advantage in a law.suit respecting 10,000/., left by a 
man deceased, in which Boag was one of the partioh 
concerned. The Case W'as fully made out. The counsel 
♦ for the defence urged that there was no motive for the 
act imputed • the register had been S(^en by numbers of 
per.->ons before it was said to be altwrcd, and tlie register 
itself ■wais kept with much laxncss. The prisoner was 
convicted, and the seiitcnco deferred. 

I’ho decision of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council In the case of Gorham v. the Jiishop of Ejceter 
was dojlrcxcd on the <Sth, in in-cscnce of a crow’ded 
audience of distinguished persons ; Lord Langdale read 
the written judgment of the court, and stated that 
Yice-Chancellor Kniglit Bruce was the only dissentient. 
It -was to the effect “ that the doctrine held by Mr. 
Goriihin is not contrary or repugnant to the declared 
doctrine of the Church of England as by law established ; 
and that Mr. Gorham ought not, by reason of the doc- 
trine held by him* to hc.vc been refused admission to 
e viCai’age of Brampford Speke : ” therefore, that the 


sentence of the Arches CouT*t of Canterbury ought to 
be reversed ; and thut it ought to bo declared that the 
Lord Bishop of Exeter has not shown sufficient cause 
why he did not institute Mr. Gorham to the said 
vkiurage ; and finally, that the cause be remitted to the 
Arches Court, “to the end that right and justice may 
there bo done.” 

At the As.size8 at Swansea, on the 8th, Mr. Rhys, an 
engineer, obtained a verdict of 1.500/. against Messi’s. 
Hull, manufacturers of gunpowder and gun-cotton, for 
having invited him to witness an expcriincnt vrith gun-, 
cotton, and managing it so carelessly that cm Ejrplosion 
took place and he lost his sight. The damages were 
laid at 10,000/. 

At the Lambeth Court on the Oth, 0. I. Hairby, a 
surgeon, appeared on an A ffiliation Snmmons. The pro- 
secuting counsel stated lliat in all his professional expe- 
rience he did not recollect one of a more dasrnrdlj'^ or 
heartless description. In the year 1843, Rhodii South- 
gate, entered the service of the fatlicr of the defendant, 
a medical gentleman, carrying on his profession in 
Marlborough-place, Wahvorth-road, nnd remained there 
till ab«uit six months ago, hen her prognane> was dis- 
covered, and she was turned out of the house. Eorsomo 
lime the cleteiidant paid his luldi esses to her. Under the 
most solemn assnranci' of making her his wife, ho suc- 
ceeded in seducing her , the result w’^as the Ini th of a female 
child. 'J’hc poor gill, from her wages of 10/ a year, had 
managed to save .‘>l>/,, and e^e^y fai thing of 1hi< the de- 
fendant borrowed, so that when turned out she bccarac 
]ieiiniless, and being ashamed to raturn to her fanl^y', 
had it not heen lor the liuiuanity rttdtlur^, ni list- Have- 
jioiiNhed from want 'J'Jic MagifdraU » (to tile clcflfeAd^- 
ant) — “ AVell, is it yimr hif'entioii to lulHl \ 
to the young woman ?” Defendant (in a 
tone) — “No, Sn , you know- circumstanotes make A 
great change in feelings and dispusitiotys.” “Yes, I 
supjiose llu' clinngi took place ni yoiii^'' uhen you suc- 
ctedod ill seducing tlii'^ poor girl, !>nd h( M’owiiig the 
whole of liei moiiev. What are you “1 hii\e been 
biouglit up to the medical profession, but 1 au', at pre- 
•'Ont, a w-aie houseman in \\' ood-sti cet I don’t deny 
that the child is mine, but (be. greater part of the money 
1 gave' bark.” This the young w ornaii denied on her 
oath, and declared she had not a single pimny of the 30/. 
returned Tlie rluigislrate .said * “ 'i'hei-f* ran be no 
doubt that you rolibed this poor woman of her Mrtue, 
her mone\ (for I call if a rohhei} ), and lier lionesty, in 
refii'^iiig to marry her. Your condiiet has been most 
heartless, and 1 shall make an order, for tin* highest 
amount allowed by Act of Pailiainent.” The magis- 
trate also exjne^sod a hope that proceedings would be 
f.ikeii in tin* (’ounty Court tor the payment of the bor- 
lOAved money, and tlie solicitor rejilied that he should 
lose no time ill doing so. 

AY Smith, apprentice to Mr. Pope, tea-dealer, Fins- 
bury-] lavement, and John M‘Nay, crraud-lad, W'ero 
charged at Guildhall, on the 10th, w-ith Absconding 
frvni their Master's Serrirc. A constable of the Detec- 
tive Force had brought them up fWmi BiggleSA> ade, 
wdiere they liad been detained on suspicion of having 
committcvl sonic offence, ak they were each armed wuth 
a jiistol and a dirk, and had a greater supply of cash 
than might be I'xiieetcd from persons of their appearance. 
Mr. Pope accounted for the possession of the implements 
of dcatli, byJ^tating that the mind of his apprentice had 
hceii poisoned hy reading novels of •which robbers ivere 
the hcroe.s, and he liad no doubt from the pui-Qliasos they 
liad made that they had resolved to become villains of 
that class. He had run away for a few' days on a former 
occasion, when he lurked about on the country ro.«ids ; 
but upon voluntarily returning, and begging forgivenesB, 
conqdainant received him again into his house. Mr.' 
Pope said he did not mean to press any charge against 
tlie (Traiid-boy, and as to the apprentice he was -willing 
to receive him again if ho would solemnly pledge him- 
self to llie magistrate that he would never oflend again. 
On obstinately refusing to do this, he wrts committed t(^, 
work on the cranks at Bridewell, for three month*- 

A melancholy kSWe/rfe has taken place ai Woolwich. 
About six months ago, a publican residing tl ere, in a 
respectable way of business, together wdtli 1 is son, a 
promising young man, about 24 years of a|f©, were 
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charged 'with carting and removing several cart lo^ of 
briclw belonging t(rthe railway company, and depositing 
them on the premises of the father ; and after an exami- 
nation before the magistrate, they were sentenced, the 
father to undergo an imprisonment with hard labour for 
eighteen mouths, and the son to six months’ and hard 
labour. The son’s imprisonment expired on the 8th, 
whereupon he immediately returned to the inn kept by 
his futlier, and resumed his avocation of waiting upon 
the customers as usual, and whilst so doing on the 
12th one of them incautiously made use of the expros- 
*sion, “ U’l>w about the bricks ! ” which appeared to have 
such an ehect upon the mind of the young man, that ho 
immediately repaired to a shed at the back part of the 
building, and hung himself, lie continued hanging, 
until his family, missing him, made a search, when lie 
■was found. He was inline diutely cut do>vn, and medical 
assistance promptly procured, but life had been extinct 
ior some time. 

The Worship Street Court w’as crowded on the 13th 
by a largo number of persons, amongst \ihom wore 
many well dressed women, anxious to be present at the 
acliourned licaring of a suuimous against William 
CalcrafL, the public executioner, issued by the ])arir>li 
oliic(‘rs of the Witliam Union, in Esnox, ior Itefusintj 
t'i Si>p]>orf /fis ar/ed Mnt/ici , an inmate of lliat work- 
house. iNot nialJng his appearance, at the hour ap- 
pointed, the in:ii>istrates directed a warrant to be issued 
for the u{i])rehens]on ot the defendanl, but lie alioitly 
alter entered the court ; and liis niotlif'r, Sarah C'alcraft, 
uho was eompelled by her mfirniiUes to be seated 
dnriiii' the examination, was tlien called, and stated 
that she was M'vent,\-foiir years of age, and having bc- 
eojiie' totally destitute, was eonstraiiied to throw hersolt 
upon the parish She had iireMoiisly addressed three 
lettois t») the (U lendant, reqiK'.'iting assistance, but had 
not receni'd anything from him, and lie had not even 
answered one of her communications, although in 
eJ:^nim>tance& to support her, as in addition to the 
salary he received lioni tin i (*rporation, he catried on 
tile trade of a boot and shoemaker. — The magistrate 
asked the defend. ml if he had any le.i.sonahle grounds to 
assign ior refusing to eoiitribute to his niother’.s main- 
teuanei ' [)efeiulant : Well, 1 should be very liappy 
to siip])ort her it it was in my powcx , hut it is not ; and 
a', to w init she says jibout the jirofits I denvi' fiom my 
slioeniakmg Inismess, 1 can assure jou that I have not 
^‘arned a penny at that for a great numlier of weeks. T 
adiiiit 'hat 1 leeeivo a guinea a-week liom the City, 
hut that is all w'c have to Ine upon; and when you 
dediu t out of that 4i. Gd. for rent and the cost of a 
fisuncmris di liner, you amU tiud that there is not much 
lett- — Magistrate. Well, jou are clcaily liable for the 
biippoil of your mother, and 1 feel it ni} duty to make 
an order niioii jon for the sum of os. per week. — De- 
fendant; Ah, but you’ll never gel it from me. I c.ui’t 
pay it; and if you do, 1 must run in debt, 1 suppo.se. — 
The magistrate coiitinuod : I shall make an order u[»on 
you for the sum of 3s'. jicr week for your mother’s suji- 
port, together with the costs attcndaiiL upon tlie present 
proceedings. — Defendant: Oh, very well; you may 
make your order if you like, but it ’s out of my power. 
— The order was about to be made, ivlien the defendant 
lurnod I’ound sharply upon the relieving oflicer, and 
S lid, “ Well, now, suppono I took my motlier to keep 
myself, what would you allow me for her ? Come, 
that ’s the point. Certainly, if you allow me soraetlimg 
for her, 1 may bo able to get on perhaps.' — ^’i’he ofHctr 
expressed his bolief that the mother would prefer being 
in the union. — The mother : Oh dear, yes ; 1 sliould not 
bo alive a week in London, wdicreas 1 should be safe in 
the country if they even left mo upon the common. 1 
iirefer boiug in the w'orkhouse, for I am very coni- 
mrtable there. — The defendant thereupon leant over to 
Ills mother, expressing his willingness to toko care of 
her, and, with apparent feeling, told her that he was 
\i,ry sorry she should have to come there; and', upon 
the Order being pmde, and 'one of the officer.^ coming 
fonvard to niiae her out of the chair, the defendant 
pushed him aside, and gently raising her, With his arm 
round her waist, suppoited her out of tins court. 

At Stalibrd Assizes, on the IGtli, Benjamin Griffiths 
'was trkd for bigamy. He was married to liis first wife 


in 1840. She confessed that she had committed adultery 
with her linsband’^ nei>hew. He thereupon refused to 
li've with her, took away his three children, placed them 
with a person whom he employed to take care of them, 
and went to America.’ He returned in 1817 ; and mar- 
ried a second wrife, his first being then alive and charge- 
able to the parish. Tho^ overseers apidied to him to 
maintain her, and summoned him before the magistrates 
for not doing so ; but the magistrates upon hearing the 
case dismissed the summons against him, and thereupon 
the parish authorities instituted the present prosecution. 
Mr, Baron Platt told tlie jury, that it w'as a shameful 
prosecution, and' was evidently only instituted by the 
parish authorities as a kind of screw to compel an honest 
haid-w'orking man to supjiort a prostitute wife. How- 
ever, a breaeh of the law had clcaidy been eommittedy 
and the jury must therefore find the prisoner guilty. 
The jury thereupon returned a verdict of “ Guilty,*^” 
w'ith the observation that they thought it “a very liard 
case.” Mr. Baron Platt. — “ Everybody must think so . 
it is a shameful ])ervcrsion of tin; laiv. Prisoner, you 
arc fined one shilling, and discharged ; and the pari.sh 
must jiay for the ]>rosecuti!bn.” The prisoner jiaid the 
fine, and left the doclt.. 

At the village of Clayton-on-the-heights, near Halifax, 
on the Kith, a young man named Abraham Jei^soj) N/<oi 
his ITz/c, to whom ho had only recently been married, 
and afterwards ifZtor oiU hist own lirains. Both w ere ‘ 
about twenty-five yeais of age, and though married but 
a few months, were living apart in consequence of 
doniestic difl'erer.ees aiising from J cssop’.s habits of intoxi- 
ieation. Je.ssopluid latterly desired a reconciliation, but 
failing, sought anintciview on the loth, 'with a view^ to 
])utting a period to all future strife, by murdering his 
wife, and afterwards destroying liimself. After taking 
Sfvmal glasses of ardent spirits at a puldic house to keep 
up his courage, ho entered the house wlicre his wife 
resided, and found hei in the presence of her mother 
and si.rici. He asked her to accompany liiin to the door 
for a ]jri\ate eoui ersation, but she declined, lie 
attempted to induce her to listen to him in another 
room 'Tliis slie also refused, and he then took from 
one of Ills coat pockets a pistol, and di>>charged it 'with 
the muzzle almost close to her person. The ball took, 
ettcet ill the left breast, but missed the heart. Before 
any attempt at interference could be made, lie drew a 
second jiistol, and placing the muzzle under liis right 
ear, discharged the contents through Ins head. 'I’hc 
unfortunate wife ran to the door, and sank upon the 
causew'uy in a state of insensibility. She 'was after- 
wards carried to l>cd, and suigical aid bting procured 
and the w^ounds staunched, ,slie still survives. It is 
feared, however, that the ball lias pas'^cd through a 
poitioii of the lungs, and tliat she cannot ultimately 
recover. I'hc wound which Jessop inflicted on liimself 
Ava-s mortal. He fell upon the fioor, ainP expire^j, liis ! 
skull biong fearfiilJy shattered. 

J double Murder was pi«rpetratcd on the 17th, at 
Jumper Green, a village about five miles from Ediu- j 
burgh. Di. AVhlson, a medical iiractitionor, resided 
w ith his aged motlier in the village, a servant they 
employed sh'cping at nnothir house. A iiiau named 
I’earson, wlio has been subject to fits of insanity^, and 
had been confined in a lunatic asylum for hnir years, 
went last Siiudiiy night to Dr. Wilson’s for medicine ; 
the servant left him in the house — departing in 3omc 
aT>pivheiisioii from the strange conduct of the man. 
E.irly next morning, Dr. Wilson and his mother w'ore ' 
found ilead, and horrildy mangled, on the fioor of the 
lower apartments. Pearson was found upstaii's in Mrs. 
Wihcii’s bed, naked, and hist asleep. When aw^akeiied, 
one of his exclamations was, “ Here 1 am ; quite clean, 
you see ' ” He had burnt his clothes; some yemnants 
of w^hich, his watch, and other articles, werelbund in a 
grate. IIis whole manner indicated insanity he had 
recently had fits of madness ; sometimes he was friendly 
towards Dr. W’^ilson, and sometimes the rever.se. Dr, 
Wilson was a vigorous middle-ag(?d man ; his mother 
was cighty-slx years old. 

At Exeter Assizes, on the 20th, Thoina.s King W'as 
found guilty of Attempting to Murder hm aged Father 
and his housekeeper, with the object of effecting a 
robbery. On the 12th of Ecbruary, he had gone to nis 
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' at Fodder, «ildlMd sapper f ipdien he though 

the^ld man was ,ftBleep^ lie went to his bedroom, eut 
’ hUAwith a sharii^liastmment, beat him with the kitchen- 
p^osker, and senselesB-. Then he went to the 

housekcepeT>:)kiatt^ fiHying hia father was lQ ; as soon 
as the wonuut e^hed the door, lie felled her with the 
poker;, ancE proceeded to ri^e the house. He was 
taken at Plymouth next day, while attempting to sell 
his £ath»ir*8 watch. The mangled victims subsequently 
revive# a little ; they were brought to the Sessions in a 
spru^i^n, quite helpless, and presented a pitiable 
spectacle. He was sentenced to transportation for life. 

The Hev. Henrj' Mceres, successor to Mr. Whiston as 
head-master of the Grammar School at Eochester. was

, At Exeter, on the 22nd, Robert Curtis Bird and Sarah '

cose were given in our January number. Eor the de- j 
fence it was urged, that the immediate cause, of death j 
Avas a fall or bloAV — most likely the former . if a fall, 
neither party was guilty ; if a blow, there was nothing 
at all to fix the guilt on both of the pri'-oners, or either 
one more than the other. This view received the sanc- 
tion of Mr. Justice Talfourd in his summing-up. In 
order to maintain an indictment for murder or man- 
slauglijter, it ftiust be made out that the unlawful act 
Avas the cause of death. The cause of death AA’^as an 
injury to the head by a fall or blow . the jury could not ^ 
leap in the dark, and in the absence of proof infer tliat 
a blow was struck, or if struclc, dealt by cither one pri- 
.‘•oncr rather than the other. If the death had been 
caused by privation or want of food, the male prisoner 
alone would be responsible ; if a long succession of 
wrongs had caused the death, there would be a case ; 
but the medical testimony failed to establi.sh either such 
case. The prisonei-s must therefore be acquitted. Gn 
^tliia direction the jury returned a verdict of “Not 
guilty.”

SOCIAL, SANITARY, AND MUNICIPAL 
PROGRESS. 

Thk renewed Tai-Itours Act Ayitaiion proceeds with 
vigour in the manufacturing distiipts of Lancashire and 
the West Riding of Yorkshire. — At Manchester, a 
second meeting of delegates from the Lancashire opera- 
tiyes was held on the 21th, and a meeting of the pow'cr- 
loom ovcr-locdters of Manchester and fialford w as held 
on the 26th of Februai-y. At the delegate meeting, 
which was large and earnest, it was resolved to intrust 
the conduct of the proposed bill to Lord Ashley, and to 
requei.t Lord John Manners and Mr. George Bankes to 
'give him their aid- and influence. The meeting of over- 
lookers resolved, in ^ cry determined spirit, to hold no 
parley or comiminicniion with any man or sot of men 
who would depart from ten hours’ labour on five days 
in the wcek^d eight on Sutui’day. — At Oldham, a 
large publin J|hting, called on the requisition of 746 


hous^nlders, was held under the chatoan'ship of Mr. 
Alderman Taylor, (the Mayor being ill,) on t«e 25fch. 
A show of hands'was talicn on the question of hours 
or eleven hours, and the opinion was unanimous in 
favour of ten. A letter was read from Mr. W. J. Eox, 
M.P. for Oldham, expressing his opinion that the deci- 
sion of tho Court of Exchequer grossly violates the 
spirit of the Ttn-hours Act, and he ofl'erod his honest 
and hearty snjiport to Lord Aslilcy in tlie new’ move- 
ment. Mr. John Mills was delegated to visit London 
and canvass the members of both houses in support of 
the proposed bill.— At Bradford, a numerous meeting of 
opclTlti^es was held on the same day. Mr. J. Pollard 
presided; Dr. Burnet, Vicar of Bradford, Mr. C. 
Harding, Mr. Rand, Mr. W. E. Eorsttr, of Rawdon, 
and many other leading manufacturers of the town and 
neighbourhood, took part in the proceedings. One of the 
speakers wlio held U]) his hand against violation of live 
law W’as a leading manufacturer. W’ho had oriainally 
opposed its enactment. The feeling in favour of the law^ 
was 2 )erfeetly unanimous. It w’us resolved that dele- 
gates should go to London with a memorial to the 
Queen, and petitions to both houses of parliament. 

At a meeting of the “new' Short-time Committee,” 
on the 20th, in Manehoster, it appeared that Lord 
A.shlcy’s bill is not deemed “ suflieicntly explicit.” A 
resolution w a-s imA’ecl, to the eflect that if Lord Ashley 
refuse to embody the terms wliieh the committee pro-

A meeting of the inhabitants of PentoiiAille was held 
on the, 27th ult., for tlie purpose of adopting measures 
to obtain the abolition of Lnlramutal hUcrmenis,i Mr. 
Mackiuiion, M.B. for Leamington, in the chair. The 
Secretary of the London Society for the abolition of 
burials in towns exidaincd the origin and objects of the 
society, stating that it Avas their intention to form 
auxiliary societies in all the metropolitan districts, in 
order to carry out this most important sanitary reform. 
In the course of the proceedings many details were 
given of the disgusting condition of the wave-yards in 
Benton A iilc ana its vicinity, particularly Spital fields and 
lyt.

Mr Walker called attention to the disgraceful frcatineiit 
of third-class passengers, a matter of at least equal im- * 
portance to the carrySiig of goods, A comiuittr'e was 
selected, including most of the speakers, 
i A meeting of the ma.str'v tailors of’ London was held 
I on the 4th itistant, to eoiisi<ler the present Distress anumq 
the Journeymen Tailors, and the jiroper remedies. Mr. 
j Cartwright, Mr. Prague, Mr. Wani, of the firm of Rtnlz 
I and Co., 31r. Stoliwasser, and Mr. Adeuey, with other 
I respectable members of the trade, vaniched for the 
miserable state of the journoymnn class. It wms the 
general opinion that most of that misery is caused liy 
I the system of out-door workiiig, which introduces tlic 
I middleman and the oppres-sions of tlie “ sweating- 
ayttem.” As a means towards the improvTinent of the 
I morfil, social, and physical condition of the journeyman 
' tailor, it was resolved that all the workmen be cmjdoyed. 
in tho worksliop of the master; lhat tho practice of 
using public-houses for houses of call be abolitshed ; that 
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reading-rooms, w'hero tea and coffee could be obtaimd, 
be sub.stituted ; and that a joint comuiitteo, oonsistiug 
of an equal number of masters and workmen, bo atlnually 
chosen for tho determination of all disputes between the 
employer and the employed. A number of master tailors 
were accordingly nominated, towards the rbnnation of 
the jiroposed committee. 

At the annual meeting of tho Dirrrtors of Kiiiff^s 
Colley e Ilosintal, it was stated that the out-door patients 
during the past year had bi'cii 21,048, and tho iii-door 
patients 1201. During the cholera epidemic, 128 cases 
of cholera were received in tho hospital, and 88 of them 
were cured. Tho extra charge of the arrangements 
made during that pestilence, to afford moro assistance 
to the imblic, had caused tlu' expenses (IGOO/,) to exceed 
the inconu' (4512/), and swcll.-d the outstanding debt 
to 530/.

COLONIES A ND DE rENDENClES. 

T he mutiny of aiiothiir Sepoy regiment fa Bengal reghnent of native Infantry), in consequence cf an 
alleged deprivation of cxtia batta, lias excited some discussion in India. Such incidents undoubtedly 
raise painful questions. It is manifest Lliat either they impeach the tnistworthin(>as of men responsible for 
the Indian commissarjat, or that they disjday a wide-spread tendency to disaffection among the Sopoy 
regiments. But hi cither, or bv)th cases. Sir Ohurles Napier is the man to deal with them ; and lio has already 
bliown with what uncompromising aiul unsparing energy ho is prcpai’ed to do so. There is no other news 
of any moment, during the month past, cither from ludia or any of the colonies. But a recent Bombay 
sUramer brought us, if not news, soiiie very prominent makers of news, in bringing over the two principal 
heroes of the late warlike scenes, Lord Gough and Major Edwardes. To the major the newspapers incon- 
tinently gave a wife and two children, w’hich the gallant bacbolor repudiated with a zeal so vehement as to 
fluttar not a little the hopeful hearts of the maiden population. 




The Over/and MaU has brought new« fi*om Bombay to 
the 16th. and CalcuiJtato the 8th of February ; and from 
Hon.g-K.ong to the 30Lh of January. 

The event of importance is a mutiny •of a Bengal regi- 
ment of Native Infantry, at Umrilica, on the 2ml of 
Fehruary. The men had for some time shown symp- 
tom« of uu^ibordination on account of thc'^Scin do -batta, 
wirfeh they naid pressed hard on them, considering the 
high price olf J©(»d and their distance from their homes. 
Mnjor Troup addressed them on the 1st, in explanation 
of the order; and was doing so again on the 2nd, when 
the men openly refused to obey orders. Some precau- 


tions, however, had been taken; the men had piled 
arms ; a company of cavalry made its apiiearaifce at one 
of the gato.s of the fort ; the mutineers ran to their piled 
arms, but the otficers and the armed cavulry airticipated 
and prevented them.; and after some rough stiaigglmg 
they w ere mastered, and turned out of tin* fort, lleui- 
forccraents arriving, the mutinous regiments were 
arretted en masse, oiid placed for custody on the glacw 
of the fort, under the muzzles of the guns Jtiaded with 
grape fchot. ^ • 

From CcUcidta an expedition has started for R^ce- 
ling , against the Eiyuli o‘' Sikkim, to call him to 
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account for tlie outrages ^igfanst Dr. Hooker and Dr. 
Camplx'U. • " 

At Macao tke. llPortugiiesC liad given up the Chinese 
soldiers taken prisoners in their attack on tlio forts after 
Governor Amiral’s murder j and in return the Chinese 
had yielded up the head and hand of the late governor. 
These relics had been well preserved, and were both 
immediately recognised : the skull had been fractured, 
and the ring finger removed. 

The only news of poJiticul interest brought by the 
Wesf India Mail is from British Guiana, whence papers 
to the 18th of February have been received.

but it contains no crocodiles, alligators, or hippopotami. 

It is approached by a river, which for some distance is > 
of small size, and which, as it approaclic.s the lake, be- j 
comes as largo as the Clyde.

They inoiint no 
more than to express a disa])i)roval of the mmistiy, and they hai'O done it most cflcctually Half the 
Socialist voters among thorn this week might be voters for Absolutism next w eek, wdthout the least impeiuli* 
ment of their cousistoney of motive.

The ouniversary of the Revolution of 1818 passed off 
in Paris on Sunday, the 24th ult., with perfect calm. 
The weather being fine, there were vast crowds of pro- 
mj^atlers on the IJoulovards, fit Hie jniblic gardens, th’e 
Cn^mps Elysees, and other place.s of resort ; in the 
CRamps^Elvsees, particularly, jlie giitlicring of pedes- 
trians and the display of cquijiages w'crc larger and more 
brilliant than have been scon since the fall of the 
Monarchy. 'I'ho President of the Republic dr^ive about 
accompanied only by two attendants in livery, and was 
everywhere received with demonstrations of pleasure 
and attachment. A religious ceremony was perfonned 
inwall the churches of Paris, and a Te Deiim was sung ; 
the , Archbishop ofiiciating at Notre ,Dainc. The 
Chamber of the Assembly was illuminated in the 
evening. During the day there was a crowd of work- 
men, nearly all attired in their Sunday clothes, around 


the Column on the Place dc la Bastille, and the railing 
of the cohinin was decked with crowns of immortelU;^. 
— Some incidents of the following night and next d^ 
excited much comment. During the night of the 24^,' 
the wreaths of immortelles which the Republicans had 
hung on the railing round the Column of Liber Ly on the 
Place dc la Bastille, in honour of the victims of Fcbruaiy 
or July, were removed by the police. The denizens of 
the Faubourg St. Antoine, on discim'ring the removal 
ill the morning, Avent tumultuously to the Prefecture, 
remonstrated with the soldiers to whose care the memo- 
rials liad been confided, and obtained leave to replace 
them publicly. 'I'hc ro-instatement Avas obnducted with 
much Mat, amidst a l£U*ge and agitated conepursc; 
the, police appearing scarcely AviJling to sanction the 
proceeding. 

On Sunday, the 10th, about 200 subaltern ofiieers and 
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^ soldiers went in proceesiou to the Column of J uly, and 
J placed crowns of immortolUs on the graves of • the vic- 
I tims of February. This revolutionary manifestation 
created a great sensation, as showing the strong demo- 
[ cratjc feeling existing in the army. The soldiers com- 
. posing the procession belonged to difterent regiments, 

, and m^t by appointment for the purpose. Next evening 
the followi^ proclamation was issued by the prefect of 
police : — “ The authorities have caused to be respected 
the homage paid to the memory of the dead interred 
beneath the Column of the Bastille, but for the last few 
days some manifestations have assumed a character 
thi’eatening to public tranquillity, and an order has been 
given to put a stop to them. Emblems of a seditious kind, 
or ^\hich are contrary to the regulations of the police, 
which may' be placed at the foot of that monument, will 
I be removed.*’ Pursuant to the above notice, a strong 
I party of troops went to the Place do la Bastille, witli a 
I waggon, and carried off* the vast mass of crowns of 
I irnmortellcSy llowors, branches of laurel, flags, &c., 

' which had been placed on the railing. Several score of 
the crowns A\ere afterwards carefully deposited at the 
foot of the colarnn within the railing, to show that no 
; disrespect to the memory of the dead was intended ; and 
the remainder, having been designed as a political demon- 
stration, were removed. This act caused sonn* agitation 
among the working population of the Faubourg St. 
A nt»)iiie, Init no attempt at resistance was made, louring 
the whole ot the morning a largo crowd, consisting for the 
most part of ill-looking fellows, die.ssccl in dingy Idouses, 
assembled on tlie place, and on the lioulevard near to it, 
but they made no demonstration of any kind. A few 
' extra raunieipal guards wcie stationed as sentinels 
I ai'ound the eohmin, and about halt-a-dozen sergens de 
j %iLle were also on the spot to piesorve order. 

> Contrary to the anticipations ol the Iriends of govern- 
ment, tli(‘ elections for the dcjiui tiiient of the Seme 
I have ti'i’ininated in the triumph of the three ^^<)^•^alist 
; caiululatcs. The blow is a heavy one, and that it w'as 
I lelt to be so w'as shown by tlic immediate fall of thi* 
funds.

As we go eastward, tow'ard.s the quarter of the trading, 

1 manufacturing, and labouring classes, the jiroiiorlioii 
I becomes reversed I'hc two jiarties arc balanced in 
j the quarter of the University and Seliool of Mecli- 
j cine. They are also balanced in the bunlieue, 
or suburbs. One would have expected to see 

, the Democrats considerably ahead in both these dis- 
1 tiicts. Nothing is more remarkable than the great 
! number of votes for the Socialists even in the most 
I wealthy and fashionable quarters. This proves that 
j great numbers of the shojikeepers voted for the Demo- 
crats.

'‘hareoal. Two medical men wttc called in, and recog- 
nised that Xuvi('r bud fallc*n a victim to spontaneous 
eombustion. This conflagration of the bumim fiame is 
frightfully rajijd in its jirogress; boivs, skin, and 
inusele, all are devoured, consumed, and reduced to 
ashe.s A handful of dust on the spot whore the victim

Aeeordiiig to the last accounts from Madrid y a minis- 
terial ciisis lias hct'ii imminent there, arising out of a 
letter smit by Narvaez to the King Consort, and signed 
by all the ministers, complaining of his influencing the 
Queen’s mind nguinsi tln in, and of having refused to • 
give them a private au (lienee, and ronclutling by tin eaten- 
iiigto emjdoy si-were measures. The King replied that 
be wuis, constitutionally speaking, nothing more than 
a Spanish subject, wdio had nothing to do with the 
government ; but that ho had perfect freedom to refuse 
to receive those w'bose conversation was disagreeable to 
him The ministers upon this, it is said, tendered 
their resignation, and altliough it was not formally 
accepted, "yet for tw'cnty-four hours General Nar\aey: 
riaillv ce.ased to be at the head of the cabinet. General 
Concha and the Marijuis of Viluma were sent for by 
the QiK'i'ii, who showed the utmost eagerness to 
comply with the wishes of her husband to turn out the I 
cabiu(‘t. Both doclartal that they would bo happy to I 
obey the injunctions of her Majesty, had they the 1 
means at their disposal , to carry on the government; 
but that .such not being the case, they weie obliged to 
decline, however unwillingly. Affairs, tlicTefo(re, remain 
in statu quo. The diligence, which, left Madrid for 
Seville on the 8th, was stopped the following day hy 
eiglit men on horseback, and well armed, who jpilluged 
it in tin- most deliberate manner, taking two-aud-a half 
hours about the work, notwithstanding it being in the 
middle of the day, and there being detachments of civil 
guards at both the plays above-mentioued. General 
Blaser was one of the passengers, the whole of whom 
lost their money, watches, and clothes; and the (jranada 
diligence, coming up directly afterwards, shared the 
same fate. 


A new league has been entered into by the Kings of 
Wurtemherg y Saxony, and Bavaria, having for its 
object to dispase summarily of the affairs of Germany. 
It was signed on the 2dth ult. Hanov'er has not yet 
consented to join the league, on account of certain dif- 
ferences of opinion between Hanover and Austria on 
the subject of the propositions respecting the Gorman 
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coQStitutioii on Ansjtm, Bavaria, and Wurtem- 

betg are ahready agreed: Anstria stands up for a sizzle 
chstmber to represent, ibo interests of Germany, 
ofiers to make tke greatest sacrifices, and proposes to 
join the coniederation with all her provinces, with the 
^ception of those of Itfdy. She demands a X>iet of 
300 members, in which she proposes to represent the 
33,000,00(1 of Austrians by 100 members, tbe 16,000,000 
of Prussians by another 100, and the 17,000,000 of 
inhabitants of smaller states by the third hundred. In 
the Hisectory of seven votes Austria cloutis but a single 
vote. 


The Parliament at Erfuvt was formally opened on 
the 20th instant, by Baron Kadowitz, with a speech 
sketching the position of Germany; telling how some 
governments hang hack from adherence to the German 
Forliament, and how Hanover and Saxony have seceded, 
and concluding with the announcement, that impeach- 
ments have been preferred against Hanover and Saxony. 

Prom Athene there is intelligence of the cessation of 
the b|iackade. — On the everting of the 1st inst. Mr. 
Green, the Hnglish consul at Athens, issued a circular 
announcing that the British government, having good 
hopes of obtaining a satisfactory settlement of meir 
demands on the Greek government, through the good 
ofoces of the government of the French republic, 
had given ordei's to Vice-Admiral Sir William Parker 
to suspend, for a reasonalily limited i)criod of time, the 
coercive action of her Majesty’s squadron, but, never- 
theless, to retain the Greek vessels actually in his pos- 
session, os pledges in deposit, until a final arrangement 
shall have been made. Orders had consentucntly been 
given by Vice-Admiral Sir William Parker to allow for 
the present the free ingress and egress of all vessels not 
actually in possession of her Majesty’s squadron. On 
the 2na inst., M. Thouvenel wrote to Mr. Wjse, pro- 
posing that Sir William l*ai*ker should give up the 
Gredi ships in his possession, and that he, tlic represen- 
tative of the French republic, would guarantee the 
payment of the claims of her Majesty’s government on 
Greece. Mr. Wyse, in reply, regretted liis inability to 
comply with M. Thouvenel’s proposition. M. le Gros 
’arrived on the morning of the 5th, and immediately had 
an interview with the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

Letters rccei ved from the British fleet ui the Pirams 
mention a fatal accident to Lieutenant Bvoen, and part 
of a crew under his command, oa the Slst of January. 
Lieutenant Breen, and Mr. Chatficld, midsliipnuia, with 
sixteen men, were returning from the shore to the 
Ganges in a boat laden with water ; they were swamped 
by the rough sea, and their boat turned over just half- 
way between the ship Queen and the cast point of the 
island 'of Lypso. Mr BVecn, Mr. Chatfield, and most 
of the men, immediately struck out for the inland, and 
rcachdd it. The gale increased, and the cold became so 
intense that their clothes were frozen stiff upon them 
In the morning: they could see the licet, but w ere unable 
to catch attention by signals. Gne t)f’ the men suffered 
so much from the cold, Uiat Lieutenant Breen generously 
stripped off his coat and put it over him. As the day 
closed, most of tlie men retired into a cave ; but Mr. 
BrCcu' separated himself from the others, and was no 
more scon. On board the Ganges it was thought they had 
not put off from shore; but next night it was known that 
they had set out, and a boat was scut to search. As it was 

S assing by tbe island of Lypso at dawn of the third 
ay, the WTcckod boat was accidentally descried on the 
beach.

Lftters from Consta'^'^tinopU of the 16 tb ult. state that 
the Salman’s ministors, after consulting with the French 
and Bngliah ministers, pr\jpo8ed to the Austrian inter- 
nuncio that the Hungarian refugees should be detained 
in the interior of Asia Minor for a period not exceeding 
twelve months. Count Sturmer agreed to refer the 


matter to Vienna. The blockade of (jlicece had con- 
tinued to excite great interest in Constantinople. The 
Turk^ were in favour of Mr. W'ysp’s conduct, and a 
small fieet had moved out in the Propontis, intended 
for the coast of Greece — not exactly to co-operate with 
Sir W. Pai'ker, but to act on account of the Porte, w’ho 
bas also claims on Greece. Private lettem from the 
Firajus, of the I8th ult., state that the fleet under the 
command of Sir W. Parker was still in the Bay of 
Salamis, and that Mr. Wyse was on board the Queen. 

[ The cold in Turkey has lately been intense. One 
hundred and fifty-eight persons have been frozen to 
death, the greater number in their own houses, in Con- 
stantinople and its environs. At Gallipoli twenty-three 
persons, and at Smyrna seventeen, shared the same fate. 
Fifteen persons were found frozen to death on board a 
Turki.sh vessel, and eight fishermen were found dead 
from the same cause in their boat on the Bosphorus 
The temperature was 13 degrees (Reaumur) ; but these 
fatal occurrences arc explained bv the yory slight con- 
struction of the bouses, the want of warm covering, as 
w'ell as bad food. Tn the interior provinces tbe misery 
has been very great. The latter have been left uncared 
for, and tbe suiferings both of men and beasts have been 
very great. 


A case of Jeirish Martyrdom has recently occuiTcd in 
Morocco. Ihe details are given in a letter from Mr. A. 
Sebag, a Jewish merchant, residing in Castle-street, 
St. Mary- Axe, and whose brother was the victim. Tr 
appears that Judah Sebag, a Jewish merchant, who 
resided in a town called Alig, near Mogador, was ma- 
liciously accused of having spoken bla.«]ihciny ogaiiisi 
the Mahomechin faith. Tlie cause of this malice was 
the jealousy of some Mahoniodan inerchaiila. He was 
dr^^Tged before the governor, or rather the chief magis- 
trate of the city, whose name is Lechusnian Ben Hassam. 
The evidence against him having been heard, the ften- 
tenee of the ju'Jge was, that he either nmst onihracc 
Mahomedunism or be burned t\) death Judah Sebag 
indigiuiutly refused to deny his religion, and chose the 
alternative* — death. The governor immediately ordered 
a large fir,e to bo made, into which the man was thrown, 
and soon devoured by the flames. He was but twenty - 
four years of age. 

Tlic principal article i>l intelligence from the United 
States relates to discussions in Coiig’ress on the slavery 
quc.stion. 

'The admission of California, and its previous question, 
tbe slavery dillieuUy, were under full debate lu botli 
divisions of tin' legislature. In the House of Repre- 
sentatives, many davs hud been spent in heated argument, 
on a resolution by Mr. Doty to admit California as slie 
is — that is, with a constitution denouneirig slavery 
The Southern speakeis had, jis usual, been iirofuse in 
declarations that tlie Union was imperilled, and that 
civil war was imminent; but the resolution had been 
withdrawn, and an express bill had been introduced ; 
and, in the prospect of a fresh debate on the whole sub- 
ject, there was u lull in the excitement. In the Senate, 
Mr. Henry Clay’s compromise resolutions, and a number 
of anfendments, were still under debate. I’hc leader of 
the South, Mr. Calhoun, had registered his opposition ; 
but he had become so weak, from disease of the lungs, 
that he could no longer take personal share in debate, 
and an oration against Mr. Clay’s resolutions, charac- 
terised by Calhoun’s brilliancy and ingenuity, was read 
for him by a brother senator, on the 4th. ^ 

It has been rumoured in 'Washington, that a dificult}^ 
had been caused in the cabinet by Mr. Clayton’s nego- 
tiation with Sir Ileniy Bulwer on the Nicaraguan 
questhm, which was disapproved of. It was said that 
Mr. Clayton had tendered bis resignation, but tliat 
President Taylor had returned it to him. 

A fortnight’s later news from California* — to the 15th 
January — conimunieutes a great calamity : the V’^alley of 
Sacramento had been deeply flooded over its whole 
extent, and, the tow'n of the same name had been wholly 
destroyed; one bouse, built on raised poles, alozve re- 
mained. The loss of property is calculated at 1,000,000 
dollars, including immense nerds of cattlo; no loss of 
life is mentioned.

^HE elevation of Lord CampLell to the higliest scat of Common Law magistracy should not ])[isp without 
n-oognition from the class to which ho once belonged. This dLstinguishod lawyer began hib career as a 
member of the public proas, and has never lost sight of ita interests, or ceased to refer with ])ridc to hia 
former participation in them, flia most important Icgishitive act was the amendment of the law of libel 
as more jjaii'ticularly alKjeting uewspai)ei*K ; and it i.s not many months since he made the ingenuous 
avoviTil, that he would ratlier have the fame of a poem of J*opes, tlian the highest reputation obtainable m 
WcstmiiistcT Hall. It is this catholic appreciation of merit in oIIku* hberal pui-suits, and this generous tone of 
ambition, hardly loss than great quahtios as a lawyer, divcndlied ])Ower of application, and shi’owd general 
hiiowlieilgo of the world, ^which mark him out for that liighcr duty than a more black letter lawyer could ever 
satisfactorily discharge, of iircsidmg ovci the English fJoiunioii Law and giving tone to the practice of the 
bar, as well as dignity to tiic bench. JIow remarkable in this respect was liis predeces.'^or ! What a dignity he 
imparted to the jirofcssion itself by liis learning and couiagi'. by lus finnness and impartiality, by his high sense 
of honofur, and scrapulou.s regard for tiiith. Through evtm oeeasioiiiil cri’ors of perhaps hasty judgment, > 
what a unifonii and noble contempt there f.bone for everything moan oi* unworthy. Lord Domuau’s hime as 
a law'ycr has been eclipsed by many less distinguished men : hut there w^o.-i a moral majesty in the character 
of hill mind, which pervaded all it.s niaiiifef Utioiis. The noble featurc.s of his face exprossed it, as well os 
the gmnd yet sweet oxpi'cssioii of his voice. His spmt ncvoi rose to such heights bf unfaltering boldueas as 
at what seemed the approach of danger ; and in times more remarkable for greatness tlian our own, he 
w'ould have carried off yet greater distinction.

'J'his hook now t.ilu's its 
place in tin literature of Ihialand as tlie lloniaii Catholic 
«'\|)o.silion of lu'j history. There is as little doubt of the 
merits and claims of the author, as that the leanings of 
his profi ssnni are tdainly diset rnible wlieievei eiicum- 
stanc('s rail them forth. So long us nothing Imings in 
qiie-itioii the faith and heroism of his cluirch, there is no 
guide that ma;y he followed more imiihcitl} through a 
dark and doubifuJ period.

So nnieh by w'ay of ivarning against a hook, wiiieii may 
not he consulted without (langer, yet cannot without 
los.«« he pat aside, by any .student of the Engli'.h history. 

Anothov important publication of the month h.is been 
the additional instalment of two v'olumes of Mr. Grote’s 
Ilislon/ of iiuvco, hniiging down this great v\ork to 
the p(‘noit of the death ot Socrates. TTit'sc volumes are 
clnetly romavhable for the new use to which the great 
hiNtory by T’hueydides is applied, and tor tin* original 
vii*\vs that! aru taken of the position and teaching of the 
Atlii'idan sophists. 

The otliei leading books of the month have been of a 
slighter kind ; hut not delicicnt cither in value or in- 
terej-’t. They comprise a series of clevi'r and graceful 
sketches of Woniati in Frunco in ihv FAfd(vnih 
Century, hy Miss Kavanagli ; a vivid picture of thi' late 
wa# in llnngary, m il/ewioir.*; o f a Uunyarntn Lady by 
Nladaim; Pnlzsky; two skiliul imv els, 'though of qna- 
litiivs opposite iLs their subjects,— the one a tale of domestic 
life, calk'd Pride ami Irresolution^ the other a roni.inee 
of tlie irruption of the barbarians into Home, callocl 
Antonina 3 and, finally, a little volume of useful hints 
on (iiK'stioiis of ]iarlianientary conduct and ndbrin, eu- 
titk'd A Career in the Comynons. 

To thi^ latter ])olitical treatise another, of notable merit, 
may bo added before closing our brief rcVlew, Thin is 
a Mimewdiat remarkable pamphlet by a])raclieal political 
economist, Mr. Wardc Norman, of wliicli th ■ object is to 
^ prove, by an Examination of some prevaibm/ itpinions 
«.v to the ]‘)es6U)c of Tiixaiion in^ this and othm Conn- 
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flits, tirst, tliiit a certain amount of stale-taxation less 
st'iionsly impedes tlie jirogre.ss of the geni'ral jn-osperity 
than IS commonly supposed; secondly, that the fuller 
cvjK'nduure and conseqnint taxation of Great Britain 
will fairly Ixar comparison v\ith that of other largo 
c)\lll^ed tonal I'K's, comp.irativc weaitb and resources 
being taken in aec<ninl ; and, thirdly, that the pre- 
v.nTing opinion of the prodigal exiienditure of the 
British go^erumellt, in proportion to the results ob- 
tained, or f(‘sted by the ex])enditure of other great and 
cnilisi d coniitiies ibr similar purpose.s, is eapablr* of dis- 
proof. Ot (•.)iirs(', th(‘ general basis of thesi* compai’isons 
isrclativi pow'cr to bear taxation; but the knowledge 
brought to the illu.stj atioii of the .subp'ct is worthy of 
atliiiiiou, anil tin' lesults are really striking It is at 
least proved by the writer that the Continental coun- 
tries lia\e fewer ail\ outages, in iv.sjiect to taxation, 
than have l)o<’n, without (luc iiivx'.stigatioii, geuoralJy 
attiihat('d to thi'm.

For, in Spring, as we all know, the first indications of good or bad harvests present themselves. Upoh 
these, a vjist deal nationally depends, -^prosperity or depression ; wealth or wiftit ; employment or idleness ; 
mercantile activity, or commercial stagnation. In politics, also, " our agricultural prospects” have their 
influence. A bod harvest surrounds tlic minister with accumulating difficidtioa, while a good one smooths 
many away. It is said of an ex-premicr, who has been at the head of affairs more than once, that 
when called upon to deliberate on taking office, he is guided less by the aspect of what is called '^the political 
horizon,” tlioii by the state of the barometer. He calculates that if there be a reasonable ohance of 
excellent crops, there ib a coiTCSpondmg probability of the people being good humoured. It is astonishing 
how a man’s mind clears up with the weather ; and how it dai*kcns (on such subjects as the Inconm Tax, and 
other tnfles of that nature) with the sky. 

Happily, tlic month’s accounts from almost every part of the couniiy give hope of an abundant sefiSOm 
A diy seed-time was followed by an unusually cold and nipping fiost during March, which, tboua^ 
retarding legetation, kept it from peeling above ground to bo bitten and blighted. April was usheredm 
with storms, the disastrous cflccts of which on shipping we have to record, — ^but the genial weather " 
which followed, was only interrupted by heavy showers, much required for irrigation after the long 
drought. An unusual amount of electricity discharged itself on two occasions in severe thunderstorms. 
Upon tlie whole, vegetation promises unusually well. And, ns things run on smoothly with the human, 
as with the equine race, when it can command abundance of corn, we are happy in the prospect before us. 

Plenty, however, so advantageous to the buyer, is, according to protectionist theories, a bane to the eeUer. 
Iiid<‘ed, it is so, unless means of production are multiplied by skill, energy, and industry, in on inverse ratio 
to the dmiinution of prices. It has yet to be seen, whether the downward tendencies in the pnee of faipa 
produce will be met by the farmer so os to decrease ^^the agricultural difficulty” which still exists. 

•The emigration movement has not slumbered, and is making head vigorously, as the season advances, 
^^ast numbers of persons have recently de])aitcd from Ireland, chiefly to the United State*. The 
]niblie, at length awakened to a sense of the vast magnitude of the subject, and to its uumeosturable 
benefits,— both to those wdio go abroad, and to those who remain at home,— are be^nning to besfh? 
themsclvos out of doors. Attention is universally directed to our ^cat Australian colonies, but it rests 
with rhe public, still, to enforce upon the Government and Le^aturo the necessity of a careful, 
comiirohcnsivc, liberal scheme of popular emigration, and of a system of regulations for the health, comfort, 
and happiness of emigrants. Tliero is no question ^ importance to the community, which is not 
included in this question. Its vital iiitoi’o&t to every tnan who has the least care for the welforo of his 
coiintiy, and the progress of his race, cannot bo "exaggerated. * 

The lamentable intellectual wants of a v£u.t proportion of the humbler classes have occasioned during 
the mouth much solicitude and discussion. These are due chiefly to Mr. Fox, member for Oldham, 
whose educational Bill — to extend the moans of instruction to idl sects pnd classog — ^hos excited 
much wholesome and energetic agitation thioughout the more districts of the country; by which 

we mean the disii'icts where men think, and act. It is striking^ but discouraging, to note the oontnuxt 
between the manner in wliiph such comprehensive educational projects as that of An*. Fox are met by the 
practical men of action in the manufacturing districts, and by the passive theorists of the House of CJom- 
moift. But, in the manufacturing districts, they know the danger, and the monstrous ^ignoranca and 
<U gradation lying irt the base of all society ; and in the House of Commons ^ey do not,— yet The 
w nils of that building ore extremely thick, and keep out a great deal of social knowledge* 

Our record of party politics presents features of vicissitude, andyMhoroforo of int<jii^ April has 
bqcn (as Francis Mo(nfe, phyrician, might have predicted, if he hadrforeseen it,) a «^Bastrou8 month 
ill the minisierim calond^. In the first week of the meeting of parliament after the Faster holiday, ihe 
Cabinet had to ^dure, in the House of Conunons, tliree defeats, — two positive, and one comparative; 
and, shortly e fourth. On a having for its object improvcinent in the status and accommo^ 

dation of AssistantrSurgeons on botllrner Miqesty's ships, ministers were placed in e minority equid 
to ei^t votes. On the measure fpr extending the jurisdiction of County Courts, to which they WSW 
not disposed to agree, they voted with a minority, which numbered 67 against 144 votes. These wera tlut 
positive defeats ; tho comparative one arose out cn a motion to abolish the window tax. Against this the 
Cabinet made some effort, but its supporters only muster^ in suffioisnt st^gth to afford a megorhy of 
three.

POLITICS. 

V^eWT littie Inuuness has been transacted in the Hones 
OF Fesbs during the month. The House xset after 
the Easter recess on Thursday 11th, sat half-an-hour 
to hear some bills read from the Commons, and ad- 
journed. 

On Frid^ 12th, Lord Campbell introduced a hill for 
the better of Special Pleadin^B . — ^EarlGEBV 

then moved the third readiii|jf of the Comtek Prisons ML 
Lord Stanley dwelt eepeei^y on the danger of staving 
off that which is itteviteide, a thorough revision of our 
Reoondary - punishaient system. — Transportation, said 
XiOrd Montba&LE, nuist ho placed upon a new footing 
altogether : it must honiAde aeoeptable to the colonists 
theinsel'm, whteh it cannot be without free mstitutions. 
— Earl Gase combated what he conceived to he the ex- 
travagant ot|eeti<nis to trau^ortation * the prosperity, 
nay the free emigrtttian to Australia, are both the creation 
of transportatkm ; hut the system of labourHcangs at so 
great a distance has proved a fiuhtre. To tiiat he 
ascribed th« frighttei eviB edleged against transporta- 
tion: and mospaotivelj, hot not very distinctly, he 
foreniaiilm^ aomo sysf^ of which the penal part 
shoadd he aoeempUskM at home, while a more exten- 
iidva eBmloymeut would be dnind for convict- labour 
in the Colonjiea.— ‘The bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

On Monday 15th the Bishop of London declared his 
intention to nring forward a bill to establish a CkUmi 
of Appeal for the Ckrpp, to supersede such appeals 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. The 
prt^posed court would be, he said, a strictly clerical 
tribunid.

failure, it appeared that 120 towB allotments had 
been disused of ; while the entire amount of revenue 
esthnnted for the current year had bean realised during 
the month of January alene. — The bill was read a second 
time. 

A debate on 37*c Abttses of the Trtsh Poor Lane arose 
on Friday 19th, in cousequenco of a petition presented 
by the Marquis of Westmeath^ relative to Camck-on- 
Shannon. In illustratiun of the working of the law , his 
lordjphxp referred to certain proceedings taken again‘4t 
himself without the smallest legal noti&ation, by which 
a demand of rates amounting to 33^. was swoUed to 77/. 
by costs* He concluded by moving for a committee 
to iumiirc into the subject-matter of the petition — 
The Marquis of LANSDowitfE did not deny that abuses 
had crept into the administration of the poor law m 
particulm unions, hut he did not think sufficient grounds 
had been made out for inquiry — ^Lord Stanley thought 
the reverse. The grossest abuses had prevailed iur 
months in the union to which the petition roferrcul, and 
he thought their lordships would not fulfil their duty 
if they refused inqu^. — The Marquis of LANSDouNi. 
withdrew his opposition to the appointment of a coin- 
imttee,m consequence of what Lord Stanley had stated, 
mid the motion was agreed to. 

On the 22Dd, the Duke of Rtoiimond obtained a 
select committee to inquire into the evasions of the act 
for prevent^ the importation, with foreign cattle, of 
infectious diseases. 

The Door-Keepers of the House came in for a share of 
its attention on Tuesday 23rd. The report of the 
committee on the fees and emoluments of parliamentary 
officers, was laid on the table by its chairman, the Duke 
of Richmond, who mentioned some curious facts 
respecting the door-keepers. During four years the 
minimum receipts of one of them ranged from 401/ to 
772/. per aanum ; and during four maximum years, from 
884/. to 2570/. per annum. Yet this very gentleman, 
whilA incapacitiited by age from performing his simple 
duties, employed another person, vm AM it weUibr 1^ 
a year. Fees were paid to the door^keopers, not fpily 
by peers, editors of newspapers, and the East I;tidia Com- 
pany ; but the Society of Friends—for what oeason his 
Grace knew not—paiu five pounds a year to the door- 
keimers of that House. 

Tbe Earl of MalmebbvEt then moved for a Return of 
Corn imported since 1st January last, and of the average 
price ifoce that period.

unless ministers had intended to abolish the tax upon 
the light of Heaven., The Health of Tow^ns Association 
had pronounced it “ more vicious in principle, more 
injurious in its practical consequences, than a tax on 
food.” If the 100,000/. a-year 'voted for the impossible 
endeavour to suppress the Slave trade on^the coasts of 
Africa were saved, there would be no necessity for 
taxing houses containing fewer than fouiteon windows. — 
feir Charles Wood said, the tax already presses as lightly 
on the pom: as possible.

It was stated that oxen were duly overdriven, j 
until they hcoame complrtoly exhausted, and were 
obliged to lie down in the streets, when they were 
cnidlv beaten and pricked in the hocks until the blood 
how ea from their dosh, and by being thus tormented 
they crawled along in pain to their destination, where 
they were tied up, and fresh and unnecessary cruelties 
were inflicted upon them prior to then* being slaughtered. 
Numerous complaints htm been made to the Society by 
humane persons, who w^ero determined, if possible, to 
check or put down the intolerable nuisance. The magis- 
trate highly commended thorn for their c xcrtioni^ and 
intimated tnat he would grant warrants against ofu nd- 
ing parties who could be idfntifled. 

A Scene from Life in London was detailed in the 
Court of Exchequer on the 19th. A baker and bill-dis- 
counter named Glcu sued Lieut. Evans of the 60th, as 
acceptor of a bill of exchange clraMii by Lieut BaldAvin 
of the Itittc Brigade. The defence ^ as that the plaiutift’ 
had obtained the bill by fraud and collusion with one 
Humbert, who had stolen it from Mr, Baldwin, after 
iilhaving got from him a letter in which ho said he had 
recciveu money for the bill, which he had not. On being , 
1 cross-examined, Mr. Baldwin said, Lieut.

I have played at hazard at 
this house with Humbert. When I have* been there, 
they Jiave always tried to persuade mo to play. I have 
nevei been a winner there. I have never won a “ copper 
I there in my life. The game was not played there ha- 
bitually. When I wrote this letter I was intoxicated, 
although it was only 5 o'clock in the 'afternoon. I wTotc 
it dolioerately.^ “ What ! ’* exclaimed Baron ^derson, 
“ do you call it writing a letter deliberately if you arc 
drunk at the time ? ' * The jur^^ consulted for some minutes, 
and then ibund ** that the bill had been obtained by 
fraud; &om the drawer, Baldwin, by Humbert, but tkat 
there was no evidence to connect the plaintiff with that 
fi-aud.’'

SOCIAL, SANITARY, AND MUNICIPAL 
PROGRESS. 

ISditcafionf Beligious or Secular^ is a question which 
Mr. Fox’s bill appcaiv to have brought into active 
discussion, espociiuly in the manufacturing districts. 
On Easter Monday, ’ the Laucasliire Public School 
Association held a great meeting at Mancheifter. The 
Mayoii was in the chair ; and several membOTs of the 
Corporation, and a number of the clergy of the town 
and neighbourhood, were on the platform. A petition 
to parluunent was adopted, praying for the establish- 
ment of “ a system of education excluding all theolo- 
gical doctrines and sectarian innuences, supported by 
local rates assessed on the basis of the poor’s-rate, aud 
managed by local authorities especially elected for that 
purpose by the ratepayers, so os to afford to all, especially 
to the untaught and neglected, opportunities free of 
cha\*ge for a thorough training in usclul knowledge, 
good principles, and virtuous Imoits.” — The Rev. Hugli 
Stow ELL, who is a Canon of Che<*ter, affinned that 
edticatiou, to bo advantageous to the people, must be ** a 
d^istian education. " In the course of a vehement speech 
the Bev. gentleman cited the case of “ infidel France,” 
as an illustration of the fat.il effects of the want of a 
religious education. — A long, a stormy debate ensued, in 
the course of which Dr. John Watis reminded Mr. 
StctwcU that the National education of Franco was 
entirely in the hand.s of the pricbthood, up to the time 
of the great lievolution. — A number of Irishmen, who 
had early obtained admission, and formed a body close to 
the platform, created much disturbance by trying to 
hoot down the supporters of the motion j but the firm- 
ness pf the mayor succeeded in preserving tolerabk' order.

For a population of 
17, (^,000 wo have but tw^clvc normal schools; while 
in Massacliusscts they have three such schools for onl^ 
800,000 of poi)ulation. Every broken tradi'sman in this 
counti-y tliinks himself, aud is tliought by (/thers, good 
enough to set up foi a teacher. Th(' Sunday ScliQol 
maeliinerj', excellent in its kind, is valuele.s3 to impart 
secular education; aud it i" incliicieut in its (special 
religious aims in strict proportion ; for it is a notorious 
fact that tlie great obstacle which a Sunday School 
teacher meets is the dense ignorance of the child in 
rudimentary secular knowledge. — He argued with great 
force aud eloquence, that, in these days, the difiusion of 
w^holesome knowledge among the people was essential 
to the very safety of the stati' . “Of nil the signs of the 
present times this si*oms to me among the clearest— the 
steady advance of the democratic element in society — 
(cheew). It is alisolutcly inevitable; and the fact is 
universally admitted — by some with joy and exultation, 
by others with profound sorrow and alarm. It is only 
a question of time, or jicrhaps of opportunity. The next 
great revolutionary wave whieli rolls across Europe may 
bring the suffrage within the reach of the whole adult 
people of Englaud, as it has already placed it within the 
Iiossession of those of Gcnnany and rrauec, who a little 
more tliau two years ago seemed fai’ foi’thcr from it than 
wc weic — (hear). To the already enfranchised dosses I 
would say, educate the people in time, that you may 
have an inlelligeut and reasonable people to deal with 
instead of a blind, ignorant, and oKosperated one ; and 
to them not enfranchised 1 would say, get education, 
tliul you may olituiu the means of employing your new 
power to the greatest pos'^ible advantage, and for the 
common benefit of all (loud cheers). While the cduca- 
tion of the rest of Europe is advancing with such rapid 
stride, and giving new life to the productive activities 
of the C’ontinental states, it seonw clear to me that if 
England does not educate ahead of them, she must inevi- 
tably lose her present supremacy among the natiox^.” 

At the meeting colled by Mr. Baines he proposed a 
resolution against Mr. Fox's bill ; but an amendment, 
moved by Mr. Homer Stanfield, was carried by a con- 
siderable majority, and aftcrw'nrds a rcsqlntion in favour 
of Secular education, founded on local management aud 
taxation, and under local control, was passed almost 
unanimously. 

There were also meetings at Hull and Derby, with 
similar results. ,

Carlisle, and Other eminent personages. Mr. Tvlcr, the 
ohairman of the Islington committee, said that they had 
reframod firom dl•a^^ mg up a jictition until they could 
■ tahe sense and ol>tain the co-operation of the whole 
15 parishes of the 'borough : he urged active measures 
in favour of the proposed park, as he said the present 
open apace, unless at once secured, would be covered 
with buildings in less than t^svclvo months. Other 
metnbers having discussed the question, a resolution 
approving of the proposed park was unnnimously carried, 
and a public meeting of the borough was determined to 
be held Ibrth'with. 

Attho aniversary dinner of the Govrrnessn' Benevolent 
Institvtion on the 17th, the Duke of Cambridge, who 
filled the chair, gave a very pleasing account of the 
succcssfhl labours of tlie Institution. During the last 
seven years, the period of its e\istLnec, the ladies’ 
eommifitee have investigated 775 individual cases; they 
have received 3,150 applications fn^m these distressed 
ladies, and have given aid 1,620 times, with an amount 
of 3,9802. 18*. 6^2. ; the annuities to tlie aged have also 
been steadily ineroasod. Iherc wore now 3o ladies 
receiving regularly a small but certain income. The 

{ irovident fund amounts to 58,280/., the savings of 553 
adies, invested in CTOvoriuncnt security, to fonn a pro- 
vision for tbeir old age ; whilst no less than 5,512 ladies 
have availed themselves of the rogistiMtiou, free of 
expemo, of whom no Ic&s thaii have betni provided 
with situations. 

Piftv-oiie committees, ill furtherance of the Exhibition 
of Inamtry of 1851, have made a return of their first 
subscription lists to the Iloyal Commissioners. The 
amount of the sums announct d is 13,019/. In addition 
to thc^e returns, it was annonneed that the Royal 
Academy had voted 500/., and the Mercers’ Company 
100/., making the sum total up to this date 44,219/. 
Nor is the movement confined to this country. The 
1 rench Minister of Commerce has addressed a circular 
to the diflcrcnt Chambers of Coinmcree and Manu- 
factures, calling their attention to the exhibition which 
is to take place in 1851 in London, and urging on them 
the necessity of using their utmost efforts among the 
manufacturers in their respective districts, in order that 
the products of French industry sent to England may 
i be such as to keep uj) the character of' the country for 
I ingenuity and skill in workmanship. The circular also 
explains that the exhibition will include agricultural 
productions, and calls the attention of those connected 
w ith those pursuits to the benefit which may result from 
th(‘ir talciug part in it.

The Court of Inquiry into the mutiny in the 66th 
Hegimeiit of Bengal Native Infantry had closed its 
proceedings on the 7th of March. 60 privates were 
diazniisBed irom ihn service, 30 sentenced to imprison- 
ment for six months, 21 to imprisonment for seven years, 
said 6 were condemned to fourteen years’ lal>our oU the 
roads. This sentence being regarded by the Comman- 
der iu-Chief to be too lenient, he directed its rovisal, 
and the five greatest criminals were condemned to 
death; but the Commandcr-in-Chicf commuted this 
sentence to transportation for lil’o. To make the exam- 


ple more impressive, Sir Charles Napier resolved to dis- 
bawd the regiment. 

An uneasy feeling is represented as still pi’cvolent in 
the Punjaub. At Lahore furtlicr conspiracies of the 
Sikhs were apprehended. The operation of razing the 
walls of that city was begun on the 1st of February. 

The Govcmor-GeneriU arrived at Pomt-dc-Galle, in 
Ceylon, on the 7th of February, and left that place on 
the 9th for Singapore. 

There arc advices from ITong-kmirf to the 27th of 
February, but they contain no intelligence of public 
interest. Trade is stated to be jiretty brisk. The 
coasting trade between Hong-kong and Shanglud is 
about to be token up by the Peninsular and C)ricntal 
Company’s steamers, (-auton and Lady Mary Wood ; so 
that the intercourse of Hong-kong with the northera 
ports will be more regular than it has boon. M. Iteyn- 
vim, the French Consul at Canton^ had been nearly 
nmrdered by one of bis domestics, a Cliiiie.se. While he 
■was reading a newspaper, the man, Htcalthilj'' coming 
behind him, attempted to cleave his skull with a chopjier, 
inllicting a serious though not a fatal wound. The 
assailant was quickly piiiaued, but managed to escape. 
Plunder is supposed to liave been his object. 

Great excitement has been caused at Malta by the recent 
pTooGodings of the Council, declaring that tho Ttoman 
Catholh religimi is the dominant religion of the island, 
and that all others ate only tolerated. Besides a 
protest from Bisho]) Tomlinson, officially lodged with 
tlie Governor, mjtitioas were pouring in fi'oin all sects 
addressed to Farl Grey, beseeching him to intercede 
with Her Majcsl^ to ■withhold her sanction to these 
proceedings, it must here be noted, that in tho House 
of Commons Mr. Hawos declared that no such discrimi- 
nation between auay^ religions would be sanctioned. 

The W^-st India mail arrived on the 22nd, Tho 
weather was genei-ally iavourable, and tho islands healthy. 

Tho GuUif>ation oj Cotton in Jamaica was attracting 
increased attoBrioui ; sbme very superior specimens had 
been grown, and it was doomed probablo that this articlo 
might become; mte of the prineipol staple products of 
tho island. 

At a Court of Admiralty Seiwions reemitly hold in 
Spanish-tomi a case was tried which excited a good deal 
of interest.

At St. T^omm a mi of piracy hsd been 

committed. The Aitterfoan sohooiier J. B. Lindsey 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, on or about the Ist of Febti«ry. 
While yet in sight of that pioee, at night, the mate and 
a passenger were murdered and thrown overboard by tho 
crew. The captain was severely wounded, but con 
trived to jecuro tho cabin-door against- murderers, 
and for some days ke^ them at boy. After ransacking 
the vessel for money, the miscreants took toriiloschcMguer's 
boat, and with an axe attempted to scuttle the vessel, 
but their design -was defeated by the cook, who edt’ the 
boat’s paintor and set them adrift. The captain thon 
managed to crawl upon deck, and by threotening to fir© 
on the boat prevented the murderers from returning on. 
board. The boat then made for the Spanish Main, and 
the captain managed to reach St. Thomas in the schooner, 
where he was taken care of by tho American Consul, 
who has circulated handbills throughout the West Indies, 
offering a rew'urd of 200 doBai-s for the capture of the 
murderem. 

A Tornado of terrific violence passed over the to'wn 
and harbour of Nassau (Bahamas) on the 30th March. 
About fifty houses were destroyed, many of them being 
actually smashed to atoms ; trees of immense size were 
tom up by thi* roots ; severd small vessels in thg harbour 
were sunk, and others dismasted. The squall in its 
course pjissed over a ship yard, and a large schooner on 
the stocks was blosvn over. Eight persons were killed, 
and several Ixidly -wounded. The tornado lasted not 
more than one minute. 1 1 happened about noon. A fre 
took place in Port of Spain, 'rrinidady on the 7tli ult., 
which destroyed property to the amount of 12,000^. 
sterling. The lower orders behaved nobly in rendering 
assistance ; even women were seen working like the 
men. Many of those engaged in the Trinidad riots, six 
months ago, were scon labouring disinterestedly in' 
remo-ring and guarding ftirnituvc and stores, and though 
they had an opportunity of purluiuiug to an immenSe 
amount, notliing -w'as lost.

A Commission has hooii i.ssued, pre])ar,atory to a reform of the system of special 
j ]>icadiiig, which wdl no doubt be of special benefit, though it has too mudi the appearance of a move in aid 
of the Higher against the ( Jounty Courts ; Lord Campbell luis iiitrodueed a bill to simplify criminal pleadings, 
and prevent the lamentable and too notorious didccts of justice on small technical points ; the same active 
dignitary 1 as declared, in judgment on a case iu the Queen’s Rcncb which has hardly attracted the notice 
due to its impoi'tanco, that the intcrvcntiim of an attorney is not essential in the employment of a barrister, 
but that the latter may receive bis iustnic-tious directly from the paity to the suit, thougli such a course is 
the reverse of coamicndable ; a spirited attempt is iu progress, by Mr. Keogh, to reform the Ecclesiastical 
('ourts in Irelfuid ; and the Jjord High Chancellor Cotteuham has at length roused himself to a part 
of the work so long expected from hmi, and has issued a senes of Ordei-s which will have the effect of 
dispensing, in a huge class of suits, with tiie formality of bill and answer, and of providing for tin' reference 
to tlie master on a mere observance of certain very simple forms. It is a clear and decisive step m advance, 
and w’-orthy to have been the Lost official act of one of the greatest lawyers that ever adorned the woolsack ; 
hut it is to be lioped the next step will go beyond Hie master's offices, and venture into the ponotralia of 
the High Court itself. 

A glance into lower law courts, before we close, may not inaptly condudo this month’s review. 
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Remarkable Hoeial diftoldBures are made there, and social problems receive often strange solutions. Before 
Vice-Ohancel lor Knight Bruce, for example, there has been the case of u most foolish and frantic mombor of 
a ridiculous and not very decent sect, wlio has been refused the control and custody of his child, not for one 
of the many I'casons that might fairly lia\e been admitted to operate in support of such refusal, but because 
the Vice-Chancellor apprehends “ that in England a man who holds the opinion that prayer, in the sense of 
entreaty and supplication to tho Almighty, is superfluous, who considers moreover tliat there is not any day 
ill the week W'hich ought to he observed <U3 a sabbath, or in any manner distinct from other days, must be 
deemed to entertain ojunions noxious to society, adverse to civilisation, ojiposed to the usages of Christendom, 
contrai’y (m the case of pmycr at least) to the express commands of the New Testament, and disqualifying 
the man w^ho avows and jiractisea them for tho education and guiirdianship of an English child.” These 
words are quoted literally ; and they revive the woi*st and most dangerous doctrine of the days of Eldon ; 
though, in the gtsiieral disgust and contempt inspired by the Agapenwne doctrine, the judgment against one 
of its professors will probably escape the condemnation due to it. I’assing from (Chancery to the Court of 
Queen's Bench, we find a criminal information very ]n*operly refused by Lord (!ampbell in a case of 
dispute between the Electric Telegraph Company and a very active news-ageney house in Liverpool, which 
had o[)i>osed with considerable spirit the company s pri‘tciision to exclusive “ trading in nows but the 
peremptory refusal of even a rule nisi in a ease alfecting the character of a foreign exile, and the as })ei’emp- 
tor\’ ilisposition to make one absolute in a snnplo ease of error very amply atoned for ^w'e allude to the 
application against Mr. Murray, and to that in behalf of Miss Sellon), do not strike us in so impartial or just a 
light. Turning away into (.'Oiiri of Kxclu'quer, we arc warned by the re.sult »jf an action involving the 
responsibility of a railway comjmny for the acts of its officers, that tlie duties (»f these officers are now held by 
law to be determined at the pleasure of their eniployei-s ; and that if any one of them transacts a duty to w'hich 
he has not been priA^ately named by snrh emplimu's, and in the <‘onr.se of it falsely accuses, maltreats, ami 
wrongly imprisons a traveller on the railway, the nnfort.unatii tra\ oiler has no remedy against tlie company, 
though the wrong could only lane been done under cover r)f its authority, and by the ('xpress iwivilcgcs 
AVI th which piirliament lias invested its servants. Descending a little lower, into the Insolvent Debtors’ 
Courts. Avo pciveivc. in such contrasted cases as Mr. rntcUsirds and Mr. DtEafiehlV, how, in the present 
constitution of English Society, one man may build u]> out ol nothing a ten-tlioiisand-a y»‘!tr business m six 
years, add another spend every shilling of a hundred thousand jtouiuls’ gain of business m .six mouths. 
De.scciiding somewhat Ioavct still, and entering the Thames rohee ( Vmrt. we liscover that no man of colour, 
be he Englishman, Frenchman, or of Avhat country he may, is ]>ermilted to .i]>]»roach tlie shores of the 
slaA'e-holdmg states of America, -vntbout at once siu rendering his freedom, <lel]\enng Inmself u])iiiU> custody, 
and eoiisenting to live in gaol until those wlio hi ought Inin are not only ready to take him away, )>ui 
prejiared to pay for his imprisonment, or to be mnletod in th(*ir pt opej*ty for it ’ The readf‘r can liardly 
expect us to tell him anytlimg more remarkable than this; or than Lord Palmerston’s aAo'xal in tho House 
of (knnnions, not only that there is no hel]> or remedy for it. but that the unlia]>pA niiman biMUgs tlms 
outea.st from all social jirotoetion have at least the benefit of fair notice tliat ■'iich leally will be their 
fate ’ Here, therefore, Ave conclude leaAiug huu to meditate on the nature and chums of freedom, political 
and social, monarchical and leiiublican. 
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NARRATIVE OF PARLIAMENT AND 
rOLlTlCS. 

Tukut; Avas no busines.s of importanec transacted in the 
ITox’sn or Loans till the 2nd of May, as hen an Address 
of (k'ngratulation to Her Majesty on tho JihtA of 
another Prinec^ was movc'd by the Marc^uis of Lavn- 
DOWNK and unanimously yotod, 

The Didce of Kichmonj) jiresented above a hundred , 
petitioAs complaining of AifHrnlinral Dtxfresx ; as a ; 
proof of its existence he called attention to the apjiear- i 
ance of sixty advertisements in a Northumberland 
Newspaper of sales of farm-stock ; and he complained 
of the undue pressure of the Income I’lix on the fanners.

It is iiitciuled tliattlii' tri‘asurer alone sliall receive money, 
and he shall attend at certain stated times for that 
purpose. 'J’he Government will generally appoint a local 
banker to fill the oltico ; and the duties shall no longer 
be wholly' un remunerated. It shall he a midenicanour 
for any other iierson than tho treasurer to receive money 
as a savings-bank deposit. Daily accounts sliall be 
rendered to tho Commissioners of tho National Debt; 
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Hjid those Commissionere shall appoint auditors, ijrho 
shall exercise a constant auditing of the accounts, subject 
to supen^ision by special inspectors despatched at dis- 
cretion.

' declin(‘d. The deaths in the first quarter of 1850 were 
I loss, by 21,065, than in the first quarter of 1847, and less 
hy 21,414 than in the first quarter of 1848.

Tho bill regulating the hours of FacLoiy labour has passed Ihc Commons immiitilated, and the Austrriliau 
bill has naiTOwly^ escaped mutilation in ,thc Lords, its most clistiiietive feature having been retaineJ by an 
iiifiiiitcsirnal majority. The County Courts bill has reached the uiiper house in too weakly a condition 
to be able to make any very ellbeti ve stimd against tho fate which is said to await it there. Another important 
nicasiire has got into the elutehcK of a somewliat equivocal committee in their )A)r<lshij)s’ house, aud tho 
Bishop of Halisbury is doittg his best to iiulhly the Manchester liecloiy bill.

The Oriental was then beset by ic<', and 
saw another vessel a few miles off in a mo^t p<i ileus 
eondition, stove in by the ice, and sinkiiiin. I’or two 
days she was seen in the same forlorn eon dihoq, when 
sho suddenly disappeared, and very little doubt is enter- 
tained of every soul having gone downi in tlu; foniidcred 
vessel. Subsequently a great many bodies were seen 
int(>rminglcd vvitli tlie ice, together with some iiortions 
of the cargo, from W'hich it was discoveied that she was 
from Londonderry bound for Quebec, 4'lie Oriental was 
eleven days before she got entirely clear of the ice. 

Another similar catastrophe w as witnessed on thc20tli 
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cvf Mqirch, l>y the jsbip Sigaiet of Alloa. The vesael 
apjMarently im Eugli^ brig, heavily ladeii. She went 
down, and nil on board perished. Among other vesaojs 
lost from the same cause, down to the middle of May, arc, 
the Ostensible, from Liverpool, for (liieboe ; the Cou- 
Rcrvutorund the Acorn, both of Liverpool ; the Hibernia, 
from Glasgow, for Qnoboc ; the Lritlsh schooner Col- 
lot’tor, from St. John's, JN’ewfouiidland, for London; the 
brig Astree, of Weymouth : the Willielmina, of Aber- 
deen ; the Goswell,' of Newcastle ; the Sylph, of Leith., 
and three others, the names of which are unknown. 
With the exception of tlu'se last, the crews, were saved. 
Moat of the imfortunate vessels were hoavilyTadeu, and 
these losses in total are estimated at nearly i00,000/.

It will be seen iji our parliameutary narrative 
that this matter was taken up by the House of Lords on 
the 23rd. 

A deputation of London w eekly new spaper proprietors 
waited on the Marquis of Clanricarde, the I’ostmaster- 
General on the 3rd, to induce the government to rescind 
the last Post Oj^e Regtdaiiom as to S\inday Deliveries. 
In reply to th& representations the marquis said that 
his own opinion and that of the government was, that 
the arrangements in question would be inconvenient, yet 
there were objections to the crown opposing the w'ishes of 
the people, as expressed by their representatives ; that 
though it might be said that the vote did not really 
represent the feeling of the countrj", yet it had not boon 
hastily brought forward, and there had been sufficient 
time to ojjpose it ; that, how'ever, he believed the matter 
would be again brought forw’ard on an early day, and if 
the House of Commons chose to reverse its deeiMon, he j 
individually, and he took it for granted, all the other 
members of the government, Avould agree that the ori- 
ginal arrangement should at Ance be re^erted to. 

The Criininal Tables for the Year 1840 have been laid 
before both Houses of Pjirliamcnt The prefatory expla- 
nation and calculations, by Mr. Iledgruve, of the Home 
Office, the compiler of the tables, eontuiu much curious 
and important matter. Among a number of other sUite- 
mentewe find the following — Of the personsf committed 
for trial in the last year there were — Acquitted and dis- 
charged, f)78(^ ; acquitted on the ground of insanity, 18 ; 
found insane, 11 ; convicted, 21,001 ; total committed, 
Of the persons convicted last year I in 318 was 
sentenced to death ; and 1 in 8 to transportation. But 
the leniency of the administration of the law is forcibh 
exhibited, when it is showm that embracing all the sci lou'. 
oflences for wdiich persons were convicicd, the Sioutcnco 
of three-fourths were for periods of six months and 
under ; of one-half for three mojiths and uiub'r , and 
that the sentences of above one-third w'(*re for periods of 
two months and under. There ha.s been no exc'cution 
since 1841, except for murder; of 11) persons convicted 
last year of this offence, lo were CNceuted, the crimes of 
several being marked by circumstances of peculiar 
atrocity. Five of these j)crsons A\erc females; fmc for the 
murder and robbery of her mistress, one for the murdei 
of her husband bj^poison, wdio was also charged with 
and confessed the murder of her tw'o adult sons, and th(‘ 
attempted murder of a third ; one lor thi‘ murder of her 
infant by poison, suspected to have been the eighth or 
ninth similar offence ; another for the murder ol her 
husband by poison ; and the fifth was (with her husband, 
who was also executed) convicted of a deejdy-laid jdan 
oF murder and robbery. Of the males, one v\as ctm- 
victed of murder who was also charged with a second 
murdei', and the attempt(*d murder of two other person.-, 
in furtherance of extensive forgeries and fraud ; cnie w us 
convicted of the murder of four persons, and robbery ; 
one of the murder of his mother , one cd tlie iimrd(*r of 
his child ; one of the murder of a young girl, supposed 
from motives of revenge ; another of the mnrdn* cf a 
female, the motive not being made apparent ; and three 
of separate cu.ses of murder in eonneetion with burglarv 
and theft. In the commitments last year for murder, 
the number of females equalled the number of males ; 
and it appears that the recent increase in the commit- 
ments for nturdcr is attributable solely to female crime. 

A great, Tenant-rufht Meeting of the county of Louth 
took place at Dundajk on the 29th of June. The pro- 
ceedings were unanimous, and the important object of 
cementing the union of the North and South, for pro- 
moting the interests of the tenant farmers, was materially 
forwarded. 

Tliere was a meeting at Rcjuling on the Gth , got up 
by Mr, Ferrand, to gain recruits for his “ Wool Leagvef 
a comWnation to put down the cotton manufacture by 
abstaining from the ust^ of that article. About 300 
persons were present. The meeting was addres.scd by 
Mr. Fcrrand in his usual strain, and also by the Marquis 
of Downshire, Hie character of whoso epceeh may b'; 
gathered from the following specimen : — “I did not 
come here this day to do things by halves ; no, 1 eamo 
here to speak out, and to call things by thcii* proper 
names. And I now declare that 1 wdsb' tliis agitation 


to be considered as a war d /’ outnmex on the part of the 
farmers against the Manchester cotton manufacturers. 
Now mark my words — I wdll stand by them — and if 
there be a penalty attached to them, on my head let it 
fall. I recommend you and all Englishmen to abstain 
from dealing in a single ounce of their blood-stained 
cotton goods.” These sentiments, and the noble mar- 
quis’s recommendation that his hearers should “ give 
their custom only to those whom they knew to be their 
friends, and who, they were sure would vote the right 
way,” were received w'itli vociferous cheers. 

The question of Smithfeld Market is under discussion 
in the t-ourt of Common Couneil, Tlu‘ Secretary of 
State having transmitted to that body the report of the 
royal eomniission, w*hich recommended the discontinn- 
aiice of that market and the establishment of a new 
cattle market in a jilaeo without the City ; and having 
des»ire to know whellier the corporation vvero willing to 
I construct the now market and undertake its supervision; 
i this communication i\ns referred to the market improve- 
I ment eommittee. At a spetial court ou the 11th, the 
I report of this committee vias brought up. It objects, at 
I great length, to the recommendation of Her Majesty’s 
coiumi.ssioners, and eoiieludes as follows . — “ Under all 
those circum stances, therefore, and uiioii every considera- 
tion, a.s well for the benefit of the public at large, us of 
the eiti/ens of London in particular, your committee 
cannot but ( xiiress their firm and unaltered opinion, that 
the suggestion tor the removal of Smithtiehl market is, 
without any adequate reason, loumled uiion public con- 
siderations for the lU'escnt, or any certainty as to its 
effect for the future ” A dehaie ensned, which after 
adjournment, uas termiuated ou the 237 tl, when the 
lejioi t was agreed to.

The Tioynl Agricaliin ol Sodcly held its annual meet- 
ing this \iar at J'lxetc'r. ’I'he jn'ineipal day was Thursday 
the 18th, when there vas a great show of cattle and 
other faim stock and inaehiucry, followed by a dinner, 
at vvhicli the ihair was o<'cui»(‘d l)V the Marquis of 
Downshire, the J ’resident of the Society. Among the 
numerous eonipany were the Fruieh and Amei-icaii 
ambassadors, v^ lio lioth atUlressed the nioetiuu', e\pU‘'Sing 
tJieir admiration of tlie of agri«:ulture in England. 

I’he A'nfioaol Reform Assm'iat ton held a great meet- 
ing on the I7th at Wymoiidhain, in Norfolk. It -w'ttB 
e.stimated tliai 5001) jxusons v\ere iireseiil, comprising 
many liclonging to the agrieultural classes, 'fhe Sheriff 
of Norfolk presided. The principal speakers were Sir 
Joshua AValmesley, Mr. (r. 'J lionqison, Mr. A. Mackay, 
and Mr. T. iM'Eiih'er, who formed the metropolitan 
de])ntation, and two loe,d members, Sii* Thomas Jieever, 
and Mr. Tillett, of Niu wich. 

A meeting — described as an aggregate meeting of the 
clergy of the (diureh of England and the l.iy membi'rs 
of her communion — was held in St. Martin’s Hall, Long- 
Acre, on the 23rd, Its object was to protest against the 
decisions of the several courts "of law' in the Gorham, 
(lose, to adtlr<-ss the Archbishop of Cantcrlniry, and to 
take other stiqis to jirevent thc^ order of the Court of Arches 
to induct Mr. Gorliam to the vicarage of Branipford 
Speke from being carried into effect. It is cRtimated 
that about 2000 persons were present, I’ho chair wais 
occupied bv Mr. J. G. Hubbard ; and the Bishop of 
Bath and \Vells, Archdeacon Wilberforco, Archdeacon 
Thorpe, Archdeacon Bartholomew, Archdeacon Manning, 
Yiseount Feilding, liJaid Nelson, Lord John Manners, 
and the Alov. Dr. Pusey, were among the perSoxus ou the 
datfurm. The meeting was addressed at great length 
)y the chairman, the Bishop of Bath and Wells, Arch- 
dcaeon Wilbcribreo, and others ; and resolutions in 
accurdanee with the objects of the meeting w'ere iinani- 
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mously adopted. — Owing to the overflow of St. Martin’s 
Hall, a supplementary meeting was held in Freemasons’ 
liall, over which Viscount Feilding presided. Hr. Pusey 
addressed thr* mtjeting, and the same resolutions as those 
proposed in St. Martin’s Hall were adopted. 

The late Henrv Robertson Hartley, Fsq., of South- 
ampton, has Left the Bidkofhis Fortune, amounting to 
80,000?., to the‘ corporation of that town, to be applied in 
such manner as may promote the study of natural history, 
astronomy, antiquities, and classical and oriental litera- 
ture, by forming the requisite institutions for those 
purposes. It is to bo regretted that, from the inaccurate 
preparation of the will, a suit in Chancery will ht* 
necessary to give it effect. 

The building committee for the ExInbUioyi of 1851, 
has accepted the tender of Mr. Paxton to erect in Hyde 
Park a building chiefly of iron and glass. It is to be of 
wood-ivork to the height of eighteen feet, and arrange- 
ments have been made to provide coni])lete ventilation 
and .secure n moderate temperature. I’lie building is to 
be made in Birmingham and the neighlionrhood. Messrs. 
Fox, Heiider.son. and Co., of the London Works, at 
SmethAviek, liave the rontraet for the iron framework ; 
Messrs, dance, of Spon Tjane, Avill sujiply the enormous 
quantity of glass required ; and tlie tubes are also <*n- 
trusted to a firm in the district.

i NARRATIVE OF LAW AND VlWm, 

I ^Vavse. a draper of a hod Street, av as summoned 

before the Marlborough police eonrt on the 2{Hh of 
June, for Assaultijuf a (Uisfoinc^ . Mrs Denning 
and a female friend, seeing a ticketed mantle in liis 
shoji-v ,ndoAA , AAU'iit .in to Iniy it, reading the ])riee 
to he one guiiK'a. The mantle A\as ])rodueed, and a 
guinea and a half adeed for it, on the Indy’s demurring, 
a ticket Avas shoAvn, Avith one guinea in large print, 
and a very small i suhioiiied, Avhich. they lielieved, had 
jast bcd) Avritten. High Avords ensued, and the trach s- 
man imshed the customer out of the sho]) A .shopman 
depo id tliat he li.id put the tiekct— one guinea and a 
half— on the mantle; and the master deeland that ho 
had used no uniK'ecssary violence, hut Avas jirovoked by 
the accusnlion of cheating. 'I'he magistrate eoinmentcd 
on the improprif'ty of exliibiling tickets so Avritten to 
mislead the public, and fined the drajier tAventy shillings. 

A respeetahly clressed young man, Avho refused to 
give his name, AA'as charged at (iiiildhall, on the ihd, 
A%ith littering seditious language in a ])ublic-honse. 
Several papers were found njion him. One consisted of 
liints to those aa'Iio thought of suicide, urging that thev | 
might as well he hanged — or take tin* chance of it Avith 
tin alternative of a comfortable provision for life — as 
droAVH themselves ; and that they might manage this 
by killing a policeman, a ducliess, or a ' connte.s.s, 
and then pleading insanity. Another jiaper said 
^thc writer wmuld like' to kill Aa’c hunclr(‘d of tlie 
anstocraey, and a third contained n ]ilan of setting fire 
to ladies’ dresses in Kensington (iardens, at a time 
“ Avhen the aristocracy are congregated to hoar the hand 
play.” Before the alderman the prisoner admitted that 
th(‘S(‘ writings were by him, and said that merely to c\- 
plaiu how an unlaAvful act might be committed, Avas no 
offence. He was remanded that inquiries might be made. 
Tie was brought up again on the 10th, Avheii Mr. Maule, 
the solicitor of the Home Office, Avas in attendaneo, who 
rwiuested the alderman to deal summarily with the 
case by binding the prisoner over to keep the peace. 
He seemed mnwi disappointed that he wat* not to hove 
a ri'gular trial, and made a nonsensical speech about his 
plan for thinning the numbers of the aristocracy. The 


alderman cut short his oratory;— « You are one of three 
things, insane, mischievous, or seeldng notoriety ; I 
belie VC you arc the tivo latter.” He was ordered to 
find hail and removed in custody. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench gave judgment, on 
the 6th, in the Case of Barber. This gentleman, it 
will ho remomherod, was tried in 18 U on several 
charges of fraud and forgery, in conjunction with a 
person of the name of Fletcher, and sentenced to trans- 
portation for Hie. In 1848, after enduring great hard- 
ships in Norfolk Island, lie received a free jiardon, 
j in eonseqiK'nce of enquiries made into his case, and 
j returii-'d to Ihigland. He applied to the Court of 
j Queen’s Bench to he allowed anew to take out his 
j certificate to jiractise as an attorney ; hut this being 
I opposed by the Law Society, a rule nisi was granted, 

I and the matter Avas fully argued before the court 
IngiAing Judgment, Mr. .lustiee Patteson, after taking 
a review of the Aarious transactions in which Barber 
had been implicated along with hletcher, said in con- 
j (‘lusion, that looking at ^all the circumslances of aU 
I these cases, and endeavouring to make all reasonable 
I alloAvances for the ditticultie.s in which Mr Barber was 
I ])laced in exjdaining his conduct, the court regretted

Reid lelused to pvor('od, saying, “I’ll transact no 
business in amediiig in aaIucIi Mr. Mcesom is, boeaufcc 
he and Mr. Bariy sent in a forged doeiiment to the 
I CommissioiK^rs of Woods and Forests.”

Wlieii the man sueeceded in 
OA'crjioAA ering her, and rose, she ran to a hell and pulled 
it to giAe an alarm. Again slie haflled Fahy’s attempts 
to enter the house, pushed him into the stable-yard, and 
locked him out. The hell had attracted a gamekeeper’s 
notice, and he linrned to the house ; Avhero he found 
the eourngeous girl in a fainting state. The koeiicr 
seized Faliy on the road a short distance from the place, 
and had him committed on a charge of assault with 
intent to rob. The Conglotoii magistrates highly com- 
numded Ann ’franter for her conduct. 

I'he Court of Exchequer .gave judgment in the Gorham 
Case on the 8tli. ’J’liis is the third decision of precisely 
the same question in three different courts of laiv. The 
Bishop of Exeter first applied to the Court of Queen’s 
Bench for anile to prohibit the Court of Arches from giving 
effect to the decision of the privy council in favour of 
Mr. Gorham. On its being refusiHl, the bishop made a 
similar application to the Court of Common Pleas, by 
whom also it Avas refusiid, and he then brought the mut- 
ter in the same form before the Court of Exchequer. 



the question had been argued at groat Icngtii, for | 
Bcyeraldays successively, the Court of Exchequei found, 
as the two other courts had d(>nf, that the appeal from ’ 
the Court of Arches was to the Judicial Committee of 
the Pnvy Council, and refused the bidiop's application, 
with costs. 

At the Central Criminal Couii on tlic 0th, two men 
najuiid Bayley and Lawler, were convicted of Conspiring 
to Cketxt Thomas Bland . a butcher, of o8Z. The prisoners 
are what is called ‘‘ slvittlo-shiiri)€rs.” They got into 
conTcrsatimi with their elup(‘ at a public-house, and 
induced liiin to go to a skittle-ground. Lawler and 
B^ley began to play for money ; Bayley seemed quiti^ 
drunk and ignorant of tbe gantc. lit' lost every game, 
and eventually Bland was tempted to bet against him. 
Bayle} then began to improve amazingly, and won 
from the butcher ; but th(' spirit of gambling was roused 
within him. He lost all his money, and when he had 
no more, went to a friend and boriowod 4-3/., whitli he* 
lost also. He then began to find that lie had been 
cheated, and gave his fellow-gambh rs into cu.^tody. 
Thev were sentenced to a y(Air’s ijn])ii'*.>nm‘‘nt 

The Court of Kxchequer, after a trial of ‘several days, 
decided on the 0th an action on a Colmj of Imoiranct 
effected with the Albion ('oinpuny oii the life ot a 
Captain Clayton.

-A<ia«iortiious quantity of evidence on this point, of the 
most eontradictory Itiud. 'wtis tiilvc ii •, the most op}»»site 
accounts of CJaptain Claytou’i, habits being given bv 
different w'itnosses. The result w^as a verdict against tJie 
assurancceomiKiny for .330/ , the uuKuirit of the sum in 
the policy, W'lth iiUercst. In charging tlie jur\, the laud 
Chief Baron said that it W'oiihl lune btenfar liettei foi 
the Albion Caiiqianv to have lost the sum at stuki' than 
to have eoatesled the point in a court of justice.

The iiami* of the wet nurse was T’evkuis, not Eurkes'., 
and Col. riiipjKs, the I'riuce’s .SeciTtai>, dein'U'd the 
apjilicant as an impostor.

A Child of Eight years old, named Willis, was brought 
bejfore the sitting magistrate at the Mansion House, 
on the 19th, charged with having attempted to slab a 
boy of his owm age with a knife, and with ha\ing 
wounded another hoy so seriously in the eye that he 
W'as likely to lose it.

Attorney-General had already in his discretion allowed 
the information to be filed, and where, if the information 
had jiroceeded, the court could have done no other 
than enforce the strict right. The discretion of the 
Attorney-General is interposed to prevent this mis- 
chu’f ; and his e.xcrcise of that discretion is purely an 
exercise of a judicial function, and as such 1 have 
exercised it to the best of my ability. In the present 
case the sense of w'hat is for the interest of the 
public, with relation to what the Commissioners 
of Woods and Forests propose to do, has been 
unequivocally exinessed by a vote of the House of 
t’ommons. It would, in my opinion, be an* Improper 
measure on the part of the Attorney-General, if, in the 
oxerciseofhisdi.seretioiijinidaetingoubehalfof thepublic, 
he wore to sanction a proceeding directly at variance 
with that vote.

He 
desired that chloroform should bo administered, though 
Mr. Cock, the operator, endouvoured to dissuade him. 
The operation did not last abov e a minnto and a half, 
but by the time it was finished, it was found that the 
patient had expired. Mr. Cock said that he always 
objected to the use of cliloroforni, for it never could bo 
given without some degree of danger. In this instance 
a very small quantity had been used, not a tenth ])art 
of what had been administt'rcd in other cases. II 
could not account for the deceased dying, and was 
certain there was no disease about liiiii. So sti*ong and 
p{)werful an agent was chloroform, tliat it could not be 
administered without some amount of risk and danger, 
and the penalty the public must jaiy for the alloviation 
from pain would be a death occ.isionally. A similar 
death occurred about twelve niontlis since at St.

Theri have been violent TtnuKhn S(onn\ in v.irioiis 
parts of the touiitry At iliistol, on the loth, man} 
hiiildings In the town and ships in the luu hour w ere 
stiiK'k hy lightning, and sev<*ral pc'rsons were injured, 
but there was ini loss ol' life. On the following da} 
Mauch'^'stev and its neighbourhood were visit* d hy a 
storm. At lUiry, a boy was riding on a Imrse with a 
lumibor of inilk-cans ; the lightning struck them, and 
both boy and hoise were killed ’J Wo men vveie 
ascending the shaft of a mine, when tlu' liglitiiiug 
damaged the rope; it broke, and the miners were 
precipitated to the bottom, very seiionslv hint. 

A Dfvadfiil Occident hapjiened on Sund.iy the 21st <ui 
the South Western Ilailway. An iinniense number of 
persons left the Waterloo station in the morning, in the 
excursion trains to Southampton One of the tr.iius lett 
a quarter of an hour before another, and was overtaken 
by the* latter some distance dowm the line. As there 
appeared scarcely sufficient power in the engine of the 
fir, -it train to keep it ahead of ffhi' second, the latter a>- 
sisted in propelling tJ'c former along. When near 
Basingstoke the first traih shot aln-ad a little of the 
second, but w'as again overtaken by the latter, and al- 
though the concussion of their coining in contact was 
very slight, it was sufficient to thrown a man out who was 
improperly sitting on the outer rail of an o]>on third 
elttSK carriage, witJiout any roof, wdiieh was the fourth 
from the last carriage of the first train. L'lie man fell 
across the rail, and the whole of the four last carriages 
of the first train w'ent over his head and arm. TIis head 
was cut to pieces, and his brains scattered over the line. 
Hi' was of course killed by the find wheel which wimt 
over him. He moaned after he fell out of the carriage. 
He was respectably dressed, and it was stated that he 
resided [somewhere in the noighlxiurhood of Ludgatc- 
inll. It is said that no blame was attributable to the 


driver’of the engine of tlie second train, because the eon" 
eussion of coming in contact with the first train wmuld 
not have done any damage, if the unfortunate man who 
met with the fatal accident hud not been sitting where 
he had no business to sit. 

Oil the morning of the 21st, the hulh'i- of H. Cooper, 
Esq., of Manor-house, Brixton, who liad been out .shoot- 
ing the birds which destroyed the wall-lruit, left his 
loaded Ibwding-pioce oii the hall table whilst answ^ering 
his masLer’.s bell. Mr. Heury Cooper, aged 10, entered 
the ball, and taking up the w'capon presented it at his 
Sister who was along with him. Mrs. Hviins, the house- 
keeper, who had followed them, w'as in the act of re- 
monstiafuig with him on the foolishness of his coiiiluet, 
when the jneee exjilodetl, and both females fell with a 
loud .shriek Miss Cooper ria eived the ehii'f contents of 
the charge (No. 0 shot) in Iut neck and iuee, and, 
should .she recover, will bi' disfigured for life. The 
housekecjier is so daugi'i'oiisonsiy nqured, that no hopes 
arc entertained of her recovery. The ociurrenee vvu'^ 
liiirely aeeideiital. 

A cahimitons Sfeamhoat Ejjdottion took jdaec at 
llristol on the 22nd. The lied Jlover steanu'r left the 
Hot wells about eiglit in the evening, and wa^ about 
to proceed to Bristol, full of passengers, when she 
.suddenly blew up with a noisi' which shook the neigh- 
bom hood, and was heard at the distance of miles. The 
engines and maehiiii'ry were torn to pii'cc.s ; her funnel, 
the platfc-^ <>t her boiler, and the other portions of her 
marhiiiery being hurled into the air. The bodies of 
some of the passengers were thrown by tbo .shock 
high above the houses; others were cdSt iy j fcw ■ i 
(he wati'r; and almost every jiassenger was more or 
less injured The vessel almost immediately sunk, 
going down by the head, her stern foidunately • 
remaining long iiioiigli above tliewutci to enable some 
of llie js’issi'iigers to be taken out of the after-cabin 
windows. Such was thi' foice of the explosion, that 
.sonii' of the plates of the boiler of the steamer weic 
thrown with considi riible violeiiec on to the roofs of the 
houses 111 Avon Crest ent and ll.ivvlings’.s Yard, more 
than one liuudred yaids from tlie spot w’here the ex- 
jdosion to*)k pl.icc; and one piece, upwards of one and a 
iiulf hiindied weight, was thrown into Messrs. lleuuett\s» 
timbcr-yaid, at tulh as great a dustaiiee. A little girl, 
named .7 cileries, was hurled by the explosion with suih 
V lolenci' as to be tiirovvii eomiib toly across the lock to 
the road on the opjiosite side, vvhore Ikt brains vveie 
(lashed out against the w all. I’he most promiit assistance 
was given, and a number of persons, alive and ili'ud, 
were jiieked up Six dead bodies vvi're found, and many, 
earrit'd to the lioqjital, were so dreadfully injured, that 
theit recovery could hardly be expected. On the follow'- 
iiig day an inquiry into the cause of the accident eom- 
meneed before the eortnier. 

A Fuff/tffuf Acridrn/. oeenrred on the 23rd in one of 
the (oal-lnt^ belonging to Mr. Siiedeii, situated at Com- 
monade, in tlie immediate neighbourhood of Airdri*'. 

Tile niiiier.s, to the number of twentv', desei'iided to tlu'ir 
woilv as usu.il about six o'clock, when, it i.s said, tlie 
foreman aecompiinied thi'm, and went forward to U'^cer- 
taiii the state of the air in the pit. All of a sudden a 
Ic'iiifie exjdo.sion oeeiirri'd, which instantly killed nino- 
teeii out of the twenty, and shatti'red and destroyed all 
the nil J dements ami inaehiuery in the jiit. Only one 
man eseajied. lit' was standing near tht* bottom of the 
j)it when he heard tht' explosion, and suddenly threw 
himself (low n to allow the fiery storm to pass over. On 
rising he found the buckets w hieli eommuiiica ted with 
the 'surface shattered ; Imt finding a piece of wmod, he 
inserted it into one of the links of the chain, and givang 
the signal, was pulled uj) to the jiit-hcad. The accounts 
of the cause ol' the accident given by thi.s man arc 
excei'diiigly iinjierfeet, and it is not likely that the actual 
circumstance eoniu'cted with this calamitous event vviU 
over be known. The Men ha.d not iJan/ Lcnupfi. I'll" 
teen of the bodies were recovered up to the last ac- 
count, leaving still four in the pit. Tht'y are almost all 
dreadfully chaiTcd and disfigured from the cffects.of the 
explosion, wduch is one of the most severe that has 
occurred in the west of Scotland for many yeai*8. The 
deceased are mo.stly young men, but a few ot them have 
left widow s and children. ’

FOREIGN EVENTS.

At the annual meeting of the Nexo Zealand Company 
on the 4th, it was resolved to resign the chartc r and 
dissolve the company, on the ground that tli(‘ir in(‘an.s 
were exhausted, and that the proceedings of the govern- 
ment had rendered them unable to carry on the work of 
colonisation. It was also resolved to address a letter on 
the subject to the colonial secretary. Another meeting 
was held on the 16th, with Mr. Agliouby in the chair. 
He stati'd that no answer had been received to the letter 
addressed to Earl Grey ; that the company still existed 
as a corporate body, as the proprietors had as yet only 
expressed their readiness to resign the charter, and the 
surrender had not actually been ncceptod ; and that no 
expenditure would be allowed but such as u as in'ccssary 
for winding up the alfairs of the company ; but, In* 
added, all this would depend on the answer received 
from the colonial office. 

The sixth party of FnmOe Emiyranf^, sent out to 
Australia by the society lately formed under the 
auspices of Mr. Sidney Herbert, embarked, on the 10th, 
on board the William Hyde, to procei'd to IVnt Adelaide, 
This party is comparati\ely small, only twenty-one in 
number. It is the last that will be S(‘nt to Austr ilia thi'^ 
season; it being the wish of the commit tec* to ohtain 
sonic* intelligence of the success of the first party that 
went out in the (.'ullodeii some months ago, before they

A parliamentary' paper just issued, gives some u.scful 
information respecting the Australian O^hnies. The 
population of the colonies ('omitting New Zealand) in 
1839 was 170,676, and in ten years (1839 to 1848} it had 
j reached 333,764, being an increase of 163,088. The im- 
ports liad decreased in the ten years, having been 
3,376,673/, in 1839, and 2,578,442/. in 1848. TJiere was 
an increase in the exports in the ten years of 1,008,887/, 
They amounted in 1839 to 1,845,428/., and in 1848 to 
2,854,315/. The shipping inwards was 207,353 tons in 
1839, and 353,321 in 1848, being an increase 85,908, 
whilst the shipjiing outward was 267,133 tons in 1839, 
and 311,583 in 1848, showing an increase of 74,450 tons. 

Another of Mrs. Chisholm's Family-group Meetings 
of Emigrants held on the Kith at the Royal British 
Institution, City' Hoad The hall was crowded, and all 
the persons ot distinction, who co-operate with Mrs. 
Chisholm in her benevolent phins, were present. The 
meeting was of the same eliaraeter as tliose which 
preceded it, but on a much large r scale. In the course 
of the evening the following information was given as 
to the intended proceedings of the soci(>ty. It is proposed 
to send out 25,000 emigrants, for which purpose loans 
will bo required to the amount of 50,000/. The whole 
nuinber of 25,000 is to bt* spread over four years . in 
the first year 8300; in the second, 6000; in the third 
6500, and in the fourth, 4200. The loans towards the 
passage will be repaid at or before the expiration of two 
years; and the groups, consisting of families an^ single 
indixiduals, will pay a proportionate forfeit if any one 
ot the group should prove a defaulter.

obstinacy, however, may yet bo the means of redeeming Mr. B. ; for cei-tainly tlie old rival of his family, M. ,Teati 
Crajjaiul of Pam who went much too cosily into bankiuptcy that year, would have come ofi’ hotter by holding 
up his head a little longer. So Mr. Bull is not yet to he despaired of ; and such other social illustrations of the 
condition of his friends and connections in vanous parts of the couiitiy us other law cases of the month supply 
niust not be too exclusively iutorpi-etcd to ihe general diisadvautage of his family. They are often only 
isolatcfi cases ; though it is right not the less to fix attention on the spet*ijil injury involved, and demandiiK' 
special redress. ® 

Tliufi in Scotland, or under tlie interpretation of Scotch law hy our highest English tribunal, it would 
appear that n man who gets possession of his wife as p.irt of n pecuniary transaction with her lather, may 
viftery^^ds count upon the lawn’s co-operation in sordidly comphitiugwhat has been thus sordidly begun. The 
law will suffer him, without a reason assigned against the unhappy wife, to cease holding intercourse of any 
kind with her, three months after the marriage; will countcnaiico his refubing to speaker sit with her, 
living in the same house ; w'ill view w'ith the utmost uncoiiccin, his treating her wdth the extremes of iuso- 
lonce contempt before her servants ; will sanction his emcl interdict against her cither receiving visits, 
or jiaying them ; ^d will allow him, in temporarv absciuvs from home, oven to leave her without ueccs- 
sarj’^ means of existence ; — and then, w'hcu this wrctclicd wom.an, w^hose ^‘good and kind disposition” her 
tormentor freely confesses, no longer able to bear the burden of a life of such uuutlerablo miseiy, returns to 
herTather’s house and implores for sepmation and alimony, whu h the Seotidi .ludgcs jiroiiouncc her entitled to, 
the English Law* from its ^ighcr scat jiroclaims, lliat, inasmuch as direct i)ersonal violence is not alleged, and 
adultery has not been committed, ihe w'Ho has no remc<ly whatever, nor even a title to the costs of hci 
application; and somewhat joc'oscly the law adds, through ihe mouth of its exponent Lord Brougham, that 
“it might 08 well be smd the husband ought to pay for any oilier luxury which his wife, alter separation, 
might think proper to indulge in, as well as the luxury of a lawsuit." Their lordships present laughed, and 
it is to be hoped that poor Mrs. Tattorson may derive some little comfort from the joke. Nor is it ])eilia]<s 
less desirable that, in tlie other ca.scs of the month throwing light upon the marriage hws, a joke should if 
230ssible be made of them, seeing that they certainly fail of suiy graver sources of satistaciion. 

There is the cas(! of a wannan wdio luul married again after her first liusband had many years deserted her, j 
prosecuted by her worthless second husband to rid himsidfof the cliildrcii she had borne him, dragged from *

and left her penniless, to marry another fortune with a middlc-uL'-cd lady attaclu\l to it, an-l who llud not the 
additional good fortune to excite any svmiiathv , bu1 whomwerthele.ss csc.ijuhI transportation (}»erliaps bocatik- 
of his mbuatachios), and is sent to Bridewell l<n’ tw'elvc mouths. Then' is a young Donald Macdonald of one 
of the islands of the Hebrides, who carries oft' liis young dodc by main force* from her owm bed-room, ni spde 
of an obstinate fHhcr wdio had provided and set his heart on a (luib* other son-in-law', notwdthstfuiding a med- 
I dlesoinc uncle wdio darted out of sleep and stood shivering in Ins nightclothes at the youth's Lochijivar-bkc 
audacity, .'incl in defiance of a hdlcss-oycd dingon of an aunt kei'jnng guard in the very bed of the maidmi, 
who is nevertheless triumphantly ac(]uitted (>vcu of an attempt at wrong doing, and earned home in a populai- 
triumph. There is a sinii*lc Gorman who tries as liard to got Iroc from a young wile as the Jlighl.mder lo gi't 
• fastened to one, but though ho has a ease that should have entitled him to easy redress, the magistrate can only 
refer him to the Consistorial Couit wdtli a jiolito hope that lie has the means to go there, and so scud him inv'^ 
tiffed away. Meanwhile a somewhat simihu ease, tlie sexes only being reversed, liad boon taken ui ebarge b^ j 
Lord Brougham before the House of TiOrds ; ami, for the lii-st time in that assembly, an incornplctcd marnage | 
has been dissolved on the petition of tbe wife, and jiroof that the husband had coiitract( 3 d a second marnage ‘ 
abroad; wrhich certainly seems the strangest contrast possible, in ])oiiit of “luxury ” as of every thing else, lo | 
the result in the unhappy ease of Patterson.

time, that of the non-liability of provisional committoc-nicn. ] 

At last a plan of sewage is about to bo tried on a tolerably extensive s(rdc, imd at a cost of a quarter of a | 
million sterling. Up to th(‘ point of what is to be done witli tlic .sewage when colloetcil and drawm off; ther»‘ 1 
seems little reason to quc.stion the feasibility or efficacy of tliLs plan ; but tlic doubtful jioint is an all-important ' 
one, for the notion of discliarging the sewage at 'Woolwich must have been formed m ignorance of the tide. A ' 
dead dog launched at Woolwich would never get to sea. A fiillacy is founded on the fact that the ebb-tide at ! 
any ^ven spot runs more than six hours ; but things carried down by the ebb, meet tlic tiood so as to bring it | 
within the six hours ; and things floated up by the flood will have a tide of more than six hours, seven or; | 
even eight with an easterly wind. This is a danger which will have to bo guarded against when the schemi^ 
is so far completed. / 

With indication of a danger of another kind, as imminent to the comforts and lives of her Majesty’s lieges, 
our month’s summary may becomplcted. 'ihe wreck of an iron steamer full of lioliday makers (iff SqSih- 
poi-t, on lier w^ay to the Mcnai and Tubular bridges, has created little sensation because only two lives were 
lost ; but it was something not far short of a miracle that 1001 x 1 than fifty lives w ere not sacrificed ; and the case 
is another flagrant example of the outrageous neglect of the surveyors of steamboats, which the result of the . 
coroner’s inquest at Preston makes it the more necessarj" i.ot to overlook. At that singular inquiiy no one 
seems to have been examined tliat was not in some wny responsible lor the mischief done ; while, on the 
other hand, not a s.ubpoena wns sent to a single iiasseugcr ; and of the many who attended to give evidence 
vohuit-anly, tho worshipful “crowmer ” declined to examine one. It hasnevertliclesssince transpired that the 
steamer was manifestly nnsoaworthy, that her pilot was not a licensed one, that there was no register or certificate 
of her Laving been duly inspected, that she had no life-boat, only one life-buoy instead of two, only one puntinstend 
of four punts and boats, that her only pump was out of order, and that all her fittings were crazy and rotten ! 
The comfortable set-off is the two lives lost instead of fifty; the accident not being “graced with decent 
horror ” to make inquiry interesting, or worth while. In like manner, about three weeks before, an old steamer 
plying on the River Tamar exploded at Devonport, just as she was getting up steam to convey an entire 
dissenting congregation on a day’s excursion totlic Morw^ell Rocks; and, because the dissenters did not go into 
the iiir with tlie boilers, the affair passed off without excitement. Only out-of-the-way people (who don’t wait 
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for conflagrations to read acts of parliament by) goom to. be at all awaio, on these occasions, that owners 
steamshipg are bound, by a recent act, to transmit to the Board of Trade yearly certificates from approvoii 
surveyor of their sufficionoy and good condition ; or were thus induced to take any notice of the startling 
fact elicited in this particular case, that the required certificate hod been actually signed, with a perfect know- 
ledge on the part of the surveyor that the machinoiy whose safety it guaranteed was in a notorionslv 
uiisafe condition. Unhappily the subject cannot be left without one more example, horrible enough to force 
inquiry, if not to compel redress. !3y the Bristol steamlxiat explosion mentioned in our last Narrative, 
some score of people have been killed, and another score inulilated and dismembered ; so that investigation 
has hoen unavoidable; mid its result shows tJiat sinueyors, under tlie act for the siifety of steamboat tra.vcl 
W'lll not scruple to certify the souiiduess of boilers that arc well known to be cracked, that have iiml then' 
cracks stopped by ;'a bruTow-fiill'” of dirt suitable to the jnuiioso, that aic (le})ose(l to have had a look as 
il made of old iron, and not to have been “ safe to trust a cat with ” It is suiely, then, high time for the 
iioard of IVado to declare, eiiher that due precautions in thc.si* matters are really unattainable, or that 
such an example shall be made as is likely to enforce tlieir obsirvaucc.

The engine-drivers and firemen employed on the 
Eastern C'ouTities Railway, have Ecsigned in a body ; 
having previously held a meeting, at which it was 
rcsol vc(i, before taking this step, to state their grievances 
to the directors. They complained of the conduct of 
Mr. Gooch, the new locomotive superintendcut, as 
arbitrary and un^just, and demanded his dismissal. The 
directors refu.sed eoinpliauee, and. on their resignation, 
replaced them with new hands. The matter was 
brought before the half yearly general meeting of snare- 
holders on the 22iid, when Mr. Betts the chairman 
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made a Rtatom out justifying; the conduct of Mr. Gooch, 
iinjh^ting to the men aii intention to overbear tlie 
company’s authorities by preconcerted combination, and 
accusing tlicm of attenlpting bj' various devices to impede 
the working of the engines by tlu‘ new men. The 
general, if not nnonimous sense of the meeting, was in 
favour of the conduct of Mr. Gooch. Immediately after 
the meeting, about thiity of the late engine-drivers, 
who had attended it, held a meeting in the neighbour- 
hood in order to canvass Mr. Betts’s statement. They 
indipaantly denied the chargeof obstructing the working 
of the en^nc.s by their successors, and resolved that 
details properly vouched should be forwarded to Mr. 
Betts in support of their csisc. ^ 

A Dinner was given by the fishmongers’ Company to 
her Majesty’s ministers on the l.st instant. The leading 
members of the cabinet were prevented from attending, 
and the principal speaker was Lord IJrongbam, who 
gave the company some old reminiscences ■ — “ Whether 
it has come to pass that you are better than in foi-mer 
years — as good as you were in 1820 — I know not ; but I 
care a great deal. I hope y^u are hotter— 1 hope that 
you are now as I remember you in 1820, I\ovv, 1 put 
this case to you.

I NARRATIVE OF J.AW AND CRIME. 

' William Koss, a youth of nineteen, was tried at the 
i York Assizes, on the 20th of J uh , for the Mmdf r o}' )if^ 
Wife by poison. He hiul quarrelled violently with bis 
wdfo’s relations, and had vowed vengeaiiee against all 
the family; and, on the Kith of IMay last, he bought 
tive ounce^of ai'sonie at Ashtou-imdcr-Ljne. Mrs. Tle-..s 
wa.s enteied m two burial clubs: friuu one, a penny <4ub, 
4?. w ould be paid at her death ; li'om the other, a club 
at the mill where she worked, ()/. fb. On the l7th of 
May, Boss quarrelled wdth his wife, and was heard to 
say to her, “Thou ’s worth moiT* dead tliun yiuick;” 
On the 28th of May, thC'Wife w'a.s taken very ill with 
the symptoms of iioisoning, and she died on the 30th. 
The prisoner would not let a doctor be fetched, but 
said he would go himself; then he reported that 
the doctor^^was not at home, but that he had left a 
message for him — the fact was, lioss never went to 
him. He removed his wife from one room to an- 
other, and cleared away all traces of the matters he 
had thrown off her Rtdinneh. Immediately after h(‘r 
(leath, he sent to inquire about the burial-club money, 
j He liad talkted of going to America if his wifi* died. 

When arrested* he made varying statements. A post- 


mortem examination showed a large quantity of arsenic 
iu the viscera. The jury soon found a verdict of Guxltv . 
The prisoner exclaimed, Not guilty, my liord ! not 
guilty, my Lord ! ” The judge told him that his pro- 
testations of innocence were useless ; his guilt had been 
but too clearly pro^ ed — “ aU who have heard the evidence 
in the case must have iu their minds the conviction that 
yours was the hand which administered the fatal draught, 
and I am as much persuaded of the fact as if I had seen 
it with my own eyes.” The prisoner paid the greatest 
attention to the judge, and again loudly exclaimed, with 
extended arms, “lam not guilty, my Lord! 1 am not 
guilty of the crime ! ” In consequence of circumstances 
which seemed to throw' doubts on his guilt, petitions 
were presented praying for further inquiry, and a week’s 
reprieve of execution w'as granted for that purpose. ^But 
the result was not favourable; [and the criminal "was 
executed at York on the 17th. 

At the same Assizes, on the 26th of July, William 
Chadwick, a potjJ,er, was tried for the Murder of Samuel ; 
’runnieliih;. The prisoner had married the grand-niece i 
of Tunnieliffe, who was a hale old man of 70, possessed i 
of some frc(*holcl property. The couple jicrsuaded the i 
old man to come and live with them. Chadwick em- 
ployed a neighbouring attorney to prepare a deed of gift 
of the old man’s property in favour of him and his wife 
He bought sugar of lead, saying it was to cure his 
mothi*r‘s bud leg, though he had no mother; he after- ! 
wards bought ursc'uie, and he and his wife went together j 
into a sho]) and boiiglit croton oil and linseed oil. The ' 
j old ni-in lias tak(*n ill ; and a neighbour summoned lo 
bis bed-side, found linn dead v\ithii pen in his Jumd and 
the deed of gift before him.

A young i 
man named Fater.son, in possession of a good estate being j 
in diflicultics, aiiplied to u Mr. Bussell for asaistunci*, { 
fllfeiiiig, at the same time, his hand to Mr, Bussell's 
daughter. Mr. Russell lent Mr. Paterson 2000/., and 
Mr. Paterson married the young lady. The marriage, 
almost from the outset, was unhappy. The husbainl 
ti'cated his wife wdth coldness and iiegleol, making no 
complaint of her conduct, but blamir^ himself to her 
family for their uiihappineRS ; attributing it “exclusively 
j to his fixed and unconquerable depression of spirits, and 
j consequently, to the neglect of those attentions which a 
wife has an undoubted right to expect from the man to 
I whom she is united.” This candid view of his own con- 
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duct liad no cftect in inducing him to amend it ; on the 
contrary, it got "worse and worse. He ccoued to hold ntiy 
kind of intercourse with her, never entered her apart- 
ment, and newer spoke to her. Ho treated her in the 
most insolent and con tern i>tuous manner bei ore the ser- 
vants ; prevented ht'r from visiting or being visitt‘d by 
any of her acquaintances or iiei|?;hbours ; and frcqucnlly 
left home for weeks together without leaving her a 
farthing to provide necessaries. The yioor wife, secluded 
from society, treated, as she say.s, with utter want of 
aflcction, subjiict to harshness and cruelty from her has- 
band, and to scorn, contempt, or pity, fiom her servants, 
l“ound her life in Scotland insupjjortable, and felt herself 
compelled to quit her husband's house, which she did in 
April, 1844, littl(^ more than eight months after her 
marriage. It does not appear that the husband ever 
made the least attempt to induce* her to return. In May, 
1844, her friends instituted a suit in the Session Court of 
Scotland, praying for a decree of separation n mnisd et 
thoro^ and for a suitable alimony. The judges com- 
menting most severdy on the conduct of the husband, 
Immd and decreed as follows: — “T'h.it she may have 
full liberty and freedom to live scpai‘at<‘ly from the .said 
Duncan (Jampbell Paterson, and to separate hcnsclf from 
him, tt momu et thoro, in all time coming; abo they de- 
ceriiod and ordained the hudiaiid to make pajmeiit to

The import trade at •Canton was 
in a most depressed state. 

Several oases of cholera had occurred both at Alexan- 
dria and Cairo \ and another visitation of the disease 
was apprehended. The Viceroy fled from (’uiro as soon 
os the cholera appeared : he proceeded down the Nile to 
Damierta and thence embarked for Rhodes on the oth 
inst- Tin' Nile was rising more slowly than u^iial. 
Cotton had risen to I t dollars i)er. cantar, but there was 
little business doing, many pcoidc were leaving tlie 
country from fear of the cholera. 


The accounts from the Wett Iiidtcx reach the end of 
July. In Jamaica there had been rams, but the

was realised . The financial accounts are very favourable. 
From an ofiicial return of the revenue for the quarter

vvaw v/lien the death of IjauLs Pliilip])C would have agitated the Continent from one end to the other, 
but liifi importance pa.ssed away^ vvitli his power , and the only interest now awakened is that whieli 
attends the disappuarancc of a man who has played by far the most memorable part on the theatre of the 
modern world, and has onpjiiied jt.s iiio.st sorrowful ami most instructive lesson of human vdcissitiido. 

Louis Napoleon has been traveilmg in search of a throne, Jind appears to have failed in obtaining any' reason- 
able prospect of the object of his quest. He started in great spirits, and in the first city lio visited, vvliieh was 
Dijon, told the people very frankly' that tlicy knew vvliat he wanted ; but in the second, which was Lyons, he saw 
the expediency of no far altering his tone as to say, that what ho wanted he w’as also quite ready to surrender 
if the people did Hat W'ont it ; in the third, which was Besan^oii, he found it nocessiiiy to make his cseajio 
from a popular ball pretty nearly as soon as he had entcixjd it; and in the fourth, which was Strasburgh, 
even the Monitew' is forced to confess that . f hero was no enthusiasm.” In short, it is quite clear that the 
priricc*R chances of the Empire uro become infinitesimally small, how^ever reasonable even yet may bo Ins 
chaneoH (in the poverty of other conqietitors) for one more terra of the Presidency. 



Auai^o . FOBEIGN EVEI^TS. 


Tho quaiTel of the Danes and tlie Schleswig-Holsteinors has resulted ixi a great battle and a siuall 
l^rotocol ; the battle bringing some seventy thousand men into the field, sacrificing lives by thousands, and 
settling nothing ; the protocol wasting but an ordinory-si/cd sheet of paper, requiring but the signatures 
<»f England, France, aud Russia, and bidding fair (for the present at least) to settle everything. For, though 
JVussiaand Austria withhold their JUJsent to the protocol, there is every reason to believe that the gallant little 
clucliioB must now submit ; and no doubt their fate will point a moral and adorn a tale for Mr. Cobden, General 
Haynau, and tho other members of the Univci'sal Peace Congress now assembled to speechify at Fninkfoi't. 

America has received a new and apparently satisfactory batch of gtweming ministers from Mr. I^rosident 
Fillmore, who makes Mr. Webster, a man of genius, his priiicipaA sccretai’y of state ; but the hoy)c of any 
amicable settlement of the slavery dispute has again received a decisive eheck. Spain is in great grief for a 
famous bull-fighter, lately tossed and inanglcd by a fierce Andalusian bull j and a daily bulletin is issued. 


The French Assembly broke up on the 9th, without 
any formal prorogation. On that day tliere was “ no 
house,’' there being only 2o0 present instead of the 
niimher required by hiw . .so the asscinhly closed its 
session by being “eounted out.” It rc-.asseinblc', on the 
11th of November, The eommittei' of '<urreillance is 
to sit during the recess, and a majority of its members'' 
are to be always resident in Paris. 

On the 12th, the Presidcait set out on an extensive 
tour through the Provinecs. lie had previously given 
s( veral military banquets, which, from their imperial 
aspect, and the political spiiil manifested hy the^'uests, 
created a great sensation. On one of these octasions, a 
ilinner to the officers of a portion of the garrison of Pans.

distribution of crosses of the Li'giou of Honour, .some- 
times ncaonijianied with gratuities iii money to old 
ollieers and soldiers of tlie Imperial Army At Dijon 
he thus decorated, adding a jirescnt of -'>00 francs, an 
old soldiei who had served under the Emperor in Egypt 
and had lost his teid, frozen in the retreat from Mose«)vv 
— At Lyons the Pre.sidi'nt’s reception was peculiarly 
favourable, and the day he spent there themosthiilhant 
of his journey. He was entertained at a splendid 
hreakfa.st in the Jardin d’ Hiver, got up by subserijitioii, 
and attended hy an immense a.ssembl:ige, full of 
I'nthusiasm. At noon there was a grand nwiew of 
troops. lie then visited many of the manufactories m 
llx' Faubourg des Croix Rousses, the most turbulent 
qu.irtiT of tho city, into which he went with scarcely 
any escort Afterwards he was cirtertaincd at a grand 
dinner by the Chamber tA Commerce, where the scene 
Wfis quite sentimental cf /a /VaMcawe. On his health 
i licing toasted with immense acclamations, he made a 
j speech in acknowledgincnt, which he concluded thus — 
I “On tho (ve of bidding you farewell, permit me, I pray 
>ou, gentlemen, to remind you of certain expressions 
! that have been celebrated. But, no ! I cannot go on, 
it would he too much vanity on my part to say to you 
as the Emperor said, ‘ People of Lyons, 1 love you.’ 
You will, liowt'ver, I trust, allow me to say to you, 
w’hich I do from the bottom of my heart, ‘ Lj onnese, 1 
)>ray you lovo me.’ ” These words, spoken with some 
emotion, produced an electrical eft’ect on the audience ; 
every man stood up, and a triple round of applause 
responded to the petition preferred by the President 
of the Republic, and cries of “ Oui, oui, nous vous 
aimons! ” 


The eviaiing was (;oncluded hy a visit to the theatre. 
As he entered liis box Ihi* whole house rose with the crj' 
of “ Vive le Pre.'iident ' Vive Napificon!” On three 
difierent oeeasioii'i a solitary voice from tho upper 
galleiy erii'd, with all the force of his lung.s, the more 
earnest that it was noi! responded to, “ A’lve la 
Rejiubliqne * ” 11 is seareoly necessary to say that the 

house w'as crammed from to]> to bottom. 

On several siibs<-queiit occasions the President w'as 
more roughly received, particularly at Basani^on, when 
a hall, given to him, hi'came tho .scene of a violent 
disturojinei* A torrent ol the jiopulace burst into thi' 
room, shouting “ Vivo la Reinihliqiie ' ” and causing the 
utmost terror and eon fusion Amid the slirieks of ladic.s, 
tlie eorupaiiy .ind th(‘ President him'*eJf, hastils aban- 
domal the room, leaving it in iiossession of the rioters ; 
hut Geiieial Caslellane, who, sw^ord in hand, luiil 
protected thi' Presidioit s retreat, ordi rod a charge of 
.avalry on tin* mob m the stieot ; and at the same time 
the room w ns cleared at the point of the bayonet. At 
aiiothi'i ball, in the theatre, lie was vvi'll received. He 
a^U‘r\^ ards jiroeeedod to Strashurgli, where, and through- 
out Alsace, his ri'Ci'jition was of a (hequered kind; 
acclamations of multitudes mingled with si rung marks of 
disaliection. At St]*asl)urgli a conspiracy against his life 
was d( t'‘ctcd and several arrests took place in consequence. 
Oil the LMul, the President left Strasburgh for Nancy, 
and Metz. 

There has been a sox’t of ('anf/ress of J jnyiti mists 
Wiesbaden, assi'iuhled round the Count de (’hambord, 
who assumes a ro>al stale, keeping a sort of court, and 
giving formal rcci'ptions and audienei's to his adherents, 
Avith whom the little tow'n has been tilled. Among 
them were M. Berryei, (ieneralde St Priest, imdM.de 
la Roeliejaqueliii. 


Little progri'ss in tin' (iertuan Question has as yet 
hemi made hy tin* Congress at Frankfort. At a mi'cting 
on the Sih, at which (’ount Thun, the Austrian plenipo- 
tentiary, pii-shh'd, it was decided that Austria should 
IbrmaLly invite all the memht'rs of the Bund to assemble 
at Frankfort on the 1st of September next. A circular 
note of tlu* 18th of August, in which the Ministcr- 
i^re.sidcnt reiterates the assurances so solemnly given in 
the cireulur of the 19th iliily, that it is the earnest wi.sh 
of Austria to make such reforms in the Act of Confedera- 
tion as may be required by the recent change of circum- 
stances 111 Germany, and may conduce to the unity of 
the common fatherland, was accordingly despatched 
with tin* 1’ ranktort summons to the difierent courts on 
the loth. It remains to he seen whether Prussia and 
the League will accept this proposal. 


In Piedmont a great sensatjou has boon produced by a 
collision with the papal power. The Sardinian Minister 
of Finance, the Cavaliere Santa Rosa, who had suj)- 
ported the ministry in passing the law which rendered 
the clergy amenable to the civil courts, being on ilia 
dciithlM'd’ was refused the sacrament hy the monks, 
under the direction of Franzoni the Archbishop of 
Turin. At his funeral such excitement was inanifc.sted 
by tho people, that to avoid an actual outbreak, the 
monks were ordered to leave the city, and the possessions 
of their order were sequestered.' lu the search through 
their house, documents wore found which inculpated 
the Archbishop Franzoni himself, and he was conse- 
quently arrested and imprisoned in the fortress of 
Fenestrclles. Both Austria and Koine, however, have

I BVe begrm with Haynan, and may end with the naonstor of the deep ,* adding a w^ord or two on another 
I kind of monster. The sea serpent appeared on the Irish coast just an Haynan arm^od, and m the i^hon 
formerly visited a land more tranquil. He latter was^ deemed worthy 'of a gods intervention and 
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vengeance ; .1 brower^s drayman eufficcxl to lodge Haynau in a dust-bin ; and for the tliird the issue ne yet seem s 
doubtful, i'irst, he first seen scratching himself agamst a beacon-light off Oourtmaskerry ; then he was 
idiot at while roving about Ballycotton Bay, electrifying small fish and Irish blue-jackcts ; and when last 
beheld, was reported to be " very like a (bottle-nose) whale.*’ Clearly he is at least a harmless reptile, and 
his annual visits promote what Dr, Johnson calls the harmless stock of public pleasure. It would be well if 
all human specimens of the reptile class were equally so. Mr. Fcargus O’Connor’s annual visits at Nottingham, 
for example^ are quite another nujittor ; for though there is farce enough in his proffered resigna.tion of his 
seat to the electors and non-clcctdrs of the place, there is a good deal of tragedy in the kind of advice which 
he has the infamy to proffer along with it. On this last occasion lie told the mob who had gathered 
round him that an English merchant or capitalist was one -who traffics on the blood, marrow, and swc.at of 
the people ; and that the houses of parliament had no other use or intention than to suck the blood, the 
meat, and the marrow out of the people. There was no law, he remarked, for the poor. It was safer for a 
rich man to shoot at a poor man’s head, than for a poor rftan to shoot at a rich man’s hare. He singled out 
some neighbouring manufacturers by name as employing five thousand hands a-day, as being tyrants over that 
multitude of men, and able to give themselves at once a profit of 2.50^, arweek by reducing wages to the 
amount of twopence daily. Without an allusion to his omi starring victims at Snig's End, he had the effrontery 
to protest that ho had himself spent a hundred thousand pounds in elevating the position of the working- 
classes ; but this piece of impudence was too braggart to meet vdth other tlian a C.00I reception, even from 
the tools and idiots who hufrahed him. He proceeded to describe himself as the special object of govcni- 
nicnt persecution in this country, and declared that for anybody to have had a hand in hunting him down 
w'jis certain to insure that pei-sons immediate distinction. In this way he accounted for the i>roinotion of 
Lord Campbell and Sir John Jerris to be Chief Justices, and of Sir Frederick Pollock to be Chief Baron ; 
because the first and second had prosecuted him atYork and Liverpool, and thelast at Lancaster. And truly w-hat 
followed next of this choice oration seemed to challenge prosecution number four ! The orator avowed, with 
cool deliberation, that the working-classes of England had been defrauded by the legislature of their fair share 
in the benefits of the steam engine, of manufacturing machineiy, and of extended navigation, during the last 
half century ; asserted that if his principles wore carried out, the man who now earned ten shil lings a-wcek sliould 
earn three pounds ; and promised that if he had but the jiowcr, he would make the hixos to be not more than 
fijor millions a-year. He only waited for a war, lie added, to cany out these views. They were simply to be 
patient till France fell out with Englaud, when it should be his care to enable every man to live comfortably, 
ay, luxuriously, on the sweat of his brow. The old, reckless, wncked stoiy ! Jack Cade the clothier is to dress 
the Commonwealth, and turn it, and set a new nap upon it. It was never merry world in England since 
gentlemen came up ; but it will come right a.s soon as seven halfpenny loaves arq sold for a penny, and 
the threc-hooped pot has ten hooj)s, and it is felony to drink small beer, and the whole realm is in common, 
and Mr. Feargus O’Connor’s mouth is the Parliament of England, and only his palfry goes to grass in Cheap- 
side. Happily, however, this sort of trash has veiy few listeners now, and none among the better kind of 
forking men of England. The braggart who uses it has been thoroughly exposed ; and his schemes, 
except by the victims to whom they have brought loss and despair, are scouted and laughed at. Any one 
who would contrast the miserable dupes with whom ho may still be imagined to have iiifiuencc, with 
tliat noble class of thoughtful and sober men w’hosc mtolhgcmce protects them against liis arts, sbould 
consult and compare the views and wdshes of hhigb.sh operati\cs as detailed bcfor^c the Piirlianicntary 
Committee on the Savings of tlic Middle and Working (’lasses.

NARRATIVE OF POLITICS. 

I Loud Cj..akexdon loft Dublin on the 2nd instant for a 
Fortnight's Tour m the North of Ireland. After visit- 
I ing the Earl of Eme, and yicnding several days as the 
I guest of the Mnrquis of Londonderry, he arrived at 
I Belfast on the 12th. He made a public entry into the 
I town amidst the most impressive demonstrations by the 
citizens. On the same day, the l^ord-Lieutenant com- 
menced his active progress through a round of iuvita- 
‘ tions — to the Hall of the Ulster I'lax Society, to the 
great flax-spinning miU of Messrs, Mulholland, and 
other notable bodies or establishments. .From the 
Belfast Board of Guardians he received an addres.s, 
informing him that the condition of the poorer classes 
in Belfast is gradually improving, and that out-door 
reli ‘t, with its demoralising effects, ha.s been unneces- 
! sary. Ho congratulated them, in reply, on the fact that 
i during a period of unexampled distress, the poor were 
maintained without assistance by the Government, and 
I without the imtiosition of undue burdens on the ratc- 
! payers; and added — “ I agree with you in thinking that 
these results are attributable to the industrious spirit 
and orderly habits which have long characterised the 
people of this city, and to the employment afforded by 
the prosperous state of trade and manufactures, which I 
j trust may long continue : but they also reflect groat 
I credit upon those who are charged with the admini.stra- 
j tion of the Poor-law in Belfast.” In the evening a 
cat banquet was given to Lord Clarendon at the Music 
all. He rode to the place of meeting in General 
Bainbrigge’s carriage drawn by six horses, a military 
escort preceding him, and the streets crowded by ac- 


claiming thousands. He w'as reeoived at the Music Hall i. 
by the Corporation in their robes of state ; the Mayor { 
preceding him into the dining-room, .and as lie took his j 
seat the bands played “ God save, the Queen.” The ! 
guests included men of all creeds and political shades j 
near U) the Mayor were seated the Bishop of Dowii and | 
Connor, the Ear! of Eme, the Marquis of i^ondonderr^’, | 
Mr. Sharmau Crawford, M.P., and Mr. N. Alexander, j 
ISl. P. The notable speech after dinner was that of 1 
Lord Clarendon himself, in acknow ledgment of his own \ 
health, ” which w'a^j^ drunk w’ith hearty and prolonged I 
enthusiasm, the bands playing ‘ St. Patrick’s Day.’ ” j 
He dwelt in glowing language on the returning tran- 
quillity and dawning prosperity of the country : “ A mon g j 
the most agreeable signs of improvement which have of j 
late taken place in this country, I rank the fact that 1 
almost all men in Ireland appear to recognise the folly | 
and uselessness of those politico! differences which have , 
too long destroyed confidence, * scared away capital, and i 
fostered a spirit of animosity among the population. I 
do not, of course, allude to the le^timato discussion of 
political questions — the birthright of British subjects — | 

which has utility for its basis and the public good for its l 
object. I allude to that agitation which is carried on, 1 
not for the public interest, but for individual purposes ; \ 

and I am happy in being able to ai>poal to this enlight- ^ 
ened assembly whom 1 have the honour of addressing, ! 
whether, in this respect, a vast improvement has not taken ! 
place — ^whether a period can bo recollected less charae- 1 
tcrised by scheming agitators than that of the two years ' 
which have just passed ” He paid a special compli- i 
ment to Belfast, on her improvement in mnnufaelurr and | 
art, and remarked the improved merril and social ; 
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character of the people of Ireland in general. One 
million sterling, ho ob^rved, had been already advanced 
under the Land Improvement Act, and the reports irom 
the Commissioners of public works showed how well the 
example of improving landlords had been followed by 
improving tenants, and how important to the labouring 
classes was regular employment with money wages ; “I 
certainly w^as ^eved at seeing to-day largfe bales of flax 
—Russian and Dutch— that might have been replaced 
by Irish. I regretted the sight ; still, it is gratifying to 
know that attention is being gener^ly turned to the 
cultivation of flax in this country, and that ownci*s and 
occupiers of land are beginning to understand how 
greatly their interests will bo promoted by their contri- 
buting to advance the national manufactures. 1 regard 
the present movements in this direction as hopeful; and 
I look forward to a time when the advantages will 
become fully apparent, and when the interests of agri- 
culture and munuftiotures will be interwoven and 
brought together into harmonious action.*' He then 
l)ointed out the beneficial working of the poor law 
throughout Ireland , and concluded with a compliment 
and an advice to the Irish landlords ; — “With respect to 
the landlords of Ireland, I would take this opportunity 
of saying that they have been most unjustly condemned 
as a class. They nave no due allowance — I iniglit almost 
say no iiUowance at all — for the unavoidable difliculties 
of their position. I have the pleasure of beini; personally 
aecpiainted with many landlords, who, ior kindness and 
uttention towards their tenants, and who, flw the zeal 
and untiring assiduity with which they jicrform the 
duties properly devolving upon them, are second to noiu' 
ill the W'orld, and are deserving of the highest commen- 
dation. Among a class so numeroi' i, I am well aware 
that there must be some bad men ; but it is the conduct 
of a good man that will prevail, and I believe such con- 
I duct is prevailing. I believe the time is not far distant 
' when the evils of absenteeism w'ill be fully recognised in 
I their true liglit ; ;md w'hcn it w ill be seen that there is 
j av supervision e(iual to that of the owner of the soil, and 
that the landlord will be rowardi'd more fully m wit- 
nessing the w’clfarc and social comfort of his tenantry, 
than in spending their piocceds in his owm iilcasures and 
enjoyments ehiewhorc.” 

The statutes which coustitute “ The Quceii's rnivcri>iiy 
have received her Majesty’s ‘.auction, and 
arc T ow in full operation. Tlie Earl of Clarendon lias 
bei'n appointed Chancellor, and a Senate is constituted, 
consisting of seventeen eminent individuals of difleront 
deiiominalions, who represent generally the various dc- 
])artments of literature and scieiiee, medicine, and law. 
The C'haucellor and the Senate ajipoint examiners, and 
grant degrees in art, medicine, and law', to the students 
in iho three Queen’s Colleges of llelfast, Cork, and 
Galway. 

The -Council of the Tenant League y now sitting in 
Dublin, have published the w eekly report of Ihcir pro- 
ceedings, with an address organising the movement. 
They have re, solved to take steps for “ systematically 
extending the principles and influence of the Tenant 
League, by holding sittings of the Council successively 
jnd at short intervals in various parts of the country ; 
and, if the triends of tenant right in each district approve 
it, by holding public county meetings at the same time 
and iilace.” 

The sittings of the Prelatical Congress at Thurhs 
terminated on the 10th ; but its jiroccedings, it appears, 

, arc not to be promulgated till they have been submitted 
to, and received the authorativc sanction of, the Holy 
See. Arehbislioijs M‘Hale and .Slattery have refused 
to accept the appointments, conferred on them by the 
Government, of visitors to the provincial colleges in their 
respective dioceses. 

The “ SyiiodicalAddrcssofthe Fathers of the National 
Council of Thurles, to their beloved flock the Catholics 
of Ireland,’* has been published in Dublin, in the shape 
of a pamphlet. The Goileges are violently denounced, 
and the Roman Catholic priesthood are called upon to 
abstain from connexion with them. But the authority 
of this manifesto is doubted ; it being said that on cer- 
tain points respecting the Colleges, the opinions of the 
bishops were so nearly balanced as to produce a majority 
of one t)nly. 


Mr. Feargus O^Connor went through his annual form 
of tendering his resi^ation to his contituents at 
Nottingham on the 2nd instant. The meeting was far from 
numerous, and his reception rather cool. He Q^patiated 
on his services. Xhiriuj^ the thirty years of hn political 
life, he had toiled ogeunst more antagonism than any 
man that ever came before him, or than, he trustea,* 
any man that came after him would over be compelled 
to encounter. He knew that, Nottingham being an 

a ortant town, all who had represented it before him 
received their reward. Lord Denman was Lord 
Chief- J ustice ; and Sir J. C. Hobhouse, who, w'hen 
member for Westminster, said that he should like to 
turn the Thames into the House of Commons — Sir John, 
who was then a revolutionist, was now a Minister of the 
Crown. But did they suppose that, to ho Lord Chancellor, 
or Frimu Minister, or Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, or 
Governor-General of India, w’ould induce him to give 
one single vote that was opposed to their interests ? As 
he often told them bel'or^, he had never, during his 
thirty years of agitation, eaten a meal or travelled a mile 
at their expense, and he had spent over 100,000/, of his 
own money. Did he blame these men for turning 
round on him? No; he blamed the Chartists themselves. 
I'he man who earned 20a‘. looked with scorn on the man 
who only earned 10s., and the man w'ho earned 10s. 
with scorn upon the pauper. If he had his principle 
carried into clfcct, they w'ould be able to earn, not 20s. 
or 10s., but 3/. a-wcek each. He had created the 
liublic mind in spite of all antagonism — he had organised 
it — unci when Franeo fell out with England he would 
direct it in such a direction as would enable every mafi 
to live comfortably, ay, luxuriously, on the sweat of 
his own brow. (Hear, hear.) Nor W'as he an upstart 
democrat. His aged uncle had now lived 52 years in 
banishment, and w'as now 90, but was as s\aunch as 
ever. His father was immured for seven years in damp 
dung('on.s and cells, by wliich ho had been hurried to a 
in-eiiiature grave— uiid all for sake of freedom. He had, 
tht'reforc, a hereditary right to advocate their cause. Mr. 
O'Connor w'ent on in this strain for sometime longer ; nud 
then one of his .supporters, Mr. Sweet moved the following 
resolution — •“ ’Ihat w e, the electors, and non-electors of 
Nottingham, beg most re.spectfully to tender our sincere^ 
thanks to our di-stinguished representative, Feargus 
O’Connor, Esq., for his unwearied and talented services 
us a memlw'r of' Parliamcnit for this town. Notwithstand- 
ing the base slanders heaped upon him by a hireling and 
corrupt press, and the ingratitude of a portion of tlic 
W'oiking chesses; w'e' oeg to assure him that our confi- 
dence in him remains unshaken ; therefore, w'O most 
earnestly request him to resume those dutie.s which he 
has ably jicrformed, with honour to himself and 
satisfaction to us.” Mr, Sweet then w<'nt on — “ If it is 
jour pleasure that Mr. O’Connor should retire, he is 
quite willing to do so ; but if it is your pleasure that he 
should go back to buttle w'ith thieves — they are tlieives — 
they pass acts that rob us, and they arc thieves— if it is 
j'our pleasure that ho sliould go back to battle with thorn 
upon their own platform, he is fullj'’ prepared to do 
so.” The resolution was carried almost unauimpuslj' ; 
and Mr. O’Connor having briefly returned thanks, 
called for three cheers for “ the Charter, and no Surren- 
der,” and also three groans for the Whigs. This 
was done with considerable spirit, and the meeting 
broke up. 

The Freehold Land Societies are continuing their 
operations. On the 16th the Uxbridge Society took 
possession, with public celebrations, of eleven acres of 
fine meadow -land near the town ; which will give sixtj'- 
four or sixty-six votes for the county of Middlesex ti> the 
►sharelioldcrs. On the same day the Westminster Society 
look possession of thirty acres of land at East Moulsey ; 
for which they have given 4700/., and by ^\hich they 
will gain about two hundred and sixty votes for W cst 
Surrey. 

The Election for Poole terminated on the 24th, by 
the return of Mr. Seymour, the Free Trade Candidate, 
Who beat his protectionist competitor, Mr. Savage, bj' 
188 votes to 167. — A keen contest is going on for the 
representation of Cambridge Vmoersity^ in the room of 
Mr. Law, between Mr. Cowling, and Mr. Wigram.

NARRATIVE OF ACCIDENT AND 
DISASTER. 

The ship Indian, A fine Fast Indiaman, was 
Wrecked on the 4th of April, on her outward 
voyage from England to Bombay, on the Oargados reef 
of rocks, near the Mauritius. About eight o’clock at j 
night, wdK'u running at six knots on hour, through some 
mistake, it woulil seem, in the reckoning, she suddenly I 


struck with a, dreadful craal^, and almost immediately 
went to pieces. The loss of life and property was de- 
plorable. A letter from^ a gentleman on board gives a 
striking accoxint of the catastrophe, and the sufferings 
of the survivors ;-t-“ We saw in a moment that all hopes 
of saving the vessel were at an end, as she heeled over 
to the leeward suddenly, the sea making a clear breach i 
over her evciy roller. This was the work of a few 
minutis only. Three parts of the crow were by this 
time on their knees, crying and making the most Irantic 
appeals to Heaven for aid All order and discipline were 
now at an end. The carpenter and two seamen attempted 
to cut aw'ay the masts; but, owing, 1 suppose, to the 
excitement of the moment, they cut awrny the weather 
rigging only. The masts, of course, went by the board ; 
but, b( ing still attached to tho vessel by the lee rigging 
and falling over to scaw’^ard, they served as a battering- 
ram, beating the vessel to pieee.s every successive roller. 
After the first burst of excitement was over, a simul- 
taneous rush w-as made for the boats ; but we found the 
only one that w'as availad)l(‘ was the starboard quarter 
boat ; the other tw o had been staved to pieces by the 
w'rcjck. The captain wa.s not slow in taking to our only 
apparent chance of escape — tho remaining boat ; eight of 
the seamen speedily following him. I’hey shoved off, 
hut pulled back once or twice near to the vessel, asking 
for water and bread, which, of course, it -Nvas quite out 
of our power to supply them -with. He tlien pulled 
away altogethcT, whicli was the last W’e saw of him. 
The ship by this time -w^as breaking up fast — the stern- 
frame burst out and was throw'n up on the starboard 
qiiaiicr; and in a fiwv minutes afterw'^ards she parked 
amidships, leaving thirteen persons exposed to the fury’ 
of the surf on the forepart of the starboard broadside, * 
where we remained till the morning broke. The tide ^ 
turned about this time from ebb to flooib, -when the 
roller.s came in wuth redoubled vioVnee, and dashed the ’ 
remainder of the wTcck into pieces All wrero imme- 
diately Imffetting with tho waves. Sharks innumerable 
surrounded us on all sides, which very much increased 
Ihe terrors of our situation. Owing to my being hurled 
on the rocks by the surf tw'o or tlircc times, I lost my 
senses, and was perfectly nneonseious as to what oc- 
curred till I found myseli resting on a spar with a sailoy. 

1 found the ship had gone to pieces, and that five of our 
comrades had perished. Water surrounded us in every 
dircetion, wdth nothing in view- but one or tw'o small 
sandbanks, and those a long distance off. By night we 
had ('onsti ueted a rude kind of raft, on whicli -we slept; 
but as the tide ebbed wu; grounded, and, wdtli tho excep- 
tion of our heads, wx‘ w'Cie literally sleeping in the 
water, cold and w'vctched, but still, comparatively speak- 
ing, safe. AVo ri'inainod on the raft in this state two 
days and niglits ; tlie sun scorching us by day, and the 
wind, ow'ing to our being w^et, making ns dreadfully 
cold at night. On Sunday, the third day, having found 
a small quantity of oatmeal, we determined to start for 
the nearest sandbank. A sixty-gallon cask of beer, two 
siv-dozen ca.scs of wunc, a piece of bad pork, and the 
oatmeal, were the only things saved from the -wreck 
We turned the raft, and after a severe day’s w^ork 
reached the bank about sunset, and onee more jmt our 
feet upon dry land. We had only eaten once, and then 
but sparingly. Thus \vc lived fourteen days and nights, 
Hubsiating on sharks’ flesh and the wine and beer -wo 
saved. Not a drop of water -was to be had. On the 
20th of April >vo saw^ a vessel to the Icew^ard of us, and 
endeavoured to attract her attention by means of a boat- 
hook and a shirt attached ; but she did not or would not 
sec ns. The next day, about one hour before sunset, 
another vessel hove in sight, and about the same spot 
the ship of the previous evening w^as seen. AVc again 
hoisted our sigriM, and -walked about the bank, t<i show’ 
there were living creatures on it, AV'e thought she did 
not see us ; and after taking our allowance of oatmeal 
and sharks’ flesh, we lay down for the night’s rest. In 
a short time, how-over, we -were alarmed by the harking 
of our dog ; and on getting on our legs discovered to our 
delight a boat close in Tipon the sands. She belonged to 
the vessel we had seen in the evening. The mate and 
one of the passengers went on board that night, and the 
rest of the survivors w-cre taken off the next morning ; 
when wc were conveyed safely to the Mauritius.” 
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The Bridgetown Emigrant -ship 'lous Wrecked on the 
4th of August, by going upon a rock while off the Banks 
of Nfcwfoundlaml; had on board 300 emigrants 

from Ijivcrpool to America. The vessel was got off and 
run asthore between Cape Ballard and Cape Race. The 
female emigrants wea*e got into boats, and these having 
l>oen safely put ashore, the boats returned, and even- 
tually, afrer considerable exertion, the whole of the 
remainder Were saved, excepting three children, who 
were lost in the confusion, and were supposed to have 
perished in the ship, which shortly foundered in five 
fathoms of water, and was a total loss. The poor emi- 
grants lost c^crytlung they possessed; many reached 
the shore with nothing on tneir persons but their night- 
clothes. There were several cabin passengers ; among 
them w'as an episcopal clergyman, who lost property to 
the amount of 1,006/. Amidst their misfortunes, a gang 
of desperate wreckers visited the spot, and carried off 
the little property that was, cast up from the wreck and 
washed ashore; every things in fact, they laid their hands 
upon they decamx>od with. ^ The loss of the sliip is 
ascribed, not only to the dense fog and darkness of the 
night, but in a great measure to the variableness and 
uncertainty of the currents, together with the force and 
strength with which they set in towards Cape Race. 
The vessel w^as but partially insured-

Scrxral serious Bailway Accidents haie occurred th^s 
Month. A roadway crosses the line of the Eastern 
Counties raihvay tlirough the fields of a farm on 
each side, near Colchester. On the 31st August, 
a waggon with three horses and the driver were 
engaged carting barley, and -were in the act of cross- 
ing over for another load, when the railway train 
dashed into them, smashing the waggon to pieces and 
dreadfully mutilating the horses. Most providentially 
the driver, W’^ho w*as riding at the time, just before thci 
engine struck the team had the presence of mind to 
spring to the ground, but in so doing barely escaped 
with liis life, the engine in his perilous descent catching 
the flapvS of his coat and completely tearing them off. 
One of the horses w^as found under the engine, and the 
others lay helpless on the ground. The passengers in 
the train were alarmed, and rushed shrieking to the 
windows, but it does not appear that any were in- 
jured. 

Another accident occurred on the South Western Bail- 
way on the evening of the I3rd. iust Between Esher and 
Wtwbridge, the engiut^-driver espied somemioviug objects 
on tiui line ; he therefore shut off the steam and signalled 
to thf' guards to apply the breaks ; but before they had 
sufficient time to do so, the engine came in contact with 
the obstruction in front, which was dashed to piece!*, 
and in an instant portions of flesh and blood were 
scattered over the driver and stoker, as wxdl as over 
several of the carriages. It was^then ascertained that 
a ^at number of sheep had strolled upon the line from 
one of the adjoining meadows; but owing to the train 
not being impeded in its progress, the driver proceeded 
on his journey. Next morning it was ofioertained that 
from twenty to vtWenty-flve sheep had been cut txi pieces. 
The anxmalsj, it seems, had obtained an entrance upon 
thelino owing to somo defect in palings which surround 
the meadow where th^y were at pasture. 

Mr. Robert Middletog, a commercial traveller from 
Haig^heBtcr, was Killed ' the East Baneaihirc Railway 
^ tiie 5th, while travelUug from Burnley to Colne, 
train came into colUsioii with a truck, while the 

gate-keeper at a crossing near the station, Hannay, was 
attempting to move it out of the wflv. Oonsidcrable 
damage was done to the carriages, and Mr. Mitlclleton 
was killed on the spot. It appeared, from the evidence 
at the inquest, that Hannay was an old man, unfit for 
his duties, whose wiigoa were only 55. a week, and that 
when the train approached, no signal had been made to 
warn the engine-driver that there avos danger. The 
Jury found a verdict of “manslaughter” against Hannay; 
rect^mmended an improvement on the line at the 
crossing, and stated their opinion that the gate-keeper 
and i)ortrr were not sufficiently paid to secure the 
protection of the public. 

On the morning of the 9th, the Vend Body of a 
respectably-dressed man was found on the Ijivofpool 
br.inch of the London and North-Western Railway, 
between EcelcvS and Fatricroft. Both hi.s legs had been 
cut oft* by a train passing dver him ; but, whether he was 
a person who had been crossing the lino, or had thrown 
himself in the way of a train, with a view of suicide, 
could not be ascertained. There were no papers in. his 
pocket which could lead to a discovery of who he was, 
nor has he been identified by his friends. 

Lieutenant Gale, the Aeronaut, was Killed on the 9th 
in the neighbourhood of Bordeaux. He ascended on 
horseback in his balloon from that place, and reached 
the ground safely between Merignac and Costas. Re 
was engiq^otl in exhausting the balloon of the rciai&id|iiig 
gas, when the peasantry who assisted him 
earlier than he sceiued to expect in removing 

The balloon, disencumberi'd of the horse’s 
stanriy soared aloft, siiapjiing in two a yo'll^ nf'^trcc 
which held the grapnel. Mr. G;ilc was nojph the car. 
but was lifted up entangled by the ropes, ■'aud was pre- 
sently too far aloft to Jet go. He held'^by the ropes 
while the balloon floated nearly two mites^ and dropped 
either with it or juht before it fell : hi!r,V)dy was fi'und 
in a tree, and the collapsed balloon in adjacent wo0j|., 
He has left eight children i . 1 

A captain of the National Guard of St. FierTf-dts 
Calais, named Million, now on a visit to this eoujfipj, 
has been instrumental in Savnig the J.ircs of tw^'hil- 
(Iren, who would inevitably liave been lost ImtJpor his 
timely and humane conduct. On the moniitlg of the 
14th, M. Millien was passing over the Kingsland bridge, 
and hearing cries for help hastened in the direction 
whence they proceeded. Finding that some one w'fis at 
the bottom of the canal, b(‘ immediately plunged in and 
brought up the body of a child, and bearing that there 
was another, he mude another i>lungo, and anoth(*r was 
saved, in the prcseiici' of a great numlfor of spectator'^, 
amongst whom uasDr L. Burchell, of Kingsland Road, 
whose exertions soon restored the children. It has been j 
the good fortune of M. Millien to haN’C saved tw'cnty-two j 
persons under similar circumstances, and to have been 
rew'arded with the gold and silver medals of the insti- 
tutions of his country, as the reward of courage and 
humanity. 

A destiaietive Ktreieork Er plosion occurred in SpitaJ- 
field.s on the 16th. Mr. Clithi'ro, of AVeavci' street, had j 
an extensive factory at the rear of his house; the place i 
was divided into compartments— -the mixing-house, tjkc 
filling-room, and the store-house. Mr. Clithero Was 
employed with a workman in tho mixing-house, when, 
by some nu'ans unknown, the combustibles took fire; 
there was a xdolent explosion, and the two men were 
blown out of the building into the yard, terribly burnt. 
Freseutly there was a second explosion, the fire haring 
reached the filliiig-room ; and after that the store-house 
exploded, with a crash and concussion far surpassing the 
preceding shocks. Houses in every direction w'ere more 
or loss shattered — windows and roofs driven in, and the 
furniture greatly damaged. The personal casualties 
vi'cro less serious than might have been expected, con- 
sisting only of bruises and slight cuts from broken glass. 
The Fire Brigade report mentions thirty-eight houses 
specifically, as having suffered ; All Saints Church and 
National Sehool had nearly all the windows #ma.shed ; 
and the greater portion of tho large sheets of plate glass 
in the gooda^depdt of the Eastern Counties Railway, a 
long distance off, were demolished. U'he firemen pre- 
vented the flames from spreading beyond tho ruins of 
the Ikctory. While one of the engine.s was hastening to 
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the plaee, a youth waa knocked down opposite th(5 
Mansion-house, and the wheeU went over bis head and 
neck ; he was removed to the hospital, where he died 
soon utter. 

A disastrous Fire in M&rk broke ont <»n the 
mominff of the 19th, in a house occupied by several firms; 
thence it spread to Beetking-lane, taking firm hold of 
the extensive premises of llayter and Howell, army- 
paekerS; the roof of the Corn Exchange caught the 
fiames, and half a doKcn more buildings were fired. 
When the Fire Brigade arrived, they devoted their 
efforts to save the Exchange and thoso houses on which 
the flames hml not much hold, and in this they sueeeed- 
od; Imt the house in Mark Lane and Hayter and 
Howell's were destroyed. The loss of proj)ef'ty has been 
estimated at 100,000/. The jjremiHcs in which the fire 
eomraoneed were very extensive, leaving been formerly 
u&<hI as the town residence of" one of the foreign ambas- 
sadors. It was ereeted. after designs by Sir Christopher 
Wren, and presented an example of the magiiilicenco of 
the early city mansions. Every room was beautifully 
panelled ; the staircase, which was upwards of .six fe<jt 
wide, was foimod of carved oak ; and splendid specimens 
of scroll-work adorned the various ceilings. At the rear 
of the house stood wbat was formerly the anihas.sador’s 
private chapel, but of late years it had 1 icon converted 
into a warehouse. 

On the morning of the 19th .an accident torik plow* on 
the Eusie^’u Countieft Railway^ whereby nine men lo^t j 
their lives X^jiwards of twenty men were engaged near j 
Brentwood statimi in ballasting the line, about eight ' 
o’clock, they had just emptied a ballast-tram; the 
inorning was very foggy ; while some of tlumi were on 
the np-line, an np-train dashed iut<i the midst of them ; 
eight were kilb'd on the instant, and another died a 
ininutf‘ after At the iiuiuest, which teriniiiated on the 
i'ird, it appeared that the morning was (‘xtrenndy foggy, 
that the train was not behind its time, and that there had 
been no negligence on the part of the driver; but suf- 
ficient precautions had not been taken to make the ■' 
driver aware of the obstruction. The jury found that I 
the deaths had been cautied by misadventure, and ox- 
jir'ssed their regret that more c}mti<m had not been 
! exercised for the protection of the num employed on the 
lino. , • 

On the night of the 20th, a serious accident happened 
on be Grmf We<Hfern fiaihray. An excursion train, 
returning from IJi’istol, came into eolhsioii A\ith u horse- 
box which had been allowed to remain on the line, near 
the Woottou Bassett Station. 1'he engine and four 
; carriages Avero thrown off the line, and overturned, and 
I .seA'cral of the passengers .seriously injured. An inve.sti- 
gptlon took jilace before the magistrates at iSwindon, 
an<i William AVhite, the polkeman in (barge of the 
station, was convicted of neglect of duty, and sentenced 
to two months’ imjirisonment. 

There' ha#* lieen A^wther Fire at GraveHeiid ; it broke 
out about one o’clock on the morning of the 21.Ht, on the 
premises of Mr. Di-aBcn, a lineii-drapf r in Queen Street, 
near the market-place, and destroyed these and some 
adjoining houses. A number of Avati'rmen had met 
together on the previous evening to commc'mornte a 
rowing-match for u pre/e given by the proprietors of the 
Rosherville Gardens, and those men were assembled, to 
the number of 150, in an hotel called the T()wn Arms 
Tavern, just opposite the house in which the fire took 
place ; and it appears to have been caused by s(]uibs and 
other fireworks let off by them in the street, 

IVo steamers huA-e been Shipwrecked at the same spot, 
between tbe island of Jersey and, St. Male. On the 
moniing of the Ifitb, the Superb was to have stortc-d 
from St, Helier’a on an cxourBion trip, but in consequence 
of h(T machinery rcouiring repair, another vessel, the 
Polka, waft substituteci. It wasftoon discovei-cd that she 
had sprung a leak and was fkst foundering, hut she was 
kept afloat till she reached soim^ small rocks called the 
Minquiers, on the coast of Prance. The anchor was 
then dropi)efl, and all the people on hoard, among whom 
were sevcml ladies, were conveyed by the boats to the 
rocks ; and after passing the night in that situation, 
they- W(*rp picked iij) by the steamer South Western; 
from Weymouth to St. Malo. On the 24th, the Superb 
was herseB’ wrecked at the same place, and with a much 


more melancholy result. She left St. Malo at seven in 
the moiiaing, and a little after nine, struck on the Min- 
quiers rocks, then under water. A number of the 
passengers got into one of the boats and put oft'; but it 
speedily sank, thou^ in omooth water, and they all 
perished. Fortunawy the tide w-as falling, and soon 
loft the ship high and dry on the rocks. Signals of dis- 
tress were made, and after two hcrars, the surA-ivors were 
saved by tbe Jupiter cutter and the Courier steamer. 
Besides those Avho perished in the boat, two children 
were thrown overboard by the shock when the vcs.sel 
struck. The persons lost were Mr. G ossett, a merchant of 
J ersey, and his Avife ; Mr. Jackson, his son and daughter ; 
Mr. Kottenbury, Miss Ihicc, Mr. Sedgwick, and three of 
the crew. The surA-ivors, about 40 in number, were Ian 
ded at St. llclicrs. An inquiry into this disaster must 
necessarily take place. 

Two infants, of throe years and fifteen months old, 
children of Robert Wardcll, a labourer at Wetwang, 
Averc Drov^ned on the 2J!lrd. At the incpiest on their 
bodies, their mother gave an nttecting account of their 
death:— “I went to glean in afield of Mr. Hill’s, and 
took my two (‘hildren with me. 1 left thtm under a 
hedge with some other children, and AA'cnt off to glean. 
About 1 o’clock they both came OA'cr to the side of the 
field Avhere I was. I gaA’c them some cuke, set them 
under a hedge, and told them to wait until I got another 
glean, and then 1 would take them home. A pond aa'us 
near Avherc' i left them, but it wiis fenced oft’. About a* 
quarter of aii hour after I Avent to the place Avhere I hud 
left them, and J .said, ‘liaA-e 1 tAAo little bairns her(^?' 
a« I usually did T was surpns(>d at not receiving an* 
answer. 1 then begun to look about, and on going to the 
pond I dii9Covered the legs of one of the ebildrcu pro- 
jecting out of the water.” A surgeon was iuimediotely * 
sent (‘or, but be wiTs unable to resiorj* them to animation. 

'riie Lille correspondent of the Boulogne Interpreter, 
states that the child of an English tumbler, named 
Elliott, was Killed A>'hile performing there feats Avitli his 
lather. The little fellow upon being thrown into the 
air from his father’s foot, niBtoad of falling upon his 
feet, hy some uiiUieky movement, toll upon his head, 
which caused a. dislocation of the neck, and, as a matter* 
of course, instant death.

He said, that both the 
I l.argc and small proprietors of the county had shown 
contidonce in agriculture. For ever} shilling llic^" had 
extwmded in improving their property, he believed that 
during the last thirty years the tenantry liad spent at 
least an equal sura — their industry, skill, and constancy 
amidst difficulties could not be too highly praised. On 
the part of the yeomanry he had seen an outlay so 
judicious, extensive, and productive, as to put to shame 
the great proprietors themselves. Nor was it confined 
to. them ; the great n iniiers at that day’s shoM' had been 
. neither land<*d proprietors nor yeomen, but tenant 
farmers. He thought, however, the fault of their agri- 
culture was that they ploughed too much. His advice 
would be to plough less and to graze more. [This 
remark was received with cheers, mingled wdth some 
marks of dissent.] Why, if high farming and good 
grazing did not pay, scourge crops and bad farming 
! never could pay ? it might be said that dairy produce 
did not answer, and that butter and cheese also, against 
the introduction of which from abroad there w’as a con- 
' sulerablc protective duty, had fallen in price. If that 
were so, another article was steadily advancing in price 
, which was closely connected with good fanning. He 
1 referred to sheep and the value of wool. In the last 
seven mouths there had been no less than 41 ,000, 000 lb.

imported from foreign countries, as compared with 

31.000. 0001b. in the same period of the preceding year. 
At the same time the declared value of exports from this 
country of w oollen manufactures had lieen 6,000,000/. 
worth in the last seven months, as compared with only 

4.000. 000/. worth in the seven months of the previous 
year, showing that there was for -xnooI and woollen 
manufactures on increase of demand and price. He 
rejoiced to find, therefore, that there had been estab- 
lished within the last three momths a fiietory for the 
produce of woollen goods in Carlisle. He coueludcd by 
giving “ The Tenantrv of the County.” The toast was 
acknowledged by Mr. Hodgson, who gave “ The Labour- 
ing Classes;” and the toast of “The Bonny Lasses of 
Cumberland,” given by the chairman, concluded the 
evening.

in the morning, Her Majesty and Prince AlbA’ta«eended 
to the summit of Arthur’s seat. TJic prince utterwards 
laid the foundation stone of the National Gallcrv, and 
the ceremony, which attracted an immense concourse of 
sjieetators, was very imposing. In the afternoon, Her 
Majesty vi.sited the splendid new Hospital founded by 
I the late AJr. Donaldson in the suburbs of the city, for 
the education of three hundred destitute children. She 
was most enthusiastically received on her route. — On the 
following morning the royal party left Edinburgh lor I 
Balmoral. At every halting-idaci* and point of view 
during the jonrney, the peo])lc' of all ranks crow’ded to 
gratify thtir curiosity or manifest their respect. — Her | 
Majesty has since remained at her Highland home, cn- i 
joying with great zest the pleasures of the country.

(’atholic chapel attached to the residence of Miss Taylor, ' 
The obsequies of the ox-moiiarcli were conducted with , 
the utmost siniiilicity, and there was an entire absence j 
of that state wffiich might have been I'xiieeted to mark I 
the funeral procession of an individual of such distin- 
guished rank. At nine o’clock in the morning, mass was j 
eclehrated in the chapel by the late King’s chaplain, i 
Dr. Whitty, the Vicar- Gen oral of the London district, 
and several other ecclesiastics. After the eonelnsion of 
mass, the coffin was borne from the chapel to tlie vault, 
whon it was placed in the tomb which had been erectecl 
in the centre of the vault, an% immediately under the 
dome of the chapel. When the coffin had b(‘on deposited 
in the tomb, the Count de I’aris, the Dukes tie Nemours 
and d’Aumale, and the Prince de Joiuville, entered 
the vault, and the Rev. Dr. Whitty read the prayers for 
the dead, the other clergymen giving the responses. 
The tomb was afterwords sprinkled with holy water by 
the officiating priests, the royal princes, and the other 
poisons present. The sons and grandson of the late ^ 
King then knelt down and fervently kissed the coffin ; j 
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they were most deeply affiSeted, and it was not without 
some diffionlty that they were induced to quit the vault. 
Upon the slab covering the tomb in which the coffin was 
deposited, was placed the subjoined inscription, sur- 
mounted by the arms of the Orleans family and the

On the Ith instant, three foreigners, one of whom 
wore long moustachios, presented themselves at the 
brewery of Messrs. Barclay and Co, for the purpose of 
inspecting the establishment.

He ran along Banksidc until he came to the 
Geoige public-house, when, ion ing the doors open, he 
rushed iii and piocceded upstair^ into oiu' of the bed- 
rooms. to the astoriishmeiit of the landlady, vyho .soon 
dis(‘overe(l his name and the reason of his entering her 
lioiise. The furious mob rushed in after hinsi threaten- 
ing to do for the “Austrian buteher,” but ffirtunately 
for him the house wa.s v ery old fashioned, and contained a 
v'asl number ot doors, which were all lorced open except 
that of the room in which the General was concealed. 
The mob increased at that time to sevu'ral hundreds, and 
the landlady became alamied about h(‘r own property ' 
as well di< the General’s life. She accordingly despatched * 
a messenger to the South wa.’-k polie('-station, and in a } 
short lime a party airived, and viith great ditfienlty j 
dispersed the mob and got the General out of ih(' hon.se. i 
A police galley wa.s at tho wharf at the time, into which | 
he was taken and rowed towards Somerset House amidst j 
tho shouts and execrations of the mob.

rode the President, as usual wearing the unifonn of a 
general officer of the National Guard, with the grand 
cordon of the Legion of Honour. He rode a most beau- 
tiful horse, which had been presented by the authorities. 
It w'as most brilliantly caparisoned : the housings wanted 
only iho crown to complete the imperial eflect- As the 
President came opposite to the H6tel de Paris, he looked 
up to the balcony of the first floor, and taking off his

The Peace Congress assembled at Frankfort^ com- 
menced its proccemnga on the 22nd August in thi' 
Church of Rt. Paul. Dr. Jaup of Darmstadt was elected 
President of the Congress. The principal smjakers at 
the meetings were Mr. Cobdcn,the Rev. Mr.Bumott of 
CamberweU, M, Emile Girardin, M. Bonnet, the pastor 
of the French Protestant church, Mr. Garnet a negro, 
Elihu Burritt, Mr. Hindley of Oldham, M. Garnier one 
of the Secretaries, Dr. Duller from America, the Rev. 
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M. Copway a native chief of the Chippeway tribe, Mr. 
Miall, Mr. Chippie of New York, and several others. 
I’hey delivered their speeches in their respective 
languages, but when an oration was considered unusu- 
ally important, the substance of it was given in two 
other languages by competent interpreters. ^ The last 
meeting was held on the 24th ; on this occasion thanks 
were voted to the municipal authorities of Frankfort 
for their kind reception of the members of the Congress ; 
and Mr. Cobden caused infinite delight and astonish- 
ment by acting as fugleman to an English “Hip, hip, 
hurrah ! ” demonstration of gratitude. A resolution to 
publish the proceedings at three) kreut/-ers (about 
twopence), terminated the meeting. Next year the 
Compress is to be held in London. 


The accounts from New York arc to the 14 th inst. 
A bill has been passed by both houses of Congress to 
establish a territorial government in New Mexico. 
The senate have passed the Fugitive Slave Bill, the 
object of which is to provide for the settlement of 
questions respecting fugitive slave*;. These make all the 
bills which were incorporated in that of the Compro- 
mise. The bills passed arc the Utah Bill, the Texas 
Boundary Bill, the Admission of California Bill, the 
Territorial government for New Mexico Bill, and the 
Fugitive Slaves Bill. The following arc the principal 
])riH'isions of this last-mentioned important measure . — 
'J'he judges of the United States’ District Courts, or 
iheir commissioners, in every county within their dis- 
trict, shall hear and summarily determine all cases of 
claim' made by the owner for his Fugitive Flave. The 
dep<isition or affidavit of owner, or other satisfactory testi- i 
mony, sworn to before a magistrate, according to the I 
l.iAV of the state whence the slave escaped, shall be li«.ld 
sTitficient to establish the right of property and to 
authorise the arrest and reconveyance of Ihc fugitive to 
the state whence he or she ma} liave fled ; but in no 
trial or hearing under this act shall the testimony of the 
alleged fugitive be admitted in evidence. Any person 
aiding or abetting the escape, or interposing to prevent 
the arrest and reconveyance, will be subject to a fine 
not exceeding 1000 dollais, and to imprisonment not 
exceeding six months, besides forfeiting 1000 dollars by 
way of civil damages tp the party injured. In ease of 
.ilhdavit being made By the cliumant of a fugitive that 
he 1 as reason to apprehend a rescue before he can 
rcconvey such fugitive beyond the border of the state in 
which tbe arrest inny have been made, it shall bo the 
duty of the officer making the arrest to retain the fugi- 
tive ill his custody, to personally remove him to the 
slate whence he lied, and then to deliver him to said 
el.iimaiit or his attorney. To this end the officer is 
auJiorised and required to summon such assistance 
as may eiiabh’ him efficiently to perform this duty. 
Finally, should such fugitive, subsequently to his arrest, 
bo rescued by force from those having him or her in 
custody, and the rescue be proven to have been without 
collusion on the part of the owmer, then the said <ivvner 
shall he paid from the iniblic treasury the value of said 
fugitive, and the amount paid (which is to be limited) 
shall he recovered by the general government from the 
state or territory in which the rescue was effected. 

The present state of Slavery in the I "niled States is 
illustrated by several recent circumstances mentioned in 
the American newspapers. An insurrection, in which 400 
slaves were to he engaged, was discovered at Lowndes 
County, Alabama, some weeks since. The rendezvous 
of the negroes w’^as fired dpon by the whites, killing one 
slave and wounding twenty others. I’he slaves then 
Hed. It is said that the slaves were incited to the in- 
surrection by an abolitionist, for whose apprehension a 
reward of 6000 dollars has been offered. A general 
massacre is supposed to have been intended, — The run- 
aw'ay slaves have been bo numerous of late, that the 
owmiTS have become very much alarmed, and hence are 
disposed to remove them to safer parts of the United 
States, or to sell them to slave traders. The family of 
William Williams, the coachman of rresidents Folk, 
Taylor, and Fillmore, were suddenly, on Friday mom- 
inq, seized by a slave trader and taken from their homes 
in Washington, to be sent to New Orl^jans. His wife, 
over fifty years of age, three daughters, and three grand- 


children, were thus snatched from him in an hour to a 
fate worse to him than death, \o bo sold in the South to 
the ‘.highest bidder, and separated from him and each 
other. The poor man was nearly crazed by the dreadful 
parting. After many years’ toil he very recently pur- 
chased his own freedom, but his family were owned by 
some one in New Orleans. The Bresident, feeling j 
deeply for his distress, gave him money, and let him go i 
to SCO them again. Williams found the trader would | 
take the sum of 3200 dollars for them, and he returned i 
xvith the hope of raising that amount here to redeem 
them. The President, Mr. Webster, General Scott, and 
a number of Senators, members, and citizens, hare con- 
tributed sums from five to fifty dollars. Mr. Corcoran 
gave 200 dollars, which was the price asked for the a^cd 
wife, and he made her “free” at once. Besides doing 
this, Mr. Corcoran has purchased one of the women, 
M'ho has lived in his family for sonic years, Mrs. Com- 
mander Paterson another, and Mrs. General Towhon a 
third, who lived with her some years past. So the 
children, for whom 1500 •dollars were asked, only re- 
mained to be purchased by their grandfather, who is 
said to be in a fair way of raising the money. 

Professor Webster, conx'ieted of the Miivder of Dr. 
Parkman^ was executed at Boston on the 30lh. Accord- 
ing ti) the American practice the execution took place 
within the prison walls, in the presence of certain 
citizens chosen as witnesses. This, however, did uot 
prevent the display of the curiosity always exhibited 
on such occasions by the public. A local paper says — 

“ 'I'he rear of the houses in Ijowell Street looked into 
tht‘ gaol-yard, and both the windows and roofs of 
of them were packed with persons of both sexes, and t)t 
all ages. It grieved me to see ladies and young girls 
inanifi st their morbid curiosity in this way. *1 am hai>py , 
ill being able to .say, however, that three ol houses 
were shut by fbe occupants, who went out «)f tourn 
rather than witness the execution, or be in the vicinity 
of the place when the solemn preparations were being 
made, and where a follow-being toVxpiafe liis crimes 
by a violent death. If J had had time I ivoiild have 
procured the numbers of those houses, and the names of 
their oeciipaiits, and insisted both in this report On 
the door of one of these houses a bill was posted to this^ 
effect . ‘ Not at home ; opposed to capital punishment ' ” 

It scem.s untrue that Webster made a second confession, 
admitting the commission of a premeditated murder. 

It is staff'd, on the eontrai*y, that immediately before his 
death, he expressed his adhesion to his statement that 
thf‘ deed was not premeditated. It appears, however, 
that the general opinion in the United States is, that 
the murder of Dr Parkman was premeditated, and that 
the verdict of the jury was in acttordance with the facts , 
of the case.

There are areonnts from San Franrisco to tlie 1st of 
August. Immigration to California is .still on the iricreaso ; 
hundreds were daily flocking to the diggings by way of 
Panama and across the plains from the southern states 
of America. I’lif' rivers during the winter months being 
so high have prevented many adventurers from working 
to any advantage. At the iJeginning of the dry season, 
in May, dams w'cre commenced across the different 
rivers, with the intention to turn them completely from 
their course, but the dams as soon as formed were washed 
axvay. It is in thfe beds and on the banks of river.s that 
most gold lias hitherto been found. The mode of appro- 
priating land is a curious one, each person being allfiwed 
on arrival to stake off ten paces of ground till t)»c w'hfde 
river or ravine is taken up. At Dew Creek, emptying 
into the Yuba river, gold has been found in the highest 
mfiuntains to an enormous extent ; after digging some 
80 or 90 feet, a vein of gold was struck yielding from six 
to eight ounces per man per day, and witli every prospect 
of its continuing. One man sold liis claim (ten paces) 
for 20,000 dollars. THie mountains near the ISierra 
Nevada also proved very rich, two men having averaged 
7 lb. a day for several days. 

The iniended road across the Isthmus of Panama from

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THE THR EE K INGDOMS. 

^HE incidents of the past month are fraught with warning to writers of history, Tliore has been so 
alai’ming a succession of events at once strange and humiliating, and the recgirrcnce of crime and disaster 
has been so revolting and incessant, that, to a statist who should merely aim at effect in the portraiture of a 
])eriod, and think it fair to seize any fact, however extreme or exceptional, wherewith to form general 
conclusions, wc might seem to have suddenly retrograded from Queen Victoria, Lord John Russell, and 
l->octor Sumner, to Dick Turpin, Jerry Abershaw, and the Pope. Were it possible to imagine M. Lodru Eollin, 
for example, inspired for the occasion by a regard to the rights of conscience and property, one might fancy 
him describing, for a second edition of his Decadence dc VAnglelerrc, the condition of English society, and its 
results during October 1850, somewhat in the following strain. 

It became at this period jicrfoctly evident that the restrsiints of order and law, as well as the obligations 
of conscience, had lost their power over the ill-disposed. AVith irrepressible and insolent defiance Robbery 
and Murder stalked through the land. Houao«; were entered in the metropolis at mid-day, their inmates 1^'* 
half-etranglod, and property of singulai’ value carried off without hindrance. Mon were waylaid in the public 
thoroughfares, struck into msensibility, and plundc-ed of all they possessed. Jewellers' shops were stripped 
in the btrand. In broad day, in Adam Street, Adelphi, a govcmnicut messenger was stopped 4 i.nd rifled. 
Highway robbery was committed in St. Paul’s churchyai-d. Infernal machined were delivered by hand 
ill Bennondsey. Houset^ were cntoj'cd in the Regent’s Park, and only saved from plunder by the timely 
and gallant resistance of the men and women sor^’ants. The counties in closest vicinity with the metropolis 
were over-run with thieves of the most daring kind. County magistrates went to berl with six-barrelled 
revolving pistols under their pillows. Bagshot wjis once more a solitude ; and grass grew again on the old 
Bath road, as in the days wlion it made smooth trotting for the hoofs of highwajuneii’s horses. 

■'All the incidents Just mentioned, and all those to be now narrated, occurred within the brief space of 
three weeks of the distressing period referred to. In the pai-sonago house of Frimley, a small village within 
lidf an hour’s ride of Ihe metropolis, a vonei’ablo clergyman was murdered in his bed by burglars detected at 
thei’ midnight jiracticos. In the same county eighteen houses had been similarly entered and robbed, and 
their inmates treated with violence, in less than the same number of preceding weeks; and in the 
neighbouring county of West Kent, ten parsonages had been plundered in less than the same number of 
preceding months. But the fate of the rector of Frimley scorned suddenly to let loose, simultaneously, over 
all the counties of England, a spirit of outrage without parallel for concentration and intensity. The Times 
devoted column after column to burglaries in the provinces. Durham and Devonsliire, Lancashire and 
Bedford, Bucks and Staffordshire, figured in a single list served up at a morning’s breakfast-table. The objects 
of ruffianly attack embraced prizes as various aS the government mail-carts and the meanest huckster’s shops ; 
and HO flushed were Uie rogues with their daring success, that they even broke into the Governor’s house 
in_tho gaol at Worcester, and carried off the plate under the very noses of warders and turnkeys. Nothing 
was too high, and nothing too low, for the desi^s of this desperate banditti ; nor could their cnieltj^ 
when unresisted, be equalled but by their cowardice when resolutely mot. A girl of fourteen, armed with 
a brace of pistols, put some half dozen thieves to flight at Abbotskerswell, in Devon; *0 don’t ! for God’s 
salfc, don’t shoot me ! ’ was the supplication of a cringing thief to the butler in the Regent’s Park, to which 
that gallant domestic res|;)Oudcd by ‘firing at his head;’ a youth at Northampton sprang from bed in his 
shirt upon a bvmglar armed to the teeth, and pinned him to the earth tUl assistance came ; and one spirited 
old maid proved too much for a couple of toll ruflaans at Swindon in Gloucestershire. But these cases ^ 
were unhappily rare ; for the destruction of life at this lamentable period seemed to have boon sought quite 
as eagerly as the abstraction of property. 

“ In Birmingham a gold and silver beater was struck and maimed with murderous weapons until supposed 
to be dead. At Bath the landlord of a tavern, and his wife, were [murderously mutilated with a razor. At 
another hotel in Kendab an aged dissenting minister was horribly wounded and half suffbeated in his bed. 

A labouring man in Oxfordshire savagelv murdered his wife. At a fanner’s house in Lsughamo two murders 
were committed within a few days of each other. In another part of South WalescMi elderly lady was 
poisoned for the chance of an inheritance. At a small town in Lincolnshire a ferooioua old dmnkard, of 
seventy-three, stabbed to death a youth who would have prevented his murdering his aged partner. At 
Haverfordwest an old woman was found murdei^ in a ditch. A murdered infiint was picked up in one of 
tlie most populous of the Londou squares ; and, in Essex, a poor seduced girl and her unborn infant were merci- 
lessly strangled. 'Ho has fair hair,’ said the reporter of the leading of England, describing the 

seducer and supposed murderer, in the last-mentioned case, 'a brilliant f^CiMf^plexion, small delicate features, 
regular in their contour, and a general cast of countenance very expressive 'of 4 $ildnesB and rustic innocence t ’ 
Such was the fashion at this deplorable juncture of speatog of pensoiM (haiged with the most detestable 
crimes. 

“It cannot of course bo thought surprising that the whereabouts of the Police should have become matter 
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of anxious questioKf , unchecked and uninhibited violeaGe thus raged throughout tho kingdom. The 
cost of guardianida^ hwg not less than 17,000^ a year , in the county of all others tlio least eii'ectually 
guarded, such a question became extremely natural ; but, alas ! the discover^ was soon made, that the paid 
oon8eiTator8'<of cider and decency,^ at this distressing period, had not been able to escape its genevtU demo- 
ralisation. <1|>n«utrcntly with the' ants just recorded, a series of acts of criminal outrage upon the public 
peace imo JlfOllid ligauist its very ttu8l«^iai» themselves. "V^hc the tlnhappy goldbeater of BitmUigham 
was tiud&ar the f^otts bhidgeotts of bis assailants, two *experient?od officers,* a sub-inspector and a sergeant, 
were proved^ to have stood within eight and hearing of the outisge, and, in reply to entreaties from the 
daughter of the victim, to have refused interference with what might be merely, for what they knew, an act 
of highly proper chastisement ! In the same week, in the centre of English civilisation, three very gross and 
wick^ offences were proved against members of the metropolitan force ; and one of its superior officers 
was charged with manslaughter by a coroner’s juiy, for having beaten and maltreated to death an industrious 
inof^nsive artisan. But the general disorganisation of society exhibited appearances even more alarming. It 
was not simply to the lower servants of the law, but to its highest administrators, even to its makers and 
judges, that the scandal of this unhappy time extended. An Ex-Loid-High-Cliancellor of England was fined 
for unlawful practices with fishing-nets ; and a I'fobleman in tho most exalted rank of tho peerage assaulted, 
without provocation, two wayfaring young collegians vrhom ho encountered by chance (and without liia 
trowseis) iu what the law of tho land had declared to be a public pathway, but which ho insanely hnagined 
he had as much right to sh\A up, as to lock up his own nether gaimients. 

“ Kiiy, not even here did the marks of universal degindation cease. MTiat had liei’etofore been considered 
the mCst stubborn buhvark of English independence was now discovered to have been equally undeitoiincMl. 
A hope prevailed that the daring spirit of burglary would have found some check in the difficulty of dis- 
^ posing of the property and. plate which were its spoils; but a man of tlio highest respectability in the City, 
a bullion broker of forty j^oars’ sbindiug in Barbican, a man who had amassfjd cnoimous wealth without 
forfeiting the respect of his fellow citizens, was suddenly discovered in close correspondence with pjangs 
of provincial burglars, who had thus found safe and unsuspected market for their villainous trade. Nor wdre 
encouragements to misdoing many degree leas wanting, either from thow who admniistored what was calletl 
justice, or from those in whose behalf it wtis administered. Sviiilo magistrates failed properly to discriminate the 
.^grades of guilt in criminals, society as little perceived the danger of misplaced sympathy with crime itself. 
Charitable people with money to bestow, lavished it on those who had yielded to temptation and made poverty 
the excuse for theft; while the patient and long lug class whom temptation had fouTid firm, were left to 
perish on all sides around them. In Staffordshire a labouring man was as heavily punished for setting snai'i's, 
and beating with a dog, as one of the higinvay tramps for an act of thieving; as well as beating of a very 
different order ; and, by a bench of Squire VVestciiis in Westmoreland, the value of a dissenting minister’s lifi' 
seemed to bo judged pretty nearly on a par with the woitb of a brass jmn. 

“ 111 short, but for the unquestionable authenticity of the records preserved of tliia extraordinary crisis in 
the British history, the relation of it would be utterly incredible. Wlieihev the scone bo tho heai’t of the 
metropolitan, city, or the wilds of an Irish county, the inquirer is shocked anrl disgusted alike by the same 
absence of all the signs or fniits of civilisation. Children and grown men were dying of absolute star\ation 
'In the public roads of the County of Clare, at the veiy time wdien crossing-swoepers of Baker Street woih‘ 
leaviPg large fortunes behind them. St. Luke's in England was filled with people capaVle of the most ratioual 
enjoyments, Whose innocent and pleasant recreations the journals duly chronicled ; while a parcel of hot- 
headed Tresbyterians and hair-brained JUimau Catholics wore left free to agitato Ireland for the restora- 
tion of her prosperous days, by bawling for tho annihilation of every holder of property. The art ol’ 
MtitUfdity, or the Means of Trading Without Capital, was at the same time regularly taught in both countries 
by societies invi^nted for the express purjiose of plunder ; and four City of London firms with very sounding 
titles topeartohave carried on tho invention wdth moderate success in ‘a single apartment in a soit of 
public hbuse ’ in St. Martin’s Court. All over the counties of England, concurrently w'ith these events, arose 
the flames of incendiary fires ; and even claims tho most monstrous were set up to a sort of vested interest 
in the profits of calamity. A band of fishermen on the Norfolk coast asscHed their right to a beneficial 
tithe of every wreck upon their shore, by going off in their boats like so many savages of the Pacific, and 
committing d^Spbrate assault on a steamer hired by the owners of the wreck for its rescue. Other as intem- 
perate wretches drank themselves to death from the spoils of a shipwreck washed on the coast of Liverpool ; 
and at the same wreck, on that same full-froqucnfced hospitable cofust, even the galhintest, best pai^ and 
till then most unfailing service of humanity w^as abandoned, and hapless creatures clinging to the silking 
shrouds saw their last hope perish within sight of its fulfilment, by the cow-ai dly retreat of the Llvcipool 
life-boat before an ordinarily-tempestuous sea. Even to soamen of the higher rank tho panic of the time 
extended ; and the commander of a steamer in the English channel, after running his ship on its most 
formidable reef of rocks with a sacrifice of eleven lives, in a calm sunny day, was tho first to desert the ship 
he had imporilled for the supposed shelter of a boat, which he swamped by suddenly leaping into it m search 
I of despicable safety. 

I ‘‘Bo those read like the records of a civilised land 1 Yet not even hero are wo permitted to close ow re- 
itoration of barbftrous events in the same single month of the eighteen hundred and fiftieth year of tho Ohristi^ 
^^CAceatiOn. In IHiis so^csllgd Christian period, a man in a fair way of trade hod to answer the indictoieht 
Ox parish jBor rcfhsing to 6i:q^rt his aged mother; and a lodging-house keeper in Kent Street did not 
h'lGlatSte to disjpossess himself of a half-dying tenant, m arrear of rent, by dragring him naked out of his 
bed/ba^inadorng him down the Strirs with a heavy bludgeon, and thrustinghim without covering into tTO 
bleeding and insensible. * Gruel indeed ! what next ^ ’ asked the wife of a mjWter^^ilqr m 
WMtecjlmp^ Who Was working and starving his apprentice to death, when tho lad drooped at Isiiigt h under 
his hhour eighteen hours a day, and required other nourishment than ‘tea and dripphfcg** ^ Then, of 

course, i&libeiiify,' the l came, and the poor creature wolemned it with the alfeoting cjy of 

‘ dh f God has he^d my pmyer I ’ feven children from wx to ten years had caught the infection of hardness 
and guilt, iind ^ Wisoluto and insolent in the docks of the police courts as the moat veteran offenders. 
Not this alone with cliiJdren. bred to neglect and Bhain& IMrty-throe boys, well born and caroMy niirtured, 
had to be suddenly removed Irem one of the most important schools of discipKne in the kingdom, with 
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iheir charaoters inde^lib^ .blAelLefied. The moUt appalling stories wei^o also told in t}^c police offices, of public 
lodgu^-bouses erammod bo^ sexes in Streets behind one of ihe ^greatest London tlicn'oiigbfBires, where 
ninety creatures were wont to pass the ni^t in a house without proper accommodation for nine, and where 
the rooms overflowed with n^hfreoil. Nor, as if to prove even such horrors capable of aggravatioo, was 
there wanting the contrast of scandalous waste beside mese pictures of destitute miseiy. Two or three flays 
after refusing to let a vote be passed for occasional loan of a booh from the city library to a studiously-indined 
member of corporation, the common councillors of tlio city of London voted five hundred and twontyHseven i 
thousand pounds for the continued support of the alxuninations of a cattle market in the heart of their ! 
crowded streets ! ! 

What, meanwhile, was the spiritual condition of the country thus overburdened with icily and crime 1 Wo | 
may^obtain, perhaps, some approximative notion of it by taking the jmson commitments of an important ' 
county for the twelve months immediately pi’cecding. They oxliibit eight hundred and thirty souls made 
amenable during that time to such laws as prevailed. One-third of these had never attended a place of any 
kind in which a foim of divine worship of any description prevailed. Nearly one-half had never learned to 
read. Seven hxmdi’cd and fifty forlorn wretches among the number were found able to repeat the Lord’s 
Prayer, but nearly four hundred of them possessed not the slightest notion of its meaning. Six hundred and 
twenty-two could repeat the Apostles’ Creed, but of those more than one-sixth had no knowledge of tlie nature, 
the worics, or even the name of Christ. No one, at the some time, could feel the l^pst surprise at tlus, who know* 
how the spiritual teachers of the day passed their time, and the subjects in which alone they took interest. 
They had long abandoned every effort to enlighten the rational beliefs or inculcate the practical duties, for fwiger 
disouBBion of such questions as whotlu'r Komions should be delivered in a surplice, or caudles lighted at tho 
communion-table; and at what period of the rite of baptism the babe was saved from sin’s etenial penalties; 
and whetlier Church could act indqirndentlj of State, and if Btatc had power to sit in judgment on Church 1 
And while tho garrison thus quarrelled and disputed, lo ! the enemy were thundering at tho gates. 

^ “ Tho state of England in the nineteenth century had rotrogindcd, in a word, to that of Britain at the close 
of the sixth century. Of the latter peiiod tlu' chroniclers record that the clergy seldom troubled themselves 
much with preaching the faith either to the ignorant Britons or the lieathen Saxons, whereupon Pope Gregory 
the Great was moved by divine inspiration to undertake the conversion of the islajid by sending over more 
worthy preachers ; and over there came accordingly a monk, subsecjuontly bishop and archbishop, and 'invested 
with plenary power over twelve other bislioprics. into which this kingdom was then and there divided by order 
of Ids Holiness. After a lapse of twelve centurtes and a half, exactly the same thing now occurred; but, 
unhappily for this oftending and miserable people, what in its origin was an eftbrt of retrieval, in its rpncwal was * 
but the penalty of sin. The intervening centuries counted backward, to dej>th after depth of degradation ; and 
in more than equal proportion to the blessings of Christianity which Gregorj’’ the Great diffused by a movement 
of diviiio inspiriitioii. wore tho scandals of T’oi)ery which I’lus the Little inflicted by means of Doctor Nicola,M 
Wiseman. No sooner had the new Cardinal Arclibishop arrived wdLldn the precincts of hjs Archi episcopal 
diocese, than a wjmpact baud of iufurjjitod Westinmfitcr doctors of the fixith about to he displaced, including 
one archdeacon, five canons, and an infinite nuinbei' of rectors, vicars, subdoans, precentors, minor canons, 
professors of divinity, ineu'ubenlib, and curates, rose m mam under tho leadership of the lievereud William 

Sewell, and ” *

I So might the histoiy of our time be wnlteu, with not si word of falsehood in tlie facts, and with not a word 
i of truth in the inferences. For let the reader take breath, and continiio of good henji:. The final Bontcnco 
j against Old England still waits to lie pronounced. Wc have not yet become the serfs of an ItoJiain priest, 
nor yet are we obliged to beg our daily bread from the barbarous liussian. The cheerful arithmetic of our 
I/oanthold Words Lord Granby rejects as distasteful : bat to deplore and bemoan a Bj’^stem which is fast 
nihiiiig the countiy solely by relieving its })roHsuro of taxation, is an innocent comfort which no ono need 
grudge to that exWmcly self-sufficient young nobleman. Even Lord Stanley begins to have hopes of us ; 
and to admit that tho agricultural interest ” and the good of the community ” may be separable things. It 
is true that certain elderly authorities which wai’n us of a x>laguc as tho first fniit of next years Exhibition, 
also toll us that Fr(X)'‘Tj-adc is responsible for all tho murders and burglaries. But, on tho other hand, the 
worthy Mr. Kecordor Hill discovers aii origin for them less far a-field, and hos set a number of intelligent 
v/riters on an eager discussion of their remedy. 

Vhus already evil turns to good ; and it will be safe to predict that, of tho crime whoso alanuing frequency 
dui'ing the past month struck every one wdth so much tciror, what remains a few months hence will he but tho 
wholesome example of its detection and punishment, l^r it is not that such depravity in far greater excess has 
not heretofore existed, but tliat it has never been seen in such startling contrast to tho amendment and better 
progness of ail things el so— never tracked wdth so much vigour, never laid bare with such terrible distinctnoBS. 
Not to leave undone but to keep uubiown, has been of burglai’s in past days, as of tho Venetian ladies in 
Jugo’s time, the best virtue ; but it is a virtue which cannot coexist with true and honest Civilisation. Her 
office is the painful but* essential ono of compromising no unpleasant reality in favour of a leas unpleasant 
scorning. It is tho noeosBary purification of the Woolwich Academy, which msJtos its present shame bo 
seen ; as it is from the vigilant watchfulness of men no longer tolerant of the least abuse of authority, that the 
eatceptional defects of our system of Police otc no longer able to conceal ihemaelvoB. And infinitely 
greater and more benofieent are the duties and labours of Civilisation which still wait to be dis- 
charged, She has to attend to the neglected and remember the forgotten. She haa to direct misplaced 
sympathy into better channels. She has to connect the enjoyments of wealth and success with the higher 
Sources of content and virtue. In one sense it may bo no extmvagant charge to attribute to the more rapid 
means of accumulatiog wealHi inoreosed temptations and fiicilities for crima Upon intellectual cultivorion 
delpends th^ worth of material prosperity ; and ^is before every other j» tho consideniti^ which should 
occupy tho i^oughis of .all men at .present. Eeli^on must be made a practical and iutelljgiblo tmte,; the 
poor mast be tsx^t as wdl as fed ; and to a Bound system of Universal Education wo must look for our 
only eflbctivB antidote to .crime and bigotry. We Toquire no other weapon against the Popennd his Cardinal 
Archbishop, but most assoredly this weapon will be needed.

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NARRATIVE OP POLITICS. 

A DEPUTATION from the Ulster TcnarU Uight Provincial 
Committee waited cm Lord Clarendon during his late 
Tisit to Belfast Avif the purpose of presenting an address. 
His Lordshi|» denned to receive the deputation, on the 
ground of his engagements, but a cop^ of the address 
ivas transmitted to him ; and the following reply, dated 
the ISth of September, was sent by his private secretary - 
— Gentlemen, — I am directed by the Lord-Lieutenant 
to thank you for your address, congratulating him upon his 
yisit to the north, and expressing your dutiful attachment 
to Her Majesty. His Excellency observed with extreme 
satisfaction the agricultural and manufacturing prosperity 
tliat prevailed throughout the district to which you more 
particularly called his attention; but he forbears to 
enter into any analysis of the causes which have con- 
tributed to tins happy state of things, respecting which 
* a variety of opinions must necessarily exist. His 
Excellency considers, also, that it would be improper, 
on his part, in replying to your addre^is, to discuss the 
relations that should subsist between landord and tenant, 
as the question will be brought under the consideration 
of parliament next session ; and you may rest assured 
that it is the earnest desire of Her Majesty's Government 
to promote such an arrangement as may be satisfactory to 
all parties concerned. The Lord-Lieutenant is much 
gratified at learning that you do not assume the attitude of 
complainants against any class of our fellow subjects, bs he 
cannot doubt that temperate discussion and a careful absti- 
nence on all sides from offence and irritation, will greatly 
facilitate the adjustment of this important question. 
The agricultural body you represent must be uell aware 
' that landlordB and tenants arc mutually dependent on 
each othci'; that their interests are identified, and can 
never be separated without reciprocal injury ; but his 
Excellency is convinced that in Ireland, as elsewhere, 
respect for the rights of property will be found perfectly 
compatible with that security and confidence upon 
which the profitable investment of capital must depend.” 

Mr. Nicholas Maher, one of the members for Tipperary , 
and a large landed proprietor in that county, and the 
Hon. Cecil Lawless, member for Clonmel, and son of 
Lord Cloncurry, have given in their unconditional 
allegiance to the piinciples of the Tenant League. 

The Durham Agricultural tiociety held its annual 
meeting on the 3rd inst, Tho most remarkable feature 
of the proceedings was the speech of the Duke of 
Cleveland, a conservative and protectionist, who, on this 
occasion, putting aside the usual views of his party, 
inculcated the necessity of every' sort of exertion on the 
part of the farmers; telling them that, by discarding 
their antiquated modes of cultivation, they may moke 
the land bear double the produce now generally raised 
from it. 

At a meeting of the Bury Agricultural Association 
on the 4th, Lora Stanley, the chairman, made a speech 
which was remarkable as containing a retractation of 
the opinion he had expressed in the House of Peers, 
that the recent free trade legislation had altogether 
swamped the energies of the farmer, and brought both 
him and the landlord to ruin. He now congratulated 
his audience on the spirit of agricultural improvement 
and expenditure which he saw around him, and expressed 
his confident belief that that spirit, and that expenditure, 
would be equally beneficial to landord and tenant. He 
entreated them not to relax in their efforts. Let the 
seal ’* he said, “ which you have manifested in the first 
instancebecontLnued,asIam sure it will. Let the landlord 
and the tenant, let the merchant and the agriculturist, 
pull toother in a joint endeavour after our qpmmon 
prospanty: and believe me, that we shall insure, in 
spite of all discouragement and difficulty, great and 
gratifying success.'* 

A great gathering of the Eassx protectionists took 
place on the occasion beffig the annual dinner 

of the Saffron Walden Anicultum Association. The 
principal spoaken were Mqmr Beresford, one of the 
county members, and the Kev. Mordaunt Barnard, 
rector of Little Berdfileld. The rev. gentleman, in 
acknowledging the health of the bishop and clergy.” 
said, that at a meetmg whi^ had been recently held in 


a neighbouring county, the clergy had been Cdinpared 
to rooks. The clergy were cerUmly birds which once 
or twice in tho year eat some of the corn— ^he did not 
mean to say they eat one4enth part—and he was quite 
sure the farmers did not grudge them their share. * At 
all events, he trusted they would not attempt to cut 
down those tall and ancestral trees in which the clergy 
had built their nests. Both speakers ridiculed idea 
of ^*high farming,” and contended that no kind of 
high farming, at the present prices, could save farmers 
from ruinous loss, doctrines wMch seemed to receive the 
unanimous assent Of the meeting. 

The Tenant held a monster moeting at Navan, 

the capital of Meath county, on the 10th. Some fifteen 
thousand are said to have been present, chiefly tenant- 
farmers. Mr. Columbus Drake, J, P., presided; Mn 
Sharman Crawford, M. P., was the most notable si^aker. 
Mr. Crawford claimed the I»eague’s principle of a^usting 
the relations of landlord and tenant by valuation , as his 
own ; founding its justice on the &ct that in Irelimd the 
relation of landlord and tenant is such as to render 
necessary a protection against extortionable bargains 
about the land, which is not necessary in bargains about 
other matters. Contemning, at his time of life, the 
charge of popularity -hunting, he pledged himself to do 
ever^hing he could, in Parliument or out of it, to obtain 
for the tenants their rights. A letter from Mr. Henry 
Grattan, M.P., refused a ^‘pledge to any partisuj||B^ 
body of men, or any set of principles they may add^E* 
and one from Mr. Corbally, M. P., expressed a 
^ that ** the proc(‘edings of the Tenant-Right ComHHHs 
ha\e materially injured a good and just cause. 

The annual "aggregate nit‘iting of tho ParltammPy 
and Financial lieform Assoi latwn was held 
14th in the London Tavern. The meeting was crowded. } 
Sir Joshua Walmsley was in the chair, and t#le prin i, ‘ 
cipal sjicakcrs (besides the chairman) wore Mr.^’'/>‘^; 
Searle, Mr. 'W. J. Fox, Mr. Hume, Colonel Thompso^l i 
and Mr. Foargus O’Connor. The leading resolution i 
(which, uith the others, was passed unanimi>u6ly) was — " 
** That, on a deliberate review of tho proceedings of the 
last session of Parliament, this meeting feels called upon 
to express its strong dissatisfaction with many of the 
votes of public money — votes altogether unwarranted 
by the reasons assigned for them, or by the finandal 
condition of tho country ; that, connecting these votes 
with the neglect of numbers of petitions from tho people 
for Parliamentary and other reforms at home ; the dis- 
regard of general and just complaints from our fellow- 
subjects in the colonics abroad ; the continuance of 
heavy and oppressive taxation, and the maintenance of 
overgrown and unnecessary establishments ; this meeting 
is deeply impressed with the necessity for a radical 
reform in the Commons* House of Parliament, for the 
purpose of giving to the people a constitutional control 
over the proceedings of that assembly, and, consequently, 
over tho taxation and expenditure of the country.” 

At the Waltham Agricultural Society’s Annual 
Meeting, on the 19th, there was an excellent ShiOW of 
Stock, followed, as usual, by a dinner, at which the 
Marquis of Granby presided, supported by a numbdf ^ 
tbe neighbouring landlords and clergy. Unlike 
speakers at some of the previous meetings this seasf^^^ 
the noble Marquis stoutly maintained the old prot^Hy 
tionist doctrines, which, he affirmed, were st^ bold 
their full 'extent by Lord Stanley. Among the omr 
topics of his speech, was tho present cry for finanmal 
reform, which, he held, is a consequence of Ihe disttess 
caused by free trade. ” What is the meaning (ha s<U4 ) 
of this crying out from one side of England to tl^ othenr 
for diminishmg the expenditure ? What is it but thnt 
the people ore now feeling the pressure of tnxaUcm mueh 
heavier than they have ever done before ? Pielmb^ in 
a late work, said that in ISld the taxes of Hm 
were at tho rate of 51. is. lOi^. for each xnan* htit 
now it is 21, 14«, llifL, about one-half. If Ih&t ha the 
case— if taxes are only one-half of what they were than, 
how is it that there is this outcry for a raduotieii of 
taxation ? The system which is now being oatried on is 
ruining the country and dost^roying hai' vitality tqgetlior 
with her best interests.” Ha ooncluded by adtisw the 
farmers to cultivate their land as wall as possible, and 
by referring to the next general election as tbe period 
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^hen, Ikey xoight seoure Tepr^senta^tiyes of sound prin- 
ciples. # 

Frnm the Itevmw Returns to the 15th of October, it 
appears that the net produce of the revenue for the 
year preceding that date, was 48,743,043/. ; and that for 
the year preceding lOth of October 1840, it was 
48,272,335/. j the mcrectaa on the year being 470,708/. 
For the quarter ending 10th October 1850, the revenue 
vai 18,192,458/. ; for the corresponding quarter of 1849, 
13,610,561/. ; decrease 418,103^ This decrease Ls ac- 
counted for chiefly by the repeal of the du^ on bricks, 
vrhich, in the corresponding quarter of 1849, amounted 
to 240,000/. ; and by the diminution of 179,719/. on the j 
Stamp flttties, owing to two causes. Last year the dis- 
count previously given on receipt and certain other 
atlonps was reduced, the' reduction taking place on 
(^tober 10, 1849. This created a great demand imme- 
diately before that date. On the other hand, the new 
Stwps act, reducing the duties, has come into operation 
this month, and the public have very generally put off 
to the new quarter the purchase of stamps for legal 
documents. 

A return to Parliament ju.st issued contains a list of 
Stneeure Benejicea in England and Wales, with the 
name of the patron and incumbent, and the annual 
value and population of each. It appears that there 
arc fifty-seven sinecure benefices, of Avhich eighteen are 
iiithe diocese of Norwich. The annual value of these 
benefices ranges from 10/. to 112.3/. In some of the 
places there are no churches, and in others the churches 
are in a dilapidated state. The population in some of 
the sinecure benefices exceeds one thousand stmls. 

The ikiUs of Encumbered Estates were resumed at 
Dublin on the' 22nd ; on which day seven estates were 
sold, of the aggregate value of 50,000/. 

The Committee of Prelates appointed by the Synod of 
Thurlcs to carry into execution the project of establish- 
ing a Catholic University in Ireland^ on the model of 
the Catholic University at Louvain, have resolved that 
regular montlily collections, on the plan of that for the 
propagation of the faith, be made throughout the king- 
dom by local committees ^ of which the parochial clergy 
are to be ex-ofiicio memberp. They have published a 
long address to the Catholics of Ireland, insisting on the 
grave evils to faith and tnorals of separating religion from 
secular education, and calling loudly for support to their 
projected establishment. 

Mr. Herbert Watkiii Williams Wynn has been elected 
member for Montgomeryshire, in the room of his uncle, 
the late Mr. Charles Watkin Williams Wynn. , 

On the 4th, Mr. Loftus Wigram was elected member 
for the University of Cambridge without opposition, Mr. 
Cowling having previously withdrawn from the contest. 

Mr. Booker, a protectionist, has been elected member 
for the County of Hereford, in the room of the late Mr. 
Bailey. 


NARRATIVE OF LAW AND CRIME. 

Mb . CUKETON, of the Britilfil Museum, was Robbed and 
nearly Murdered in an extraordinary manner on the 
26th ult. Mr. Cnreton lodges on the second floor of a 
house in Aldersgato Street, In the afternoon three 
meni'^ftfflhionably dressed, inquired for him in the lower 
purt' of the house, and were directed to go up-stairs ; 
thw did so, and in about a quarter of an hour descended, 
ailCT left the place. A few minutes later, a Mrs. Wilson 1 
took some milk for Mr. Cureton’s tea, and on entering 
his rootai she found him extended on the floor, insensi- 
ble. his face quite black, and blood flowing from a wound 
in his forehead. Seven hours elapsed before Mr. Cureton 
was restored to consciousness. He then intimated that 
he' had been robbed. It seems that the three men pre- 
tended that they wished to purchase a crown-piece of 
William tad Mary. Mr. Oureton showed them one. 
"While two of the gang were inspecting it, the third stood 
by Ihfa door— probably watching if any one ascended the 
staifli. Mri Oureton turned to ask him to be seated ; at 
that distant an instrument was pressed round his throat, 
depriving bttn of all power ; tad he was stniek a violent 
blow over the right eye which made hftn fall senseless. 
Then, it appears, the vttlains ransacked the place ; car- 




rying off* a watch, a diamond'^in, a box of cigars, and 
old coins worth from 300/. to 4^00/, as antiques, but not 
so many shillings if melted down for silver, it is sup- 
posed that the vice in which Mr. Curcton’s n'eek was 
gasped w'as formed of two “ life-preservers ” tied toge- 
ther at one end. Fortunately the villains missed nie 
most valuable articles ; having overlooked a number of 
gold coins while sweeping away the silver ones. Two 
rewards were offered for their conviction — 60/. by 
Government and 60/. by Mr. Cureton. — On the 2nd' 
instant the police produced Henry Denham, a rough- 
looking young man, at the Mansion House, and charged 
him with having been concerned in the robbery and 
outrage. It seems that tliis peHson is a thiof» and has 
been convicted ; and the police had received information 
that he was one of the robbers. Mrs. Wilson, who lives 
in the house where Mr. Cureton lodges, and who ad- 
mitted the three men on the 20th of September, stated 
that she could not swear to the prisoner, but slie believed 
that he was the last of thc»tbree who entered the house. 
The noise of the violence and robbery had attracted the 
attention of Mrs. Edwards, who lives in the first floor ; 
and as Mr. Cureton was usually very quiet, she wont to 
.speak to Mrs. Wilson about the noise, but could not 
find her. Mrs. Edw ards saw the three ruffians descend 
the stairs ; but, unfortunately, did not particularly notice 
them. Denham protested his innocence, and said he was 
ail out-patient at St. Thomas’s Hospital at the time of the 
robbery. He was remanded and brought up for further ex- 
amination on the 9th, when he was again remanded for the 
production of additional evidence ; and the magistrate 
directed him to be placed in the infirmary as he conf- 
plaincd of illness. While he was being removed, the 
magistrate Avas informed that a gentleman was in court 
Avho had recognised him as one of a gang who made an 
attack on him similar to that which had been made on 
Mr. Cureton. I’lie prisoner was again placed at the 
bar, and a gentleman presented himself in a state of 
great agitation. Ho stated that his name was Thomas 
Miller, a colourman in Longacre ; that about a month 
ago an attempt was made to rob him as he was returning 
home about midnighc; he was seized by three or four 
men, who caught him round the throat Avith an instru- 
ment like a w’^alking-stick, made of gut or some pliable* 
substance ; he felt suffocated, and was thrown with 
violence on the kerb-stone, one of his teeth being broken 
and his chin severely hurt. Alderman Giblis ; Look at 
the prisoner at the bar, and say whether you know 
anything about him ? Witness. I have no hesitation in 
saying that the prisoner is one of those who attacked 
me. T have a recollection of his face from the strong 
reflection from’ the gas-lamp upon it. My recollection 
was so strong that the moment I looked at him at the 
bar I Avas almost ready to sink.

Th(> facts above stated wore proved; and 
Gouldstono, a servant of Mr, Mayberry, a surgeon 
s^l^imley Grove, identified Smith and Jones as two of 
men whom she saw talking on a grass-plat before 
herf master’s house at half-p^t twelve on Friday night 
and J ones denied tlxis ; saving they could bring 
witnesKS to prove they were not at Frimlcy . The inquest 
was adfouniecl for a week. —Samuel Harwood, a brother 
of the man already in custody, was arrcfsted subsequently. 
Ak^Qper found in a plantation the masks w orn by the 
men, made of green baize ; and a piece of corrospoiidiug 
bai»c was found in Samuel Harwood’s house. The 
inquest was resumed on the 8th, and again adjourned to 
the 22nd. — On the 12th the prisoners wore e\auiined 
before the magistrates of the county. The reporters for

{^dmission. The principal witness was Mis, Holiest, 
Wfta. hud been likewise examined before the inquest. 
Her deposition, it is stated, contained a remarkable fact 
relative to a copper token found in tlic jujcket of one of 
the prisoners, which sliej>of;iti vcij^dentilied us a coin that 
had been jiuid to her a few days previously to the murder, 
by a Miss Bulpin, the village school-mistress, and which 
was stolen, with other copper moneys, by the thieves. 
Tins token formed the weekly payment of one of the 
little sehool-girls to a provident luiid for purcliasing 
clothes, set OtU foot in Frimlcy by i^lrs. TTollest. It was 
paid to Miss Bulpin, the schoolmistress, hy the little 
g^rl, and handed o'ser a lew hour.') afterw ards by her to 
Mrs. Holiest, w'lth the reinwk that it was a very odd 
lo<^'kkiug pcnn>. Mis^Hlulpiu added, tbat she did not 
think it would pa»s; hut Mrs. Holiest e.vpressing her 
belh f that it would, show^ed it to Mr. Holiest, reiuaiking 
to him, that “ they had not paid inueJi respect to poor 
icing Geoige’.s nose ” (the nose <m the lu’ofile <if King 
(3eovgo is mueli scratched and lettered). Mrs. Holiest j 
then put the token with other moneys into a bag, where 
she was in the habit of keeping the “ clothes fund,” 
and thai’v it mnained up to the night of the murder. 

the investigation was resumed on the 18th. In the 
meantime Hiram Smith had volunteered a confessiou ot 
his idyfn guilt, involving also his uhsoeiates; and hit* 
statement had been taken down by Mr. iCeeue, the 
governor' uf the gaol, and police-sergeant lloUington. 
The other prisonor,s were kept in total ignorance of 
thiis oircumstance. When bi'ought for further examina- 
tiqn, the four piusoners were placed in a semicircle 
])efu]^e the magistratea, separated from each other by 
turnkeys, that all possibility of their communicating 
with each other might ha cut oil'. The magistrates 
we||t^t^ough all the steps of the evidence against the 
priMara, independently of the confession, as if that had 
uotlb^n imute ; aud Hiram Smith put questions to the 
as if he hud m^dc no confession.

Ho had been oautiuned tevei^ 
times, and t^d that his words would be taken dqwn 
and used against him ; hut he answered, “ Every man 
is hound to take care of himself ; ” aud made tl^e 
statement which Sergeant Hollington took down, and 
which was now read to the court. It waa to the edect 
that tho robbery was planned by Smith himself and 
the three other prisemers, and gave a minute detail of tho 
outram*, corresponding t(^ tho circumstances which had 
already transpired. It deelarcd that Levi Harwood 
was the person who fired the fatal shot at Mr. Hcdlegt. 

It added, that, after the robbery and murder, they went 
to Kingston, and that Levi Harwood then went to 
Landun to dispose of the booty. While this document 
was read by the clerk to the magistrates. Smith remained 
with his eyes fixed on the ground. Levi Harwood 
swung himself to and fre oeeasionally, and shot looks 
full of the most savage anger at his appw)ver-aoeomplicc ; 
liU hands all the time being deeply buried in his breeches- 
pockets, as if to restrain himself from some act of 
^ iolence. J ones scow led fiercely forw^ard ; and Samiml 
Ilarwotjd looked mort^ aikd more alarmed. "When the 
reading of the confession had tenuinated, Levi Harwood 
exclaimed, though in a subdued tone of voice — “ It is « 
<dl false what ho says, gentlemen, all of* it.” The 
chairnuvu observed, that the coaifession was important 
(widence against Smith himself: whether it affected any 
one else would be matter for future consideration. 
Smith— “ It ’s all true, every word of it.” Mr. Keene’s 
wiitten account of the confessiou was then handed in 
and rcQtl . it agix'ed exactly with that of Sergeant 
Hollington. Smith repeated — “It’s tho truth, and 
ne’er u one of them can deny it.” I^evi Harwood — “i 
can deny il , for 1 don’t know anything ulmut it.” Bmith, 
with an air of astonishment on seeing the preparations 
making for the removal of himseli as well as his 
associates, here asked the edtairman whether he was to 
Ik> locked up as he used to be ? The chairman — 

“ Certainly. W'^hat you have said is strong evidence 
against yourself.” Jones then, for the first time sinoe 
tho aimouncemcnt of tho eonfossion, turned towards 
Smith, and in a voice rendered hoarse by the veho- 
meiice of his passions, said, “ I hope you will get 
shot yourself some day for what you Imve said.” The 
prisoners were remanded, and removed ; Levi Harwood 
vtdieinently prote.sting that Smith, was a liar. The 
adjourned coi oner’s inquest was resumed on Bia 22nd. 
Among tlie other evidence brought forward was the 
confession of Hiram Smith. The inquiry was again 


adjourned to the 29th.

fcUow." And he threw himself into position, and said 
ho Was aU right in pluck. Alderman Gibbs: What 
have you to say, prisoner ? The prisoner ; I was only 
playing about with other boys, when this man, who 
isn’t a policeman, came up and threatened us. I told 
him I was able to fight him, and he wouldn’t have me ; 
that *8 all. He was remanded. 

, Alexanderr Minginoria, a Pole in the uniform of 
a French stAdler, was charged at Marlborough Street on 
the SOtb September, with Begging in Shops. He gave 
an account of himself, from which it appeared that he 
had fought against Russia in 1834, and for this he had 
been exued. He went U) France, entered their service, 
and was sent to A^eria. In that colony he had spent 
the best years of bis life ; and when he returned to 
France the revolution had occurred and a republic had 1 
been established. The French government had come to 
the resolution to expel foreigners from that country. 
Accordingly he was peremptorily reejuired to quit the 
country of his adoption, and for which he had fought 
for so many y#ars. A free pass and a free passage w'cre 
provided for Hm, and ho was landed on the shores 
of England witbont a sixpence. The secretary of the 
Polish Society, who was iii attendance, said he could 
corroborate one portion of the defendant’s story, as far 
as the extradition of Poles from France was concerned. 
Within a very few months ho could prove that 200 des- 
titute Poles had been driven from France by the French 
Republic, and had been landed penniless on the shores 
of England. It was monstrous such a system should be 
permRted. He believed the fact had been communicated 
to Iioird Palmerston, but he was not aware whether any 
steps had been Uken to check the evil. The magistrate 
concurred in condemning a proceeding that had the 
effect of driving these poor foreigners from a country on 
wliich they had some claim, to a country on which they 
had no daim whatever. The secretary said, the public 
grant for the relief of the distressed Poles had ceased, 
mo English nation having naturally become tired of 
giving alms to the refugees. There was, however, 1200?. 
subscribed privately for the relief of the Poles, and out 
of fund a passage to America would bo furnished to 

thfi,4^fjRfidant. The magistrate gave the poor man ds. 
for J0iil|porary relief.

At six o’clock in the morning, on a very bad 
day, 85 boys, 14 men, and 3 women, sbt out and W'olked 
to Ennistymon, a distance of fourteen Irish miles ; were 
inspected, and sot out again on their return, without 
having tasted food since their departure in the morning. 
They were exhausted with cold and hunger, and tlie 
boy Kearin fell down and expired on the spot. One of 
the witnesses, a resident in Milntown, who met the 
party of paupers as tlicv were straggling along in thb 
evening, gave the following description of their 
condition : I was on my way homo to Milntown, f^m 
Ennistymon Fair. I observed a man up against the 
wall on the side of the road; I asked him what he 
w'anted there, and he told me he was weak and not able 
to walk. I came on then, and met another man on the 
road, who walked a few steps u ith me and said his sight 
was darkening, he was so weak from hunger. I met^a 
number of the boys further on; I asked them were 
they able to walk home ; some were, and some were 
weak. I met another boy further on, and he having a 
sheaf of beans under his arm, he and I came to the road 
as far as Mr. Keariii’s bridge. Wc met with more of 
the boys, and he stopped along with them. 1 came on, 
when I mot three other boys ; and one of tlicm was 
trying to bring another boy who was not able to wa^ ; 
it was then dark, I took the little boy that was weak .by 
the arm, and led him along with the other boy. I did 
not go far when the other boy told me he was falling i 
dead with weakness. I took him in like manner by the 
hand, and had both the boys then by the arms. I led ** 
them both on until we came to Clonbomxy Bridge. I 
took off their hands there, and had to turn aside from 
them, when I heard a cry, and I took the chaps by ^e 
hands and went on. 1 saw a little boy staggering bafrp^

John Kelly, a boy of twelve years old, was cbargea;at 
the Mansion House on the 7th with Stealing m 
clothes market in Cutler Street. He bad been seen 
walking along with Wo blinds,” a black-and-white 
dog and a girt, both m which he was in the habit of 
using in his trade of theft, in which although so yming 
he had been very expert and successful. He o^rried a 


Mm on his chest ; after which they pulled him up and

The people 
efied out “ Don’t kill the man,” Geary, who was 
perfectly sober and orderly , was charged with drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct ; but the magistrate dismissed 
the cluirge. The day after he got the beating he took 
to his bed, declaring he would never recover it, and 
gradually sunk until he died. One of the witnesses 
swore to Sergeant Bushell being the man who struck 
Geary with the truncheon, but could not swear to the 
identity of the othcir policeman. The jury returned a 
vordiet of “ Manslaughter against Sergeant Bushell,” 
who wa.s committed to Newgate. He lias been since tried 
at the Central Criminal Court and acquitted. 

’ Mr. Thomas Charles Sirrell, gold and silver refiner of 
the Barbican, a tradesman doing a large and profit! ble 
business of an apparently respectable character, was, on 
the 4th, arrested by the police on a charge of Hecciving 
a Quantity of Stolen Plate, \vith a guilty knowledge of 
tlie mode in which it was ohtuniod, A large quantity of 
plate was stolen from the residence of the Rev. Mr. 
Fisher, a Catholic clergyman, near Liverpool. The 
officers visited Mr. Sirrcll’s, and seized the goods. They 
telegraphed the seizure to Liverpool, and received in- 
structions to arrest Mr. Sin ell ; this was also done, and 
he was conveyed to Liverpool, and brought before the 
magistrates, bv whoih'he was remanded. Two persons, 
named M*Aiuay and M‘Guirc, were apprehended at 
Liverpool, charged with stealing the goods received by 
SiiTcIl. On the 8tli the prisoners were again examined 
and remanded. When the iiolice arrested Sirrell, they 
examined liis general stock, and saw enough to induce 
them to seize the whole, on suspicion that it was the 
produce of robberies. It was removed to the Scotland 
Yard station, and part of it was recognised ; Mr. Argent, 
of the Rainbow Tavern, Fleet Street, identified some 
plate which he had lost, though his marks had been 
nearly^dbliteratod ; and Mr. Lovegrovo, of the London 
Coffeehouse, claimed a number of spoons and forks. It 
was ascertained that a pair of salt-cellars, part of the 
packets sent from Liverpool, w ere stolen from the house 
of Mrs. Tinle^ a lady living in that town. On the 18th, 
Sirrell and M'Aulay were committed for trial; hut 
M‘Guiro was discharged, Mr. SiiTcIl has since been 
liberated ou bail. 

An Inquest was held on the 5th on the body of Ann 
a young girl, servant in a family in Newman 
who liad committed Suicide. She had formed 
an aifection for a young man named Kelly, whose master 
resided in the same house, where she had been a servant 
five y^ears. She jeceived a letter from Kelly, in which 
he said that he intended sailing for New York, in conse- 
quence of her having said that she was pregnant by him. 
Next morning she was found by a fellow-servant m the 
kitehesL hanging by a rope from a clothes peg, and dead.

A Daring Robbery was attempted in the house of 
Mr. Marston, a gold and silver beater in Birmingham, 
on tjie 7th. About four o’clock in tfie morning he was 
roused from sleep by a noise in the house, and on getting 
out of bed he found that his room door, which he left 
ajar on retiring to rest, had beei' in the meantime closed. * 
He went down stairs, and glanced Into the sitting-room, 
saw three men emptying his sideboard of the plate which 
it contained, and a large heap of the spoil vtis lying on 
the floor. He attempted to run back to his bed-room, 
with the intention of getting his firearms, but tlie 
robbers attacked him with their bludgeons. He tinned 
upon thorn and tore a wooden rail out of the bannister, 
maintaining his position on the stairs for several minute^. 
At length, one of the villains brought a poker from ] 
the sitting-room, and with this he struck Mr. Marston 
numerous blows across the head and logs. Unable 
to hold out any longer he dropped at their Ibet, but even 
then they kicked and struck him, so as to prevent the 
possibility of his pursuing them, and as at this moment a 
fainting tit deprived him of his senses, they no doubt 
thought they had killed him. They then quitted the 
house, making their exit from the premises by the same 
way as they had entered, namely, through the ceiling of 
Mr. Marston’s warehouse, from which a door communi- 
cated with the house. During this struggle, which 
lasted a quarter of an hour, and while Mr. Marston 's 
daughter and servant were at a window crying loudly 
for help, two or three policemen were standing inactive 
before the door ; and they afterwards alleged that tin 
noise was caused by a man chastising hi§ wife (or §on, 
as one of them said) as if such a thing was likely to 
happen in a higlily respectable house, and at such an 
hour in the morning. At last the door was opened from 
the inside, and Mr. Marston was found covered with 
blood, and insensible. No property was caiTicd off. 
Five young fellows belonging to a London gang of 
thieves have been arrested. The policemen were Drought 
before the watch committee, when Miss Marston attended 
and stated the facts ; but the men were simply repri- 
manded by the Mayor. Five men were apprenended 
on suspicion, but, in consequence of the precarious fftate 
of Mr. Marston, they were not brought up ftit exiufnina- 
tion till the 23rd.

SOCIAL, SANITARY, AND MUNICIPAL 
PROGRESS. 

Onv. of the letters on “ Labour and the Poor,” reoently 
published in the Morning Chronicle, contains some 
Rcmarkahlc Omnibus i^tatistios. The total number of 
omnibusoR traversing the streets of Landoii is about 
.3000, paying duty (ineluding mileage), aVieraging 9/. per 
month each, or S24,000Z. per annum. Tho number of 
conductors and drivers is about 700, paying annually 6S, 
each for their licenses, or I7o0/. crdleetively. The 
receipts of each vehicle vary from 21. to 4Z. per day; 
estimating the whole 3000 at 3/., it follows tliat the 
entire sum expended annually in omnibus hire by the 
peo]ilc of London amounts to no less than 3,28d,060^. 
The average journey, as regards length, of each omnibus, 
is SIX miles, and that distance is, in some eases, traveUed 
twelve times a day by each omnibus. Talcing the ave- 
rage as between loVty-five and fifty miles a day traveUud 
by each omnibus, and computing the omnibuses running 
daily at 30 .0, we find a travel ” ot iqiwards of 140, OOt) 
rmles daily, or a yearly “ travel ’’ of more than fifty 
millions of mile's. On each of its jnurnejs, an omnibiu 
I earries on the average fifteen persons. Nearly all nre 
licensed to earrj twenty-two (thirteen inside and nine 
out), and that number porhap«i is Ronietimes exceeded. 
vvhiK* fifteen is a fair computation ; for as every omnibus 
has now the fares of <‘W, and 6r/., there are two sets of 
passengers, and the number of fifteen through the whole 
dmtanee on each journey of the omnibus, is (as has been 
said,) a lair computation, for sometimes the vehicle i> 
almost empty, as a set-ofl to its hvmir rramnu'd at other 
times. 'J'iii.s computation shows the dady “ travel,” 
reckoning ten journeys a day, of 4/)0,()0l) passengers.

The New Stamp Act came into operation on the 10th 
in^t.

The Ncfo CoMn/7/ Courts Act contains a provision 
under which actions can be tried in the County Court for 
more than 50/. It is enacted by the 17th section, that 
if the parties shall agree, by a memorundum signed by 
them or their attorneys, the County Court may try 
actions beyond the amihint limited, or any action m 
which the title to land, whether of freehold, copyhold, 
leasehold, or other tenure, or to any tithe, toll, market, 
or other franchise, shall be in question. It aho contains 
a jirovision respecting professional remuneration, where- 
by an attorney shall l>e entitled to a sum not exee.eding 
I/.

He luid hi'cn a teetotaller thr(‘o years and a half; ho 
soiry he had not been no all Ins life, but he would 
k(‘ep the pledge now as long as lie existed He hiyl 
tvN lee had wine prescribed as a medicine, hut he had 
leliiscd it at the risk of his life. In the room in which 
they were assembled, all the great national interi'sts had 
l)<‘en from time to time ailvocated; he had himsolf acted 
ns steward on occasions when the late lamented Duke 
»>f Cambridge presided — groat and glorious occasions, but 
none of them surpassing in importance that on wmich 
they were assembled. It was gratifying to behold 
a meeting of teetotallers in one of the first rooms lu tho 
(hty of London, wdiere vrino had flowed in torrents, not 
to Inentiou oceans of brandy and whiskey-punch. He 
ri‘cently attended a eostermongers’ supper and ball, both 
which passed off very pleasantly; two drunken men 
forced themselves into the assembly with a view to 
create a disiurbanec, but the good sense and sobriety of 
the company cum))letely defeated their object IT, 
regretred tliiit he had nut the means of rendering pocu- 
niaiy assistance to this cause, but he hoped to be able to 
aid it with his pencil or pen.

A new mode of Appropriation of the Prisons of the 
'Metropolis to distinct classes of offenders came into opera- 
tion at the beginning of this mouth. All the female 
prisoners, and all male prisoners under seventeen years 
of age, wei-c removed from the House of Correction at 
Coldhathfields to the House of Correction at West- 
minster; and all male prisoners above seventeen were 
removed from the latter place to Coldbathfields Pri- 
soners committed under the Hackney Carriage Act, and 
for want of sureties, were removed from both those 
prisons to the House of Detention. Nearly 900 persons 
were thus transposed. 

Negotiations havn been entered into with the Lords 
of the Admiralty and Gorcniment authorities for the 
establishment of a Submarine Telegraph across St. 
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CAanttel^ upon « inmiUr thoagh much mor^ 
•CKtensive scale te Umt liQiw being undertaken between 
^England and Fraxute. From the extreme weatcm coailt 
wf.lreknd to Halifltx, the nearest tclegrapMc station in 
America, the distance is 2155 miles ; and as this might 
be accomplished hy the steamers in five or six days, it 
is apprehend^ England, by means of telegraphic 
communication; may be put in possession of intelligence 
from America dn six days, instead of as now in twelve or 
fourteen, 

AUnperations connected with^5c Submarine Telegraph 
between England and France are now suspended till 
next spring. The interval will be employed in manu- 
ihiBiniring the wire cables and other apparatus, so that 
the electi’ic line may be completed by May. Messrs. 
Fox & Henderson, the contractors for the completing of 
the Cork, and Bandon KaUway, have been declared con- 
tractors for making the wire cables. 

An inquiry of a very serious character, which has been 
going oii for some time into thkj character of some of the 
OadeU at the 'Royal Military Academy ^ Wooltiichy has 
been brought to a close. In consequence of some prac- 
tices too gross to be particularised, by some of the 
students who had recently joined from the new training 
school at Carshalton, the Master-General of the Ord- 
nance ordered a committee of inquiry to assemble and 
' investigate the circumstances. The first result w a-s the 
dismissal of three students from the Academy, who had 
been convicted of these practices. The result of the 
labours of the committee has been the expulsion of six 
more out of the ten students who had joined the Aca- 
dvjmy, making nine in all, and the peremptory dismissal 
of twenty-three scholars from the Carshalton School. 

The recent act “to amend the Law relating to 
' Bcnfifices m Plurality provides that no person ap- 1 
pointed to ‘the deanery of any cathedral church shall be 
allowed to hold the office of head ruler of any college or 
hall within either the Universities of Oxford or Cam- 
bridge, or the office of provost of Eton College, or of 
waraen of Winchester College, or of master of the 
Charter-house, together with his deanery. This euact- 
j ment is not to apply to the dean of the Cathedral Church 
of Christ in Oxford, as chief ruler of the college there 
^ faiaintained. Heads of colleges in the universities are 
' not to hold cathedral preferment except in cases where 
benefices or cathedral preferments may bo permanently 
attached to or form part of the endowment of the office,

This, wdth appropriate 
chmigcs, W'as kept up with great spirit until nine o’clock, 
when all retired peaceably and cheerfully to their res- 
pective apartments. The officers of the establishment, 
with such nurses and attendants as could be spared from 
the galleries, joined merrily in the dance. By this 
means the confidence of the patients w^as secured, and 
they showed themselves grateful for the enjoyment 
afforded them, by entering into the amusement without 
levity or boisterous conduct of any kind. There arc at 
pre.sent 196 patients in the hospital — 91 men and 105 
women. The average of cure during the last year whs 
60 j per cent., being a considerable improvement upon 
former years. 

^ Board of Directors of the Asylum for Idiots have 
just issued an appeal to the {itiblic. They have under 
under their care, at Park House, Higligatc, and Essex 
Hall, Ckdehester, no less than 129 patients, and the 
total mtaiber of persons the institution has dependent 
upon it is 163, There are now 170 eligible patients 
seeking admission at the ensuing election, and the board 
can only venture to admit fifteen of the number. They 
are anxious to erect a building properly adapted to the 
core and education of the idiot, which, they say, ought 
to contaiid. not less than three hundred beds, and which 
will be arilfazmed sd os to serve in all respects as a model 
institution. Her Mgjesty has set an example of patronage 
by a ffentribution of 250 guineas, so as to secure a 


perpetual preientation to a bed, the i^ht tp bo fxercised 
by the Prince of Wales.

YoiIl by the Lord Mayor and municipality of Ihat rity, 
in return for the banquet given in March last bvthe r 
Lord Mayor of London to the municipal towns of tiie 
United Kingdom. The entertainment, given in the 
Guildhall of York, was of the most splendid description. 

It was honoured by the presence of Prince Albert, 
ninety-four mayors of boroughs, representing ftU the 
different portions of the United Kingdom ; and the 
numerous company included Lord John Bussell, several 
members of the Government, and the Commissioners 
for the Exhibition of 1851. Among the addresses after 
dinner the greatest interest was excited by that of 
Prince Albert, after his health had- been proposed by 
the Lord Mayor of York and drank with the Utmost 
enthusiasm. His Koyal Highness dwelt upon the 
parations for and prospects of the approaching great Ex*^ 
nibition. “ I sfee,” he said, “ in your anxiety to meet us, 
her Majesty’s Commissioners, a^ain, a proof of your 
earnest and continued zeal in the cause of the approach- 
ing Exhibition. It could not be by the impetus of a 
momentary enthusiasm, but only by a steady perse- 
verance and sustained efforts, that you could nope to 
carry out your great undertaking, and ensure for your- 
selves and the nation an honourable position in the com- 
parison which you have invited. If to cheer you on 
your labours, by no means terminated, yo uj[||[^|id d 
require an assurance that that spirit of octiinHpiad 
perseverance is abroad in the country, I 
that assurance on the ground of the 
reaches us from all quarters ; and 1 can 
personal conviction, that the w'orks in prcpapition will 
be such as to disptd any apprehension for ffic position 
w'hich British industry will mainttiin. Ftom abroad, 
also, all accounts which w'e receive lead us to expect that 
the w’orks to be sent w ill be numerous arid of a superior i 
charuetcr. Although we perceive in some countries an j 
apprehension that the advantages to be derived from i 
the Exhibition will be mainly reaped by England, and a ; 
consequent distrust in the effects of our scheme upon i 
their own interests, wc must, at the same time, freely I 
and gratefully acknowledge that our invitation has been 1 
received by all nations with whrini communication was 
possible, in that spirit of liberality and friendship in 
which it was tendered, and that they are making groat 
exertions, and incurring great expenses, in order to 
meet our plans." His Royal Highness paid a graceful 
tribute to the memory of Sir Robert Peel ; observing 
that, only at their last meeting they were admiring his 
eloquence, and the earne.stness with which he appealed 
to tliem to uphold by their exertitms and personal sacri- 
fices wliat was to him the highest object, the honour of 
his country. He concluded by Buying that, viexving the 
practical nature of the English character, he was pleased 
when he saw the plan of the Plxhibition of 1851 undergo 
its ordeal of doubt, discussion, and even opposition ; and 
that he hoped he might now gather, from the energy 
with which its execution was pursued, that the nation 
was convinced that it accorded with the interests of 
England, and the position which she held in the world. 
Lord John Russell, the Archbishop of York, the Eari' 
of Carlisle, the Lord Mayor of London, and other distij|g^‘ 
guished persons, also addressed the meeting. 

A Diminution of Crime in the countiM 
cester and Somerset is apparent from the rcportl 
to the Quarter Sessions for those counties, just conebsdS.

COLONJ^ AND DEPENDENCIES. 


NABBATIVB. 

Thjb QHjpen and Prince Albert oo^ntinnedto anjoy tbc 
tranquil residence ,at Balmoral tiU the lOth, on the 
morning of nvhich day they departed for the South. They 
airiyed at Bdiubuigh about scyeh in the evening. Pre- 
parations had been made to give a loyal welcome ; and 
among the features of the demonstration, was . a bonfire 
piled to the height of forty feet on the summit of Arthur’s 
Seat. The blazing mass consisted of thirty tons of coal, 
a vast quantity of .wood saturated with oil and turpen- 
tine, and a thousand tar-barreLs. It was kindled at five 
o'clock, and the flames arc said to have been seen by the 
Queen for many miles of her route on both sides of the 
Forth. — Her Majesty was received at the decorated 
platform of the railway by Sheriff Gordon and other 
dignitaries ; and a military escort lined the way to Holy- 
rood Palace.-— The Royal party loft Edinburgh next 
mornings and arrived in the evening at Buclungham 
Palace ; and on Saturday, the 12th, they went to Osborne. 

The Duchess of Kent arrived in town on the 10th, 
from Dalmahoy, the seat of the Earl of Morton, near 
Edinbur^li. 

Intelligence has been received from the Jirctic Expe- 
dition ill' Search of Sir John Franklin. Tfcc North 
Star, which went out as a tcndcr-shiiJ to the expedition 
of Sir James Clark Ross a year and a half ago, returned 
unex,poctedly to Spithead on the 28th of September, 
bringing dispatches from the ships of the four expedi- 
ditions whiA -went out early this year. The Prince 
Albert, a ahip dispatched in July last, under Captain 
Forsyth, to make a special search beyond Brentford 
Bay, returned to Aberdeen on the 29th ult. Dispatches 
from Captain Ommaiity, Captain Penny, Sir John Ross, 
and Captain Forsyth, have been published by the 
Admiralty ; but they throw little or no light on the fate 
of file missing voyagers. It appears that some Esqui- 
maux wore fallen iu with near Cape York, who told a 
story which was interprct(;(l to be “ that in the winter of 
1846, when the snow was falling, two ships were broken 
by the ice a good way off in the direction of Gape Dudley 
Diggs, and afterwards burned by a fierce and numerous 
tribe of natives. The ships wer(! not whalers — epau- 
lettes were worn by some of the white men. A part of 
thc.crewB were drowned*; the remainder were some time 
in huts or tents, apart from the natives ; they had guns, 
but no balls, ^verc in a weak and exhausted condition, 
and were subsequently killed by the natives with darts 
or arrows.” This was the version given by one Adam 
Beck, Captain Ross’s Esquimaux interpreter; but 
Captain Penny’s interpreter was totally at variance with 
the other, whom he called a liar ; and the commanders of 
the expe^tion were incredulous as to the story. From 
the information brought by the Prince Albert, it appears 
that what seemed to be traces of the missing exjieditioii 
had been found in the direction of the Wellington 
("hannel, a .situation that was considered likely. These 
were, the vestiges of five tents, and the remains of pro- 
visions, probably left by a party who had lost their ship 
or ships, but how long ago there were no means of 
judging. There was a piece of rope, which was sent 
honie for examination, and appears to have been pro- 
bably a part of the Arctic stores sent from Chatham to 
Woolwich for the Erebus and Terror, in 1845. The 
search was going on, by all the parties engaged in it, 
vdUl utt4iifilinished zeal and activity.

Mr. Hatchell, the Solicitor '- General 
(M.P. for, W'indsor), becomes Attomey-GeneraL and 
the SoHcitor-Generolsbip is conferred upon Mr. Henry , 
Geoi^e Hughes, Q.C., an eminent member of the 
Chancery bar. 

The Rev. Dr. Townsend, recently made Dean of Water- 
ford, is raised to the vacant Bishopric of Meath.

She was taking a drive in her carriage, when the 
horses took fright and run away, and slie sustained such severe 
injuries that sl«‘ expired a few hours afterwards. •

benefit of bis health

year of his ago. 

Bi.ar-Aumiuai. Sir J. Marpiiall died on the .TOth ult. at Pon- 
clyflryii, noai (Jonway, the residence of (reneral Sir (J. Smith, in 
consequence of a fall’from a gig. lie was in the 66th year of his 
age, had been in the navy half a century, and was a distinguished 
ollicer. 

Mr. j \mf.s Ixoram, proprietor and landlord of the Fox Inn at 
Woodford, lu Gloucestershire, died on the 2nd, in his 9.’lrd year* 
lie was the last survivor of the creM' of the Royal George, which 
sank at Spitlicad on the Iflth of August, 1782, having escaped 
almost miraculously the fate of his compauions. Mr. Ingram 
had seen a great deal of service, having been at the siege of 
Gibraltar, and in many naval actions. His sight and health 

ere remarkably good up to within a short time of his death, 
lie was well known on the old coach-road from Gloucester to 
Bristol, as the coachmen used frequently to pull up to allow 
their pasHcugers to see a veteran whose life had been marked by 
so singular an incident. 

Mibk Sarah Bu'kin, the celebrated miniature-painter, who was 
honi without hands or arms, died at Liverpool on the 2nd, at the 
age of 66. For many yejirs she supported herself by her art ; but 
as age came on she fell into distressed circumstances, till a small 
annuity was purchased for her by subscription, through tlie 
b*;ncyolent exertions of Mr. Richard Rathbone of Liverpool. 

Major-Gknkrau WiNUttovK, of the Royal Marines, died on 
the 7th, aged 70. 

The Rev. Dr. Thackkray, Provost of King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, died at his residence In Wimpolo Street, on the 21st, at 
the ago of 73. 

Sir WJ1.LJAM Wbixon Bkoukr, Bart., died a few dofra ago at 
Ballygiblen, bis seat in Ireland. He formerly represented 
Mallow in the House of Commons, and in 1831 he assumed the 
name of “ Bechcr,” in lieu of his patronymic, in aecordanco with 
the will of his mother’s brother, and was that year created a 
baronet. He was bom in 1780, and married in 1820 Miss 
O'Neill, the celebrated tragic actress, who survives him, by 
whom ho leaves issue three sons nnd two daughters, his eldest 
son Henry, born in Sept., 1826, succeeding to tbc baronetcy.

The,jwh(# ^of British India was tranquil, but the 
petty civil ihx on the Nizam’s borders still continued. 

Tne native state of Onde seems inclined to rival the 
Nizam’s territories in anarchy and raisgovemmont. It 
wih ho remembered that some mouths since an Englieh 
ofllcer was killed and two guns lost in ^ atta^ on 
the fort of a refractory vassal of the King erf Oude. A 
.second event of the same nature has occurred. The 
Kajah of B^nuggur had shown himself for some time 
unwilling to pay the portion of revenue due from him 
to the Oude government, and it became the duty of 
Lieutenant P, Orr to obtain tnese dues from him ; but 
before resorting to more stringent measures he impiu- 
dently determined on an interview Avith the llajali, who 
came attended by 200 armed followers. Lieutenant Orr 
had with him only a Jemadar’s party of Sepoys. A 
discussion ensued, which terminated with blows. lieu- 
tenant Orr received eleven wounds (seven were severe), 
and was with great dithculty carried od* by his i>arty, 
who behaved very well, and sustained considerable loss. 
The Kajah lost on his part his brother-in-law and three 
followers, and was himself wounded. As soon as the 
K|jah’s foUow’ers had seen their master safe into his 1 
fort (which immediately opened a lire of grape on Lieu- 
tenant Orr’s party), they commenced a pursuit, from 
^ which Lieutenant Orr w ith difficulty escaiicd into the 
‘ districts of a rival Bajah. : 

The present aspect of the Pimjauh is most encouraging; 
the population, now disarmed, have settled dov>n into 
their former habits of industry. The breadth of laud 
under cultivation this season is said to be unprecedented, 
and the crops arc everywhere most promising. 

Sir Charles Napier w'as to begin his homew'ard 
journey from Simla on the 5th of November, and the 
Qovemor-goneral was expected to return from Konawmi 
to Simla at tlie end of September. It w as then expected | 
that las Lordship would visit the Punjaub. 

Sir Charles Napier has issued a general order con- 
demnatory of the condtict of those commanding officers 1 
who neglected to read and explain to their regiments 
the orders issued in October, 1849, by the Governor- 
General and Commandcr-in'-Chief, with, u view to pre- 
paring tho minds of the Sepoys for the withdrawal of 
Scinde allowance.s. To this neglect on tlie part of Major 
Troup, of the 66th Native Infantry, it will he remem- 
bered that the mutiny and consequent disbandment of 
that regiment wore attributed by Sir Charles. In this 
order the Commander-in-Chief very clearly defines the 
duties of ofHoers commanding regiments, brigades, and 
divisions ; and states that his own period of service wdtli 
the “noble Indian army ” will very soon close. 

The most important piece of intelligence fV(»m ITonff- 
Kong is the continuation of the fearful mortality among 
the trouj», which wc noticed in last month’s “ Narra- 
tive.” This mortality was chiefly in the 59tli regiment, 
wliich had lost ninety men in about tAVo months ; while, 
among the Europeans belonging to the Enmneers and 
the Artillery no unusual sickness had prevailed, and the 
community generally was healthy. This sickness, there* 
fore, is ascribed to the unhoalthiness of the barracks and 
the want of suflioient sanitary precautions. The mor- 
tality, however, had l>egun to o^atc. 

A formidable Imurrection against the Chinese govern- 
ment had broken out in the province of Kwaqg-si. The 
leader, wHo is named Li-ting-pang, is said to be at the 
head pf 50,000 men. H e has assumed titlobome by the 
highest Tartar generals, ’and threatens to exterminate 
the. present .and, Jreatore the old Chinese dynasty.

The last W4si JnMa Mail has brought advices from 
the principal colonies to the end of last month. 

In Jamdiwa the cultivation of cotton is iho great 
object of interest. An assooiation has been formed in 
Kfrigston in mder to*' test the oapabilities of the island 


for ’’'the remunerative production of this plant v and 
Pembroke B^all, an estate a^jA^nt to Ki^stqnjt has 
been leased ibr that purpose. 

A coloured womans named Moss, diod in Kingston ou 
the 1st of September, at the extra,ordinary Affe of 150 
Years, She was until within a ^ort time of her dis- 
sdutiun in the enjoyment of all her faculties, and had 
nut known a day^’s sxeknega during the last fo&'ty yeqm of. 
her existence. 

The 7?ttwi« which had fallen in Hanover, Westmore- 
land, Trelawny, and St. Anne’s, were expected to assist 
very materially the planters with their next crops. 

In Barbadoea the weather had been extremely sultry, 
with heavy showers of rain. The country looked Immiu- 
tifully green, and on immense crop of sugar w'as calcu* 
lated upon by the most experienced planters. A fire 
took place on the lOtli ult. at Pa.Hhfield estate, which 
destroyed property to tho value of loOQ/. 

In Trinidad^ commercial afiPairs Avore in a very 
unsatisfactory condition, and a scarcity of capital was 
complained of. A large number of properties had been 
ad\ ertised for public sole in December next ou account 
of arrears duo for the ward-rate. There was no sensible 
alteration in the wages of labourers. A few small 
proprietors were jdanting cotton, but more as essays than 
ior speculation. Great dissutislactioii wu^ expressed by i 
the middle clas.sc8, and the owners of small ])roperties, at J 
the lic.'iAV ta.vatiou impOvSed, and a grojit many people ; 
AA ould probably be driven from the island in consoqtieucc , 
thereof. The crop shipped in 1850 amounted to 33,412 \ 
hogsheads, and it Avas estimated that the whole crop > 
AAould amount to 24,000 hogsheads, shoAviug a detieioncy J 
of 4000 liogsJiciids Avlicn compared with the yield of i 
IS-IO. The prospect of next year’s crop, however, was 1 
I A'cry favourable. i 


In British Guiana, the court of policy had held two 1 
sittings, at one of AA'hirh, two despatclies from Earl 
Grey were read, aeknoAAdedging ebrtain communications 
from British Guiana, calling for changes in its legiBlative 
iiistitutCM, in Avhich tho noble earl expr(‘.ssed himself 
not uiiAAillmg to sanction certain alterations in the 
court of electors, the effect td Avhioh would be to incrc'U'ic 
the number of members and limit their tenure of office, 
provided such should be the wi.sh of the court of policy. 
Governor Barkly also announced his readiness to carry 
these vicAvs into operation by increasing the tinancnil 
representatives from six to ten. 


There are advicTs from tfnj Cape of Good Hope to the 
5th of Augu.st. 'Iho most important article of intelli- 
gence is the annexation to the colony of a tract of land 
about 150 square miles in extent, lying cast of Albert 
division and AAcst of the Wilge river. The whole tract 
is designed and appropriated as a “ National Keserve,” 
for tlic use of the aborigines or persons of African 
descent; and no farms or lands within it will, uidcsB 
otherAvise directed, be granted to i)er 80 UB of European 
race. Tho tract is now occupied by the aborigines 
attached to tho Wesleyan missionary station at, tba 
Wittebergen. The Wilge River, now the ^astern 
boundaiy of the colony, is henceforth to be known as 
the Tees. 


Papers from Sydney have been received to the 1st of 
August.

The miners’ library, liberally jirovi- 
ded by the directors, has proved very acceptable, and is 
calculated to have very beneficial results ; the subscribers 
voluntarily pay one shilling a month towwds the 
expenaea of tne institutiou, and one shilling entrance. 


PROGRESS 01? EMIGRATION AND COLONISATION. 

Several letters, addressed to the flight Hon. Sidney 
Herbert, have been recently received at the office of the 
Female Emigrant F^md>^ in reply to communitations 
made to the colonies soon after the institution had com- 
meneed its operations. Tho accounts from the (^ape 
colony are particularly encouraging ; and the committee 
have decided on the immediate selection of fifty young 
women for emigration thither ; and it is intended tliat 
thay shall he despatched on or about the 15th of next 
month. Governor Sir Harry Smith and Dr, Gray, tho 
Bishop of Caiio Town, have manifested extreme interest 
in the operations of the committee. The Bishop writes 
as follows^ under date Ajiril 25th — “ The tdass of persons 
in whom you Jire interested is one which is much nci'ded 
in this colony. 1 have no hesitation m saying that a 
very largo number of females of good ehuracter, who 
would take the situations of household servants, at wic'es 
ot least equal to what you give m England, would lu a 
few weeks be absorbed. We shall be quite prepared to 
employ as many as you arc likoJy lo be able to send us, 
and I am sure that if they come as you propose, not 
more thau thirty at a time, with characters (which 
should be seitt wuth them, and addressed to me), th^y 
will all bo engaged within a day or two of riieir ai rival 

Tno communications from New Sou^h Wales arii of 
an equally cheering charade: , as will bo seen by the sub- 
joined extract. Hr. Broughton, the Bishop of Sidney, 
writes, on the 6th of ‘May 1’hc following observ.i- 
tious are founded on data sujjplied liy an an.'Uvtical view 
of the census of New South Wales for 1840, the last 
which has been taken under legislative sanction. The 
total population of New South Wales, including Port

Still, therefore, there is an alarming 
disproportion ; and it must he the prayer of every friend 
of virtue and momlity, that this inroad ni>on the appoint- 
ment Of tho Almighty may not be continued. 1 see 
every probability that within the limits of the bottled 
counties, several hundreds of women acquainted with 
household work, if they were of unblemished characters, 
would readily find engagement in respectable places, 
where they would bo well maintained and attended to 
until they should dispose of themselves more to their 
advantage. 

Information has also been received of the arrii’al at 
Torontoy under the case of Mr. A’Court, of those 
emigrants who were sent out to Gaiuida in the Elspeth, 
and, further, that they had all obtaincil places wfithin a 
week . — and intelligence has arrived from Port Philip, 
statiiiu: that the Ciilloden, the first ship despatched to 
that quarter, w^as hourly expected, and that the colonists 
were ready and anxious to receive her emigrants. 

The Slanes Castle, tho first ship sent out by the 
Familg ('olonisation Society ^ founded by Mrs. Chisolm, 
sailed on the 30th of Sejitcmbcr, from Gravesend for 
Australia. 

The Einigration from tho Western and Southern parts 
of Ireland, goes on without abatement, 'Dus month 
two vessels have sailed trom Galway for New York, 
each carrjfing nearly 250 possingers, many of them 
bclongiiig to the better class of farmers. The Tipperary i 
Free Press thus speaks of the flight trom tVie southern 
district : — “ The lido of emigration from this unfortunate 
laud to the colonies and the United States ls swelling 
be} Olid measure. No conception can be formed of it by 
the vast number of families which pass through both 
town and country cn route to Waterford, &c., day after 
day, as rho great emigration movements principally 
talii- ])lacc by night I On Wednesday night tho watch- 
man on duty in this town counted no less than 54 horstSj 
and carts laden with living souls and baggage, all 
destined for .a foreign land ; and when so many have 
])uSvHed through Cfionmel in one night only, what estima- 
tion can be made of those who have travelled for the 
same purpose through tho vaiaous highways leading to 
the ports which branch off at some distance from this 
town ”

^PHE position of parties in Franco is uuchauged. Tiio month has been filled with the intrigues and counter^ 
iiitriguoa of the mmister-at-war andtlio i-uminaudcr-in-clnef. and with Louis Napoleon’s attein^^ts upon Hio 
army by means of ehiekena ;uid chaiupagiie. P»ut the end of tho month loaves inattem much as tlioy wore at ^ 
its beginning ; except that at last tho poor President is fain to announce, officially, his intention to remain 
perfectly quiet and attempt no amp d'etat, but to wiut in patience for such fortune as the Assembly may choose 
to provide for him. 

Of Gherman affairs in their present state it is hardly possible to speak, so as to rciulor what is said in the 
i-emotest degi'ee intelligible. But the still lingering f^chleswig- Holstein dispute has funiisUod excuse for 
an insolent threat on tho part of Hussia and Fnuice which may yet unite Germany and strengthen Ibrussia, in 
spite of her poor imbecile king ; and the gallant peoide of the little Electorate of Hesse Cassel maintain 
still their attitude of calm resistance, in spite of the open bullying of declared foes and tho timid hesitation 
of cowardly friends. Time must bring forth tho rest. 

California is added to tho American Union, and the opponents of slavery exult in another free state. But 
their richer harvest of triumph is arrived, as we predicted that it would, in tho agitation against the f^ugitivo 
Slave Act Noith and South, East and West, tho abolitionists are now more active, resolute, and powerful 
than over. Even the advocates of the law do not fail to perceive this, and already coolly declare lliemselves 
prepared for on agitation of a most fearful, revolutionary, and bloodtiiirsty character,” Sooner or later we 
believe that it will bo all this. But have the more prudent class of American Statesmen considered it in that 
light, or pteparod themselves sufficiently for the very possible, and perhaps not very distant rosiilt ? 

News from China comes over so high a wall, that it never comes but imperfectly. There is a. pro*;ty well 
anthflfntieated rumour, however; of rebellious doings in the south ; and that the insurgents, led on by a now 
aspirant to the Empire, have worsted the regular troops in more than one engagement. An usurper generally 
makes so excellent a prince that it may possibly bo for tho interest of us all to wish success to the rebel.

The President of the French Republic hei lately b^een 
busy with grea^ itevietoa and other Military Pageants^ 
entertaining the o^eero with handsome collations and 
abundance of chamnagne, and the soldiers with liberal 
distributions of ratioA^^ One of these took place on the 
3rd, when President reviewed a great body of troops 
on the PMi^ de Sato^ near Versailles. He was 
accompanied ny the Minister of War, and by General 
Koguet, his aide-de-camp. General Changamier left 
Paris an h,C(sir before the President. Though entitled to 
take the command he did not do so, General Ncumaj'er 
acting in his room. After the review the President gave 
a collation to tlie officers and non-commissioned officers, 
and ordered 13,000 rations to be distributed to the sol- 
[ diers. The President joined the collation given to the 
general officers, but General Changamier declined being 
present, and returned to Paris, when the other general 
officers adjourned to the dejeuner. The frequency of 
these reviews, the manner in which the troops were 
fites by the President, the manifestations made by the 
soldiers, and the rumour that a diSerence of opinion 
existed between the President and General Changamier 
on the subject, led to an cxtraordinair meeting of the 
Commission of Permanence. The Minister of War, 
General Hautpoul, having been called on to explain the 
circumstances with reference to the late review's, replied 
that he wished to inform the commission that he 
held no command from the Assembly, and that 
consequently, he could deny the right of the commission 
to put any questions to him. He, how'ever, w’aved these 
objections ; and in reply to the question, said that the 
acoounts published in the papers respecting the reviews 
were grossly exaggerated; and that nothing whatever 
had occurred there of an unconstitutional or an unmili- 
•tary character. The commission heard the General’s 
explanation' in perfect^ silence ; nor did any discussion 
wliatever take place. The Minister further observed 
that it would bo impossible to publish an order of the day 
preventing the solcliers from expressing their feelings of 
attachment and respect to the chief of the State, and if 
it were possible he w'ould not do so. With respect to the 
review that w as to take place on the following Thursday, 
he pledged himself for the maintenance of the most com- 
plete tranquillity on that occasion. Wlien the com- 
mission was about to separate, the president again 
addressed the Minister of War, and said, “ General 
Hautpoul, I am desired by the committee to apprise you 
that in case General Changamier be removed from his 
command, or that any other steps be taken against him, 
we are determined to convoke, forthwith, the Legislative 
Assembly." To this the Minister made no reply, and 
the commission adjourned. On Thursday the 10th, the 
review referred to by the Minister of War, took place on 
the Plaine de Satqry. There wore 25,000 troops, chiefly 
cavalry. The President was accompanied by General 
Hautpoul, the Minister of War, and several other general 
officers, besides his usual brilliant staff. On his way 
from tljc Palace of Versailles to the plain of Satory, the 
streets through which he passed were densely crowded, 
^ and he was loudly cheered by the people ; but the 
^ greatest portion of the cries were " Vive le President ! " 
with only a slight sprinkling of cries of " Vive Napoleon!" 
and "Vive la Repnblique !" General Changamier was 
on the ground about half an hour before the arrival of 
the President. When the defiling of the troops in front 
of the President took place, the infantry passed without 
utU‘ring a single cry. The cavalry followed, the van 
being led by ,the carabineers. The whole of the first 
regis^nt of carabineers, in passing the President, 
cheered wdth immense enthusiasm, and a great majority 
of them cried " Vive I’Empereuf ! " " Vive Napoleon!" 
The three nther regiments of carabineers also cheered, 
but not^wifib so much enthusiasm as the first. There 
were, bowever, a considerable number of cries of "Vive 
I’Bmpereur j ” The regiments which followed were two 
fine regiments ofjheary dragoons. They passed irithout 
uttering a sis|||^ie, cry, although the colonel of one of 
them encoura^ hisman by crying "Vive I’Empereur !" 

. at the pitch of his voice, in the light cavalry regiments 
there was wy little cheerihgi and the only cry uttered 
was " Vi^l^p^eon \ " " Vive la President ! " After 
thq troops had defiled, the usnel refreshments were 
served out to them, and the President, accompanied by

tolerated, are severely blamed. The omninute^^d not 
think proper to invite the Minister of Wat to give 
further explanations. Deploring the inddants of^^e 
review, it still expressed complete confidence in the 
loyalty of the army, and is satisfied that the cries were 
not spontaneous On the part of the soldiers, but instigated 
by certain officers. In order to avoid alarming the 
country in the absence of immineiit p^ril, it has not 
deemed proper to convoke the Asc^bly; but it 
deeply disapproves reviews so frequent, into which 
habits altogether unusual and foreira to military tra- 
ditions have been so boldly introduced. 

As a sequel to these disputes. General Hautpoul has 
found it necessary to resign his place in the government, 
and has gone to Algeria as Governor of that colony. 
He is succeeded as Minister of Wtt* by General Schramm. 
General Changamier has forbidden all Buonapartist 
papers to bo admitted into the barracks, and among 
others the Pays, a paper which was exclusively directed 
to the troops, and which was the most zealous advocate 
for the restoration of the Empire. 

The government having lately received intelligence 
that A Clandestine Manufactory of Gunpowder on an 
cxten.sive scale existed at Pouzin, in the department of 
the Ardeche, in the house of a man named Soubeyran, 
who was remarkable for much energy of character 
and desperate courage, an expedition was planned to 
capture him, and seize the gunpowder, A strong de- 
tachment of horse-artillery and four companies of the 
line, left \''alcnce under the commandant of the place. 
At fi\e in the morning they arrived at Souheyran’s door, 
and summoned him to come forth and surrender himself. 
No answer was made ; a noise was heard inside as of 
the loading of a gun, and the ringing of a steel ramrod 
in the barrel. After some minutes, and when the 
Prefect was about to repeat his summons, the door was 
suddenly flung open, and Soubeyran, in his shirt-sleeves, 
a red silk handkerchief twisted ' round his head, his 
throat bare, and with sandals on his feet, presented 
himself before them. One hand grasped a blunderbuss, 
the other was extended forward. He evidently did not 
expect to sec so many prepared to prevent his escape, 
and his surprise made him hesitate a moment. The 
Prefect rushed at him, seized with one hand the arm 
M'hich held the blunderbuss, and with the other put a 
pistol to his temples, again summoning him to surrender. 
The soldiers wei*e advancing, wdien Soubeyran by a 
sudden and violent movement freed himself from the 
grasp which held him, leaped over a table and some 
chairs, burst through n door, reached a window which 
hung over the water, and bursting through it, dashed 
into the Ilhfinc and disappeared amidst its waves. The 
troops w'ho were stationed outside ran at once to the 
bridge, and twenty or thirty of the horsemen were in a 
moment on the opposite side, while others lined the 
near bank. Once or twice the end of the red handker- 
chief which bound the outlaw’s head was seen in the 
uncertain light of daybreak on the surface of the water ; 
but Soubeyran himself was never seen more. The 
troops watched long on both banks of the river, expect- 
ing in vain to see him attempt to land — ^it was all useless.' 
It is not known whether he perished in the dauMrOus 
current that shoots between the arches of the bridge, or 
whether he was able, by swimming for a considerable 
time under water, to find shelter in the hollow of the 
rocks that in that part hang over the stream; at all 
events, dead or alive, he has not since been heard of. 


The Queen of the Belgiane died on ntomhig of 
Frid^, the 1 1th. She had laboured for two yqoriiWideT 
an aifection of the lungs and a tendency to dropsioal 
consumption, and grief for her father’s death apj^ars 
have aggravated her complaints, and led to theit Iktdl 
termination. She died with pious resignation, an d thOdgh 
in extreme pain, wasablo to console her afflicted husband, 
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Sh^ Bras in hdt 39tlk been born at Palermo i 

on the 3rd of AprU^, l6l2. She was married to Leopold , 
of the Batons, on the 11th ot‘ August, 1832 ; and 
has constantly oxyoyedt' in tho highest degree, the love 
and respect of her wo^d nation. The deceased Queen 
has left behind to three children, of ages varying from 
eleven ,.^ sixteen.^ They are the Duke of Brabant, the 
Count' ae Flandves, and the Princess Charlotte; one 
child died in early infancy. The loss of the Queen will 
be the more severely felt, as the education of the royal 
d^dren was^ under her own superintendence. The 
Istsits of the Queen of the Belgians to this country were 
frequent, and hear virtues much endeared her to our 
Queen Victoria. . 

The between Denmark emd the Ditehies is bloody 
and disastrous. The army of Schleswig-Holstein has 
made several attempts to take the city of Friedrichstadt 
by storm, none of which have been successful, and the 
losses sustained bv General Willisen have been consi- 
derable, particularly in officers. After bombarding part 
of the town during the whole of the 4th iiist., the town 
was in the evening attru^Jjd by two battalions of infantry 
and a detachment of ridemen. After a desperate struggle, 
in which both sides must have suffered very heavy 
losses, the Banes gave way a little, but only to seek the 
cover of new entrenchments and barricades thrown j 
up in the middle of the town. The resistance which ! 
they met with here was so violent and determined, that 
notwithstanding the most brilliant bravery, the Schles- 
wig-Holsteincrs were compelled to retire at midnight. 
They look up a new position somewhat in advance of 
the old, and the conflict was rene\*red on the following 
morning, but with no better success. The troops ad- 
vanced in three columns, and the Danes o]»ened a .severe 
fire along their whole line of defences, lleforc coming 
to close quarters the captain of the Ctb battalion fell, I 
mortally wounded, and the men he commanded wore 
driven out of a small entrenchment they had taken pos- 
session of. The 15th battalion was thrown into disorder 
and r(!treatcd, their ammunition-car having exploded and 
caused ^eat havoc. It received no support from any other 
troops, In consequence of a bridge betwooa the Chaussec 
and the Blockhaus having fallen in. A retreat was sounded 
on perceiving new line* of defence not previously known 
of. The fighting continued till near midnight. Sixteen 
officers out of twenty belonging to tlie 5th battalion were 
slain. General Christiansen covered the retreat with his 
battery, while the flames of the burning city cast a 
gha.stly light upon the retiring troops. After the failure 
of tliis desperate assault. General Williseii withdrew his 
troops from before Friedrichstadt. The heavy guns 
were taken back to Kendsburg, and the two armies were 
again in the sumo position they occupied before the 29th 
of September ; the only result having been the almost 
total dcstriietion of the unfortunate town, and the loss 
of many brave men on both sides. 

A frightful calamity has occurred at the place of 
pilgrimage called Herrgott, in Amtria. At one of the 
public-houses the pilgrims (of whom 3,000 were assembled 
at Herrgott) were spending the night in eating and 
drinking. Wliile baking the flsh the oven took fire. 
Behind the inn were a number of stables and barns, in 
which hundreds of the pilgrims were reposing, and 
almost all perished in the flames, which rose so rapidly 
through the thatched roofs, fanned by a strong wind, 
that there was no possibility of raising ladders to attempt 
to rescue a single person. Many threw themselves from 
the lofts, and, with broken limbs, half consumed with 
fire, flow hither and thither with the most piteous cries. 
Scarcely half of the pilgrims were saved, and those who 
survived have for the most part been much injured. 

From Poland there is a singular account of a forest 
on fire. Near Cracow, adjoining the line of railway, 
there is a large peat ground, part of which runs below 
an immense forest. About the middle of last month 
some sparks from a locomotive engine wore blown in 
tto direction, and fell on the peat, the surface of which 
had been dried by the heat of the weather. A few days 
after, the ground in the forest was found to be very 
warm, and some rumbling and crackling noises were 
heardL Several large trees fell as if cut down by an axe, 
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and the leaves of others withered. As it was naturally 
considered that a subterranean fire must be burning 
under the forest, the officers charged with the inspection 
of it caused lal^ trenches to be cut. This conjecture 
turned out to he well-founded, for the tire soon after- 
wards burst forth, and still continued its ravages. The 
forest presented the appearance of a vast sea of flame, 
which was every day extending. The country round to 
the extent of six leagues was perfectly illuminated, and 
it has been found impossible to stop the progress of tbc 
tire. 


The crisis in the affairs of Electoral Hesse continues, 
and the accounts of the present state of things are con- 
fused and contradictory. The Elector remains with, his 
minister Hassenpflug, at Williclmshad, his provincial 
seat of government, while the people of Cassel persist 
in their opposition to lUs measures. There have been 
signs of indecision on his part, and at one time he was 
said to have even contemplated abdication. There were 
also some expectations of his dismissing his obnoxious 
ministers and consenting to the formation of a more 
popular government. With this view, it was under- 
stood, he sent for M. Elwprs, a high judicial functionary 
of liberal tendencies, who, it was hoped, would be 
instrumental in forming a new cabinet ; but this hope 
was disappointed, and M. Elwers had returned to Cassel. 
Dr. Oetker, the editor of a liberal journal, had been 
arrested by order of Ilaynau, and the Tipper Court of 
Cassel had summoned the eommandunt of the city to 
effect his liberation, but at the last accounts he s^ill 
remained in prison. The officers of the gamson had 
remonstrated with Haynau upon his proceedings, and 
had received for answer that ho Avas dctermiuod to 
persist in his course. On tliis, to the number of two ' 
hundred, they had tendered their resignations, which 
were transmitted by Ilaynau to the Elector, but his 
decision on the subject had not been received. There 
is much uncertainty, too, about the views of Austria 
and Prussia in regard to the affairs of Hesse Cassel. 
Very recent intelligence was to the effect that these two 
powers Jiad come to an understanding that Ilassonpflug 
should bo dismissed from his office of minister ; and thei 
any military intervention in Hesse, if necessary, would 
be by Prussia and Austria jointly. According to the 
last accounts from Cassel, however, an invasion of 
Austrian and Bavarian troops was daily expected, for 
’the puiqiosc of supporting the Elector against Ins 
subjects. 


The opening of the Statcs-Gcnoral of the Netherlands 
took place at the Hague on the 7th, by the King in 
person. The speech from the throne announced that 
the relations of the country with all foreign powers were 
satisfactory, and that as regarded the Duchy of Limburg, 
the difficulties which had arisen from the convulsed 
state of Germany were in course of arrangement by such 
negotiations as would best suit the interest and honour 
of the Low Countries. Trade was described as pros- 
perous, and flattering hopes ivere put forth as to the 
future effects of the new navigation laws. The financial 
situation was satisfactory ; the expected excess would 
cover the dcticiencfrs left by the preceding year.

A Tragical Orciirrenrc has taken place at Kruziewds, 
in the Grand Durhy of Posen. At the commenccmonl 
of the Russian campaign in Hungary, twelve Circassian 
nohlcmen engaged as volunteers in the Russian Cir- 
cassian regiment, and returned to Warsaw decorated for 
good conduct.

^HE pro^?;rcss and Bueoossfal conduct of ihe Univereiiy CSomtiijssion is matter of the deepest laoictT to all 
who feel the cjuefetions involved in it to bo paraniopunt in impoilance to almost eveiy oilier. It lias 
coinuionceil its sittings, but os yet has been occupied cxcluEflvely with mere arraiigomcuis for taking evidence. 
Most of the lioads of houses who signed the romonslrauco against the inquiry, it is now uuderetood, will no , 
longer decline to be examined ; but, we still hear muttci-ed threats of ‘‘ violent opposition from the Tractarian 
members of the board.”

is to survej'^ tin* principles and administration of all the 
various commercial la,w,s of foreign countri(‘^, with avion 
to a direct comparison with the mei can tile law of Grout I 
IBrit-dn. Mr. Levi appears to have been engaged for j 
years, wdth this object, in coi respond cnee with the ! 
merchants of upwards of fifty eountidos remarkable 
more or less for distinct and separate commercial usages ; 
ami to have obtained in every in.slauei* the information 
he sought. His first volume opens with a sketch of' 
thi‘ leading epochs in the history of comm croc, and of i 
the existing condition of commercial law in Die countries j 
embraced by his scheme. Then, after giving a table of ! 
international usages and day.s of grace now current j 
in all countries, Mr. Levi presents an extraordinary j 
mass of information at once extremely condensed and 
most iwadly arranged, on the laws of merchants, minors, 
niarrii^d females, aliens, hooks of commerce, and jiart- 
iicrship, respectively prevailing in Great Britain (which 
occupies the post of honour across the topof eadi page,) 
and in all Dio other leading countries (wdiich arc duly 
arranged in parallel and corresponding columns below'), 
Mr, Levi’s ulDmate object, and one to which intel- 
ligent law reformers will earnestly desire success, is the 
ostablisliinent of a national and international code, of 
cpmmcrco among all civilised countries, rejecting wlint 
is inconvenient or 'anjust in all, and retaining and 
•codifying what is best in each. 

A traveller and literaly labourer of the same race 
as Mr. Levi, the Rev. Moses Margoliouth, a converted 
Jew, 1 as been cmployij^ his time not quite so profitably 
in writing and prmlishing long-winded letters deBcrip- 
tiyc of a rilgrwiage to the Lana of my Fathers, addressed 
to all sorts of fine folks here, countesses, bishops, lords, 
and baronets, who must have had a surprising quantity 
of patience, and a more than ordinary amount of nothing 
to do, to be able to read them. It is verj' doubtful if 
the public will follow their example. The letters, 
orations, and other tracts on Italy, which M. Mazzini 
has just republished with an eloquent and earnestappeal to 
tlio English peojile, in a small volume entitled floyalty \ 


and Jiepahlicanism m Italy^ would merit a diflerent • 
kind of mention, if this were the place in which to give it. 
Sufticc it to say that M, Mazriui rcjiels in this book, 
it seems to us successfully, the charge so often In ought 
against him of having distracted and divided the forces 
of his native country, at the time -when they ought 
to have been concentrated on the poramouut duty of 
driving out the Austrians. 

There is no cDier original book deserving notice in ouy 
prevent Narrative, but sonic v/elcomc re-appearanccs 
deserve a grateful w’ord. Eirst, and most delightful, is 
a rc-issue of the Spectator’s papers of Sir Roger de 
(\werhy,xioys forthe first time oolleoted in asinglc volume, 
forming a connected narrative of the most Vascinating 
kind, and charoeteristically illustruled by notes as well 
ns woodcuts. Then we have a rc-publieation by Mrs. 
C’rowe of some stones of murders, ghosts, and circuni- 
fitantial evidence, higlily pertinent to the time, and 
entitled Light and liarkness. Also W'C have to note Die 
issue in three goodly volume*) of Mr. Robert Bell's Eng- 
lish *dory of the J^adder of (rold. And finally there 
have been new editions fw'ith numerous and important 
additions in both cases) of Mr. Loiteh’s excellent trans- 
lation of Muller’s Ancient Art and its lienuans ; and of 
1 )t. Latham’s admirable treatise on the English Jjan- 
guage. 

A groat quantity of Assyrian and other Antiquities 
have arrived at tl» British Museum, from Bussorah. 
Among them arc the Groat Bull from Nineveh, with a 
man’s head and dragon’s wings, weighing twelve tons, 
and a lion sculptured in the same manner, w'oighing 
nine tons.

when ijtroii^ly^ excited, has suftietd to convulse the state, were united in jiorfect luruioiiy. Those feohugs 
wore love of the ehxirch and love of freedom.

Nor had the general amazement at the a(‘t yet snlsided into a clear eomprcliension of all the 
insolence com})risc«l in it. w'lien forth came a Pa»storal Letter from “ Nicholas, bv the Divine mercy, of the 
holy Homan Church hy the title of St. 1‘udentiana, (^ardinal ITie.st, Archbishop of 'W'estminster, and 
Administrator apostolic of the diocese of Southwark,” addre.ssed “ to our dearly beloved in Christ, the clergy, 
secular and regular, and the hiithful of all the said archdiocese and dioccsc.” In tins letter the faithful were 
ordered to oflbr up a thanksgiving that “ the great w'oik is eonipleU', mid your beloved country has received a 
pluee among the fair churches wdiich form the splendid aggi egate of Catholic com muni on, and has been restored 
to its orbit in the ceelesiastieal firmanvont from wduch its light liad long vanished, and begins anew its course of 
regularly adju.stcd action round the eiaitre of unity, the source of pinsdietioii, of light, ami of vigour.” The 
saints of England, w'hether Homan or Hritish, Saxon or N(»nn:in,” were invoked to “look down from their 
seats of bliss with beaming-glance ujion this new evidence of the faith and the church wdiieh led them to 
glory;” and W'crc invited to nchold, from their habitations of joy, “tlie lamp of the temple again enkindled 
and rebrighteniug, and the silver links of that cliaiu w'hich lia.s eoiinccted their country with the Sec of 
Peter in its vicarial government changed into burnished gold, not Btrongcr nor more closely knit, but more 
beautifully wrought and more brightly arrayed !” Then there was added to tins infinite rubbish about the 
raiments of chains, a quite equal amount eoiiccriiing his owm dignity, and his rtirdinal’s liat, and liis rod stockings, 
and his archiepiseopal pallium, and his title derived fi^im “tlic church of St. Pudentiaua in wdiieh St. Peter is 
groundcdly believed to have enjoyed the ho.sfiitality of the noble and partly Hritisli family ol the Senator Pudens” 
(about which there has of course been a letter to the Times Buggcbtmg St. linpudenLiana as the more accurate 
title). But finally, in the midst of all tliis ridiculous arrogance, it w'as not forgotten exiircssly to arniouticc 
that “until siicli time as the Holy See shall think fit othorwiBC to provide, WK govern, and shall continue to 
govern, ilie comUm of Middlesex, Hertford, and Essex as ordinnry I/M'reo/" -- without the lca.st reservation of 
the pretended authority to the Roman Catholic inhahitants of those counties, or any recognition of the 
positu'e authority of the ordinary of the diocese. The decency of Hueh a reservation never ecerns to have 
occurred to his EminciKtc, till a cry of indignation and disgust, from one end of England to the oilier, some- 
what mdely aroused him from his exulting dreams as Cardinal Archbishop to liis less gorgeous position ns 
Nicholas Wiseman. Then came forth his Appeal, no longer treating us as if, since the days of thcKeformation, 
w'o had been savage or barbarian, but to all appearance recognising us for rational folk, appealing to us in 
the iiamo of religious hberty, ‘doinanding full conlpletion of the Emancipation Act, ami remonstrating 
w itlv us for denying to a section of our fellow Christiana what he had thought it our pride and boast freely 
to extend to all. At least this Appeal is an ai^ument purporting to be addres-sed to the reason, and 
inviting fair cxamiiiation. 

Stripping it, then, of its uneasily assumed humility, and paying no heed to the bitter sneers and bursting 
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hate which that assumption so scantly veils, the argument contained in it is briefly this, that its author, the 
Cardinal ATchbishoji. comes after all merely os a dissenting minister, the head of a voluntary association, to take 
the management of the spiritual affairs of the Catholics, and to assume nothing that a Wesleyan or Daptist 
might not claun. But do the Wesleyan and Baptist reject every other Christian'? Do they treat as non- 
existent whatever exists not within their pale ? Do they refuse to see anytluiig in the laud but Linar own 
chapels, or .to acknowledge a fellow citizen that is not subject to their Conference 1 Do they think it accmlj 
or right to iinault a great nation in the very nnjne of its greatest act of religious freedom, to train ph' on iis ^ 
generous tolerance, to ignore its noble stniggles, and for its good return evil, for its chanty coiiiuinoly i * 
There is no Protestant in Plnghm<l desiiing with all his heart to live in peacip with his Catholic fellow ! 
subject, and to know him only as a fellow coimtiy-maii, who tloes not from the very strength of that fochrig 
spurn and resist an aggression of which tlie manifest claim is to apply the rights of freedom to tin- | 
uses of tyranny, and convert an act of justice into a means of domination. Dot us not be asluimod j 
of arguments in behalf of justice to the Komanists simply hci-aiise wo see tliein Jesuitically quoted to iialhatc i 
Bomanist encroachment.

Ttis not the denial of the Queen’s spiritmil supremaev, nor is it even the cieation ot a hierarchy (supjiosing 
a 011*^0 of necessity^ made out fur it), wdiieh we wumld i^use to the Roman Catholic. Tho Emancipation 
may have led to both, as it certainly did to one. P>ut in coneeilmg to the Catholics wdiat we behove to 
be tbeirs, it did not sun*ender to them what we know to be our own. Tt warranted nothing offensive , 
or aggi'essivo. It may have been simply an act of justice on the part of the {State to extend 
recognition to the Roman Catholic people; but after sucli an act the State should not have been ignor^ 
by the class it had just raised and strengthened. Li*t the rol.ative numbers ol' Catholic aud i’rotestant in 

England be eomjiared; and the propriety of demandiinr for tlio minority an organisation co-cxtcnsivc with 

the wants of all, will bo brought to a simple test. The insolence of the act did not even stop sliort, liowevei*. at 
that monstrous inaptitude of means and ends. The va^t majority of the nation has been treateil as absolutely ^ 
non-existing, and authority over all baptised souls rouferred without misgiving, as if the Roman CatJiolic . 
church were again predominant, and the privileges of Christianity denied to souls not baptised within its puli'. 
The question which arises upon tliis is a somewhat sc|p.ous one. The most ardent friends of freedom have 
to ask whether any sort of concession, directly leading to such encroachment, should have place in a scheme 
of reJigious liberty. A State which has to care for the rights of many denominations, i-an liave no title 
to mnko concessions incbnipatihle witli the i-ights of any ; or a perfect Roman Catholic freedom might 
include a perfect ProteMtarit subjcefion. If siiiqily tho chums of coiiscieiieo were in question, th<' 
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course would not bo difliciilt to take; but it is not so; and the pi'etonco that would make it so is iiotoriouRly 
false. Oardinal Wiseman’s Appeal proceeds wholly on the separability of the spiritual from the 
temporal authority of Rome ; and every one who has read history knows tiiat they are ^separable. Tlie 
one has always proceeded m direct sequence from the other, just as the tcnqioral pcVsecutions of the Roman 
cliiirch have boon but the natural expression of her spiritual infallibility. An absolute riqht to rcrsociun 
only ceases when a church no longer claims an absolute right to Know. This is what the Cardinal 
means by his sneer althc absence of “clear, definite, and ai-oordant touching” from tl)i‘ English establishment , 
and this is what now sugge.sts to all men tlic necessity of definmg the amount of religious concession 
which shall not be allowed to frustmte tlic ends of temporal IcgiJiition. It would have been thought 
intoleralile in England, even six centuries ago, that the countiy shoubl liave been majiped out into 
ecclesiastical districts, and subjocted to ecclesiastical governors, by tlio solo voice of a foreign pobimtati' , 
and most certainly tlio Emancipation Acl of the nim‘teentb century did not contemplate any such 
thing.

English people had had enough of blessings and absolutions, and quite enough of the intercession oi’ j 
saints, when, *• jn’eforring the hoathen virtues of their original nature,” they fell back with closed nffoctions 
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and hanc;lity reserve ui)On their worldly integrity, honour, energy, prudence, and porsevowaico ; and 
forthwith began to rise tio a station higher than the heathen Koman, and in three centurieB have attained 
a wider range of sovereignty, “ from whicli they look down in contempt on what they were, and on the 
religion which reclaimed them from paganism.’* And why should they not ! Is it in the nature of the 
divine law that man should go backward, or forward ^ It may be very melancholy to contemplate tlio full 
of any faith, whether paganism or popery^ but history records no such catastropho from which n('w 
development has not begun. I’ho law of the ciu-tli is to advance ; and what seem to be retrograde movements 
are but so many furtherances of it. The stniight line in civilisation ma^^ be no where discoverable ; but 
progress, its object and law, nevci- comes to a staml. ' The fire is dark when new fuel has l)eeu flung upon 
it, but tlie light IS not extinguished. New strength and bnlliancy are to follow. 

Nor is it simply Doctor Nicholas Wiseman aud hia fricmls wIkjiii it behoves to take this truth to heart. 
Does any one doubt that our o\mi divisions have been the chief indiieernont to the papal aggression ? Does 
any one. wdio looks the truth boldly in the flice, hesitate to feci or say that something more must result 
from the existing agitation, than the mere defeat of Koman Dathohe ])retonsioiis ^ It is little to repel the 
enemy from the gate if the traitor remains in the citadel. Nor will it siifliee to remove individual 
oflciulers. The ground of offence, the pretence for treason, must also 1)0 rooted out, at once and foi- ever. 

The English Church was the result of a compromise with Koniaiiism, whicli still lingers too much in her 
constitution, lier doctrines, aiyl her services. Let her be compared with the protestaiit churches of France, 
Germany, and Geneva, and this will bo seen. Let comparison be made of her doctrinal confessions and dis- 
courses with her thanksgivings and prayers. Let the agitation which denounced Doctor Ihunpdcn be examined 
Bide by side with the detcrmiiiation wliich Kup]ioi-tcd Mr. Gorham Acts of uniformity have been passed m 
vain. Between churches of the same ]»rofcssioii. within a hundred yards of each other, are seen daily such 
differences of doctrine and ceremonial as would only he intelligible in churches the most widely .ajiart 
even to the denial of a common Kcdecnicr. Yet against the long ami quiet usage of the one, the other CiUi 
oppose its laibric ; and in the very face of the simple grandeur of the Liturgy may be flaunted the mystical 
pretensions of the Articles. It is tunc that an end should be put to this, ami that “new presbyter” should 
be no longer mistakcablc for “ old priest writ large." I.et us tolerate no longer in the English Church 
even as matter of obsolete language, that l)Utsj)hemons assumption of a ]iower of absolution which i 
tlio form of Ordination allows, and which the simplicity of the Morning Service coiidcinns. Let ns j 
expunge those curses and mysteries of tlie Atlianasian (’reed for Which the J^itany offers no sanction. Let I 
us have no more unseomlv disputes over that jiower of regcnci’atioii m baptism which no other j 
I permitted miracle in our English C'hureh warrants us in extending to an English minister. Mr. Bonnet j 
told his Audience at St. Barnabas three days ago that he could gue rubiacal autliority for lighting i 
candles on the altar talile and other fooleries committed in his cliureli. Tins ma;^ he little excuse for a i 
man who knows the history of that rubric, and is under obligation as a Krotestaiit minister to act in the ! 
spirit of tlic mtelligcnt faith h(‘ pr(>fesses; but it is excellent reason for tlio mstant abolition of all fuj’tlicr | 
pretext or warrant for .such absurdities. They cauiiot have any meaning within the walls of a PntteBtant j 
church. There, they arc siirqdy wliat Lord John Kusscll calls them in his admirable letter, muliimrries. i 
What they may be where the Catholic worshiji is still behoved in, and tliey form but ]»art of the oiitw'anl 
fiigns of mysteries which still liave awful sanction in the heaits of w’orshi pliers, is not to the present purpose 
in the least. No Protestant has the right to affix (hthohe signification to them. 

What is the position of our loading English bishojis, then, in this vory matter? It w^as the Bishop of 
Loudon who officiated at the consecration of St. Barnabas, who ])revi()uply approved of its Pojiihli foppery 
of decoitition, aiul who, amid the candles and surplu es and gorgeous accom])amments of the altar, did nut 
scruple to declare “his admiration of the sj/lcndour of Go<is house winch slioiic around him, and hi‘' 
appreciation of the imposing services in whicli he w^as engaged" Mr. Beimet i.s now using this fact as he 
haa a iierfect right to do. Those very ceremonies and decorations, so stain] led with Episcopal a}>])roval, 
have since attracted crowds of Sunday rioters to iiiternipt the W'orship w'hich they hold to be dci»as('d 
by their continuance, and the interior of an English church has again been the scene of gi'oss and revolting 
disturbance. Mr. Bennet’s last sermon, protecti'd by clo.sed doors and many policemen, W'as in tlio form ol 
:ui a}»peal against the scandal and desecration of such bccnes ; hut iiicidciitally it exjiosed the much greater 
Bcaudal. “ TJie Bislicp of London,” said Mr. Bcunet, “came to this church on St. Barnabas day, the llth 
of June last. He entered this Iiouse of God, and examinoil wnth a critical eye every poilion of it. Every- 
thing pointed out to him by me ; uotlimg w'as omitted. He came on a grand festival of the Church ; 
he consecrated this house of God ; he gave us his blessing, and went awaj leaving us his benediction and 
God speed you. Now^ what difference can there l>e between June the llth ancl November the 24th?” 

Ah ! wheat difference indeed ! How striking is this snnjde coTnjjarisou of dates. God speed you ! on the 
11 til of June. The devil fly away with you ! on the 24th of November. But a great deal bad happened 
in the interval. In that interval the hope of establishing a Popery m hlnglaud had been frustrated by the over- 
eagerness of a Pope in Konie ; and the spiritual tyninny wdiich CMuirh'B James had been labouring for, Pio 
Nono came too suddenly to claim. Let not this be forgotten m the midst of the present excitement, or its 
result will be to abridge our liberties instead of extending and securing them. The Bishop of London, in 
hitt charge of the 2ud of November, took the lead in denouncing “anything which may seem to indicate a 
wish to make the slightest approach” to what he had )>roviously encouraged and assisted without scruple; 
and, he has been followed by men, formerly more active even than lumsclf in sanctioning covert Popery 
under the guise of Puscyism, who are now the loudest in swelling the general clamour, in denouncing the 
rival Pope, and in ciyiiig out for stringent measures against him. Tliis is what, most of all, wo have to 
guard against now'. “\\c think we are carrying the Tractarians with us," says the excellent Dean of 
Bristol ; “ but in fact they arc tricking us into support of them.” 

Follo^ving the inestimable counsel of that true luid honest divine, we rcjieat that all of us will have reason 
to deplore the unexampled excitement now going on around us, if wc do not pluck the flower from beneath 
the nettle. What we want is not simply to dri ve away the Pope of Rome, but to extirpate the popes of 
England. “ If it could be proved to be really true,” said the Dean of Bristol, at a meeting in that city, “that 
the Ghurch of England does speak with so uncertain a voice as to admit wdthin her jiale the superttitiOus 
spirit of Rome, and its rites ijnd observances, the people of England owx a great duty to the Almighty God 
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of tmth, and that ia, not to rest imtil a Church speaking bo uncertainly be again rofonned, and brought 
nearer to the principles of the Keforniatlon : that is, to the principles of the pure, sincere word of (Jo J. 
There is a great contest going on in thfe world ; wo have not only to contend against Koman Papacy, but wo 
have to contend against Anglo-Papacy.” With the corainont of those admimble sentoiici's let tho reader 
compare tho Bishop of Jjondon’s charge ; and still more the recent public addresses of such mou as 
Dr. Philpotts, Dr. Bagot. and Dr. Wilberforce; and say whether tho indignation so expressed against 
Popery bo not simply tho irritation of a would-bo "lival popedom. They advance the most insolent 
pretensions, in the very act of rej^ellmg tho insolence of othci’s ; and would resist an Organihution against 
human liberty, by lui authority us powerful, compact, exclusive, and domineering. They deny tho 
spiritual supremacy of the (^ucen, they affirm the sacrodne.ss of the Episcopal office, they claim 
unbroken desccut from Apostolic times, and they challenge for tho Anglican” jiriesthood tho jircciso 
authority and power which it \)OKSosHcd m the throe first centuries of (fiirisLianiiy. In shoit they 
Ignore the Reformation nltogctiier, exco])t so fur ;ls it secures them their henefi(*('S ; and set up in its 
place those preternatural pretensions, and that mystical character, wliicli, during the whole of tlio present 
agitation, has been more heartily denounced than even Tojicry itself by the manly intelligeiico and 
spirit of Englishmen. These arc the men that noiv recpiiro watching yet more than tlio (.ardmal and his 
imister. These arc the men to lie now, if c\er, tlispossessed of the i>owcr o1 rutin e mischief. Our danger from 
them is not the less because their outcry is just imw loudest against the common danger. The more they 
bully the Pope at pi’esent, the better their eliaiice of escape liom what is so viclily theii’ own due. Perhaps 
no man ever said more insulting tilings of Popeiy and its advocates than the Bishop of Oxford, the other 
day, to his clergy ; and this iit the vioy instant nhcii lie was claiming for Ins OAvn Olmrib pvcci sol y that 
lor which all frecm(3ii hate the (Jhiirch ol Jiomc. He calhal Po|>cry by every evil name; charged it with 
all abominable aud liy])Ocritical ])ractj(.cs ; and, liimswlf the brother of a KomisJi convci't, with iiiarvellons 
taste selected a pilrticular Uomisli eonvcit lor the special vi.ils of Ins wi'ath and scoiii. Father Sjiencer, it 
seems, has lately been rccomiiK'nding a general c.nucrsmn of the iaimlii's of England, by means of the 
scull t‘ry-maids ; and this }U'opositioii. \nIiicIi one vould have thought liaimlcss tnougli, Dr. Wilbcrforcc 
piotested had made his heart’s blood run cold. “To tlnnk,” ho exclaims, “ th.it such words should be used by

In repelling the charge, in Lord John llusseU’s letter,

and done in Ireland, and in many of our colonies and 
dependencies, lie thus defontls bis assumption of the 
title of Archbishop of AVestminster — “ I’lu* selection of 
this title for the Metropolitan See of the new liieraieliy 
has, I understand, given great ofleiu e. I am sorry for 
it. It was little le-^s than iiccessit} which le<l to its 
adoption. I must observe that, according to the dis- 
cipline of the Catholic Church, a bishop’.s title must hi' 
from a town or city. In re-cstablisliing a Catholic 
hierarchy in England, it uas natural and dicorou'* that 
its metropolitan should have his see at the ea]>ital. The 
very term mctroiiolitan siguilies the bishop I't Uu' metro- 
polis. This being the prmci[)jiL or h.isis of e^ory 
Ifierarchy, how was it to be acted on hen' ' liondoii 
was a title inhihiled by law ; I'^outhwavk was to form a 
separate see. 'J'o have taken the title of ‘a suliordmate

1 Chureli on that da} When tlie congregation arose to 
} leave tfio church at the elosr of the service, the organ 
began to play the air of the national anthem ; upon 
! which the whole congregation suddenly commenced the 
1 words, and sang two versi'.s with groat euthudasm. 
Air. (.-'urling, one of the ehaghims, then .succeeded in 
procuring u i)uu.se, and remarked, tliat as some ex- 
pressions ill the remaining virscs were not quite 
befitting the sanctity of the edifice, they had better 
substitute tlie doxology.

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Exeter distinguished itself by the splendour of its 
display. There was a mock procession and “ induction 
of the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster and his 
gang.” Thirty bareheaded friars preceded a train of 
some two hundred other Popish orders and dignitaries, 
who bore gigantic effigies of the Pope and Cardinal 
Wiseman, and of the Inquisitor-General, surrounded 
by masked familiars, bearing gridirons, shackles, and 
other instruments of torture. The processionists marched 
to the Cathedral-yard, and placed the effigies on un 
enonnous pile of w'ood. The whole was consumed 
amidst a display of fireworks and coloured lights, that 
astonished and gratified ten thousand S])(*ctator&. 

The pageant of Lord Mayor's Day, the 9th, was got 
up in an unusual manner. The custom of parading a 
man in armour, which is said to have cost a life per 
annum for a generation or tAvo past, Avas discarded ; 
and an attempt aaus made to organise a processional 
feature, emblematic of the Avidened dominion of 
man over nature, and especially ilhistrative r>f our 
OAvn civilisation among the nations of' the Avorld. The 
cortege took tlio usual route to tJie foot of lilackfriars 
lindge ; thenee, according to ancitmt usage, it went 
by Avater to Westminster. In Westminster Hall, 
liecoider Stuart W<u-tley did the honours of in- 
trodiKtioii, with a biiel biographical notice, .setting 
forth the industrial career of John Mu^groA■e, Esq., the 
ih'av Lord Mayor.

They next raised a wild Irish cry, and in a minute 
stones and brickbats poured through the bar-window, 
compelling the landlord and landlady to seek shelter in 
a comer. Haley coolly drew out the money-till, and 
cleared it of its contents — some 142. or 15/. Further 
damage was done to the premises ; then they retired, 
and met two policemen, upon whom they made a furious 
onslaught. The officers were knocked down, beaten, 
ki<ked, and jumped upon until they were to all appear- 
ance lifeless, and arc lying in a dangerous state. About 
this time a man named James Rhodes was passing along 
the street, in company with his son, a boy of 10 or 11 
years ; three men stepped from tlie crowd ; one of them 
flung a brick at Rhodes, whi(;h struck him upon the 
temple and knocked him to the ground insensible. He 
was conveyed to the infirmary, where he lay in a state 
of unconsciousness until Monday evening, when he 
became delirious, and died on Thursday. Six of the 
men and a womkn have been ai)prchcnde(l and examined 
before the borough magistrates, by whom they have 
been remanded. 

A remarkable case of Fraudulent Concealment and 
Disposal of Property occurred at the Insolvent Debtors’ 
Court on the 18th. Hugh Swan, the insol \ cut, had boon 
a linendraper, in Camden Town. He had been a bank- 
rupt, and his last examination was adjourned sine die. 
Efc had, since he petitioned the insolvent court, applied 
to the Court of Bankruptcy to pass, but bad not been 
allowed. The opposition now made against him w'as 
'that he had. kept fraudulent books, bad defrauded his 
creditors of goods, and concealed and made away witli 
considerable property. It appeared that in .Linuary, 
1849, he contemplated a failure, and schemes W'cre con- 
cocted to defraud his creditors. In Ajirfl of the same 
year he was made a hankrujit, having jircviously oftered 
his creditors a composition of os, in the pound, lie now 
admitted that he had removed, h\ the assistance of one 
o/'his shopmen, George Boone, 30()/ worth of stock ju«5t 
before his failure. He also admitted that other property 
had been removed to soeral persons to conceal. Also, 
that he had 400/. iUgmoucy, which he concealed, and 
spent after his bankruptcy. He bad some jdate which 
his 'wife concealed, and which was pledged after the 
bankruptcy. Ho bad a lease of Ins house in Camden- 
tow'ii, which was mortgaged to be kc'pt for him alter his 
bankruptcy. For some months bchire Ins failure he 
had sold goods in his trade by auction. In the month 
receding his bankruptcy he got 1500/. <tf goods from 
is creditors, and scut about 800/. w'oith to an auc- 
tioneer’;. to be sold, and destroyed the documents, to 
conceal it from his creditors. He also omittc'd debts 
from his balance-sheet, and concealed the hills, in order 
to receive the money afterw'ards. lie ^advanced, prior 
to his hankrujitey, to a market-gardencT, named Bishop, 
at Mortlake, 350?. to lay out on a farm, so that he might 
have the benefit of it alter his hankrujitey. In order to 
account for about 700/., he got a hairdresser named Main 
to few'ear in the Court of Bankruptcy that he had ]>ressed 
him for payment. Both Main and the insolvent swore 
to the transaction, and the latter now admitted that 
there was nothing due. The insolvent declared that he 
was assisted by Boone and an attorney named Albert 
Reed in his affairs. They tutored him, and he lent 
himself. Both these parties w ere in eourt; but us neither 
side would call them they wwe not examined. The 
insolvent dcclaied that Ri'cd, to w hom ho was recom- 
mended by Booiie, owxd him 100/ prior to his bank- 
ruptcy, and since he had advanced him (Reed) 350/., of 
which he was to return him 200/. lie, how'uver, had 
turned upon him, and he (the insolvent) hud given all 
the information to his assignees. I’roperty to about 
1400/. had been recovered for the creditors. He made 
the (Uficlosures in court without hesitation. The details 
of fraud and perjury amazed the auditors. He had 
been in prison since March, and during the time his 
wife and two children hud died ! He w^as iiow' without 
funds, and appeared to receive thcj'idginent of the court 


for hi« offences* The judgment was that he should be 
discharged when he had, from the date of his vesting 
order (made about three months back) been in prison 
for two years. 

At Westminster Police Office, on the 18th, Goss, 
butler to Mr. H. Drummond, of Bryanstone Square, 
was charged with attempting to create a Disturbance at 
St. Barnabas Church on Sunday momiug. A police 
inspector said he hastened to St. Barnabas Church on 
Sunday, in consequence of information which reached 
him that a very large mob had assembled round the 
church, threatening to break open the doors and commit 
other acts of violence. On his arrival he saw a crowd 
of several thousand persons around the church, princi- 
pally composed of thieves and low chai-acters, w lio were 
threatening to break open the doers. He desired his 
men to disperse the crowd ; and while they were doing 
so, the defendant, who had made himself paiticularly 
active, endeavoured to force his way into the church. 
Upon this, the crow d became more excited, and made 
use of the most violent and threatening language. The 
defendant w’as then taken into custody. A niunber of 
policemen corroborated the evidence of the inspector. 
Several witnesses were called by the accused; tradesmen 
residing near the church, who were present at the dis- 
turbance, attempting to gain admission to the church. 
They averred that Gosh was not disorderly, and merely 
tried to enter the church when it was know'n that there 
was standing-room within The man at the do»>r pro- 
duced a ‘‘ w'arrant*’ to exclude people, which was read 
aloud. Olio witness stated, tliat during the altercation j 
at the door, a gentleman came out, got over the boundary , 
wall of tlie area of th(' church, and said lic w'as disgusted , ! 
the caudles were lighted, ami it avos Bopeij in the most 
malig-nant form : ami that led to the mob crying out 
“ No Ih)j)cry T 'p to that time nineteen-twentieths of 
those present Avere ri'spcctable persoils.

The Avitness called a policeman’s attention to him, and 
said it Avus calculated to excite a breach of the maev. 
The knot of persons of whom Goss Avas one AVere Inside 
the Avail, not part of the mob outside. The Magistrate 
said — “ 1 httA'C noAv heard the Avhole of the ease*, and the 
cAidener on both sides is iioav before me. It i.N quite 
clear tliat a A'cry large mob of persons was present, a 
proportion of AvhOm Avere higlily respeetaole, and a por- 
tion ibicA’cs and low characters. The question is, 
whether the person before me was at all active in leading 
tin* mol), or doing that only wkich he might liaAC a 
right to do— attempting to gam admission to the church. 
Now it ajijK'ars from tlie evidence, that there Avae room 
inside tin* church when admittance Avas refused; 1 find 
that all he is charged with is, jiutting his fd«t to the 
door to get in ; hut a great many of the AA^itnesses swear 
that he did not do so, and therefore i do not think it is 
a case for me to call on the defendant for Sureties for bis 
good beliaA'iour, and T must dismiss him. But the 
Queen’s peace must be preserv(*d, and I am determined 
to prcscrAX* it Avithin this district : but those persons 
have miicJi to answer for, and undertake a serious 
resjionsibility, Avho provoke breaches of the peace by 
exciting the indignation of their fcllow'-subjccts by the 
ceremonies of the Romish Church at such n time as the 
present.” 'J'hc'se expressions produced a general burst 
of applause — clajiping of hands, &c., which w’as taken 
up by the persons usseinblcd outside the court. 

At Boav Street, on the 29th, Catherine Priostly, a 
.scrA'ant, Avas charged with obtaining a situation 
means of a False Character i dnd an elderly WfiHMlC 
named Ashh'y, Avas charged W'ith haviii^g the 

Letter of llerommcndation by wliich thj||#*l<fcuation Avas 
obtained. Priestly had applied for a situation to Mrs. 
Farrell, of Craven IStreet, Strand, and had giA-^en a 
lelerencc for character to a Mrs. Angell, whose address 
was given. Mrs. Farrell Avrote aodordiiigly, and received 
an answer, giAuiig the .serva^4 high character. She 
soon found it was A^olly ujil^served ; and on making 
inquiry respecting Mrs. Angell, discovered that Mrs. 
Angell was dead, and that the letter had been fabricated 
by the Avoman Ashley, who was a gentleman’s house- 
keeper. ’I'he magistrate observed, that so many rob- 
beries were committed in the families of gentlemen by 
sciwants of disreputalde character obtaining false roconi- 
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mondations, that it became necessj^ to visit such 
ofieiices -with the utmost severity. The persons who 
gave the false character were usually the worst of the 
two, but it was not his intention to make any distinction 
in the present case. He then fined the prisoners 10^, 
each, and, in default of payment, committed them each 
to three months’ imprisonment. 

The proceedings in the Bankruptcy Court, on the 20th, 
in the case of liakeman and Co., produced some curious 
disclosures respecting Commercial Transactions of the 
Uxte King of the French. Stephen Charles Lakeman 
carried oh husiness in copartnership with one Chale and 
General de Ilumigny, chief aide-de-camp to King Louis 
Philippe. The place of business was in St. Mildred’s 
Court, Poultry. They were commission-agents. This 
was a meeting for the last c-\amination of Lakeman. 
Itumigny has not yet surrendered to his fiat, and he has 
up to this time alleged, upon affidavit, us a reason for his 
non-surrender, and to prevent his outlawry, that he is 
unable to obtain a passport, the prefect of Police, for 
State reasons, refusing to grant one. Ijakcman, being 
examined at great lengtli, gave a lifijtory of the trans- 
actions of the firm. He stated that The partnership of 
Ilumigny was established in May, 1848, soon aftci^the 
arrival of the late King in this country, solely for “ po- 
litical purposes.” The object was to purchase the debts 
of the Civil List on account of the Iloyal Famil)" of 
Prance. This he clearly understood from conversations 
with Ilumigny and with the King. A loan was to 
be nogotnitod with Messrs. Baring to the amount ol 
800,000/. on the landed property of the house of Orleans 
in Prance. This money, 'when raised, was to be upiihed 
to the purchase of the debts of tlio hVorich civil list, on 
account of the Koyal family, it being specially provided 
and determined that no debt sbouhl be purchased at a 
less advantageous rate than 40 jier cent, discount. ISiich 
was the object to lie attained by the house of Lakeman, 
l)e Ilumigny and (’o , in May, 1848 A .short lime 
afterwards the eojiiirtnership was modified by the intro- 
duction of Ohal^ into the concern, and a .second commis- 
sion was given to the establishment as thus umench'd. 
They' were “ to receive goods and consignmimts from 
Preticli manufaeturers arid tradesmen, advancing them 
money on account of such consignments, so as to gain 
their sympathy for \hc Iloyal I 'anuly of Prance.” (lii- 
culars were accordingly despatched to ccriaiii Prcncli 
111 'ises ; a ])lace of business was taken, “ the General 
attended daily at the office,” and customers, when they 
clfercd themselves, were introduced, iii tlie jm'seuee ol' 
liiikemaii and Co., to the P\-King at Claremont, 'fhe 
concern did not prosper. Ilumigny vveut to Prauee, 
and Jjakeman was loft behind to faeothe rosiionsibilities 
of till linn, vNhii'h terminated in bankruptcy. It ap- 
neared by the bahinee-sheel that Lakeman was Metiin- 
ised by liis partner Ilumigny, who was to have brouulit 
money into the concern, hut hrou.'ht noni, while he 
drew out lljOO/. The Commissioner allowed the bank- 
rupt to pass. 

'I’ho celebrated Hon I’aeifieo, whose claims upon tlie 
Greek government hav e made so imicli noiM*, has ai)plied 
in the Couit of Queen’s Bench for a Criminal Informa- 
iion against the Moining Herald for an alleged ] .dud 
The libel is in a letter from the private correspinideut of 
the Morning Herald at Athens, dated the 2Sth of Pe- 
bruary, vvlucli contains the following jiassagos : — “ 'J’Jie 
Jew Vaeifico, before his fraudulent bankruptcy at C’oii- 
slantinoide, and before his consulship in Greece, held an 
jnn in a village in Portugal.” “ On one occasion Don 
Pedro, on his way to Lisbon, first sent to say that lie 
would atop there, and having cliuiiged his mind and 
taken another route, was much a.stonishcd some tunc 
afterwards to see mine host arrive with a bill for loOA 
for the cost, he said, of his preparations to receive his 
Majesty. Don Pedro took the thing as n joke, but gave 
him 2-5/. and sent him to the rightabout.” “ Since tlion 
Paciheo, having chnngeiLfor the third tinii' his nation- 
ahty, and put himself under Sir E. Lyons’ protection, 
raked up this old account, which he pretends to have 
been tom or lost in the pillage of his house-, and which 
suddenly took the fearful proportion of 2o,000/. This 
is the principal item of the Pacifieo affiiir, which also 
comprehends the indemnities for the harm done to his 
house, such as 2000/. for bronzes and cry.stals broken, 


and the rest in pi^oportion. Now it happens, that before 
the riot in his house Don Pacific© had had the misfor- 
tune to have one of his daughters run away "with twice*— 
first by a merchant’s clerk, and secondly by an apothe- 
cary’s boy, and on this second sad catastrophe nc ad- 
dressed himself to King Otho, protesting that his 
daughter had stolen everything he possessed, and that 
he had nothing left to live on, and consequently asking 
for alms. The King, it is a well-known fact, lent him 
more tlian once 100 drachmas at a time. You may 
judge, therefore, of the crystals and bronzes there must 
have been to break in his miserable dwelling.” Don 
Pacifico’s counsel, in applying for a rule, denied all these 
assertions. Don Pacifieo had never been at Constant!-' 
nople, and had never been n bankrujit. He hud three 
daughters, the eldest of whom married with his full 
consent, and the youngest, who was thirteen years of 
age, was still living under the parental roof. With 
regard to the second, to whom the libel was supposed to 
refer, she had been nvirried to an officer named Lante. 
M. Pacifieo, being a Jew, had objected to that marriage 
on the ground of Captain Liintc’s religion, and his 
daughter had been married ’^^itliout his consent; but as 
to her running away, or taking away with her any part 
ol her fathcr’.s property, there wa.s no pretence what- 
ever for the charge. Tlie rule was granted. 

Newmarket fair was infested by swarms of pickpockets 
and rogues of all kinds.

Mr. Napier’s researches, how ever, luiv e thrown 
so much doubt into Ills mind in reference to the jdan of 
gigantic rc.servoirs for stniingtln sujiply for months, that 
he proposes a plan of tile-drains xvhich shall catch the 
waters" as they issue from tlio earth, and lead them to a 
mam trunk that shall flow into a covered re.servoit^oii 
Wimbledon Common, large enough to contain two daxs’ 
supply against any emergency, and throwing its waste I 
into the Thames. He yiromises in a future report to 
give the details, and estimate the cost of his proposed 
plan. 

A correspondence, respecting the Boys who were cx- 
prihdjrom Woolwich and Carshalton, has taken place 
between Mr J. Levesou Gower (on the part of the 


parents and guardians of the boys) and the Master- 
General of the Ordnance. Mr. Leveson Gower urges 
Lord Anglesey, amongst other points, to revoke the 
sentence passed upon the boys, and re-investigatc the 
case, which the Master-General declines to do on various 
grounds — one of the most cogent being, that to do so 
would involve a publication of the whole evidence; 
which Lord Anglesey not only deprecates, but w arns 
the parents and guardians against having recourse to. 
Lord Anglesey further denies that his circular ordering 
the removal of the boys can justify the assertion that it 
tended to impute the xvorst of crimes to n single indi- 
vidual implicated. Mr. Levpson Gower closes the 
correspoudeneu by stating that such further measures ill 
the conduct of the case will be adopted, as upon con- 
sideration may be deemed to be expedient. 

The Admiralty have determined to put an end to the 
practice of having “ Mess^men ” in the Navy. No 
person is in future to be entered on board her Majesty’s 
ships, or to be employed iij the serviee, as a “ mesS-man,” 
whether in the guii-ruoin mess or the wai'd-room mess; 
il having been found that most of the extravagance, and 
lU'arly all the intemperance, with their coneomitants — 
ruin, disgrace, degradation, and loss of position in the 
soi\iee, and .society — aic attributable to the practice of 
the guu-ioom mess of large .shii)s appointing a regular 
“ llu^snlau,” fioni whom any quantity of spirits or 
wine could be procured by pacing for it. 

At a meeting of the Jmw Aniendinent Society^ on the 
iHlh, Mr. Dudley Fiekl, one of the Commissioners who 
prepaied the Amended Code for the State f)f New York, 
was introduced, and g.iie an account of the improx'e- 
ments in.ide hi that code in the .s\slem of legal 1)^-** 
eedure.

Tlv’V had a 
(’lianeellor and a Yicc-tdianeellor, whose juiisiHetion 
A\as modelled on the Kiiglish Courts of Kiputy , they 
had a Suiiremo Court, like the (knirtof Queen’s Ih'ueh , 
they had a Court of Apjical, consisting of the Senate, 
answeiing to the House of Lords, and when an rijipcal 
came from the Chiurt of (Tvaiiei ry, the .ludgi-.s of the 
Siipieme Court sat with the Seiiab*; xvhen, on tlie 
other hand, the appeal came from the Supreme (’ourt,, 
the Judges of the Court of Chancery sut in the Siuiatc. 
Thus they liad two systmns— that of Ctmimoii laiw, and 
that ol J'kjuilj ; and suitors vveie bandied about betw'ocii ‘ 
both till their jiatieneo or their imrse was exhausted. 
'I’hej had also ditfenuit forms of proci'dure in actions at 
lommonhnv, which added to the difficulty and uncer- 
tainty of obtaining juslicf*.

higher thou the ownership of 2000/. or even 4000/. fixed 
property. The popular proiiosal Avas supported only by 
the elected members, Stockenstrom, I'^airbairn, Brand^, 
and Keitz: Mr, GodlontAi joined the officials, and 
made the division against it one of seven to four. By 
a similar vote the property qualification w'as affirmed ; 
and it was resolved that the members of Council should 
be elected for ten years. On the 20th September, the 
secretary of goA’cmmeut liaA'ing presented some drafts 
of ordinances for consideration, SirAndries Stockenstrom 
moved Oi. an amendment, that the ordinances for consti- 
tuting the local parliament should bo proceeded with 
till completed and passed, before any others bo taken 
iqi. He was supported by the same three popular mem- 
bers who before sided W’ith hipi ; Mr. Godltmton again 
joining the officials, he was heaten liy seven to four, and 
a resolution the reverse of that Avhieh he had moved 
was affirmed. Sir Andries handed in a paper of “rea- 
sons for dissent,” signed by himself, Mr. J ’uirhairn, Mr. 
Brand, and Mr. Beitz he and those gentlemen then 
tendered the resignation of their scats in the Council, 
and retired. 

On the 21st September, the representatives who had 
resigned I'^sued a joint letter to their constituents, 
assuring them, that Avitliiii a few days some proposal 
uouUl be publicly submitted tor bringing their wishes 
explicitly before the (iuei'n, the parliament and the

posal of the Executive, and offering it as a bonus open to 
jn-ivatc competition A select committee of the licgislo- 
ti\o Ctouncil Avas also appointed to iinpiirc and report 
unon the c.xpedienev of forming a settlement nt Cayie 
York, on the north-west coast of New Hfdland, or in 
the iinniediate neighbourly ood. Its eliirihility lia^ long 
been the subject ot investigation and fuA'ouralile reeom- 
nicndatioii by rniAul surveyors, and it is expi'cti'd that a 
staff of goA'crnmcnt surveyor-, wall he speedily despatched 
to the ])rojccted colony. The geogra]firii(:aJ position of 
('ape York is such as is said to render its oecii]Kition an 
object of paramount importance. 'JTie movor ot the 
resolution in reference to the proposed settlement AA^as 
Mr. Nicholls, a native of Ncav ISouth VVales, born of 
Ibiropean parents; and the conclusion of his sjicoch 
affords gratifying evidence of the feelings entertained by 
that class of the community toAA nrdsthe. mother- country. 
Such a settlement (he observed) Avnuld undoubtedly be 
another ‘•top in the progress of civilisation — another 
outpost of the great Australian nation Avhich AA-^as des- 
tined to perpetuate the religioa.and the language of the 
AngIo-)Saxon race in the southern hemisphere. It Avas 
bv such steps as these — by pacific triumphs — by csta- 
blisbing educational institutions, and liy fostering com- 
mercial enterprise, tliat Australia avouIcI become great, 
and never by the arms of its children being turned 
against their forefathers.

They Aveiit 
about 120 miles up the country in a southerly direction 
crossing several streams, all falling into the river be- 
tween the White Blufl* and Cape Campbell. They dis. 
covered an opening into the Port Cooper plains, but a 
heavy fall of snow compelled them to return. TTioy 
entertain no doubt, Jiowever, tliat a fair road for di a^ ^ 
may bo made betAvcen the Wairau and Port Coope r. 
The party saAv Iavo birds standing each five feet liighj 
supposed to be emus, and made Several interesting 
botanical discoveries. They report the country over 
AA'hicli they travelled us eligible for sheep runs and 
cattle stations, and some of it as avcU woodtnl.

The local paper states that they came from 
the village of Cloiioron, about two milc.s distant, and had 
been hut a feAv days jiroA iously CA'ieted from their holdings. 
While going through the town they Avere cheering and 
siiouting, and appeared in the best jiossible humimr. Oii 
inquiry as to the cause of Iheir unusual mirth, it anus 
ascertained to have arisen from the eireumstanec of their 
huA’ing reteiA'od a large ‘'Um of money from their trieuils 
III America, Av Inch came to hand on the very moniing 
they Averc ejected from their cabins. 

A rcmuikablo ease of Successful Emiffratinn is Iha^ 
of .Mr. .James Wilson, a native of Caithness, Avho lately 
i arriA'ed in Elngland from Australia. Twm-and-fAveiity 
j A ears ago he landed as a young emigrant at Van Die- 
' men’s Land Avith 5(Js in his pocket; fifteen years ago he 
I crossed over to Port Philip, Avlien there Avere only two 
j huts in th.it noAv fiourishiiig colony, and there ho has 
remained ever since. He is th(‘ larg(‘st incliAidual shcf-p 
farmer in the colony, being the cAyner of .‘JO, 000 shcej), * 
and land siiffieieiit, reckoning, as he doi-s, an acre to a 
sheep, to feed 60, 000. He is noAv AA'oith OOOO/. a-ycar. 
His Ai«it to England is to see tlic old country once inoie, 

A\ hen he junjioses to pass the remainder of his life in 
South Australia. 

Intelligence has been reeeiA'ed of the arrival in Aus- 
tralia of the first parties of I'cmah Emiqrnnis despatched 
by the (Committee of thej Female Flmigration I’Tuid. 
The sliij) Culhulen, wdth a party of UK girls, arrived, all 
AA'cli, at Port Philip on the 6th of July; the shiji Duke 
ot J*ortland, AAith 6.5 on Ixaird, arrived, all will, at 
Adelaide, on the 2fl day of August. ’J’ho young Avomen 
aie stated to have behaA’od AAith great projnicty during 
their passage out, and to have had good health through- 
out their voy.ages. ’I he most favourable testimony is 
borne to the good conduct of those in cliarge of the 
tonigrimts, and to th(‘ Avell Avorking of the arrangements 
w hirh were made by the committee here on their behalf.' 
Both at Melbourne and at Adelaide this immigration 
.qijiears to have been very fuvoura\)ly regarded by the 
colonists. Of the 38 landed at Port Philip on the 6^*“ 
of July, it appears by the Melbourne papers that 
Averc engaged as servants at AAmges varying from 12/. 

20/. a year bi'fore the evening of the 10th, and suTf 
sequent advices state that evciy one of the girls MfcjP 
obtained employment. All the girls landed at Adelaide 
had secured employment at fair wages within four days 
after arrival. The ladies’ cximmittee, who provided for 
the receiition of the young women at Port Philip, appear 
to have been most favourably improssed by their apiienr- 
ance and demeanour ; and one of^thfi Melbourne pnpei s 
says, “ They appear to belong to^l class of immigmnts 
peculiarly adapted to this country, being young, healthy, 
and intelligent, and apparently possessed of that happy 
buoyancy of mind, and that hearty determination of 
purpose, that will enable them to net Avell their part in 
any of the many situations of usefulness Avhicli lie so 
invitingly before them.” 
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NAREATITE 0F_F0EEIGN EYENTS. 

T)RUSSIA with twico three hundred thousand men hoa accomplished the great feat of marching up a hill 
and marching down again. Sho has shown all her teeth, that the world may perceive she is unable 
or indisposed to bite with them. Industry and commerce have been suspended, the workshop and the 
fai’in have been deserted, all the ordinary hopes and avocations which make up the everyday life of Prussia 
have received a check of the most disastrous kind ; and, as far as yet appears, for no earthly object- but to 
show how eager the king is to obtain the domination of Germany, imd how utterly unable and imbecile 
to accomplish his desire. It remains to be seen whether the people, thus bodily dragged into the conflict, 
may not take upon themsolyes at length the authority of ending it. 

Ihc French President has delivered a message as meek as Cardinal Wiseman’s appeal. Ho promises 
nothing less nor more but that ho will be a good boy in future, and attend to all the tasks which the 
Assembly may choose to set him. He is delighted that France should be so prosperous, and is jirepariug 
all kinds ot tilings to make her more so. Will the Assembly be so hardhearted ns to turn him oft’ when he is 
so good a boy ? 

l*io Kono, after dispatching his bull to England, favoured Sardinia with an “ allocution.” In this document 
liis Holiness adopts all the acts of the Cardinal Archbishop Fraiizoiii, foriiJerly commemorated in this 
miri-ativc ; and distinctly approves of the refusal of the lioly sacrament to a dying stati'sman, wlio had boon 
active in promoting a law hateful to tbe Komaii See, because favourable to the equal civil rights of priest and 
laymjin! Let Lord Beaumont, and other Catliolics in Jiliigland, take waniing in time. 

The man-hunts continue in America; and a real rebellion has broken out in China. The eai-tli is full 
of portents of winch the issue must be waited quietly. Mr Webster preaches not only the sacred duty of 
obedience, but the infamy of resistance, even to the law which creates a property in the bodies and souls of 
hum;ui creatures ; but even in quiet and statiouai-y Cliiim, it would seem, find with little more than tariffs 
and duties at issue, a termmatioii is apt to come, sooner or later, to these duties of obediouco and penalties 
of resistance ; and Mr. Webster may yet live to discover that there arc inhuman hiAvs whie-h carry with 
them no obligation of human acquiescence or submission, even for a day. 


Hha National AfiscmhJy of France met on the 11th. 
On the following day it cliosc its officers. M. Dupin 
\Nas elected President, by .'kSIl vote.s out of 50-1 present, 
the other votes being divided between M. Mathiou de 
la Lrom(‘ and two or three inoie. M. Dupin took the 
eliair, and immediately declared M. BaroOie, the 
Minister of the Interior, to he in possession of the 
tribune. M. Barochc proceeded at once to read the 
“Message of the President of the Reimblic ; jiresenting, 
in virtue of the 52d article of the Con.stitution, the 
expose of the general st^te affairs of theFrench Jlcjiublic, 
addressed to the Legislative Assembly in the session of 
the L/th November, 1850.“ The Message treats its .sub- 
jects under the headings of Interior, Finances, Public 
Works, Atfi'iculture and Commerce, Justice, Public 
Instruction and Religious Worship, War, Marine, and 
a concluding llcsume. 

Under all these branches the view given of public 
afr.jir.s is highly favourable. In the Interior, confidence 
ana tranquillity have been restored. The finance.s pro- 
gress favourably; international commerce has been 
raised ; and everything concurs in warranting the hope 
that, the deficit of 1850 will be sensibly diminished, and 
that the equilibrium announced for 1851 will be realised. 
Great reductions are makinig both in the army and navy. 
Foreign relations are satisfactory. The benefit to the 
French fiag of the liberalised navigation-la^ of England 
is acknowledged ; and hopes arc exjiressed that pending 
negotiations will end in arrangements still more in con- 
formity with the interests of tnc two countries. 

I'he reading of the Message was listened to with fixed 
attention, and the closing passages called forth loud 
applause. The favourable impression made by the 
Message had even increased on the 13th. I'welve 
hundred copies were posted up in the different quarters 
of Paris, by orders of the Prefect of Police ; and 37,000 
copies were sent to the provincial communes. 

At the commencement of the sitting on the 13th, the 
result of the ballot for the vice-presidents was announced. 
MM. Daru, Leon Faucher, Denoist d'Azy, and General 
Bedcau were all re-elected and proclaimed vice presi- 
dents. The old secretaries, MM. Amauld (dc rArriegc), 
Lacase, Chapot, Heckeren, Beraud, and Peupin were 
also re-elected. The business transacted w'as not of 
public interest, c.vcept perhaps the motion made by M. 
Antony Thourct, who proposed that the prorogation 
committee should deposit what it has drawn up on the 
incidents which have created so much sigitation in the 
course of the vacation, and that the minutes of the 


different meetings of the committee should bo printed 
and distributed 'I'lic motion was ‘seconded by another 
Montagnard (M. Baudiii), but was received with loud 
expressions of disajiprobation by the majority M. Odilon 
Barrot then rose and said tliat the prorogation com- 
mittee did not consider it necessary to present a report, 
and th.at ho had therefore no further exidaiiations to 
give on the subject. He terminated by moving the 
order of the d’lv, which was voted by an iiniuense 
majority. The llouse then lose, ■ 

The subsequent business of the Chamber has hitherto 
been of little interest. 

A serious oceurrence has takcMi place in a .small town 
of about 5000 inhabitants, called Boiirg St. Audeol, in 
tbe Ardeclic. On the morning of the ISth the Attorney- 
General of the department, accompanied by 90 men, 
comprising gendarmerie and troops of the line, jiro- 
ceeded to effect the arrest of a jicrson named Morrico, 
Deputy-Mayor of the town, on a charge of being impli- 
cated ill the Lyons affair. The awest was efleeted , but 
as they uer(‘ escorting him the troops were followed by 
a large crowd, and when they were about to issue from 
the streets to the country, they found their way stopped 
by barricades, from behind which they were received 
with a volley of stones and some musket shots. The 
soldiers fixed baj'^nets and moved steadily on, whiU 
thu.se who w^re mounted were preparing to leap the 
barricade, when tlie lieutenant who comniand('d the 
gendarmerie was struck by a bullet wdiicli broke his 
under jaw. The troops halted for an instant, loadt'd 
witli ball, fired a volley at the assailants, charged, swept 
ill an instant the barrier before them, and scattered the 
infuriated rabble in all directions. One of the insur- 
gents lay dead behind the barricades, and sev'eral 
wounded. The gendarmes arrested seven, and led them 
off with the prisoner to rescue whom the revolt was 
got up. 


The intelligence from Gerwiany during the past month 
has constantly fluctuated between peace and war ; and 
the innumerable conferences and negotiation® between 
Brus.sia, Austria, Russia, and the smaller German states, 
have as yet led to no ascertained results. In eonsequence 
of the failure of Count Braiidenburgh, the Prussipi 
Minister, to effect an amicable arrangement w^ith Austria, 
the whole Prussian army has been jdaced on a war foot- 
ing and the laiidw'elir has been called out. 

The Prussian chambers were opened on the 21st by 
the King. The following is the portion of the Royal 
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speech which relates to tlic cliffurcnt branches of the 
(^miau question : 

“ A full account of the use made of the credit of 
18,000,000 thalers, voted for military purposes, will bo 
laid before you. 

“The dangers by which you were induced to gr^t 
that credit have not yet been removed. My pacific re- 
lations to rhe great Powers of Euroj)? have not indeed 
been interrupted ; but, unhappily, it has not been pos- 
sible to carry into effect my intention to create for the 
German States a CoHhtitution equal to their neees'^itics. 

I cling to the idea which was the foundation of my 
efforts, in firm hope in the future ; but 1 will onlv again 
attempt its re alisation on nev grounds, ^ hen a decision ■ 
has been come to on the future organisation of the 
German Bund. 

“I hope that the negotiations on this subject will 
soon lead to a successful result. 

“ The peace with Denmark is concluded and latified ; 
hut it has not been possible as -s et to carry it in all points 
into effect. * 

“ In a neighbouring German Rtate disputes of the 
most irreconeileable character haie taken place. An 
attemiit to interfere, made from one side only, threat- j 
ened to violate the rights ol’ Prussia, and h.i.s led to nns- 
under.standiugs in which we are diieetl^ in\olved. Our . 
representations, founded on the conditions of our geo- j 
graphical and military position, did not meet with proper 
attention on the part of the Si'ierei^ii of the State and | 
his allies. Besides this, conceutratioiis of troops were ■ 
made close ou our frontiers, in places distant from the j 
scene of those einbarrassnieiits, by which the security of J 
-»thc monarchy was menaced. Then f could iv' longer j 
liefer what had been long postponed, J have called out i 
the whole warlike power of the laud, and 1 see with- 
pride and jo^ that all my people capable of bi'aninr arms i 
have risen like one man, and joined theniselve> to my j 
brave and faithful army. 

“Ill a short time wc shill stand mori* strongly armed 
tliJiD at any period of old or modern time. We do not 
seek war ; u e wish to lessen no one’s rights, or force our ' 
proposals on any one; but we require an orgiinisation of' 
collective Germany, (!on>isteiit with onr jireseiit position ' 
,iii Germany and in KurO])e, and eoinmeiisurate with the ‘ 
sum of the rights that Clod has plaeiul in our hands. We , 
have a good right, that we will defend, and we will 
remain in pow^erful preparation, undei our weapons, till | 
we are certain it has obtained recognition. j 

“ This ive ow'C to Prussia and to Germany. I 

“ I hope that our rising will be sufficient to assert our i 
right; if this is attained, it is without danger to the 
peace of Kurope, for my peo])le arc reasonable in the I 
same degree as they are strong. j 

“ It is for you. gentlemen, to furnish me wuth the 
means by which this end is to be se<-ured. 1 lament the | 
sacrifices w^hieh on this account must be imposed on the I 
nation, but I know, gentlemen, that your 7a‘al will not ^ 
be behind that of the whole people. You will furnish a ! 
proof that nur Constitution, to which I inviolably adliere, 
hinders not, but on the contrary promotes strength of 
action in Ihmssia. 

“ And as all party spirit has been merged in the enthu- 
siasm of the moment — as the people and the army feel ; 
themselves united with me and each other — you too, the 
representatives of tliis admirable people, will stand by 
me, unanimous and firm, in the dangers of the present. 

“ Well then, let our >vatch words be, union in fidelity, 
confidence with God in one spirit-— in the real old 
Prussian spirit, 

“ God has often and largely helped us with it, and will 
he]^ u,s still fiuther. — Such is my trust.’’ 

The latest aqcounts from Berlin state that the Empe- 
ror of Russia has reiterated lus demand for the imme- 
diate intervention in Rchles^vig Holstein, and threatened 
Prussia with his army if slie opposes it. The Czar would 
not object, however, to the pacification being accom- 
plished by Prussia. 

The Austrians arc reported to be in Saxony. 

Letters from Munich stote that the Hessian question 
will be settled by mutual declarations. 

The vending of provisions from l.ower Hesse to the 
neighbourhood of I'lilda has been forbidden by the com- 
mander of the Prussian trqops. 


The Queen of Spain in person opened Cortes on the 
3l8t October. The royal speech was of unusual length. 
It announced the happy resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Great Britain in a manner worthy of both 
nations ; proudly referred to the brilliant ri'sults of its 
intervention on behalf of the Pope, and to the expedition 
of foreign pirates in Cuba, who had boon oblig(*d to fly 
before tlic loyalty of tlie poinilation and the resolution 
of the forces ; it referred to eonsidorable reforms in the 
administration of roads and institutions, in the couduft 
of pri.soii discipline, and in the removal of ob.stacli's to 
agiicultural and commercial industry; and it promised 
sclicme.s for the definite settlement of the public debt 
and for the settlement of the fueros of the Basque 
I’rovinees. 


The accounts f»*om Consiantinnph mention the Uo- 
struciion of the Flag-ship of the Turkish Admiral, with 
the loss of oOO men.

population by the Moslems ; a sudden outbreak, it 
apiiears, of fanaticism. On the night of the lOtli nume- 
rous armed bands of Moslem peojde forcibly euteKu 
the* dwellings of the Christians iuhubiLiiig tlm*o-q millers 
of the town called Sulihi and h'edida, jihindering e\ery 
house of what it jiossessfcd ; and, whenetev the lea',) 
resistance wuis showm, wounding and murdering th ' 
inmates. On the 17th the same scene's continued to la* 
periietrated. The roads everywhere leading from On 
above quarter's were thronged , with C’hristianK, men. 
women, and children all hurrying away in the terror 
with which they were inspired by the burning of tluar 
churches, the d(*si‘cration of their homes, the spoliation 
of their wealth, the destruction of their property, the 
dishonour of their wiv(‘« and maidens, and the ruthh's*- 
sl.uighter ot their relatives. All these atrocities wore com- 
mitted in broad daylight, and under the eyes of 'rurkish 
soldiery; there w^ere none to prevent these ruffians from 
accomplishing their horrilile de-signs on an inotlensiTt' 
peoph*. Three handsome churches, worth ’i()w.'nf1s oi' 
2o,000/., wi re burnt; five churehes have been ]»lundered , 
an invaluable library, containing ancient Syrian inann- 
scrijits, destroyed . three priests and several otlit^ 
Christians were killed ; many, among whom is the 
Syrian Bishop, a highly respected octogenarian, weie 
wounded, and some of them aftcrward.s died. 'Die 
jiriiicipal Christian quarters, such as Sulibi, Eedida, 
'J'oomayat, Ilaret, II Un Kabobt, Tudrebee, Bowabet, 
Butrosse, Bowabel Aset, Essa il Khul, were sackej. 
The loss of property is estimated at nearly a million 
sterling. In the space of 24 hours several hunilrcil 
families, comprising the most rcsjieetable native 
Christians of Aleppo, and consisting altogiither of about 
7,000 individuals (Rayahs) have been rendered hou.st’- 
less. 

On the morning of the 17th the Pasha hastily rcmovi d 
to the military haivacks, where, surrounded by the 
troops, he remained an almost passive spectator of wliat 
was going forward in the town beneath. General Bcm 
pledged his life to stop the persecution if he were allowed 
a few pieces of artillery and 500 soldiers, but the Pasha 
would not grant tliem, on the pica that they would 
prove insufficient. Ho rather preferred to yield to popu- 
lar fanaticism than set Moslem to fight Moslem in de- 
fence of the (’hnstians. At thi* date of the ueeount, ten 
days had ehijised sinee the Christians fled from their 
houses, and none had yet ventured to return to them 
The khans were full of the fugitives — 080 in one, 2200 
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in another, 700 in a third, 400 to 600 in a fourth ; and 
in the other 11 or 12 khans there were as many as made 
up the number of 7000. Honourable mention is made 
of the conduct of M. Losseps, the French Consul, who 
distinguished himself in his unceasing endeavours to 
provide for the wants of tho distressed, of whom he 
received in his Consulate upwards of 200, and the per- 
sonal requirements of about 600 others he daily supplied. 
An account three days later states that a reinforcement 
of troops had arrived, that the fugitives w'ere beginning 
to return to their homes, and tliat an appearance of tran- 
quillity wos restored, though there was still a strong 
uiidorciirrent of evil.

The lati'st accounts from I%Ht arc dated the 
16th instant. Tlic excitement caused by the operation 
of the Fugitive Slaves liill still eoiitiiiiK'd, and serious 
disturbances had taken place at Fhiladeljihia and other 
lilaces. On the other hand, a grc.it mi'cting had been 
1i(‘ld in New York, at which leading citi/ens cxpri'ssed 
their regret that a measure regarded by the greatest 
statesmen as a portion of a fair compromise, and declared j 


by them to bo strictly constitutional, should now' be 
denounced as unjust and unconstitutional, and as war- 
ranting resistance by physical force. A letter from Mr. 
Daniel Webster gave his warm adherence to the reso- 
lutions. 

“ The measure,” he said, ‘^is not such a measure as 
X had prepared before I had left the Senate, and’ which, 
of course, I hliould have supported if I had remained in 
the Senate. But it received the proper sanction of tho 
two Housos of Congress and the President of the United 
States. It is the law of the land, and as sueli is to be 
respected and obeyed by all good citizens. I have heard 
no man whose ojiiniou is Avorth regarding deny iis con- 
stitutionality ; and those who counsel violent resistance 
to it, counsel that wdiich, if it take place, is sure to lead 
to bloodshed and to the eomniission of capital offences. 
It remains to be seen how far the deluded and the 
deluders Avill go on in this career of faction, Folly, an«l 
crime.” 

This demonstration at New York is said to have Imd 
much influence on public opinion in the Northern 
States.

I ^rHE Jlclip;ioiis Acjitatlon liji,s contiiiuod during the month with little abatemdiit, Lnt the iirctcnaion'? of liis 
Holiness at Rome have not 'plum'd so largely in it as those of some snialler jiopos hero in Englaml. 
Hr. Roiinc'tt has been turned out of St Hiirnalxis hy tlio Bishop of London. FJot, however, for denying the 
.siipn'inacy ot the Crown in S])iritual alia.i.s or discipline, not for assorting the Church’s lufallilnlity and 
sujireinacy ; not for (ailing the Protestant Establishment a statesman’s tool; not for the identification, in 
short, in all material respects, of tlie teaching of the (diurch of 8L Barnabas with tliat of the Church of 
j Koine’ but d’or a certain indiscreet excess iii gestures, postures, ceremonies, forms, and intonations, which 
I s('cmcd to the ]iislio]> to bo ‘‘ carrying tilings too far.” There is nothing in the decision pronounced against 
this refractory ti'aehcr hy his diocesan, which m any rnaniiei* oouehes the (piostioiis most gravely in issue 
, lu'tween the Urotestant Church and her Romanising mimstiu’s. If other than th(‘ mere forms are to bo 
! grapjtled with, it must be by a mode of censure far otlu'r than Doctor Hlomfiehl’s. Happily, howeeer, it is 
j tlu‘ substiuico of tlie tiling called Tractarianism, and not its iiku’c ‘nimbs and flourisbos, ’ against Avhieh tbe^ 

I i)(‘o})h' gonenilly arc now eager ai 1 arou.sed ; and a bi'ginning oi the work most needful to be transacted at 
I tlie present time has been alrcMcly made. A l.iy soeieLv has been formed m Plymoutb, to promote and 
j bring .ibout a iT'fonuatiou of the (Hiureh serviees, a better adinirii.'!traLu)ii of ecclesiastical revenues, and » 
I improvement of the discipline of the <Jiiureh. Such soeieties should bo jormcil every \sbure ; and tlieir 
j uivanable buses should be a rea-ssertion of the right of jUTvate judgment, and a claim of inercaseil power for 
j tiie l.iuy in maiuus ecvlesinstieal 

These are the views and ellbrrs winch will alone save us, as Protestants, from the miseliiofs incident 
i more or less to all religious agitation , and -without which tlicro is even yet a danger that the ])reseiit 
! (‘xeilemciit may leave us exposed to a worse iiitoleraiiee than tliat against whicli it has protested. 'In 
j reganl to Roman Catliolielsiii itsilf, hatevor legislation may l»e found expedumt or necessary, it will bo, 

, a-ssuredly not less so to keep m mind the just distiiietion betvNei'ii wliat may fairly warrant interiereneo, and 
1 wiiat cannot w'lthout ‘danger be meddled will). That distinction is, not to pi’olubit the spiritual aiithonty 
! of tl • Po]>o in any extent of unrestricted rommunieation tliat may be cidlcd for by full toleration ot the pro- 
' t('ssjoii and cxerci.se of the Roman Catholu* religion in England ; but at the same time so to legislate, that 
I tliis-]'!ipai authority shall bo kept really and strictly spiritual, that its mandates shall not be suffered to 
I run CO ordinate in civil matters, such as that of education, wuth those of the head of tlic state, and that all 
, its missives which in any manner treiieli on the temporal province shall be rendered sulject to the temporal 
'< law ,s, 

I f i'- Edward Sugden has dcci.sively })ronouiieod that the l‘.i])al brief of September cxposi's its promulgators 
( U> l(‘gal penalties, though lie has laiied to explain w'h.it tlicy arc ; but lie they small or great, it is a ditierent 
I kind of ])rotoctiuii that true ITotcstants in England now sorely need. They pray foi sound education ; and 
against all “ liigli” prio.sts who would oppose it, -whether English or Roman. It may be true that Pio Nono 
impertinently claims Bpiritual hoadshi[) in hhigland, and that liis emissaiics convene synods of Thurlcs 
practically to enforce hi.s claim; but it is not less true that Henry of l^eter insolently refuses to address 
the Queen as the “earthly head of tlie Chureli in this kingdom,” and dmies and ohstnieta her Privy Council 
m tlieir cxci-tioiiB for popular education. The legislation that reaches not both tliesc evils, will leave 
tlie most deeply felt practical grievance niitouelicd. Now or never, guai'anteos must bo obtained for 
edneational as well a.s religious freedom. Now must bo commenced, if e\ er, that good work, of which a 
thorough reform of both universities wall go far to the glorious comjdetion.

But the bait has not caught ; and Mr. Sewell lias taken nothing by bfs motion but tho 
disadvantage of having let slip tho not unimportant admission that “ the university possesses a large 
amount of available resources and machinery with wOiiith tho ]>rescnt state of education eonfeiTcd by it is 
by no means commensurate.” It is to be hoped that the Mini.stcrial Commission will not relax in jjs

Even amidst the religious hubbub have been heard some faint Protectionist erics. Messrs. Spooner and 
Newdegate have protested at Sutton Colheld against sinkmg to the condition of the foreigner, to whieli 
ehawbacon, pondering between his seven sliillings a- week and the union next door, cries out Anau ! 
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Mr. Muutz has called attention to the remarkable fact that the manufacturing interest gobbles up n famior 
for its supper every night. And Mr. George Frederick Young has vowed at the London Tavern that his 
neck shall not be bent to the yoke “unresistingly.’’ which seems to promise a tough job to the manufacturing 
interest if it tbinks of gobbling up Mr. Young. However, there is no saying now-a-days what any amount 
of I'esistanco is worth, seeing that it needs but a square inch of damj) tq)onge to bring even a grizzly bear 
of the Rocky Mountains under the knife of an oi)orator as merciless as a Bright or a Cobden. 

An iucidont of the juonth, which deserves record in even tliis brud' retrospect, lias been the defeat of the 
Tenant League agitation in Ireland, at the election for the county JJmerick. It is too decisive to admit of 
any doubt. Failing their own candid.itc, the Ijeaguers w^ould gladly have assisted the Frotectionists, but 
tho latter wa.s also turned to the iight-uboul, imd the Free-tivider cliosen. This n^sult is imiiortant in so 
far as it goes very uncxpcctetlly to prove that there is some hunt to impracticable and mischievous agitation,

The jury 
retired, and after a short absence returned into court, 
and gave a verdict for the plaintiff— Damages, 10/. 

An extraordinary charge of Domeatic CnielUf was 
investigated at Guildhall police court on the 7th. Mr 
George Sloaiie, a special pleader in tlie Temple, was 
aoeu8('d of having starved and raaUreated Jane Wilbred, 
a young girl in liis sen ice, as' maid of all work. The 
girl’s Aveak and emaciated condition had been observed 
by the neighbours, and they had learned from herself that 
she Avas nearly dead from starvation and ill usage. Tavo 
gentlemen, Avho had eliumbers adjoinnig, called on Mr. 
Sloaiie, and insisted on obtaining the custody of the 
girl, and with some demur he gave her up. She Avas 
found to he in a dangerous condition, and couA'cved to 
the Itoyal Free Hospital. On the above day she was 
brought to Guildhall, a summons having been issued 
against Mr. Sloano. The girl's appearance, as she av.is 
carried into the court in an easy chair, excited gmans 
and exclamations of horror. She was de‘<enbe<l by 
witnesses] as having been eighteen months ago a eoiuely 
girl, plump and healthy. The surgeon of lln‘ hospital 
thus described In r aj»pearance Avlicn she Avas lironebt 
then' ‘‘The pnlsc Avas scarcely peiceptibie ; the ex- 
tremities very cold and livid, the respiration feeble, 
and she Avas almost luiabh' to speak.” Tliei;e was no | 
disi'ase the appearances resulted entiiely fivnn want of j 
food; and this must linvo bft'u the ea>*e lor many j 
months.

mustard in it.” “ The last time J had nn.it w'as afiout i 
a month before IMr, Phillimoie saw me; then 1 had a ' 
little beef, but not nearly so raiieli as 1 could eat. It 
was generally six or si.'au u o’clock in the evening before 
CAcr I got any dinner, sometimes btfore ami sometimes 
after Mr. and Mrs. Sloaiie dined. I used then to have 
for tea a little bread and pepper or mustard , but tlioy 
w'ould not allow me anything to drink Aviih it I was j 
not, even alloAved to take any Avatcr. I could not get at ; 
it without Mr.s. Sloanc seeing me, and she would heat i 
mo if I attempted it. ’ She Avas often beaten — nearly 
every morning, by Mrs. Sloane, lor Aveariug the slceACs ! 
of her shift on her arms Avhen it Avas cold. “Oiicei 
Avhen Mrs, Sloanc had gone out and boiled some meat ! 
for her cat, Avhen the meat was boiled .and the cat had j 
the meat, the water il Avas boiled in w'as put m a hasin, 
and she accused me of drinking a little of the Avater 
I said 1 had not, hut she heat me very much for it.” 
The girl then rcAcaled an almost incredible instance ol 
obscene cruelty. Mrs. Sloajic once ordered her to cat 
some of her own excrement, and actually called Mr. 
Sloanc to aid her Avhilc slie forced the revolting sub- 
stance into the girl’s mouth. [The Avhole of the 
persons in court here burst into a yell of indignation . 
the ofheers made no attempt to repress the manifestation, 
and Aldeniuin llmnnhery declared that Ins feeling.s 


would hardly alloAV him to continue the examination.] 
The girl Avent on to give further details of beatings, and 
of the jn-ecautions taken to prevent the participation of 
any food not given by the hands of Mr.s. Sloaiie herself. 
Alderman Humphery now found that her voice was 
growing inarticulate ; she murmured something in 
which the Avord “ Hospital ” Avas alone distingnisliable. 
Mr. Clark.son (who appeared for Mi. Sloaiie) rose to 
cross-examine her, and asked, “ AVhen did Mr. Sloano 
heat you ? ” After a long interval, .she Avhispcivd, “ Mr. 
Sloanc. heat me about a month ago”; and then slio 
seemed to bcroine unconscious. The surgeon found 
that .slie had not fainted, but had lallen asleep ; and lie 
forbade any further quc'^tioning, as impossible to bo 
borne. Mr. CLirksou, with evident feeling, bowed to 
the interdict ; hut stated his lielief that “ wiien the case 
e.ime to be further investigated, it would jiresent a 
ditrercnta-spcct.” Alderm.in Humphery ( w ith emphasis) 
— “There shall iiuh'ed he anotlior inquiry, and Mrs. 
Sloano must also ajipraiv [o answ'cr this serious charge.” 
— Ml*. Sloano wa.s liheiated on h.ul to the amount 
of too/ , for liis reappeavanei' next vAoek. 

Mr Sloanc appeared again on tlu' l.'hli, Avheii farther 
evidence, corroborative 'of the above, was taken. Mrs, 
Sloano Avas excused fiom atlondaiici*, h.iving met xvith 
an accident. A vAutness swore to having sf-eu Mr.s, 
Sloaiie heat the girl and drag her by the ban ot her lu ad. 
Aldinan.in Humphery ocri.sured the authorities of the 
West Lomlon Union lor their lukewarmiiefas in not 
lu’osecutinu. Mr. Pontifex, the eieik, excused the 
ollicers b\ leference to dilHcnltics respecting the 
expenses but, utter an indignant dcoiioiistration from 
tli< Alderman, he took up the case (oi the IJiiioii, Mr. 
Clark.son again, out ot huinuue consideration for tlic Aveak 
state of fin* girl, ahstanicfl from any qvi'=‘'‘*ious ; but 
re-stated that Mr Moanc's friends I’^ly Avith.conhdcnce 
on his exeuI])ation in the sequel.

Shnine, alter the examination was adjourned, reqne.sted 
perinissioii to leave by one of tlie private entrances to 
the c(*urt, and, luiviug first sent out th(' gaoler to 
ascertain if the coast, was qiiitii clear in Church Fn.ssagc, 
peeped round the corner ol the door in CA’cry direction, 
and, IV'cling satisfied that no one saw^ him, made a 
sudden rush, and at the top of liis speed made the best* 
ol lusAvay into Grtl^Tiain Street, where he Av^as recognised 
by a yieisori Avho had seen him in court during the 
ynocoodmgs. It Avas soon passed from one to another, 
until a mol) collected round linn so dense, that he was 
quite unable to escape. Mud Avas heaped upon him 
Ironi all sides, and his cars Avere greeted Avlih various 
shouts . “ DoAvn with the wretch avIio starved the girl ! ” 
“ Heath to the cruel monster > “ Give it to him ; show 

him no mercy; he had none for Jane Wilbred! ” and 
sueh-like phrases. In order the more cirectually to'pre- 
vent his escupiiig, one of the mob knocked his hat o\er 
his eyes, and it was not until he Avas dragged and pulled 
about in a very rough manner that he Avas able to get 
uAvay from them, when he ran toAvard.s the Fost-oftice, 
Avith the mob in full chase alter him, yelling and hooting 
at his heels at every step, until ho fortunately met a 
policeman, who took him under his protection, and 
liurriod him into a public-house in Grcsliam Street, where 
he remained until a cab Avas called, and he was got into 
it AA'ith great difKculty and conveyed to his chambers in 
the 'I’emple. On arriving there, ho AA-ever, a fresh sur- 
priso’a waited him, Tir there Avej*e from 500 to 600 persons 
eolloetcd round the house in runij) Court, anxiously 
waiting for Mr. »Sloan(\ The oflieer Avho had accom- 
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panicd him in the cab theu'directed the cabman to drive 
along the Strand » but the mob ivho had followed the 
vehicle from Gresham Street so annoyed him by mud 
and other missiles, that Mr. Sloane expressed a wish that 
the cabman should cross Waterloo Bridge and put him 
down at the railway station, and he ultimately escaped 
without any serious injury. 

Several cases have occurred of workmen being driven 
from their employment by Combinations of their Fellows. 
A labouring cooper complained at the 'J'hames Police 
Court, on the 17th, that his trade association had fined

j A Melancholy Suicide has been committed by Mr.

I lit became at last possessed by the delusion that he w as 
I dying from an internal disease which his father liad 
I laboured under ; and his medical attendant was quite 
I unable to remove the wholly ungrounded impression. 

I On the 10th, his mind wholly gave w'ay, and in the 
' dead of the night he opened- veins in bis neck, his 
thighs, and his wn-ists ; and his summoned hmi-sehold 
found him at the point of death from loss of blood. 
Still rational, he said -“*l7 sufferings were greater 
than I could bear : } ou see w'hat a dreadful thing 1 have 
done. I am pleased that 1 have been punished in tliis 
world, and I nope I shall escape hereafter.” By medical 
skiU his life was preserved till the 19th, when he died 
from exhaustion. , A coroner’s jui 7 , at his house m 
■ Hyde Park Terrace, returned a verdict of “ suicide under 
the influence of temporary insanity.” 

Another case has occurred of Jiohhery attempted by 
^neana of Strangukvtion. Mr. Adolphe Dubois, a 


dentist in Princes Street, was passing through Norton 
Street, near Portland! Place, about hali^pust nine o’clock 
on the night of the I8th, when he noticed throe men in 
a doorway, as if they were tliere to get out of the rain. 
As he was passing, one of them ran down the steps and 
rushed against him, at the same time throwing a rope 
or gag over his head, which W'as instantly forced round 
his neck, and tightened so as nearly to choke him. Mr. 
Dubois endeavoured to give an alarm ; but the rope 
W'as tw'istod tighter, a man being at his back, using 
something like a lever to efflect this compression. He 
contrived, however, to call out ; upon which the other 
two men ran down the steps and neld his hands. By 
the time he had nearly lost consciousness, he felt the 
pressure removed, and then saw' the three men running 
off by diflerent vvaya. He called out ‘‘ Murder ! Police ! ’ ’ 
and he then noticed that his outside coat ivas torn, and 
that his watch and chain had been taken fioin him. 
In a minute or tw'o aftenvards, a uum who called 
himself William Thompson w'as brought to limi, and he 
instantly identified him as the man who had used the 
gag or rope to him. The w'atcli wais soon afteiwards 
produced in a shattered condition, having been found in 
an area close to where the prisoner was stopped, lie 
had marks; on his neck from the violence to which he 
had been subjected ; und4p suffered a kind of spasm 
every five minutes from the same cause Thompson 
Avas brought before the Worship »Street Police Point, 
next day, and remanded iin a statement by the police 
that they expected to capture his accomplices. 

A icccnt Trial for Murder in Fiance has created 
a great sensation"! from the atrocitj of the circum- 
stances. The Abbe Gothland, a priest, and jVraduiiK' do 
Sahlon, the wife of a physician at Aiuiouleiiie, wait 
jilaced at the bar on a charge of having w’llfully 
m.,,^idercd a woman named Dcguisal, W’ho lived wiln 
Gothland as his servant. The corpse of the deceased 
had been exhumed upon susjiieion, and w'sis found to 
contain ai-Ncnic; in addition to which it was Ji^tified 
that the d( ceased had sii kened suddenlv, i». d had 
fiiffcred from violent vomitings iireviously to In r deatli 
These facts suggested that she must, have come to :> 
violent end; suspicion fell upon tlie prisoners, and 
evidence was brought to show that Gothland loid hi eu 
living in adulteious intercourse vvitl| Madame da Snblon , 
that this illicit connevioii had boon discovered by 
Dcguisal , .and that tlie murder had been devised and 
perpcli'ated by the joint exertions of tlie pair to reniovo 
this witness of their guilt Proof was brought tluu 
Golhhind, in parishes vvheie he had formerly ofliciati d, 
had been notoriously inculpated with other inaninl 
women, and that Madame du Sablon had maiiitaiin il 
a similar connexion with GothlaiuVs predecessor in llie 
curaev. Evidence of a less direct kind vva'^ aUo takeii 
to ]‘rove till criminal disposition.s of both the accu''i d 
parties. On tin* other hand, il Is particularly remark- 
able that the defimce vvas made to rest more on tiie 
piobability of suiculi*, than the iinjirobability of adulleiy 
and murder; nor vvas any testimony olieri'd to the 
sanctity or innocence of the priest beyond tlie simple 
evidence, that, with the fate of his predecessor hcfoic his 
c}cs, he had resolved to exercise greater caution in his 
intercourse with his female parishioners, 1’he ijuestion 
of the “ probabilities ” vvas complicated by an incident .so 
wholly Ei’cnch in character, that it is diiiicult to atkicli 
to it, according to the English notions, any decided 
purport. As soon as the accusation had become known 
to ].)r. du Sablon, the liusband of the female prisoner, 
he held a long “ explanation” with his wife, the result* 
of which W'as they both shut themselves up in a room 
with a little hoy their son, kindled some pans of char- 
coal, and thu.s endeavoured to terminate at one .stiv»k<' 
their existence and their difficulties. In the execution 
of this re.solve they wore intcrrujited, though not until 
their purpose had been nearly efteeted ; and both the 
jiorties to the trial endeavoured to turn tlie fact to their 
own peculiar benefit. Mad^ni' du Sablon insisted that 
it her husband had considered her guilty, he would not 
have sacrificed his life with her ; to vvhii li the prosecutor 
replied with more plausibility, that if he had been 
pei-suaded of her innocence he would not have proposed 
suicide at all, or, at any rate, would not have included 
his little son in the sacrifice. In the end, after a melo- 
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dramatic display protracted through a whole week the 
jury acquitted the woman, and convicted the priest, 
hut with a reserve of “ extenuating circumstances ” mi 
his favour, and he %vas condemned to the gallics for lift' ; 
but it is said that he intends to appeal against the 
sentence. 

An Extraordinary Escape from the Pcntonvillc 
prison was made by a convict named George Hacket on 
the evening of Sunday the li-t inst. Having lately 
escaped from a cell at the Marlborough police court, 
and also attempted to escape from Newgate, he tvas 
removed to Pcntonvillc, and placed under the surveil- 
lance of the prison ofticers. A ftcr service on the above 
evening he was missing, and it by finding the sheets 
of his l>ed, a rope, and his clothing on the purapct-wall 
that his mode of escape M'qs detected. It appears that 
he hud wrested off' the spring of the door of his cell, 
which he formed into a “jemmy,” and concealed about 
him a -weight and the .sheets and rope of his bed, which 
he must have wra]iped round his body under his clothes, 
Ai^ soon a.s he was conducted to his seat in the ehajiel ho 1 
must have slipped down off' it on to tin* ffooring, and by j 
the “jernmy ” and weight forced out thohoarding, thus j 
enahliug him to descend to a small closet beneath. A j 
wdndou with trifling protection afforded him aece..s to j 
the parapet-wall some few feet below. Gaining it, he , 
proceeded along to one of the mam Avails, 50 or (50 feet i 
long, communicating to llie governor’s bou-.e, on tin j 
north side of the prison. Iteaehing tho end, he must 1 
hiue got on to tho roof of tlie house, a height of more , 
tliiiii si\ feet from tho wall. He Ihen must h.ivi' di- ! 
vested lumsolf of the prison (h'thing, sav'o Ins trousers 1 
riiid blue shirt, and with the “ ]( nimv,” rope, sheets,! 
tV.c, lefl them on the roof, and hv sliding down one of 
the g.dile-cnd walls got clear of the grtol. The governor [ 
despateheil oIHccjn to the ddierent jioliec .statioiii Avith a ^ 
full dermjitifm of his jiei'^on, and tlio mspeetor of jin- ' 
sons imtituted an inquiry into the circuinstanees atf''nd- ] 
mg the eoinats flight. Next evc'mng the govimor 
reeeivi d by post the following note — j

NARRATIVE OF ACCIDENT AND 
DISASTER. 

Two fatal accidents Inn e happeind in the TnuncUiun, 
OjKratiouH noAv going on under the streets. 'J'o diveit, 
or suppress, the stench of a .sewer disclnnging it.self iK'ui 
the New Houses of J’arli nneiit, a sluice grated s.-wer 
lull Ix'cn in course of excin atioii .it the bottom of 
Northumbeiland Street, Charing Ch’os.s, which aaouIu 
carry th(' sewage into tlie Thanio.s heion the lcn»'-A\atoi 
mark. On the lOth, there A\as a spring-tide; e\tia 
precautions had been taken to kee^) ont the waUr, and 
they Avcri' thought to be sullicient. JJut Avhile sixteen 
persons Avere employc'd in the subterranean Avorks, the 
riAX'i’ .suddenly mad'' a breach through all ohstriietions, 
and Hooded the Avorks. The men stio\c hard for life ; 
‘but tAVO of them, EdAvard Gorman and William 
Gardner, Avere overAvhelincd by the rush of Avaler.-?, and 
droAVned. 'J’ho droAvned men have each left AAidows 
and families destitute; for aaIiohi tho contnaetors, 
Messis. Humphreys and Thri.st, declared their intention 
to proAude. At the inquest held on Wednesdays, it 
appeared that the coritrnelors, Avithout consulting liic 
ScAver officers, for a tcmiiorary facility to their Avorks, 
made an extra tunnel under the Hegent Street scaaci-, 
with a roof of from four to six feid thickness of mud and 
earth, resting on timber support.s. On Monday morning 
the men Avenl doAvn to Avork Avliile a high tide A\^as in 
the dock ; the earthy croAvn of the tunnel could not hear 
tho pressure, and the Avatci; rushed in. The inquiry 
was adjourned till the 23d, when tho Jury found the 


folloAving Verdict:— “Accidental death by drowning: 
and the jury canuot separate Avithout expressing their 
opinion that groat negligence is attributable to Messrs. 
Humphreys and Thrist, and their foremen, Messrs. 
Wheeler and Porrott, in not consulting the engineer 
connected Avitli the Victoria scavi t.” 

More disastrous accidents from the Erpiosion of 
Ell fjine-ho tiers have occurred. At Halifax, on the 29t'h 
ult,, the boiler of a inanufaetoiy exploded AA'hilo the 
jicoplc Avere all at Avoik in the afternoon the boiler 
was tbe centro one of three ; above Avas a part of the 
premises occupied by the Avorkers, and this became a 
b( ap of rums, AAliich the fires of the boilers set in a blaze, 
that AA^as with difficulty extinguished. Many were 
buried in the lubbish, and it aaus a long time heforo the 
debris could be cleared away to got at the unfortunate 
people. Nine A\ere taken out dead, and others were 
found A'ory imieh hurt. Another explosion subsequently 
occurred at Hilston, in Messrs. Baldwin's eollii'iy.

Ho was 
hunting, when he fell flrom his h(*rsc in a fit, and died in a fow i 
niinutes. lie was between 70 and 80 years of age, and, on 
account of the tendency which he had exhibited for such attacks, 
had been warned by his medical atteudauta to avoid the excite- 
ment of the chase. 

Mrs. Bkll Martin died recently at New \'ork, aftor a short 
illness, witliin ten dues of her arrival in the Cinted States. 
She was, previous to her marriage, Miss Martin, of Galwav 


and her husband took the family name when .she married. ITor 
estates wero the largest in Ireland, her tenantry amounting to 
twenty thousand, and her lands extending over two hundred 
thousand acres ; but the property on her succeeding to it was so 
I heavily mortgaged tliat she was obliged to rcluuiiiish all, ami 
trust to her literary talents for her support.

of desolation. On the 7t]i of Ot toiler lust, Mr. Watson, 
tlie surgeon of the naval ho.sjiitul in Port lioyal, un- 
iiounccd that A.siatic cholera of a malignant type had j 
made its appearance in that town. The inhabitants vvert* ; 


at first incredulous, hut facts soon convinced them o 
the truth, and plans were devised to stay the plague. A 
cholera hospital was established, and some of the sur- 
geons of the fieet vVerc sent a.shore to assist. Government 
medical stores w< re di-jlnbuted freely, but it was soon 
found that bijlh tlie (quantity of medical stores, and the 
numb#r?»/ medical men, were totall} inadequate to the 
frigitfiil extent of illness and suffering that prevailed. 
Dpwurds of 6000 persons liaye died in King.ston and 
Spanish Town alone. Numbers were so panic-stricken, 
that they would not apyily for assistance, and no one 
knows that they have been ill and died. Some w ere 
found dead in cellars, where they had been lying dead 
for days. One of the most distre-ssing things is the 
number of orpnans, both black and white children, and 
their condition and future provision are now occupying 
the serious attention of the Jamaica authorities. Ilun- 
dreds of children of tender age are left utterly destitute; 
..^fa^liers, ' molheixs, brothers, and sisters have been

dated JOth June 1819, transmitting to Earl Grey tlu; 
great protest of the inhabitants of Sydney, in public 
meetings assembled, against tho renewal ot transpoi- 
tation, hereby declares, that in that despatch liis Lxeei- 
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loncy has, in a case of the utmost importance to the 
gciKiral welfare of tliis colony, grossly misrepresented a 
scries of facts of public notoriety, traduced the character 
of a lai-gc majority of the colonists of all classes and in 
uU parts of the territory, and betrayed the interests of 
the colony into the hands of its enemies." 

"L'l\c papers also contain reports of the great debate in 
the licgislative Council, which ended on the 21st of! 
August, on Dr. Lang’s own motion inviting inquiry 
into the charges pr(*frrrcd against him hy the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. The Council unanimoiislj'^ 
resolved, that there were “ foundations for the charges,” 
and particularly for the one which accused Dr. Lang of 
jilcdging the duplicates of land-orders rejireseiitmg land 
of which ho was onlv the trustee— the said pledging 
” was a fraud upon liis cestui quo trusts, and highly 
discreditable.”

Tin* anniversary of the election of the Bresident of 
the J'rrnr/i Jicpuhhr, the lOth instant, ivas eeb'brated 
in Fai is by a splendid fcti*. The Prelect of the Seine 
w'lis trie nominal host ; and besides the chief guest, there 
were gathered round him, in the Hotel do Ville, minis- 
ters, ambassadors, and distinguished politiciuii.s, nearly 
tw’O hundred. The programme lu-cscrilied the single 
toa^t “ 'I'o the President of the Itcpublic,” and relied on 
.1 calculated sjiontancity for tho I’rcsidcnt’s coinjilimen- 
tary return of a toast ’* To the City of Puri.s.” 
M. "Berger, the Prefect of the Seine, in projiosiiig the 
toast, congratulated his hi arcus on the fact that , now 
the noise alone of its fetes interrupts the laborious calm 
of tho Hotel de A’^illc ; and then ascribed it to the 
President Napoleon’s efibrts and devotedness, that 
citizens were at length permitted to set aside .all the 
interests of polities and speak of the interests of I’aris 
oiilj'. The President replied in a dexterous si'cecli 
w hich w'as well received. One passage in it, how'evev, 
gave rise to much eoriimcnt: “To tell nie,T he said, 
that Franco has hchcld her prosperity increase during 
the lust two jears, is to address to me the eulogmm 
which touches mo the most. At present I am happy to 
bo able to admit that calm has returned to men's minds; 
that tho dangers which cxi,sie«l two years hack have 
disappeared ; and that, notwithstanding the uncertainty 
of matiei-s, a future i.s reckoned on, hcciansc it is felt 
that if modifications arc to take place, they wdll be 
atcompliBhed without trouble,” After the hanquet, the 
magnificent salons -of the Hotel de Ville, which are 
unique in Europe, were thrown open to between live 
ami six thousand guests. Bands of music w'ere stationed 
in the Salle des Fetes, the Salle du ’J’r6ue,and the great 
ball-room ; and tho dancing was kept up with great 
spirit till four o’clock in the niornmp,.

An instance of summary justice hy Ly nth Lair has 
lakcn j)lace at Ceorgelown, iii California A man, 
named Devine, iiad taken to gambling, and as he'va^ 
in ill!’ habit of losing his money, his wife hid all that 
came into her jiossossiou. One day, having lost all his 
money, ho demanded the money the had liul. S)ic 
refused to deli^Tr it if he intended to use it in gambling, 
wheix'upon Devine threatened to kill her' A.s he seized 
his gun, she bleu out the candle and fled into another 
room. Tl(', liowcvi'r, discharged it at her. Tlie contents 
passed through the door, and killed her. An enraged 
crowd, several hundred strong, assembled forthwith , set 


Devine on a horse, and rod'' him off to a tree. Here 
they made him kneel upon the horse’s back, put thtt 
rope around his neck, and drove the horse off, leaving 
him hanging from the branch of the tree. 

A terrible steamboat disaster occurred at San Fran- 
cisco on the 2l^th of October, by which a number of 
lives were destroyed, variously estimated at from 
seventy-five to a hundred. This was caused by the 
explosion of the boiler of the steamer Saganioro, which 
took place just as she was leaving her wharf for Stockton. 
A large number of passengers were on board. Human 
bodies and masses of limber were at oneo scattered in 
every direction. The boat was a complete wreck, and 
from her fragments were taken the dead and dying, 
mutilated in the most .shocking manner. The master of 
the boat Avas blown a di.«:taiicc of fifty foet into^the water. 
He escaped with his life, but not without considerable 
injury. Tlie cause of this di'cadful W’^astc of human life 
lia.s not been ascertained. 

An attempt ivas niada on the life of General Belza, 
l^^rcsident of Bolivia, on the Gth of Scptcnihcr, Avliile 
walking with Colonel Laguna, I’resideiit of the Senate, 
Don Augu.'.tino Morales, and others, when a student 
named Sotomayer fircdapjslol, whieli wounded Belza in 
the face. As he tell, another pistol was fired by Morales, 
but the liall only slightly grazed him. Some slight 
attempt at a revolution appears subsequently to have 
been made, but w ithout suei css T)ie l^residciit of the 
Senate Avas implicated in the conspiracy, condemned to 
be shot, and executed on the i3lh oJ' Sejitembcr. Morales 
and Sotomayer have also been condemned to death.
